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ADDRESS OF JOHN F. FITZGERALD, MAYOR 
OF BOSTON, TO THE CITY COUNCIL. 


Gentlemen of the City Council,— We do _ not 
meet in this room to-day as untried companions, 
embarking upon some novel adventure. The 
Council Chamber itself, the inauguration cere- 
mony, the forms of organization, the duties 
and problems to which all these are merely 
a preface and a setting, are familiar to most 
of us. The change that has occurred is the 
least that could possibly occur,— one new face 
among so many. Yet this occasion marks the 
close of an important period and coincides with 
the fresh start made annually in every city 
department. I am glad to avail myself of the 
opportunity it affords for expressions of mutual 
confidence and understanding, as well as_ for 
reviews, forecasts, and comparisons in the pub- 
lic matters which have been entrusted to our 
care. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENT. 


Precedent and custom require that on _ these 
occasions your chief magistrate should account 
to you, and through you to the citizens, for 
his stewardship during the municipal year; 
should, in other words, present a succinct sum- 
mary of the finances of the city. Not every 
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citizen realizes how limited a stewardship the 
mayor of Boston enjoys, how far from absolute 
is his control over a large share of the city’s 
expenditures. Yet, even with state, metropol- 
itan, county, police, and school bills presented 
to us for payment without any effective power 
of supervision, we are able to report a progress 
seldom paralleled during the past fiscal year. 

The amount of the appropriations recommended 
by me at the beginning of the year, and voted 
by your honorable body substantially as recom- 
mended, was a moderate one. Although the law 
would have permitted a total appropriation of 
$20,327,586.93, the amount allowed fell short of 
this by $1,141,469, a margin never equaled and 
seldom approached since a tax limit was prescribed 
by statute. 

As a result of our prudence in the expendi- 
ture of the public money, the tax rate was 
reduced from $16.50 to $16.40 per thousand. 
This is the lowest tax rate but one among the 
cities of the state and nearly $3 lower than 
the average tax rate among the cities of the 
metropolitan district. But the real reduction 
was a much more considerable one. Last year, 
for the first time, the School Committee voted 
to expend more than half a million, or 40 cents 
upon $1,000, from the tax levy for land and 
buildings for schools. Had. they- followed the 
usual practice and contented themselves with 
the loan funds allowed them by the Legislature 
the tax rate would have been not $16.40 but 
$16. The increase of 10 cents allowed them 
over 1909 might also be deducted, leaving the 
tax rate, on the 1909 basis, only $15.90. 

Last year, moreover, some $350,000 was appro- 
priated from taxes and revenue for construction, 
principally for improvements at the City Hospital, 
for the new ferryboat, and upon the repair of 
bridges. Under the financial methods which were 
in vogue in former years, the money for these 
items would have been borrowed and an additional 
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25 cents would have been subtracted from the tax 
rate, making it only $15.65 per thousand. 

Any citizen who is disposed to question my 
arithmetic needs only to examine -his tax bills 
for the last ten or twelve years. He will find 
printed upon the face of the bill for 1910 the 
following statement:

Not since 1903 has the city tax been so low as 
$12.90 per thousand. 

The large surplus left by my predecessor 
received much commendation. I trust that a 
similar disposition to give credit where credit is 
due will be displayed in the comments upon our 
own unexpended balance, which exceeds that of 
1909 by over half a million dollars. At the close 
of Mayor Hibbard’s administration there remained 
in the city treasury the sum of $955,388.68. The 
year 1911 will open most auspiciously with a 
balance of $1,486,805.83, the largest amount of 
cash on hand at the close of any fiscal year since 
Boston became a city. This was due in part to 
economies practiced in the city departments, from 
many of which a considerable surplus was returned 
to the treasury; in part to increased collections due 
to the admirable work performed by the City Col- 
lector and his assistants, and in part to receipts 
from the corporation and street railway taxes, as 
well as other sources of revenue, beyond the amounts 
estimated at the beginning of the year. 

Of the borrowing capacity, estimated at $3,774,— 
045.71 on February 1, 1910, about $1,036,545.71 
remained intact on January 1, 1911. The 
estimated borrowing capacity for the coming 
year will, in consequence, be larger than if the 
total for last year had been exhausted, and will 
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amount to $3,780,983.47. But not a dollar of this 
sum can be considered superfluous. In fact, a 
large portion of it is virtually pledged in advance 
for the following items: 


Separate system of drainage (now ora by

Nor do these items complete the tally of our 
probable expenditures. The Chelsea North Bridge 
must be completed in 1911 at an estimated cost 
of $250,000, and the settlement of the claim of 
the New York, New Haven and Hartford Rail- 
road for damages sustained through the construc- 
tion of Cove Street Bridge may impose another 
$750,000 upon us. If the system of high pressure 
service for fighting fires is adopted at an annual 
cost of not less than $150,000, a new conta- 
gious diseases ward building is constructed at a 
eost of $300,000, and a city hall annex is erected 
on the site of the Old Court House at an 
estimated cost of $1,100,000, it is obvious that 
even were there no other calls upon _ the 
treasury, it would be necessary to go outside the 
debt limit to meet these legitimate and, as many 
believe, imperative demands. 

But to deny that there are other demands no 
less legitimate is to fly in the face of common 
knowledge and of expert testimony. I have 
made an attempt, for example, by means of a 
petition and bill now before the General Court, 
to reduce to a maximum of $400,000 the total 
of the annual loan for a _ separate system of 
drainage, now amounting to about $700,000 
and mandatory upon the city through a _pre- 
vious act of the Legislature. Our engineers do 
not believe that the full amount is necessary or 
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can be advantageously expended. Yet, coupled 
with their protest against this unnecessary 
expenditure, is an urgent request for a loan 
of $500,000 instead of the usual $300,000 for 
ordinary sewer construction in different parts 
of the city. Similarly, the Street Commissioners 
report that, instead of $300,000 a year, the sum 
of $1,000,000 a year could be expended for the 
next ten years in the laying out and construction 
of highways, and every thinking citizen knows 
that if the funds were available there is no 
better use to which they could be put. Subways 
are demanded in every direction,—to South 
Boston and Dorchester, through the West End, 
along Boylston street, from Park street to the 
South Station, to say nothing of tunnels under 
the harbor; but for all these the credit of the 
city must be pledged, bonds must be sold and 
an increase, apparent at least, must be made in 
the total debt of the city. Whether this debt 
is incurred inside or outside of the debt limit 
makes no difference whatever after the obliga- 
tion has been assumed. 

Neither in the status of the city debt nor in 
the outlook for a moderate tax levy is there 
any encouragement to recklessness, though in 
both a candid student will discover, I think, 
some cause for satisfaction. 


THE WORK OF THE YEAR. 


A revised charter, which, while imposing many 
restrictions, some of them salutary, others ques- 
tionable, upon the officers of the government, 
also opened new opportunities for constructive 
achievement, has given an impetus felt through- 
out every department, and evoked signs of 
activity and progress where in the past too often 
inertia has been an unwritten law. The creation 
of a new Department of Public Works, com- 
bining the former Engineering, Street and Water 
Departments, has met with almost unanimous 
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approval. ‘Town meetings, so called, have been 
held in the different sections of the city. Through 
these conferences the citizens and the government 
have been brought more closely together, and the 
interest of the Improvement Associations, both local 
and general, in public questions, has been stimu- 
lated. Many of the criticisms and suggestions 
offered by these associations have been found to 
possess value and their co-operation should be 
welcomed by all city officials. Thus the move- 
ment for cleaner streets received a marked 
impetus from its enthusiastic advocacy by the 
Women’s Municipal League, which has _ also 
interested itself in the question of refuse disposal. 
The Chamber of Commerce drafted and favored a 
measure before the Legislature last year designed 
to mitigate the smoke nuisance. The ‘Safer and 
Saner Fourth” was satisfactorily inaugurated in 
1910 by the Boston-1915 organization. A_ bill 
for better sidewalks, now before the Legislature, 
is the result of an agitation maintained, if not 
initiated, by the United Improvement Association. 
The City Council has before it an ordinance 
codifying and amending the regulations as_ to 
shade trees, prepared by the Boston Society of 
Architects, and another, relating to the hours 
during which children may frequent certain sec- 
tions of the city unaccompanied, submitted by 
the Home and School Association. Personally, 
I look upon this activity among the citizens’ 
associations as a hopeful sign and believe it may 
be traced in part to the awakening caused by 
the tour of the city made by the Mayor and the 
City Council last spring. 


WORK OF THE CITY DEPARTMENTS. 


Among the more important of the city depart- 
ments there have been many evidences of activity. 
In the Park and Public Grounds Departments, for 
example, the income of the Parkman Fund has 
been devoted to the renovation of the soil of 
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Boston Common, and to the creation of a zoolog- 
ical garden at Franklin Park and an aquarium at 
Marine Park. When these institutions are com- 
pleted Boston will no longer be without these 
means of public recreation and instruction, one 
or both of which exist in practically every other 
leading American city. A large sum has been 
expended by the Park Department upon the 
improvement of playgrounds. 

The Fire Department has built a new fireboat 
for service in the northern portion of the harbor; 
has arranged a system of inspection intended to 
prevent fires as well as to detect them in their 
early stages; has identified itself with the move- 
ment for metropolitan mutual aid, which seeks 
to unify the fire-fighting forces over the whole 
metropolitan district; and is now engaged in 
advocating measures of far-reaching importance 
before the Legislature,— bills for the regulation of 
garages, lumber wharves and explosives, and for 
the installation of a high pressure water service. 

The Board of Health has adopted a system of 
dairy inspection by which its employees visit and 
inspect all dairies furnishing milk for consumption 
in Boston, traveling as far as New York and 
Canada in the performance of their duties. It 
has made a regulation abolishing the dip tank and 
requiring all milk to be sold in capped bottles. 
By the employment of special nurses it has 
established a closer surveillance over the isolation 
and care of cases of contagious diseases. 

The Hospital Department has carried on the 
work of fireproofing its main buildings and engine 
room, a measure of safety which has been nec- 
essary for several years, and has acquired a site for 
the new building intended to care for cases of con- 
tagious diseases. In connection with the work of 
this department efforts have been made to secure 
from the trustees of the Robert B. Brigham and 
the Peter Brigham Hospitals statements of their 
plans, as it is obvious that the expenditures of 
the city for relief to the sick must be graduated 
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according to the expenditures of the various 
private agencies. As yet these efforts have been 
unavailing, but there is reason to hope that 
through the investigation started by a committee 
of your honorable body and the publicity which 
has been given to the whole matter thereby, 
information will be forthcoming upon which the 
city may base its own policy in hospital appro- 
priations. 

The Consumptives’ Hospital Department has 
completed a new ward building and a women’s 
cottage building, both unexcelled in their appoint- 
ments and their adaptation to the needs of this 
class of patients. 

The Public Buildings Department has _practi- 
cally completed the new gymnasium, swimming 
pool and bath house on the site of Curtis Hall, 
and has plans for the reconstruction of the Blos- 
som street wardroom as a gymnasium and bath 
house for the West End; as well as for municipal 
buildings in the different sections in which they 
are notoriously needed. 

Through the Board of Street Commissioners 
the city has co-operated with the Copley Square 
Trust in securing the erection of a great new 
hotel on the site of the old Art Museum, and 
with the Park Square Real Estate Trust in its 
efforts to redeem from stagnation the territory 
formerly occupied by the Boston and Providence 
Railroad station and yard. The completion of 
this important work may involve changes in St. 
James avenue and Providence, Arlington, Ferdi- 
nand and Pleasant streets, and should lead to 
the opening up for business uses of the extensive 
area tributary to Park square. In connection 
with the construction of new streets an important 
amendment to the constitution was passed by 
the Legislature at its last session, and will come 
before it for a second vote at the present session 
before being submitted finally to the people for 
ratification or rejection. This amendment, which 
was proposed by me, provides that the Legisla- 
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ture may, by special acts, authorize the city to 
take more land than is needed for actual con- 
struction for the laying out, widening, or relocat- 
ing of highways, and will enable many necessary 
street improvements to be made, of which the 
cost would otherwise be prohibitive. 

In the Bath Department the completion of the 
Paris Street Gymnasium, one of the finest of its 
kind in the world, is only one of several progres- 
sive achievements. Plans are now in hand which 
will make the L Street Bath House even more 
useful to its legion of patrons. 

The annual report of the Children’s Institu- 
tions Department for 1909 contained an opinion, 
submitted by a minority of the trustees, that 
the Suffolk School for Boys should be abandoned. 
Their recommendation was referred to the Finance 
Commission on September 24, 1910, and the 
commission has recently sent a report indorsing 
the attitude of the minority of the trustees, and 
even going much further in recommending a 
transfer of the functions of the Children’s Insti- 
tutions Department to the state. This question 
will undoubtedly come before your honorable 
body in one form or another during the coming 
year. 

The Street Department has been especially 
active and in almost every division improved 
methods have been tested and adopted when 
found successful. Two sewer yards have been 
consolidated, and new apparatus has been installed 
at the Calf Pasture pumping station. Between 
eight and nine linear miles of cement sidewalks 
have been laid on newly constructed streets, and 
for the first time in recent years a new ferryboat 
has been built out of tax money. 

All this has been accomplished without any 
ereat strain upon the financial resources of the 
city. The increase in the pay rolls for the fiscal 
year has been only $420,702.35, and of this total 
$225,108.93 is accounted for by the Police De- 
partment and the School Committee, over which 
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the Mayor has little or no control. The net 
increase in departments under his control is only 
$195,593.42, which is less than half of the total 
increase and which barely keeps pace with the 
normal growth of the city in population and 
valuation and the constantly increasing demands 
made upon the various departments. 


WORK TO BE ACCOMPLISHED. 


Passing over the work of other departments 
no less worthy of mention, I take this oppor- 
tunity to call attention to certain needs of the 
city not irrelevant to the activities of your 
honorable body. Foremost among these, in my 
opinion, is a pension system which will care for 
the aged employees in the city service, while 
permitting of their replacement by younger and 
more vigorous workers. The pressing problem 
of the rapid, yet economical installation of water 
meters, so that various classes of citizens may 
not pay at different rates for the same service 
and the same quantities of water, should be 
taken up at an early date. A new ordinance is 
required regulating the fees for bay windows, 
marquises, vaults and similar projections under 
and over the streets. I have recommended, and 
still believe, that the residence of the late George 
Francis Parkman should be acquired by the 
city and held as a memorial building, while at 
the same time serving as a headquarters for 
certain departments. Should the Department of 
Public Recreation be established, its offices might 
appropriately be located in the home of Mr. 
Parkman, who left almost his entire fortune for 
the improvement of the city parks. 

Upon the broader questions of dock and 
harbor development, railway service, transporta- 
tion facilities, metropolitan activities and charges, 
the increased use of Charles River Basin, a 
federated Greater Boston, and the like, want 
of time forbids any extended presentation of 
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views, yet I see no impropriety in reminding 
you that these are subjects of basic interest to 
the community which we represent, and, pro- 
vided we do not neglect our prescribed functions, 
any criticism made upon us should be directed 
against a deficiency and not an excess of interest 
and of energy. The functions of government 
are expanding, and the official who _ performs 
them to the satisfaction of the people to-day 
will hardly be one who permits himself to be 
tied in the straight-jacket of routine. 


CONCLUSION. 


One of my first official acts, gentlemen, will be 
to submit to you the estimates of the city depart- 
ments with the amounts recommended by me 
for each. Once the budget for the year is deter- 
mined, it will be our duty to see that every 
dollar appropriated is so expended as to yield the 
maximum of return in conscientious and _intel- 
ligent service. I do not myself doubt that such 
is generally the case. Possessing a wider and 
more intimate acquaintance with the heads of city 
departments and the men occupying responsible 
positions under them than some who have decried 
the value of their services, I do not hesitate to 
say that they are, as a class, underpaid. The 
clerks, laborers and other subordinates are, on 
the whole, faithful and honest, and those who 
are not will find no favor under this adminis- 
tration. 

I trust, gentlemen, that Boston will have no need 
to be ashamed of our labors and that the judgment 
passed upon our record a twelvemonth hence will 
be a favorable one. Let us dedicate and rededi- 
cate our best efforts to the welfare of the city 
which has honored us. For it is surely no mean 
distinction to have been called to the public 
service of the City of Boston.

Hon. JouN F. FItzGERALpD, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Str,— The Board of Art Commissioners respectfully 
submits the following report for the year ending Jan- 
uary 31, 1911: 

On February 20, 1910, this commission suffered a 
severe loss in the death of its able and generous chair- 
man, Samuel Denis Warren. One other vacancy and the 
absence of one member from Boston left the Board for 
the first time in its history without a quorum for many 
weeks. With the appointment of two members by 
your Honor the Board was able to reorganize in 
May, 1910. 3 

The fence around the Joseph Warren monument, for 
which drawings were obtained during the last year, 
is now nearing completion under the direction of the 
Superintendent of Public Grounds. 

The metal clock tower at Peabody square, Ashmont, 
for which this commission secured drawings during the 
last year, has been finally approved. As the molds for 
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this clock tower have been preserved, it can be repro- 
duced at moderate cost. It is hoped that this type of 
clock tower will largely supplant the less satisfactory 
type of street clocks previously set up in this city. 

By an order of the City Council, dated April 4, 1910, 
this commission was authorized to have erected three 
memorial tablets in Dorchester at a total cost not 
exceeding seven hundred and forty (740) dollars. The 
commission voted to erect one of the proposed tablets, 
that at Codman square, at a total cost of three hundred 
and fifteen (315) dollars. The tablet is now in place. 

After consultation with various authorities this com- 
mission, on October, 18, 1910, recommended to your 
Honor that a commemorative bronze tablet be erected 
on Boston Common. Your Honor approved this plan 
and arranged that the tablet be paid for out of money 
appropriated from the Parkman Fund for the use of 
the Public Grounds Department. 'The commission has 
accordingly appointed a committee to secure a design. 

A site near the junction of Beacon street and Chestnut 
Hill avenue has been approved for a watering trough, 
offered to the city by the Massachusetts Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals. The Board awaits 
the submission of final plans for the proposed watering 
trough. 

In accordance with a long matured plan this commis- 
sion, on June 24, 1910, unanimously voted to remove the 
statue of Edward Everett from the Public Garden and 
relocate it at Edward Everett square. This vote, when © 
approved by your Honor, became mandatory. On 
July 6 the City Council voted an appropriation of five 
hundred (500) dollars, and arrangements were accord- 
ingly made with the City Engineer to draw up specifi- 
cations and advertise for bids. The appropriation 
proving insufficient, the City Council, on your Honor’s 
recommendation, voted an additional appropriation of 
three hundred (800) dollars, October 31, 1910. The 
Engineering Department postponed the work on account 
of the approach of winter. It is hoped that the reloca- 
tion may soon be completed. 

Two new mural paintings by Mr. Charles E. Mills, 
at the Franklin Union, have been approved. 

A competition for a monument to Robert Burns 
having been held at the Museum of Fine Arts, the suc- 
cessful model, by Mr. H. H. Kitson, has been submitted 
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to the commission. It has been approved, reserving 
judgment of the architectural composition in connection 
with its final placing. 

A sketch of figures, by Mr. Bela L. Pratt, for a pro- 
posed memorial to the nurses of the Civil War has been 
approved. 

A statue of an Indian on horseback, by Mr. Cyrus E. 
Dallin, entitled ‘‘The Appeal to the Great Spirit,” has 
been approved. Private subscribers, it is understood, 
expect to donate this statue to the city. The statue is 
now being cast in bronze. Nosite has yet been assigned. 

Pursuant to an order of the City Council, June 138, 
1910, providing for a music pavilion on the Common, 
plans for the same to be subject to the approval of the 
Superintendent of Public Grounds, the Art Commission 
and the Music Department, this commission has been 
in communication with the Music Department and the 
Superintendent of Public Grounds with a view to secur- 
ing a satisfactory design. The departments interested 
have been fortunate in securing the services of Prof. 
F. W. Chandler as adviser, to organize a competition. 
It is expected that designs for the pavilion will soon be 
on public exhibition. 

This commission is glad to have been consulted 
during the year by your Honor’s office, by a committee 
of the City Council and by two departments of the city 
government. 

The temporary chairman of the commission attended 
a meeting of heads of departments called by the chair- 
man of the Park Commission, to consider reeommenda- 
tions for the expenditure of the income of the Parkman 
Fund. This commission was also glad to respond to an 
invitation of the Parkman Fund Committee of the City 
Council to consider, with that. committee, the same 
important subject. 

In answer to inquiries from the Street Department as 
to methods of lighting the Shaw monument, this com- 
mission has given it as its opinion that the monument 
can be satisfactorily lighted only from a point on the 
opposite side of Beacon street, either on the edge of the 
sidewalk or in connection with the State House fence. 

On request from your Honor’s office this commission 
considered plans for a Boston exhibit at the London 
Town Planning Conference, in October, 1910, and 
approved the same. Again on request from your 
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Honor’s office the Board furnished information as to 
the cost of medallions of former mayors. The Board 
has since submitted for your Honor’s approval a con- 
tract with Mr. Richard E. Brooks for a bronze medallion 
of the late Mayor Hibbard. 

Owing to a lack of available and desirable space this 
commission has been unable to approve a location in 
Faneuil Hall for a portrait of the late Julia Ward Howe. 
In this connection the Board has further thought it 
advisable to state that in its opinion no portrait memorial 
should in future be placed in Faneuil Hall until ten years 
after the death of the person so to be honored. 

At your Honor’s suggestion this commission has under- 
taken the relocation and care of the portrait memorials 
now in Faneuil Hall. As most of these paintings should 
be rehung, and as expert repairs may in some instances 
be necessary, the Board has requested that its appropria- 
tion be increased to two thousand five hundred (2,500) 
dollars. 

Though most of the city’s property is carefully inven- 
toried, no complete list of the monuments and other 
works of art belonging to the city is known to this com- 
mission. Not only a list but a properly illustrated, 
descriptive and historic catalogue would seem in the 
highest degree desirable. With the help of the Registry 
of Local Art of the Museum of Fine Arts, the Board has 
accordingly begun the preparation of a catalogue. It - 
is hoped that sections describing the public monuments, 
the busts and medallions, the paintings, etc., belonging 
to the city may be printed in the commission’s yearly 
reports, until material for a complete catalogue is ready 
for publication in a form both convenient and befitting 
the city’s dignity.

A round shaft of Quincy granite with Doric capital crowned with a 
bronze statue of Liberty rises from a granite base with bronze figures on 
pedestals projecting from the four corners. A soldier and a sailor are 
placed at the ends of one diagonal; female figures of History and Peace 
at the ends of the other. The soldier stands, looking toward the right, in a 
long military coat, grasping with both hands his musket at rest. The 
sailor stands with the right leg advanced, the right hand holding a rapier 
with the point resting on the ground, and the left hand at the waist. The 
figure of History is represented seated, crowned with laurel, the legs 
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crossed, holding in the left hand a tablet resting on the knee and the right 
hand extended with a pen. The figure of Peace is seated with left hand 
_ resting on the seat, and holding the right hand raised with a myrtle branch. 
Between these figures are four bas-reliefs depicting The Departure of the 
Regiment, The Sanitary Commission, The Achievements of the Navy, The 
Return from the War and Surrender of the Battle Flags to the Governor. 

Above, against the shaft, are four standing female figures of granite 
holding shields, representing the North, South, East and West. The 
bronze figure of the Genius of America which crowns the monument 
carries wreaths supported on a sword in the right hand, and holds the 
United States flag with staff resting on the ground with the left. She 
wears the usual diadem of stars and looks slightly downward. The gar- 
ment fastened about her shoulders falls in long folds behind. At the foot 
of the pedestal, resting on the edge of the abacus of the column, are four 
granite eagles.

On the reverse side of the slab and against a Celtic cross sketched in 
low relief are three seated figures in bronze. The central figure represents 
Erin entwining a wreath of oak and laurel leaves. At her right sits Pat- 
riotism represented as a young man offering a branch of oak leaves and 
acorns to Erin. At her left Poetry, a boyish, nude figure with wings, holds 
in one hand a harp, and with the other offers laurel to Erin.

She is enveloped 
in sweeping draperies. The figures of Shaw, his horse and several soldiers 
are almost in the round.

From a platform of Georgia marble, surrounded by an iron railing and 
approached by a flight of steps with a grille, a square tower of the same 
stone rises, bearing a smaller square belvidere with four arched openings. 
The belvidere is crowned by a balustrade with urns surmounted by an 
octagonal lantern and spire. The corner posts of a marble balustrade 
about the top of the tower rise above the rail in obelisk form. In the 
upper part of the tower four large windows with balconies; and below each, 
a narrow opening lighting an interior stairway. Opposite the top of the 
steps an arched panel on the side of the tower bears under a wreath the 
following inscription written by former President Eliot of Harvard Uni- 
versity: 
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On these heights 
during the night of March 4, 1776 
the American troops besieging Boston 
built two redoubts 
which made the harbor and town 
untenable by the British fleet and garrison. 
On March 17 the British fleet 
carrying 11,000 officers and men 
and 1,000 refugees 
dropped down to Nantasket Roads 
and thenceforth 
Boston was free.

A heavy oblong shaft of granite rises from a granite seat and supporting 
wall forming three sides of arectangle. At the base of theshaft is a bronze 
portrait bas-relief facing the left and framed by branches of oak leaves 
with acorns. 

The figure of an Indian chief, standing erect with head well back and 
glance directed forward, is carved above in the granite of the shaft. The 
head and shoulders are nearly in the round, but sunk deeply into the 
granite, while the blanket, which falls from the left shoulder and is held 
in place by the left hand, appears to grow below from the face of the stone. 
The lower limbs are hidden by the blanket, only the points of the moccasins 
appearing. By the right arm the trunk of a pine tree, its leaves and cones 
stretching up by the head.

It may be further increased by $88,373,800 
on account of holdings by citizens of Boston in Massa- 
chusetts corporations. 

These valuations are determined by taking the amount 
paid by the Commonwealth to the city during the finan- 
cial year on account of corporate taxes assessed as of the 
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first day of April of that year. The totals are under- 
estimates, as the collection extends beyond the year in 
which taxes are assessed, and a small proportion of their 
total sum is paid over to the city with the assessments 
of subsequent years. 

As the revenue from these sources is always estimated 
before the amount to be raised by taxation is determined, 
the effect of the valuation of this property in reducing 
the rate of taxation is the same as though its amount was 
included in the assessors’ aggregate and the taxes were 
assessed by.them.

HOSPITAL DEPARTMENT. 


The following property is in charge of the Trustees of the Boston City 
Hospital: 

The land bounded by Harrison avenue, East Concord street, Albany 
street and Massachusetts avenue. The lot consists of 430,963 square feet. 
Also land bounded by Harrison avenue, Massachusetts avenue, Albany 
street and Northampton street, containing 145,555 square feet. On the 
first lot is the Boston City Hospital proper, which consists of a group of 
twenty-four buildings. On the second lot mentioned is situated the South 
Department, for infectious diseases, which consists of a group of eight 
buildings. 

The Trustees also have charge of a plot of land containing about 69,785 
square feet, on the east side of Albany street, in the rear of the hospital. 
On this lot are situated the ambulance stable, boiler house, dynamo station, 
coal pocket and storage house. 

The Convalescent Home is situated on 610,500 square feet of land, at 
No. 2150 Dorchester avenue, near the Dorchester Lower Mills. On this 
property is a three-story house, with a two-story ell, with accommoda- 
tions for thirty-four patients and eight employees. There are also a _ 
barn and stable, shed and recreation house for patients. About one-half 
of this property is highly improved and one-half woodland and pasture. 

The Haymarket Square Relief Station lot contains 12,039 square feet 
of land, on which is a three-story brick building with two one-story ells. 

The East Boston Relief Station is situated on 7,500 feet of land, at 
No. 14 Porter street, Kast Boston. On this land is a three-story brick 
hospital and a two-story brick ambulance stable. 

The total amount of land in this department is 1,276,342 square feet 
or 29,3; acres. The number of buildings is forty-four.

CHILDREN’S INSTITUTIONS DEPARTMENT. 


MarceLLta STREET Home.— Contents of lot, 305,188 square feet. Of 
this 197,487 feet were taken by the Park Department in July, 1903, and 
26,803 square feet in September, 1905. The part of the estate still held 
by the Trustees of Children, 80,898 square feet, is not in use. 

PARENTAL ScHoou.— The Bolles estate, situated on Spring street, West 
Roxbury, consisting of about twenty-eight acres of land, dwelling house, 
farmer’s house, stable, ice house, boathouse, sheds, etc., was purchased in 
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August, 1892, at a cost of $30,000, for a Parental School. There have 
been erected on this place a kitchen and laundry house, two temporary 
school buildings, three dormitories and a hospital. In 1901 additional 
land to amount of 778,448 square feet was purchased at a cost of $35,262.27. 
Three new cottages have been erected. A new school building, containing 
eight class rooms and a hall, has been erected, and occupied since Septem- 
ber, 1910. Four horses, 2 carriages, 2 wagons and 2 carts. 

RatnsrorpD IsuaANp (with the buildings thereon), purchased in 1871 of 
the Commonwealth at a cost of $40,000, containing eleven acres. The 
buildings are occupied by the Suffolk School for Boys. Two horses, 5 cows, 
1 wagon, 1 passenger bus and 1 gigger. 


BOSTON INFIRMARY DEPARTMENT. 


AutmsHovusE, Alford street, Charlestown, is situated on a lot containing 
102,400 feet, with garden containing 73,038 feet, near the Everett line, ® 
short distance from the Malden Bridge. The building is of brick, built in 
1849, is 100 feet long by 45 feet wide, three and one-half stories high, with 
two wings, one story high, 39 feet by 19 feet, and two wings, two and one- 
half and three and one-half stories high, 45 feet by 23 feet. One hundred 
twenty inmates can be.accommodated. On the lot are a large barn and 
other outbuildings. Horse, coupé, 2 wagons, 3 cows, hens, ducks and 
pigs. 

Lone Istanp.—The department controls about 167 acres. A building 
accommodating 350 persons was erected on this island in the years 1886 
and 1887, and is now occupied by male paupers. A building for about 
250 female paupers, a hospital with 250 beds, a chapel seating 800, a~ 
power house about 116 feet long by 40 feet wide and two stories high

barn, ice house, piggery and other farm buildings and a reservoir with 
capacity of 1,000,000 gallons. Seven horses, 4 cows, 220 pigs, 133 fowl, 
ambulance, bus, phaeton, wagon, jigger, caravan, 4 carts and the necessary 
farm implements. 

STEAMER ‘“‘GrorGE A. Hrpparp.’’—This boat is 65 tons (gross) burden, 
80 feet long, 17 feet beam, 7 feet draft, and was built in 1910 at a cost of 
$37,500. Her berth is at Long Island, where, being fully equipped for 
fire service, she could be called on at short notice should a fire occur on any 
of the harbor islands, as well as for service in the department. 

STEAMER ‘JoHN Howarp.”’—This boat is 38.14 tons burden, 76 feet 
long, 15 feet beam, 7 feet draft, and was built at a cost of $18,000. She 
has been replaced by the ““George A. Hibbard” and is not, at the present 
time, in commission.

Sanitary Division. 


SoutH Boston STABLE. (LEasED.)—Stable and sheds, with accom- 
modations for twenty horses, are located at corner H and Second streets, 
South Boston. 

East Boston STaBie. .(LEASED.)—Stable and sheds, with accom- 
modations for fifteen horses, are located at 324 East Eagle street, and 
are occupied jointly by Paving, Sewer, Street Cleaning and Watering, 
and Sanitary Divisions. 

CHARLESTOWN STABLE, with accommodations for twenty-five horses, 
is situated on Rutherford avenue; lot contains 17,300 square feet of land; 
stable built in 1875; sheds and outbuildings built in 1879. 

HIGHLAND STABLE, with accommodations for seventy-two horses, is 
situated on the old Almshouse lot, Highland street, containing 81,082 
square feet. A part of this stable and adjoining lot is used by the Paving 
Division. There is on this lot a brick stable, built in 1873, which cost 
$88,594.13; also an offal shed, erected in 1875, at a cost of $1,160.12. 


_The offal shed was abandoned April 1, 1897, and in 1900 part of it was 


remodeled and is now used as a carriage house and a wash room. 

Sout Crry STaBLes, SHops AND SHEDS.—Situated on Albany street, 
opposite Newton street. The lot belonged to the city before being used 
for this purpose, and contains 90,780 square feet. 

The stable and buildings connected therewith are of brick. There 
are also on the premises five wooden sheds, used for storing wagons, 
etc. The stable is two stories high, with French roof, and has accom- 
modations for one hundred horses. Twenty-three horses are kept in sheds. 
Total original cost, exclusive of land, $79,089.23. In 1899 a Veterinary 
Hospital was built and equipped for the purpose of caring for sick and 
disabled horses. 

Connected with stables are blacksmith’s, wheelwright, paint and har- 
nessmaker’s shops, in which the wagons, carts, harnesses, etc., used by 
this and other departments are constructed and kept in repair; also a 
horseshoeing shop, for shoeing the horses of the departments located in 


‘this section of the city. 


West StaBLes AND SHEDS.— The stable is a brick building a story 
and a half high, 128 feet by 50, located on North Grove street, built in 
1860, with outbuildings attached to the same. It has accommodations 
for ninety horses in stables and sheds. The lot contains about 45,152 
Square feet. On May 11, 1896, a horseshoeing shop was established for 
the purpose of shoeing the horses stabled in this section of the city. 
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Fort Hitt Wuarr.— Containing 21,054 square feet, placed in charge 
of the Sanitary Division; used as a dumping station for the city’s garbage 
and refuse, and as a mooring place for dumping boats and scows which 
convey this material to sea and to the plant of the New England Sanitary 
Product Company; cost of constructing platform and dredging dock, 
$6,219.33. There are five Barney dumping boats in continual use, which 
are towed to sea by the tugboat ‘“‘Cormorant.”’ ; 

A portion of this wharf is used by the Street Cleaning and Watering 
Division as a locker for patrol push-carts, ete., and a part is in use by 
the Paving Division, the building thereon is leased to a tenant. 

LITcHFIELD WHARF. (LEASED.)—Situated at 466 to 470 Atlantic 
avenue, containing about 35,460 square feet, leased March, 1898, for a 
period of ten (10) years. This wharf adjoins Fort Hill Wharf, and is 
occupied in part by the New England Sanitary Product Company as a 
berth for their scows, and also by the buildings of the City Refuse Utiliza- 
tion Company for the disposal of waste and rubbish. 

New ENGLAND SANITARY PropucT ComMPANY PLANT. (LEASED.) — 
Situated on Spectacle Island; five acres on the northwestern slope of 
the southern head of said island in Boston Harbor; leased until January 
1, 1912. 

’Wercuinc Hovsn. (LEASED.) — Corner of Massachusetts avenue and 
Southampton street. Lessor, the Consolidated Gas Company of Boston. 
Area about 2,300 square feet. 

Two hundred thirty-five horses; 202 ash carts, single, 7 double; 72 
offal wagons, 22 double; 65 paper carts and wagons, and one automobile.

BOSTON FIREMEN’S RELIEF FUND. 


By Chapter 308 of the Acts of 1909, the Fire Commissioner of the City of 
Boston for the time being and his successors in office, and twelve members 
of the Fire Department of the City of Boston, to be chosen as hereinafter 
provided, and their successors, shall constitute a body corporate for the 
purpose of receiving and holding all sums of money and real and personal 
estate not exceeding in the aggregate four hundred thousand dollars, 
which may be given, granted, bequeathed or devised to it for the benefit 
of members of the Boston Fire Department and members of the Boston 
Protective Department or their families requiring assistance, or for the 
benefit of any persons, or the families of any persons, who have been such 
members, and who require assistance. The property so held and the 
corporation hereby created shall be known as the Boston Firemen’s Relief 
Fund. The said corporation shall have authority to manage and dispose 
of the said fund and the income thereof, according to its discretion, subject 
2p the Eeegons of any trusts which may be created for the purpose 
aforesaid.

FRANKLIN FUND.

This fund has resulted from a bequest to the “‘Inhabitants of the Town 
of Boston, in Massachusetts,” made by BENJAMIN FRANKLIN in a codicil 
to his will (see Suffolk Probate Records, book 712, page 1). The said codi- 
cil provided that the fund, ‘if accepted by the inhabitants of the Town 
of Boston,’ should be managed ‘‘under the direction of the Select Men 


eae 
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united with the Ministers of the oldest Episcopalian, Congregational and 
Presbyterian Churches in that Town,” who were to loan upon certain 
stated conditions portions of the said fund, at 5 per cent interest, ‘‘to 
such young married artificers, under the age of 25 years, as haveserved 
an Apprenticeship in the said Town; and faithfully fulfilled the Duties 
required in their Indentures, so as to obtain a good moral Character from 
at least two respectable Citizens,.who are willing to become their Sureties 
in a Bond.” 

The fund was accepted by the Town at a Town meeting held May 25, 
1790 (Franklin having died April 17, 1790), and the ‘‘Donation” was 
paid to persons acting as managers in 1791. 

Franklin’s codicil provided that at the end of 100 years the managers 
should reserve ;*); of the amount which Franklin estimated would have 
accumulated by that time, this amount to continue “‘to be let out on 
interest in the manner above directed for another hundred years,’’ and 
that they should spend +$? of the fund which had by that time accumu- 
lated ‘in Public Works which may be judged of most general utility to 
the inhabitants such as Fortifications, Bridges, Aqueducts, Public Build- 
ings, Baths, Pavements or whatever may make living in the Town more 
convenient to its People and render it more agreeable to strangers resort- 
ing thither for Health or a temporary residence.” 

The first period of 100 years expired May 2, 1891, but a suit brought 
by the heirs of Franklin temporarily prevented the expenditure of this 
portion of the fund for the purposes specified, and it was not until January 
17, 1894, that the treasurer of the fund, Mr. Samuel F, McCleary, by 
direction of the ministers of the three churches named in the codicil and 
the Board of Aldermen of the City of Boston, which Board had been 
assumed to be the successors of the ‘Select Men,” paid to the City Treas- 
‘urer $329, 300.48 (4%¢ of the fund); and the said persons voted that this 
amount be expended “‘in the purchase of land and for the erection thereon 
of the Franklin Trades School and for the equipment of the same.’”’ The 
fund was not, however, expended for that purpose, certain suits having 
been brought to have the courts determine who were in fact managers 
of said fund; and it was finally decided (see Collins vs. Doyle, 184 Mass. 
373) that the ‘“selectmen while in the performance of their duties as 
managers were not acting as public officers of the town,” and that the 
members of the Board of Aldermen ‘‘did not become their successors as 
managers of the Franklin Fund’’; and by virtue of a final decree made by 
Justice William C. Loring of the Supreme Judicial Court on March 16, 
1904, nine persons (of whom the Mayor of Boston is, ex officio, one) were 
appointed to act in conjunction with the ministers of the three churches 
as managers of the said fund. The managers are the rector of Christ 
Church, the ministers of the First Church in Boston and the First United 
Presbyterian Church, John F. Fitzgerald, Mayor of Boston (ex officio), 
Richard Olney (Chairman), William Endicott, Nathan Matthews, Charles 
me ena get James J. Storrow (Secretary), John A. Sullivan and George 

. Swain. 

From the accumulated fund there has been expended by the managers 
$402,718.52 on account of the construction and equipment of a building 
at the corner of Appleton and Berkeley streets, known as the Franklin 
Union, and containing a hall capable of seating 1,000, 24 class rooms, 
and 6 draughting rooms. The object of the institution is to afford people 
working at a trade an opportunity to increase their knowledge and improve 
their condition. The land on which the building stands was purchased 
by the City of Boston for $100,000. 

The balance of the fund, which was retained by the treasurer,— and 
which the codicil provides shall remain invested until 1991, when it will 
be divided between the City of Boston andthe Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts, in the proportions specified in the bequest,— was, at the request 
of the managers of the fund, turned over to the City Treasurer on October 
20, 1904, it having been voted by the managers that the Treasurer of the 
City of Boston for the time being act as the treasurer of both the accu- 
mulated and the accumulating funds.

At the end of twenty-five years the 
income of said sum to be expended annually in the purchase of books of 
permanent value, either in the Spanish or Portuguese languages, or in 
such other languages as may be deemed expedient by those having charge 
of the library. The books bequeathed or purchased are always to be freely 
accessible for reference or study, but are not to be loaned for use outside 
of the library building. If these bequests are not accepted by the city, 
and the trusts and conditions faithfully executed, the books, manuscripts 
and money are to be given to the President and Fellows of Harvard College. 

In order that the city might receive the immediate benefit of this con- 
tribution, Anna Ticknor, widow of the donor, relinquished her right to 
retain during her life the books and manuscripts, and placed them under 
the control of the city, the City Council having previously accepted the ° 
bequests in accordance with the terms and conditions of said will, and 
the Trustees of the Public Library received said bequests on behalf of 
the city, and made suitable arrangements for the care and custody of the 
books and manuscripts.

Bowpoin DorcHEsteR ScHoot Funp.—On March 1, 1797, JAMES 
Bowpot1n, of Boston, in token of his respect and esteem for the inhabi- 
tants of the town of Dorchester, and for the sum of 5s., deeded to them 
and to their successors forever, ‘‘for the use and benefit of the public 
schools in said town,” a certain parcel of woodland. The sale of this 
estate by the Board of Street Commissioners was authorized by the City 
Council in 1889, and the net proceeds paid to, and invested by, the City 
Treasurer in bonds of the City of Boston, the income of said bonds being 
expended by the School Committee for the benefit of the public schools 
in that part of said city formerly called Dorchester. 

On September 27, 1897, the Corporation Counsel of the city gave an 
opinion that the schools in South Boston had the same right as the schodls 
in Dorchester to participate in the benefit of this fund, and since that date 
the income has annually been expended for the purchase of books and 
other supplies for the schools in these two sections of the city.

CHARLESTOWN ScHooy Trust Funp.— The Legislature of Massachu- 
setts, on the 27th of March, 1793, passed an act to incorporate Richard 
Devens, Nathaniel Gorham, Josiah Bartlett, Aaron Putnam, Joseph Hurd, 
Nathaniel Hawkins, Seth Wyman, and their successors, Trustees of the 
Charlestown Free Schools. On the 18th of April, the same year, it was 
“Voted that the Town Treasurer deliver to Aaron Putnam, Esq., Treasurer 
of the Trustees of the Charlestown Free Schools, all the money, bonds, 
notes of hand, ete. (being the property of said free schools), that now are, 
or may come into his, the Town Treasurer’s hand.” 

The charter of the City of Chailestown, after prescribing the manner 
of electing the School Committee, provides that the persons thus chosen 
shall have ‘‘all the powers and privileges, and be subject to all the liabili- 
ties set forth” in the act to incorporate certain persons under the name 
of the Trustees of Charlestown Free Schools. The Act of Annexation 
to Boston provided for the continuance of this corporation in the mem- 
ver of the School Committee of the City of Boston from the Charlestown 

istrict. 

By chapter 53 of the Acts of 1877 the School Committee was incorpo- 
rated and authorized to receive the Charlestown School Trust Fund, to 
“‘manage said fund, and disburse the income thereof within the limits of 
the former City of Charlestown, according to the tenor of the instruments 
creating said trust.’ 

The School Committee elects annually one of its members as treasurer 
of the corporation, who holds in trust the property of this fund, and 
expends the income thereof for the purchase of books and other educational 
material for the benefit of the schools situated within the limits of the 
former City of Charlestown.

School and Children’s Home Association.

EASTBURN ScHooLt Funp.— The late Joun H. Eastspurn bequeathed 
in his will, proved July 28, 1878, the sum of $10,000 to the City of Boston,

scholars to finish their education, by pecuniary assistance in the Normal 
School for Females in said city.’”’ ‘This bequest was received by the 
Mayor in May, 1886, and paid to the City Treasurer, who was authorized 
to invest the same in City of Boston bonds, the fund thus created to be 
known as “The Eastburn School Fund” and the income thereof paid to the 
School Committee, to be expended by it for the purposes set forth in the will 
of the testator. 

Under regulations adopted by the School Committee the income of 
this fund is now paid to the head master of the Normal School, and 
expended by him with the approval of the superintendent for the benefit 
of deserving and indigent pupils attending the Normal School.

FRANKLIN Mepau Funp.— The will of Dr. BENJAMIN FRANKLIN cCon- 
tained a legacy of one hundred pounds sterling to establish a fund, the 
income thereof to be expended in silver medals as honorary rewards to the 
pupils of the free school belonging to the town of Boston. In 1867 these 
medals were given for the last time to pupils in the grammar schools. After 
that date the medals were given only to graduates of the Public Latin 
and the English High Schools until 1896, when graduates of the Mechanic 
Arts High School were also included. At the present time these medals 
are awarded annually in June by the Board of Superintendents, on the 
recommendation of the head masters of these three schools, to those 
graduates who have attained high rank in scholarship and conduct. From 
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twenty to twenty-five medals are thus distributed annually, divided pro- 
portionately among these three schools.

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PERMANENT SCHOOL PENSION FUND. 


This fund was established under authority of chapter 589 of the Acts 
of 1908 as amended by chapter 617 of the Acts of 1910 for the payment 
of pensions to the members of the teaching or supervising staff of the 
publie day schools of the City of Boston. 

The care and investment of said fund are ‘‘vested in a board of three 
trustees, of whom, one shall be the Chairman of the Board of Commission- 
ers of Sinking Funds of the City of Boston, ex officio, another chosen by 
the School Committee, and the third shall be chosen by the Board of Trus- 
tees of the Teachers’ Retirement Fund in the City of Boston.” 

“In addition to the amount which the school committee is now author- 
ized by law to appropriate for the support of the public schools of the city, 
and for other purposes, it shall annually appropriate for the purposes con- 
templated by this act, and in the same manner in which it makes appro- 
priations for other school purposes, the sum of five cents upon each one 
thousand dollars of the valuation on which the appropriations of the City 
Council of the city are based, and shall from time to time pay to the treas- 
urer of the permanent pension fund such portions of the proceeds of said 
five cents upon each one thousand dollars of the valuation aforesaid as, 
in the opinion of the school committee, will not be needed for the purpose 
of paying pensions to teachers during that year.”

PUBLI SCHOOL TEACHERS’ RETIREMENT FUND. 


This fund has been created in accordance with the provisions of chapter 
237 of the Acts of 1900. 

The fund is for the purpose of providing annuities to teachers who have 
retired from the service of the City of Boston after having taught a certain 
length of time in the day schools of the city, and who have contributed 
a certain sum to the fund. 

Kighteen dollars per year is deducted by the City Treasurer from the 
salaries of all teachers who entered the service of the city after the passage 
of the Act of 1900, and also from the salaries of such other teachers as 
have voluntarily elected to come within the provisions of the act. 

On January 31, 1911, 2,465 teachers were contributing to the fund at the 
rate of $18 per year.

Clean and healthy bodies are productive of clean and 
healthy minds and a consequent raising of the standard 
of citizenship. Being primarily a department con- 
ducted for the needs of the poor, its powers for dispens- 
ing health and happiness in congested districts is 
commensurate only with the extent of its patronage.

East Boston. 


The new Paris Street Gymnasium and Baths, located 
on the site of the first indoor municipal gymnasium in 
America, we are pleased to state, is about to open its 
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doors to the crying needs of the community. The gen- 
eral scheme of the building and its thoroughness of 
equipment, together with its unsurpassed gymnasium 
and running track, combine to make it, in the opinion 
of many, the finest type of a municipal gymnasium in 
the country. The trustees were handicapped by the 
inadequate appropriation on hand to carry out plans 
clearly desirable, but we feel safe in asserting that it will 
be a monument to the city and a distinct impetus to 
the health and enjoyment of the people of East Boston. 

The beach bathing at Wood Island has shown an 
appreciable increase even over last year. The building 
should be enlarged, affording additional facilities for the 
ever increasing patronage. 

The three floating houses at Border street and Jeffries 
Point are sufficient to alleviate the wants of the more 
remote sections of East Boston. 


CHARLESTOWN. 


Dewey Beach is the only bathing beach afforded the 
people of this section, as is frequently shown by the 
numbers in attendance. The floating houses at Mystic 
and Warren Bridges, too, are well appreciated and draw 
patronage from a wide area, but additional houses and 
beach area should be provided at Dewey Beach. The 
shower baths at Copley School, while performing a 
valuable mission, only serve to emphasize the lack of 
proper bathing facilities for this large and congested 
section. A municipal gymnasium and bath house is 
contemplated by the renovation of the Ward 3 Armory, 
at an expenditure of $30,000. We feel that the interests 
of the people of Charlestown could be better subserved 
by erecting a new and modern gymnasium and bath 
house on this site, approximating in cost $75,000. 


Norts ENp. 


The piers at North End Park show the need of entire 
reconstruction, which the remainder of the special appro- 
priation of $5,860.94 will not allow being put into effect, 
together with the other scheme of general improvement 
there. When the piers are replanked and new iron 
guard rails constructed along the piers, they will fur- 
nish an excellent opportunity for their conversion into 
recreation centers for the mothers and children of the 


North End. 
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The introduction of a new policy abolishing nude 
bathing in the department makes imperative the recon- 
struction of the present laundry, with new and addi- 
tional machinery, in the brick building in the south end 
of the park. A special appropriation should be provided 
for this purpose to meet the extra demand, as the present 
laundry facilities are entirely inadequate to carry on 
properly the additional work entailed. 

North Bennet Street Bath House in point of patron- 
age continues to be one of the most popular houses in 
the city. Large numbers are in daily attendance there 
throughout the year, and it seems that the installation 
in the near future of the additional showers in the main 
floor will be absolutely necessary. 


West END. 


Years of agitation for the erection of an all year 
around bath house and gymnasium in this section of the 
city have borne fruition. Plans have been drawn for the 
reconstruction of the municipal building on Blossom 
street in Ward 8, and the coming fall will undoubtedly 
witness the results of what has been yearly anticipated 
in this district. Permanent bathing facilities will be 
provided seven days a week for both men and women, 
in addition to a thorough up-to-date gymnasium on the 
second floor, which will fill a long felt want during the 
winter season for the youths of the vicinity. 

The floating bath houses at Charlesbank were very 
extensively patronized during the past year, but the 
location within the Charles River Basin with no ebb and 
flow of the tide seems to necessitate their removal this 
coming season, provided arrangements can be made for 
their location, to the lower side of the dam. 


SoutH ENpD. 


The Dover Street Bath House still continues to cater 
to the health and happiness of the masses, and its popu- 
larity increases rather than diminishes with the years. 
The attendance is uniformly large and cosmopolitan 
in its character, indicating its widespread popularity 
among all races. The laundry steadily supplies the 
incessant demand that is made on it for the greater por- 
tion of the year without any loss of time or repairs 
through defective machinery. 
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The Ward 7 and Ward 9 gymnasiums on Tyler street 
and Harrison avenue lend their influences to their respec- 
tive communities as far as the limited facilities and 
comparatively uninviting premises could permit. ‘These 
rather dilapidated structures in adjacent localities 
emphasize the necessity for the erection of a bath house 
and gymnasium of sufficient size and equipment to meet 
the needs of the South End. 


SoutH Boston. 


The L Street Bath is still the mecca for countless 
thousands of citizens, and the accommodations at times 
were taxed to four and five times their capacity. The 
proposed reconstruction of this plant will more than 
double its capacity. The relocation of the fences sepa- 
rating the men’s, women’s and boys’ departments, and 
the extension of the two wings of the structure a dis- 
tance of 75 feet on the boys’ and women’s department, 
will relieve the congestion hitherto existing in addition 
‘to making this popular resort even more inviting and 
far-reaching in its salutary effects than heretofore. 

The D Street Gymnasium continues to attract alike 
both young and old who seek physical improvement. 
The extensive improvement made here during the fall 
in the way of painting and repairing seems to have met 
with a full share of appreciation by the large numbers 
who attend the classes. Through the co-operation of the 
Public Works Department we have secured the erection 
of a large are light close by the southerly end of the 
building, which has been solicited by the patrons for 
some years past. 


ROXBURY. 


The Cabot Street Bath House, Swimming Pool and 
Gymnasium still draws a large and varied patronage 
from every section of the city. The pool has grown 
in popularity and the additional opportunity given the 
women and girls for using it on Wednesday of each week 
has proved to be a welcome innovation. The gymnasium 
classes at all times are well attended. The construction 
of a diving board at the deeper end of the pool has met 
with unanimous indorsement from all who come to 
enjoy its advantages. The placing of an electrical hair 
dryer in this house for the use of the women fills a long 
felt want. 
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The pool at Orchard Park should be made more pre- 
sentable. New and more substantial fences should be 
erected. ‘The need of a municipal gymnasium and bath 
house in this district yearly becomes more evident. As 
the several sites exist for the construction of such a 
house, it is anticipated that in a few years another such 
structure will shortly be erected here. 


DORCHESTER. 


The Columbia Road Gymnasium and Pool, the center 
of physical activities of thousands in this section of the 
city, witness the increased demand on its facilities each 
year. The two gymnasiums are still in operation from 
October until April, and the excellence of the work carried 
on there has attracted large classes to its floors. We 
expect to have an entirely new system of showers 
installed before the opening of another season. Here, 
also, the department has furnished for the women 
patrons of the pool an electrical hair dryer. 

The new portable houses at Tenean Beach and Mc- 
Kenzie Beach are taxed to the limit during the open 
bathing season, particularly those at the former beach. 
Water and plumbing have been installed, also a shelter 
erected at McKenzie Beach. 


West RoxBury. 


The Spring Street River Bath, which is the only one 
in this section, has outgrown its usefulness. A reinforced 
concrete structure should be erected here, as the 
patronage, recruited from a wide area, has assumed such 
proportions that the present accommodations do not 
seem to properly provide therefor. 


JAMAICA PLAIN. 


We anticipate the opening of the new gymnasium and 
bath house and swimming pool at Curtis Hall about 
July. This building undoubtedly will prove immensely 
popular and will serve as a powerful factor in promoting 
‘the physical health and enjoyment of the surrounding 
district. 

BRIGHTON. 
Brighton is the only district in the city in which a bath 


house and gymnasium is not now located or contemplated 
and the ever increasing demand from the citizens of this

district for such a building ought now to be given serious 
consideration. A new concrete bath house should be 
erected on the banks of Charles river for summer bath- 
ing, as absolutely no provision is made now to satisfy 
the wants in this respect of the people of this district. 


The trustees take this opportunity to express their 
sincere appreciation of the efficient work of the general 
superintendent, Mr. Hugh C. McGrath; of the physical 
director, Mr. James L. Walsh, for his excellent work as 
acting superintendent during the summer months of 
1910, and of the department employees generally.

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REPORT OF THE PHYSICAL DIRECTOR OF 
THE BATH DEPARTMENT. 


Board of Bath Trustees, Boston, Mass.: 


In view of the fact that the chief features of the work 
under my charge in the nature of things maintain a fixed 
character from year to year, my report must necessarily 
contain statements of fact not unlike what I have already 
said in other reports. When I first took charge of the 
work of directing instruction in this department several 
years ago, I formulated a plan covering the methods to 
be adopted by all the instructors in the discharge of all 
their duties, and I outlined a scheme of instruction which 
was to be uniformly applied in all the institutions under 
my supervision. Since then I have seen fit to make 
some slight modifications of a minor nature in that 
scheme, but in the main the methods adopted at the 
beginning have been carried on to the present time. 

My duty, as I see it, is to give purpose and aim to the 
instructors of the department in their efforts to teach 
the thousands of men, women and children who attend 
our institutions. I keep in continuous touch with each 
of these instructors, and I am daily in attendance at 
their classes. In this way, while closely observing the 
conditions existing in each of our gymnasia, I also take 
note of the operation of the system as a whole. I make 
comparison of the yearly results in each place, and I 
compare, too, the total results of each year. 

The interesting thing to be recorded of the last year 
is that while the attendance at some of the classes was 
not as high as in former years, the degree of efficiency 
reached by the persons attending our gymnasia has been 
the highest yet realized. This applies to the men and 
women who come to our gymnasia for self-improvement 
rather than for recreation, particularly to the men who 
have definite standards of physical fitness toward which 
they are struggling, as in the case of the men who pre- 
pare for the civil service examinations for the Fire and 
Police Departments. All progress of this sort is suscep- 
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tible of accurate estimation, and I am happy to say that 
the improvement has been uniformly realized throughout 
our entire system. 

This realization of a high standard of efficiency in 
those persons who seek definite improvement is our 
chief aim. We labor particularly toward that end, yet 
we by no means neglect any opportunity to obtain 
specific results in the case of the large number of people 
who take up the work with no particular motive. This 
class is comprised largely of recreation seekers, who 
regard our training more in the light of pleasure than as 
a scheme to improve them physically. But in a great 
many cases we succeed in developing in them a larger 
interest than that of brief visits for recreation. Indeed, 
it is in the number of more or less indifferent people in 
whom we inspire a permanent interest in their physical 
welfare that we may do the most far-reaching good. 

What I refer to as being a definite improvement in the 
specially benefited class of our patrons is ability to 
perform useful physical acts, and inclination to adhere 
to correct physical habits of living. Persons developed 
to this stage we regard as being truly physically educated. 
Their minds completely master the acts and the habits 
of their bodies. 

The recreation seekers in our classes aremany. They 
aim at nothing higher than the pleasure of the moment, 
even though entering with enthusiasm into all that they 
do. The purpose of these people is narrow, when com- 
pared with those who have self-improvement for their 
end. Still recreation has a splendid tonic effect on the 
minds of people who work hard during the day, and we 
encourage those who seek it. 

The children’s classes, as usual, constitute an especial 
care. Our problem of handling them is always difficult, 
because of the overwhelming numbers-in which they 
attend our institutions. Each instructor is often called 
upon during the year to face a class of children several 
times the size of the class that is allotted to a teacher in 
the public schools. We manage, however, to carry on 
the work of organization among them, and we give them 
the measure of instruction that we feel to be sufficient. 
In addition to this they are given games and free play. 
We have now reached the point in the direction of 
children where we know that the habit of bathing and 
taking exercise acquired in early years clings to them in 
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after years. In districts where our gymnasia have been 
in operation many years the patrons of the adult classes 
to-day are comprised mostly of the children who acquired 
the habit in the junior classes. 

This year we have tried a new feature in the children’s 
classes. Frequently during the year we have allowed the 
children to hold social days, on which the regular routine 
of the class work was curtailed in order to allow the little 
ones to entertain their mothers and their teachers. 
The idea has been a gratifying success. 

It is sufficient, perhaps, to say in regard to swimming 
instruction in the Bath Department that Boston now 
easily leads any city in the world in the number of chil- 
dren who can swim. 

I wish to acknowledge my appreciation of the sincere 
efforts and the patient interest that I have noted in the 
work of the instructors. I desire to commend them for 
the manner in which they have performed the serious 
duties devolving upon them.

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REPORT OF THE GENERAL MEDICAL DIREC~ 
TOR OF THE BATH DEPARTMENT. 


To the Bath Trustees: . 


Real work in health insurance, in preventing sickness 
and disease and their inevitable attendant calamities, 
is only just beginning to be undertaken seriously. The 
beginning in effective practical hygiene is child welfare. 
Neglect of the vital regulative forces of a sound physical 
condition of the growing child works irreparable damage. 
Now preventive efforts are begun with the child; both 
the physical and mental development and well being 
are receiving closer attention. ‘These two factors evenly 
developed and kept always evenly balanced make for 
healthy and useful manhood and womanhood. The 
organic law of healthy child life is receiving the attention 
it deserves. 

It is an object of civic pride that the Bath Depart- 
ment of the City of Boston is a pioneer in child welfare 
work. The municipal gymnasia offer to the confined 
city child — and the grown up — opportunity for 
wholesome indoor recreation and exercise during the 
close season of the year, the months when playgrounds 
cannot be used; and the medical staff and the instructors 
give particular attention to the boys and girls who use 
these gymnasiums. 

In Boston in the municipal gymnasiums began the 
important work in mouth hygiene — a movement which 
has become of general practical national interest, and 
which has been incorporated into the medical inspec- 
tion of school children throughout the country. Crippled 
mouths cause faulty nutrition and retarded and blocked 
physical development; and neglected mouths and 
the infectious disease of childhood are intimately related. 
The whole child receives attention in the municipal 
gymnasiums. 

Boston requires a physical examination and a clean 
health certificate of every boy and girl before work can 
be obtained after leaving school. Undeniably the city 
gymnasiums and baths help many a child to make good 
when he or she goes up to meet the physical examiner 
for a work certificate. 
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The women medical examiners, in their regular hours 
of attendance at the gymnasiums on the women’s days 
(Mondays and Thursdays), meet the girls and young 
women and the members of the married women’s class; 
the women physicians are of genuine service to these 
gymnasium members. Physical recreation and exercise 
does women inestimable good. In the city gymnasiums 
the medical examiners and the instructors work in close 
co-operation to give the girls and women exercise which 
helps and benefits, and which requires no undue tax on 
the physical resources of any of the class members. 
Two years ago a successful talk on sex health was 
given the young men in one of the gymnasiums. ‘This 
was the first word on that most vital subject ever given 
in public by a municipal institution. Its success was 
immediate. Unquestionably such practical and popular 
talks are needed. It is knowledge which is of serious and 
practical concern to every young manand young woman— 
to everybody, bar none. It was a step forward and in 
the right direction. Further steps along that line can 
be taken profitably and effectively only with organized 
co-operation of the community. Public opinion is grow- 
ing towards a more or less general movement for a franker 
and closer knowledge of that vital subject — sex health. 
The Bath Department has made a beginning. Now 
public demand for further action is desired; and as soon 
as a cohesive community movement is organized the 
Bath Trustees, through their medical staff, will take up 
its part of this work. Talks on that branch of hygiene 
in the municipal gymnasiums on Sunday afternoons 
would accomplish much real good; it would be educative 
work of inestimable value. Naturally and properly, 
instruction in sex health falls in with physical develop- 
ment. It isa worthy use of the gymnasiums; it is instruc- 
tion which they can give rightly.

Sir,— In compliance with section 1, chapter 550, 
Acts of 1907, and of section 24, chapter 3, of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1898, a statement of the operations of 
the department is herewith presented from February 
1, 1910, to January 31, 1911.

The number of permits granted for first and second 
class buildings is 416; for third class buildings, 1,216; 
for alterations, 2,509; for setting of steam boilers, 
engines, etc., 1,239; for plumbing, 3,835; for gas fitting 
work, 9,882,— making a total of 19,097 permits granted 
during the year. 

The number of examinations made upon buildings in 
process of construction is 17,034; of alterations, 10,678; 
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of boilers, engines, etc., relative to setting, 1,420, 
plumbing work, 22,916; gas fitting work, 14,537; ele- 
vators, 3,230; egress, 1,302; plans, 5,079; specials, 111; 
fires, 363,— making a total of 76,676.* 

These examinations occasioned 315 reports relative to 
unsafe buildings, dangerous chimneys, etc.; 363 reports 
relative to fires; 596 reports relative to violations, and 
3,777 final reports,— making a total of 5,051 reports 
made during the year. 

The number of notices issued for violation of the 
statutes, etc., is 1,761; for unsafe buildings, walls, ete., 
183; for dangerous chimneys, 30; for additional means 
of egress, 521, and for miscellaneous purposes, 1,3869,— 
making a total of 3,864 notices issued during the year. 

Of the 5,079 plans submitted during the year 4,302 
were approved and 777 were disapproved. 

The department referred to the Board of Appeal 68 
appeals. Fifty-four appeals were sustained, and 14 
appeals were dismissed. The Board of Appeal also 
concurred with the Building Commissioner in allowing 
an equivalent method of construction in six cases, as 
provided in section 8, chapter 550, Acts of 1907. The 
department received 45 communications from the Board 
of Appeal. 

The number of first ae second class buildings com- 
pleted and upon which final reports have been rendered 
during the year‘is 388, at an estimated cost above the 
land of $9,191,090. 

The number of third class buildings completed and 
upon which final reports have been rendered during 
the year is 1,127, at an estimated cost above the land 
of $5,486,140. 

The number of alterations completed during the year 
is 2,171, at an estimated cost of $4,929,906. 

The number of plumbing jobs completed during the 
year is 4,034, at an estimated cost of $1,634,543. 

The number of boilers, etc., set, 1,165, at an estimated 
cost of $457,815. 

The number of gas fixtures and piping marallan is 
8,725, at an estimated cost of $423,272. 

The total estimated increase in tax valuation by con- 
struction and improvement for the year is $22,208,906. 

There have been 493 buildings, provided with addi-

This includes 1,422 families, 
4,195 persons, at an estimated cost of $86,140. 

February 1, 1905, there were 26,548 brick and 58,648 
wooden buildings,— a total of 85,196. Since that date, 
up to February 1, 1911, there has been erected 1,885 
brick and 5,181 wooden buildings; destroyed by fire, 
7 brick and 185 wooden buildings; taken down, 573 
brick and 777 wooden buildings,— making a total of 
90,720 buildings in Boston February 1, 1911, as follows: 
27,853 brick and 62,867 wooden buildings.

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SUMMARY OF ALL THE DECISIONS OF THE 
BOARD OF APPEAL UP TO AND INCLUD- 
ING JANUARY, 1911. 


CasE No. 1. 
September 28, 1907. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to install a line of individual portable washbowls because 
each washbowl was not to be provided with a separate 
trap. The appellant contended that the individual 
portable washbowls, which were to be hung by hooks 
over long horizontal iron bars and which were to empty 
individually through an outlet at the bottom into a 
common trough or trench which was to have no physical 
connection with the said bowls, and which was itself 
to be trapped, should not be considered as separate 
fixtures. The Board concurred with the appellant and 
sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 2. 
October 5, 1907. 

The appellant asked permission to alter an existing 
house of habitation without being required to conform 
to the literal wording of section 35, chapter 550, Acts 
of 1907. The Building Commissioner had refused the 
permit because the exposure on the land of the owner, 
after such alterations were made, would be less than 
that required in the said section. Because of the peculiar 
physical conditions pertaining to the premises and to 
_the adjacent premises, which could not be clearly 
explained in a summary, the Board found that it would 
be a manifest injustice to require the appellant to con- 
form to the literal interpretation of said section, and 
further that the proposed alterations would not in any 
way harm the adjacent property. The Board therefore 
sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 3. 
October 16, 1907. 
The appellant asked to be relieved from the order of 
the Building Commissioner to remove a running trap 
installed-in the house drain between the street sewer and 
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the opening in the drain above the roof. This had been 
ordered removed because such obstruction, it was con- 
tended by the Building Commissioner, was in violation 
of section 12, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, namely, that 
it was an obstruction to the drain. The appellant 
contended that such a running trap is not an obstruction. 
The Board sustained the appeal and found that such a 
running trap is not an obstruction. 


CASE No. 4. 
October 30, 1907. 

The Building CPaiaeanney, had refused to grant a 
permit to build an addition at the rear of two tenement 
houses, said addition to consist of a boiler house carried 
up to the level of the first floor of the said houses. This 
refusal was based upon the contention by the Building 
Commissioner that it would be in violation of section 
62, chapter 550, Acts of 1907. The appellant contended 
that under section 35, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, such a 
boiler house was permitted. The Board sustained the 
appeal on the ground that in this specific case, in view 
of the physical conditions pertaining to the premises, 
it would not be a violation of the spirit of section 62, 
chapter 550, Acts of 1907.

The appellant asked to be relieved from the order of 
the Building Commissioner to place hand rails on the 
stairways in a theatre. The appellant contended that 
they were not necessary nor required by statute. The 
Board affirmed the order of the Building Commissioner 
and dismissed the appeal. 


CasE No. 8. 
October 30, 1907. 


The Building Commissioner refused a permit to erect 
a theatre for two reasons, first, because the exterior 
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courts were not in accordance with section 79, chapter 
550, Acts of 1907; second, that the stopping off of the 
proscenium wall above the ceiling of the auditorium 
would violate section 83, chapter 550, Acts-of 1907. 
The appellant contended that no violation of the law 
would occur in either respect, and that the law requires 
one exterior court in case of a theatre building on a 
corner lot, therefore, no court is required where there 
is a street frontage on three sides as in the case of this 
theatre lot. The appellant also contended that so long 
as the fireproof proscenium wall.is carried above the 
ceiling of the theatre and the ceiling of the said theatre 
is made of fireproof material, it is not a violation of the 
spirit of section 79, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, to so 
construct a theatre. The Board concurred with the 
contention of the appellant and sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 9. 

November 7, 1907. 
The Building Commissioner refused a permit to erect — 
a tenement house because the said building would not 
be provided with a fire escape as required under section 
43, chapter 550, Acts of 1907. The appellant con- 
tended that a second means of egress would be provided 
in form of an interior inclosed stairway. As such stair- 
way was not proposed to be inclosed in fireproof walls 
as required under section 48, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, 
and because of other minor variations from the law, 
the Board dismissed the appeal. 


Case No. 10. 
November 9, 1907. 

The appellant asked permission to alter a tenement 
house by adding about 10 feet to the front of the build- 
ing, bringing the front up to the line of the sidewalk. 
The Building Commissioner refused the permit to make 
this alteration on the ground that under section 17, 
chapter 550, Acts of 1907, and section 23, chapter 550, 
Acts of 1907, the existing party wall would have to be 
increased from 8 inches to 12 inches, which it was not 
the intention of the applicant to do as set forth on his 
plans. The new walls, it appeared, were to be of legal 
thickness for new buildings. The appellant contended 
that sections 17 and 23 of chapter 550, Acts of 1907, 
referred to a new structure and not to an alteration of 
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an existing building. The Board sustained the appeal 
on the ground that it was not the intention of the law 
that old walls should be increased to conform to the 
existing law, unless the proposed alterations would 
create an increased weight upon said walls. 


Case No. 11. 
November 9, 1907. 

The appellant asked permission to alter an existing 
building consisting of three stories and a pitch roof by 
removing the pitch roof, thereby necessitating the 
carrying up of the external and party walls vertically 
to the under side of said flat roof. The Building Com- 
missioner refused a permit for this work because he 
contended it would be in violation of section 23, chapter 
550, Acts of 1907, relating to the thickness of walls, in 
that after the alteration the walls should conform to the 
law as applicable to new buildings used for mercantile 
purposes, and that the plans of the existing building 
after the proposed alterations showed less thickness than 
was so required under section 23, chapter 550, Acts of 
1907. The appellant contended that the proposed 
alterations were not in violation of said section 23, 
chapter 550, Acts of 1907, and that the strength and 
security of the building would not be reduced or impaired 
by the alterations. The Board sustained the appeal 
on the ground that in this specific case there would be 
little if any additional weight upon the external walls, 
and that there would be therefore no violation of the 
spirit of the law if the walls were left with their present 
thickness. 


Case No. 12. 
November 9, 1907. 

The appellant applied to the Building Commissioner 
on July 31, 1907, for a permit to build a tenement house 
in accordance with the then existing building law which 
expired at midnight on July 31, 1907. The Building 
Commissioner upon an examination of the plans found 
that the new law had become effective and that the said 
plans did not conform thereto. The appellant con- 
tended that his plans should be considered in reference 
to the obsolete law. The Board dismissed the appeal 
on the ground that the application had not been made 
in sufficient time to permit a due examination of the 
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plans before the expiration of the old law, and that the 
proposed building would violate many provisions of 
the existing law. 


Case No. 13. 
November 13, 1907. 

The appellant asked permission to erect a three- 
story open balcony approximately 30 feet wide at the 
rear of an existing tenement house, such house being 
one of a block under the same ownership, all using a 
yard space in common. The Building Commissioner 
refused a permit for this structure on the ground that 
it would be a violation of sections 55 and 62 of chapter 
550, Acts of 1907, relative to yards, contending that the 
said sections applied to additions and alterations as well _ 
as to new buildings, and that the proposed balcony 
would be technically a violation of said sections, and 
that it would occupy space that would otherwise be a 
portion of the legal area of the yard. The appellant 
contended that the proposed balcony would in no way 
deprive any of the windows opening onto the yards of 
light or air, and that it would not therefore be a viola- 
tion of the spirit of the law. The Board concurred with 
the appellant and sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 14. 
November 16, 1907. 

The appellant applied to the Building Commissioner 
for a permit to erect a dwelling house, which application 
was refused by the Building Commissioner because he 
contended that the dwelling house would be a tenement 
house according to the definition of section 48, chapter 
550, Acts of 1907, and as a tenement house it would not 
conform to all the other provisions in the law relative to 
tenement houses. The appellant asked the Board to 
find that the lower story was a basement, and that there- 
fore the building being but three stories above the base- 
ment could not be considered legally a tenement house. 
The Board dismissed the appeal on the ground that the 
lower story was not a basement according to the spirit 
of the definition in the law; that therefore the house was 
“four stories in height, to be occupied by three families 
above the first story, and that being a legal tenement 
house it did not conform to all the requirements for new. 

tenement houses. 
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CasE No. 15. 
November 30, 1907. 

The appellant asked permission to erect a wooden 
dwelling house, one side of which was to be of brick, 
within 3 feet of the party line, with nine windows and 
one door therein. The Building Commissioner refused 
a permit for this construction contending that under 
section 40, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, the said wall must 
be of brick and solid, which meant without openings. 
The Board concurred with the Building Commissioner 
and dismissed the appeal. 


CasE No. 16. 
December 4, 1907. 

The appellant asked permission to alter and restore 
the Paul Revere House for the Paul Revere Memorial 
Association. The Building Commissioner refused to 
grant the permit because he contended that the pro- 
posed alteration would exceed in cost one-half the cost of 
a like new building, and, if so, would be in violation of 
section 13, chapter 550, Acts of 1907. The Board sus- 
tained the appeal on the ground that the law did not 
contemplate a situation as set forth above, and that it 
would not be a violation of its spirit to orant the permit, 
even if the cost of such alterations should exceed 50 per 
cent of a like new building, which the Board thought was 
extremely doubtful. 


Case No. 17. 
December 7, 1907. 

The Building Commissioner refused a permit to erect a 
‘tenement house on a lot 150 feet deep, running between 
two streets, because the building would violate section 55, 
chapter 550, Acts of 1907, in that such a building must 
* have a yard 26 feet in depth midway between two streets 
’ clear across the lot. The appellant contended that such 
a ruling would be a manifest injustice and act as a pro- 
hibition to the erection of any building thereon since it 
would result in two distinct buildings separated by 26 
feet. It was found by the Board that a legal set-back 
of 20 feet was required for all buildings in the block of 
which this was to form a part, and that therefore to all 
intents and purposes the lot was only 130 feet in depth, 
and the Board therefore sustained the appeal. 
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Case No. 18. 
December 7, 1907. 
This case is similar to the preceding case, No. 17, and 
the appeal was sustained by the Board for the same 
reason. 
Case No. 19. 
December 26, 1907. 
The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
_to erect a mercantile building, because the water-closet 
inclosure therein was not provided with ventilation to the 
outer air either by a window or a suitable light shaft, as 
required by section 12, chapter 550, Acts of 1907. The 
appellant contended that the said section 12, chapter 550, 
Acts of 1907, applies only to buildings to be used for 
habitation and that, moreover, his proposed method 
of ventilation, namely, through local seat vents which 
are to be carried into a common duct through the roof 
and capped with a ventilator, was a proper equivalent 
to that described in section 12, if section 12 applied. The 
Building Commissioner contended that such a proposed 
method of ventilation was not an equivalent to that 
required by law, and that section 12, chapter 550, Acts 
of 1907, applied to all classes of buildings. The Board 
dismissed the appeal on the ground that the proposed 
method of ventilation could not be considered an 
equivalent to that required by law. 


Case No. 20. ; 
December 26, 1907. 
The appellant asked to be relieved from the order of 
the Building Commissioner to extend an elevator shaft 
through the roof of an existing mercantile building in 
accordance with section 38, chapter 550, Acts of 1907. 
The appellant contended that as he had of his own voli- 
tion inclosed the existing shaft on each floor with a fire- 
proof partition and fireproof door he had bettered the 
previous condition and should not be further required 
on that account to conform to the law which applies to 
new buildings. The Board sustained the appeal on the 
ground that such an order would be manifestly unjust. 


CasE No. 21. : 
January 4, 1908. 


The appellant had applied to the Building Commis- 
sioner for a permit to relocate partitions in a room in a 
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private club building of second-class construction and to 
build wooden platforms for seating in the lecture room 
of said building, which application was refused by the 
Building Commissioner because such wooden platforms 
constituted an alteration, and that being an alteration 
in an assembly hall which was to accommodate more 
than eight hundred (800) persons, the building must be 
converted into a first-class building in accordance with 
section 105, chapter 550, Acts of 1907. The appellant 
contended that the wooden platforms would not con- 
stitute an alteration of the said lecture room but would 
merely be furnishings, and asked the Board to so rule. 
The Board concurred with the appellant and sustained 
the appeal. 


CasE No. 22. 
January 4, 1908. 

The Building Commissioner refused to permit the 
alteration of a dwelling house into a house with more 
than three apartments, each apartment to consist of a 
parlor, a small bedroom, a bath room and a small gas 
stove, on the ground that such alteration would create 
legally a new tenement house, and as such it would not 
conform to all the legal requirements for new tenement 
houses. The appellant asked the Board to find that the 
dwelling house thus altered would not constitute a new 
tenement house within the spirit of the legal definition 
of such a house, as the arrangement and number of 
rooms in each apartment were not of a character to 
adapt it for occupation by a family living independ- 
ently of other families and doing its cooking upon the 
premises. The Board concurred with the appellant and 
sustained the appeal. - 


Case No. 23. 
January 4, 1908. 

The appellant applied for relief from the order of the 
Building Commissioner to close windows in the side wall 
of a wooden building which windows were nearer than 
3 feet from the main portion of the adjoining building, 
but not nearer than 10 feet to the ell of said adjoining 
building. The Board sustained the appeal as regards 
the windows opposite the ell, with the understanding 
that the windows opposite the main portion of the 
adjoining house would be closed by the appellant. 
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CasE No. 24. 

January 4, 1908. 
The Building Commissioner requested the Board to 
concur with him in granting an equivalent method of 
construction, as follows: To substitute in place of two 
metal-covered doors and opening in the party wall, as 
required by law, two sets of metal frames and sashes, 
with wired glass separated by the thickness of the wall. 

The Board concurred with the Building Commissioner. 


CasE No. 25. 
January 15, 1908. 

The Building Commissioner refused to permit the 
erection of a house of habitation of second-class con- 
struction five stories in height above the basement, with 
a sixth story in a pitch roof, with sufficient height therein 
to permit of the same being used for habitation, because 
such construction would exceed the minimum height 
permitted in section 17, chapter 550, Acts of 1907. The 
appellant asked the Board to find that the roof space 
did not constitute a sixth story. The Board affirmed 
the ruling of the Building Commissioner and dismissed 
the appeal. 


Case No. 26. 
’ January 15, 1908. 

The appellant asked permission to erect a tenement 
house of second-class construction, 400 feet larger in area 
than the five thousand maximum permitted by law for 
tenement houses of second-class construction. The 
Board granted the appeal on the ground that in this 
specific case it would be a manifest injustice to withhold 
the building permit. 


Case No. 27. 
February 1, 1908. 

The appellant asked permission to convert a brick 
building used in part as a tenement house and in part 
as a store into a mercantile building without being 
required to increase the thickness of the walls to con- 
form to the requirements for new mercantile buildings as 
the Building Commissioner contended should be done. 
The Board sustained the appeal on the ground that it 
would be a manifest injustice to require such increase, 
and also because the removal of many partitions in the 
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tenement house would reduce rather than increase the 
weight upon the walls. 


Case No. 28. 
February 1, 1908. 

The appellant asked permission to install an open 
iron staircase from the basement to the first floor of a 
mercantile building without being required to inclose 
the same in fireproof partition as, according to the con- 
tention of the Building Commissioner, should be done 
in accordance with section 17, chapter 550, Acts of 1907. 
The Board granted the appeal on the ground that the 
said stairway was a monumental stairway as provided 
for in the last sentence of section 17, chapter 550,.Acts 
of 1907. 


CasE No. 29. 
February 5, 1908. 

The appellant applied for a permit to fit up a room, 
with seats to accommodate one hundred (100) spectators, 
for a moving picture exhibition, on the first floor of a 
building already used on all the floors as a museum, 
which application had been refused by the Building 
Commissioner because he considered that the proposed 
means of exit were insufficient and that it was not the 
intention of the appellant to inclose the proposed area 
to be used for the exhibition purposes by fireproof mate- 
rial. The appellant contended that the wall inclosure 
demanded by the Building Commissioner was unneces- 
sary and only an additional obstacle to egress, and that 
the exits were the same as already existéd, which had 
previously been pronounced satisfactory by the Build- 
ing Commissioner, and that the capacity of the building 
was not to be increased by the proposed change above 
the original allowance. The Board concurred with the 
opinion of the appellant as regards the fireproofing, but 
affirmed the ruling of the Building Commissioner as to 
the inadequacy of the proposed exits, and for the latter 
reason only dismissed the appeal. 


CasE No. 30. 
: February 8, 1908. 
The Building Commissioner refused a permit to erect 
two wooden dwelling houses in a block separated by an 
8-inch party wall because the said party wall did not 
extend to the front line of a connecting porch as required 
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in section 40, chapter 550, Acts of 1907. The appellant 
contended that such a porch with a roof should not be 
considered as a part of the building proper. The Board 
agreed with the appellant in this specific instance, and 
sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 31. 
February 20, 1908. 
On February 15 the Board at the request of the 
Building Commissioner granted an application of the 
Siegel Company to remove interior brick partitions in 
the Siegel Building. 


CasE No. 32. 
February 19, 1908. 

The appellant and the premises being the same as in 
Case No. 29, previously cited, the appellant asked per- 
mission to fit up a room for one hundred (100) spectators 
for a moving picture exhibition and to be allowed to 
provide exits as shown on revised plans, such exits hav- 
ing been disapproved by the Building Commissioner, 
and the Building Commissioner having also refused to 
permit the fitting up of the said room for spectators 
for the reasons stated in Case No. 29. The Board 
found, as stated in Case No. 29, for the appellant as 
regards the fireproof inclosures, and in this case (No. 
32) that the revised plan of exits was satisfactory, 
and therefore sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 33. 
February 19, 1908. 

The appellant asked permission to erect a house of 
habitation covering more than 5,000 square feet floor 
area of second-class construction, and proposed to 
separate the said building by brick partition walls, and 
certain fireproof ceilings and metal-covered doors so as 
to create areas within the said partition walls not 
exceeding 5,000 square feet. The Board was asked to 
determine whether such a building would be construed 
as four or five buildings, each less than 5,000 square feet, 
or as one building containing more than 5,000 square 
feet, to be used for habitation, and of second-class con- 
struction. The Board found that the building in 
question was one building and larger than was allowed 
by law for the purpose, and dismissed the appeal. 
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CasE No. 34. 
February 21, 1908. 

The appellant asked permission to be allowed to raise 
the floor beams in a dwelling house upon 8-inch party 
walls without corbeling the same or providing metal 
hangers, as literally called for in section 34, chapter 550, 
Acts of 1907. The Board found that the clause in said 
section was to be construed as permissive and not man- 
datory in the case of 8-inch party walls and that in the 
ease of 8-inch outer walls 4-inch bearing for floor beams 
is permitted under the law. 


CasE No. 365. 
February 26, 1908. 

The appellant asked permission to convert an existing 
’ block of five three-family houses into a tenement house 
by subdividing each apartment into two small apart- 
ments for separate families without being required to 
conform to all the provisions of the law relative to new 
tenément houses, contending that under section 35, 
chapter 550, Acts of 1907, he should be permitted to 
make such alteration and that it would be a hardship to 
require him to comply with tenement house regulations. 
The Building Commissioner contended that he had no 
discretion in the matter, and the Board dismissed the 
appeal on the ground that its discretionary power is not 
of such a character that it could overlook the plain 
intent and letter of the law in this case. 

On April 15 the appellant in the above case (Case 
No. 35) asked the Board to find from evidence submitted 
that one house in the block mentioned in said case was a 
legal tenement house at the time of the passage of the 
Acts of 1907, chapter 550. ‘The Board so found, and in 
respect to this specific house in the block sustained the 
appeal. 

CasE No. 36. 
February 29, 1908. 

The appellant asked permission to erect a temporary 
school for the Museum of Fine Arts on the Museum 
property on Huntington avenue, said school to be of 
third-class construction. The Building Commissioner 
had refused to grant a permit for this school, because 
it would be in violation, he contended, of section 9, 

_ chapter 550, Acts of 1907, in that it was to be of third- 
' class construction within the building limits in lieu of 
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first or second class construction, and that it did not 
come under the exceptions permitted within the build- 
ing limits. The appellant contended that the building 
was to be a temporary one, to be used only a few years, 
when it would be replaced by a permanent structure. 
The Board sustained the appeal on the ground that the 
building might be considered of a temporary structure 
and also in view of the fact that it would stand remote 
from any other structure except the new museum build- 
ing proper. 


CasE No. 37. 
February 29, 1908. 
The appellant asked permission to be relieved from the 
order of the Building Commissioner to provide addi- 
tional means of egress on premises No. 1 Fayette street, 
Dorothy Rolfe Hotel, Ward 10. The Board sustained 
the Building Commissioner and dismissed the appeal. 


Case No. 38. : 
February 29, 1908. 

The appellant appealed from the order of the Building 
Commissioner to restore ladder from the third story to 
the roof at 117 Union Park street. The Board dismissed 
the appeal. 


Cases Nos. 39 Anp 40. 
March 4, 1908. 

The appellant asked permission to erect a block of 
houses in the form of a hollow square in a suburban 
district without conforming to all the literal requirements 
of the law regarding yards. The Board granted the 
appeal on the ground that the houses constructed either 
as one house or as a group of houses would always have 
_ sufficient light and air to conform to the spirit and 
intent of the law. 


CasE No. 41. 
March 4, 1908. 

The appellant asked permission to erect clothes 
dryers on a second-class dwelling house, said clothes 
dryers to abut upon a party line and to be partly wood 
but in their structural parts to be of metal. The Board — 
granted the appeal on the ground that such clothes 
dryers should not be considered as a part of the main 
structure of the building, and further, that, even if so 
considered, on account of the structural parts of the said

clothes dryers, being of metal, they might properly be 
considered of second-class construction and could there- 
fore abut upon a party line. 


Case No. 42. 
March 7, 1908. 

The appellant asked permission to convert a second- 
class building used for a certain purpose into a building 
of the same class to be used for a new purpose, viz., as 
a synagogue for a private society, this building to con- 
tain several large assembly rooms and a large dining 
room. The Building Commissioner had refused to issue 
a permit because he contended that the dining room 
should be classed as an assembly hall and that, being so 
classed, the total seating capacity of the two assembly 
rooms and the dining room combined would exceed 
eight hundred (800), and that therefore said building 
would have to be of first-class construction as required 
in section 105, chapter 550, Acts of 1907. The appellant 
contended that the dining room was not an assembly 
room, and that the total seating capacity in the building 
was therefore incorrectly computed by the Building 
Commissioner. The Board found as a fact that the 
dining room was not an assembly hall, and further found 
that, without including the dining room, the seating 
capacity of the assembly rooms would not exceed eight 
hundred (800), and that therefore the building need not 
be of first-class construction. The Board sustained the 
appeal. 


CasE No. 43. 
See decision under date of June 13, 1908. 


CasE No. 44. 
See decision under date of June 13, 1908. 


CasE No. 46. 
March 7, 1908. 
The appellant asked permission to erect on top of a 
one-story wooden building now occupied by stores, three 
additional wooden stories, the three additional stories 
to be used as tenements, area not to exceed 1,800 square 
feet, and to build a one-story wooden shed as an exten- 
sion to the stores on the first floor. The Building Com- 
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missioner contended that the area of the total building 
should include this new wooden shed, in which case 
the area of the tenement house would exceed 1,800 
square feet, and would therefore be forbidden under 
section 51, chapter 550, Acts of 1907. The Board 
found that the area of the tenement house should be 
computed within the external walls of the said tenement 
house and that the area of the new shed on the first . 
story should not be included in such area, and therefore 
the appeal was sustained. 


Case No. 46. 
March 7, 1908. 
The appellant asked to be relieved from the order of 
the Building Commissioner to remove a wooden parti- 
tion in a first-class building. The Board granted the 
appeal on the ground that said partition was of a tem- 
porary nature. 


CasE No. 47. 
See decision under date of June 13, 1908. 


Case No. 48. 
March 11, 1908. 

The appellant asked permission to alter an existing 
building into a three-family house of habitation, of 
third-class construction, outside of the building limits. 
The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
for this alteration on the ground that by the provisions 
of section 35, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, such alteration 
would have to be of second-class construction, and 
further he refused a permit because cantilever ladders 
were not to be provided as required under section 43, 
chapter 550, Acts of 1907; and, further, because under 
section 51, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, the area of said 
building, including the clothes dryers, would be in excess 
of 1,800 square feet. The Board sustained the appeal 
in all three parts on the ground that section 35, chapter 
550, Acts of 1907, does not apply to wooden buildings 
outside of the building limits; that the building, not 
- being more than three stories in height, would not re- 
quire any cantilever ladders; and that the area of the 
building should not include the area of the balconies 
and piazzas. 
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Case No. 49. 
March 11, 1908. 

The appellant asked for relief from the decision of the 
Building Commissioner that Jordan Hall of the Con- 
servatory of Music is being used as a theatre, in viola- 
tion of the law. The Building Commissioner contended 
that the said hall was practically a theatre in its use, 
and that being such it did not conform to section 77, 
chapter 550, Acts of 1907. The appellant contended 
that the said hall was not a theatre in the ordinary 
sense of the word, but was used principally as a concert 
hall, and that, moreover, it is adequately provided with 
ample exits and fireproof construction. The Board sus- 
tained the appeal on the ground that said Jordan Hall 
is not a theatre. 


Case No. 50. 


This case was referred back to the Building Com- 
missioner at his request that he might further consider 
the matter involved. The case has not been again 
presented to the Board. 


Case No. 51. 
March 14, 1908. 

The appellant applied to the Building Commissioner 
for a permit to alter a corner brick tenement house by 
extending an ell in the rear of the said house and on a line 
with one of the streets up to the line of a 3-foot alleyway 
which extends from the said street to the back yards of 
several adjoining houses. The Building Commissioner 
refused to grant the permit for this construction because 
it would be in violation of section 55 and section 62 of 
chapter 550, Acts of 1907, in that the back yard would 
not be 6 feet in every part. The appellant contended 
that he should be allowed to build as he proposed, under 
the provisions of section 35, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, and 
that it would be a manifest injustice to forbid his so 
doing. A majority of the Board sustained the appeal 
on the ground that it would be a manifest injustice to 
refuse it. A minority dismissed the appeal. 


Case No. 52. 
March 26, 1908. 


The appellant asked to be relieved from the order of 
the Building Commissioner to remove wooden partitions 
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in an existing first-class building, contending that they 
were already installed before he purchased the property, 
and that he should not be held responsible for the alleged 
violation which the Building Commissioner claimed 
existed under section 11, chapter 550, Acts of 1907. The 
majority of the Board sustained the appeal on the 
eround that such partitions were of a temporary nature 
and that it would be a manifest injustice to require 
their removal. 


CasE No. 53. 
March 26, 1908. 
The appellant asked permission to be allowed to 
remove fireproof doors and connecting fireproof parti- 
tions, said doors being directly at the top and bottom 
of each flight of stairs, in a mercantile building to be 
used as a department store. The Board sustained the 
appeal on the ground that the arrangement as allowed 
under the permit issued would be more dangerous in case 
of fire than if the doors and partitions in question were 
removed. 
CasE No. 54. 
March 26, 1908. 
The appellant asked to be relieved from the order of the 
Building Commissioner, to provide a bulkhead or scuttle 
in the roof of a tenement house, with stairs or fixed ladder 
to such scuttle in the public hall of said tenement house. 
The Board sustained the appeal on the ground that 
there are ladders already provided to the roof, accessible 
from each apartment without the necessity of entering 
the public hall to reach such ladders, and for the further 
reason that section 44, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, on 
which the Building Commissioner depended for his 
decision in this matter, does not apply in this specific 
case. 
Case No. 55. 
March 28, 1908. 
The appellant asked permission to erect a second-class 
tenement house and to inclose the stair halls with stud 
partitions covered on both sides with metal lathing and 
plaster, the space between the studs to be filled in at 
each floor with brick or mortar from the bottom to the 
top of the floor beams, a distance of 10 inches or 12 
inches. The Building Commissioner refused a permit on 
the ground that under section 47, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, 
such filling between studs with brick or mortar included 
the entire height of each story. The Board sustained 
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the appeal and found that section 47, chapter 550, Acts 
of 1907, was intended to mean what the appellant con- 
tended for and that it was not the intention of said sec- 
tion to require the space between the studs to be filled 
the whole height of each story. 


Case No. 56. 
April 1, 1908. 

The appellant asked permission to alter an existing 
corner tenement house by building an extension against 
the rear wall of same alongside one of the streets, which 
extension was to stop within 3 feet of a 3-foot alleyway. 
The Building Commissioner contended that the 3-foot 
alleyway was a public alleyway and‘ therefore could not 
be considered as the property of the appellant, and 
further, the space to which he was entitled for a back 
yard would only be measured from the rear extension 
to the middle of the alley, a distance of 43 feet, while 
6 feet is required under sections 55 and 62 of chapter 550, 
Acts of 1907. The appellant contended that the 3-foot 
alleyway was not a public alleyway but was the property 
of the owner of the tenement house in question and that 
therefore the appellant had conformed to the require- 
ments under section 55, chapter 550, Acts of 1907. The 
Board sustained the appeal on the ground that to all 
intents and purposes the appellant was conforming to 
the spirit of the said section 55, chapter 550, Acts of 1907. 


CasE No. 57. ; 
April 4, 1908. 

The appellant asked to be relieved from the order of 
the Building Commissioner to provide larger sash win- 
dows and skylights in the interior partitions of an 
existing tenement house. The Board sustained the 
appeal on the ground that after an examination of the 
premises the general spirit of the law was sufficiently 
complied with and that it would be a manifest injustice 
to require further alterations. 


CasE No. 58. 
See decision under date of June 13, 1908. 


CasE No. 59. 
April 8, 1908. 


The appellant asked permission to alter an existing 
dwelling house to make it into a legal tenement house, 


\- 
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by adding a fourth floor, without conforming to all the 
requirements for new tenement houses. A majority of 
the Board sustained the appeal on the ground that it 
would be a manifest injustice to refuse a permit. A 
minority dissented. 


Case No. 60. 
April 11, 1908. 

The appellant remonstrated against the issuance of a 
permit to install boilers and engines in basement of the 
building adjoining the appellant’s premises. The Board 
dismissed the appeal and authorized the Building Com- 
missioner to issue a permit for the boilers and engines 
with certain provisos. 


CasE No. 61. 
April 15, 1908. 

The appellant asked that his proposed building which 
was to consist of a high basement and three stories, 
adapted for not more than three families, should be 
considered as a house of habitation and not a tenement 
house as contended by the Building Commissioner. The 
Building Commissioner contended that the basement 
could be used for a fourth family, thereby constitut- 
ing the building a tenement house if the basement was 
so used. The Board found that the building would not 
be a tenement house provided it were built and occupied 
in compliance with the drawings. Appeal sustained. 


CasEs Nos. 62, 63, 64. 
See decision under date of May 2, 1908. 


Case No. 65. 
. April 25, 1908. 

The appellant asked permission to convert a dwelling 
house into a millinery establishment and to add a fifth 
story (the whole height of the altered building not to 
exceed 65 feet) without strengthening the party walls to 
conform to the requirements for new mercantile build- 
ings as, according to the contention of the Building Com- 
missioner, Should be done under the requirements of 
section 23, chapter 550, Acts of 1907. <A portion of the 
fifth story was to be in the form of a mansard roof, one 
side of which story would abut against a party wall and 
another side of said story was to be 2 feet away from 
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the opposite party wall; the building and mansard 
roof to be of fireproof construction on a steel frame. 
The appellant contended that the proposed loads on the 
existing party wall were not to be increased by the 
changing of the purpose of the building. The majority 
of the Board sustained the appeal on the ground that 
the floor loads in the converted building were not to 
exceed those allowed in dwellings and with a proviso to 
that effect. A minority of one dissented. 


Case No. 66. 

April 25, 1908. 
The appellant proposed to erect a building contain- 
ing many small apartments, each consisting of a living 
room, bedroom, bathroom and a small closet contain- 
ing a sink. The appellant asked that such a structure 
should not be considered a tenement house as contended 
by the Building Commissioner. ‘The Board found that 
such a structure would not be a tenement house for the 

same reason as stated in Case 22. Appeal sustained. 


CasE No. 67. 
April 25, 1908. 

The appellant wished to erect a three-story wooden 
dwelling with a low pitch roof, and to carry up a round 
corner bay window to the height of the ridge of said 
pitch roof, thereby making it possible to use one room 
in the attic for habitable purposes. The Building Com- 
missioner contended that a house so constructed would 
be a four-story wooden dwelling and therefore forbidden 
under the law. The appellant contended that such an 
attic story, even with one habitable room therein, 
would not constitute a fourth story. The Board con- 
curred with the appellant and sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 68. 
April 25, 1908. 
The appellant remonstrated against the issuance of a 
permit to install boilers in premises adjoining those of the 
appellant. As the appellant withdrew his objections at 
the hearing, the case was dismissed. 


CasEes Nos. 62, 68, 64. 
May 2, 1908. 


These three cases are practically one case involving the 
question of erecting wooden dwellings within 3 feet of a 
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lot line. Two of the appellants own houses, and between 
these houses there is a vacant lot. The third appellant 
wished to erect a wooden house on this vacant lot, but 
owing to its width was unable to erect a house of sufficient 
width so that the side walls of the proposed house should 
be 3 feet away from the existing party lines. In order 
to overcome this difficulty, the appellant holding the 
vacant center lot had purchased a 13-foot strip from the 
owners of the premises on either side of his vacant lot, 
thus giving him the legal 3 feet on each side of his house 
to the lot line, but thereby reducing the distance to the 
lot line of the adjoining houses from what had been 3 
feet to 14 feet, thereby making the distance between the 
center house and the two existing houses 43 feet in each 
case instead of 6 feet, as contended by the Building 
Commissioner was the intent of the law under section 
40, chapter 550, Acts of 1907. The appellants asked 
to be relieved from the ruling of the Building Commis- 
sioner that the transactions hereinabove described were 
in violation of the said section 40, chapter 550, Acts of 
1907. As the appellants could not produce evidence 
satisfactory to the Board that the conveyances of the 
strips of land above mentioned had been made in good 
faith the Board affirmed the ruling of the Building Com- 
missioner and dismissed the appeal without passing 
upon the substantive question involved in these cases. 


CasE No. 69. 
May 2, 1908. 

The appellant asked permission to erect a three-story 
wooden family house, to be located on the side of a hill 
in such a manner that the basement on the front would 
be clear above the grade of the front street. The Build- 
ing Commissioner contended that such a structure 
would be four stories in height and therefore illegal. 
The Board sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 70. 
See decision under date of July 24, 1908. 


Case NGS: 


On September 23 the Board. received a communica- 
tion from the Building Commissioner stating that the 
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conditions had improved to such an extent that the 
complaint could be withdrawn. The case was dismissed. 


Gast -NO-2722; 
May 9, 1908. 


The appellant withdrew his appeal at the hearing. 


CasE No. 73. 


This case was referred back to the Building Commis- 
sioner at his request that he might further consider the 
matter involved. The case has not been again pre- 
sented to the Board. 


Case No. 74. 
On May 18 this case was withdrawn by the appellant. 


Case No. 75. 
_ May 138, 1908. 

The appellant asked permission to erect a wooden 
clothes dryer on a three-family house of second-class 
construction outside of the fire limits. The Building 
Commissioner contended that such clothes dryers should 
be of fireproof construction under section 12, chapter 
550, Acts of 1907. The appellant contended that under 
section 11, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, a composite build- 
ing was permitted outside the building limits and there- 
fore a wooden clothes dryer might be permitted, provided 
they did not exceed in area 1,800 square feet, and that 
the entire building might be of wood if the appellant 
had so desired. The Board sustained the appeal on 
the ground that the law does not require more than a . 
wooden form of construction in clothes dryers on an 
area less than 1,800 square feet. 


Case No. 76. 
June 6, 1908. 

The appellant asked permission to alter an existing 
tenement house, a permit for which had been refused by 
the Building Commissioner because the said house was 
more than five stories in height above the mean grade of 
all the sidewalks. The Board sustained the appeal on the 
ground that the lower story might be considered a base- 
ment, and for the further reason that the total height of 
the existing building does not exceed 65 feet. 
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CasE No. 77. 
See decision under date of June 18, 1908. 


Case No. 78. 
See decision under date of June 13, 1908. 


CasE No. 79. 
See decision under date of October 3, 1908. 


CASE No. 80. 


This case was deferred at the request of the counsel for 
the appellant and it has not again been presented to the 
Board. 


Case No. 81. 
See decision under date of June 13, 1908. 


CasE No. 82. 
June 10, 1908. 
The appellant asked permission to erect a building of 
second-class construction covering more than 5,000 
square feet, to be used as a school and also as a dormitory. 
The appeal was dismissed for the reason that such a 
building became a house of habitation and therefore 
could not exceed the maximum area of 5,000 square feet. 


Case No. 83. 
June 10, 1908. 
The Building Commissioner asked the Board to con- 
cur with him in granting an equivalent method of 
construction, namely, to permit chimneys in a certain 
building to be of concrete, walls to be 4 inches thick in 
place of 4 inches of brick with flue lining. The Beard 
concurred with the’ Commissioner and granted this 
equivalent method of construction. 


Case No. 84. 
June 13, 1908. 


The appellant wished to erect a wooden dwelling within 
2 inches of a party line, using a solid 8-inch wall along 
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said party line, except at a certain point where a recess 
was to be made 3 feet in depth and 4 feet in length, to be 
inclosed by brick walls, said recess to extend from the 
ground up. The Building Commissioner refused to per- 
mit this recess, claiming that under section 40, chapter 
550, Acts of 1907, the solid brick wall should extend from 
the front to the extreme rear of the house without open- 
ings. The Board sustained the appeal on the ground 
that such a recess was not an opening in a solid brick wall. 


‘Casz No. 85. 
Appeal withdrawn June 12, 1908. 


Case No. 86. 
- June 13, 1908. 

The appellant and the premises concerned were the 
same as in Case No. 65. The appellant asked permission 
to extend the fifth story over a greater area of roof than 
was contemplated in Case No. 65. The Building Com- 
missioner refused to sanction the construction of the fifth 
story, one exterior wall of which was to be 2 feet from 
and entirely above the top of an existing party wall and 
contended that the party wall should be carried up 
through the height of the fifth story to form the external 
‘wall of the new fifth story. A majority of the Board 
sustained the appeal on the same grounds as in Case No. 
65, and for the further reason that in its opinion it is not 
intended in the law that all old buildings converted for 
new purposes should conform in every particular to new 
buildings to be built for similar purposes, the use to 
which the converted building is to be put being the deter- 
mining factor in each specific case. A minority of the 
Board dismissed the appeal. 


Case No. 6. 
June 13, 1908. 

The appellant asked to be relieved from the order of 
the Building Commissioner to provide additional means 
of egress from a brick lodging house. The Board sus- 
tained the appeal because the house in question is only 
three stories above the basement, has a flat roof with a 
scuttle and ladder thereto, and there were only ten occu- 
pants in the building above the first story. 
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CasxEs Nos. 438 AND 44. 

June 13, 1908. 
The appellant asked to be relieved from the order of 
the Building Commissioner to provide additional means 
of egress from two adjoining brick lodging houses. The 
Board sustained the appeals because the houses are brick, 
only four stories in height, have flat roofs with scuttles 
thereto, there are means of access from the roof to 
adjoining roofs and there were only eight occupants in 
each building above the first story. A proviso accom- 
panied the decisions to the effect that a ladder from the 

top story to the scuttle must be installed in each house. 


Case No. 47. 
ee June 13, 1908. 
The appellant asked to be relieved from the order of 

the Building Commissioner to provide additional means 
of egress from a lodging house. The Board sustained 
the appeal because the house in question is a four-story 
dwelling, with flat roof and scuttle and ladder thereto, 
and there are means of escape from the roof to roofs of 
adjoining buildings and there were only nine occupants 
above the first story. 


CasE No. 58. 
June 13, 1908. 

The appellant asked for relief from the order of the 
Building Commissioner to provide additional means of 
egress from a brick lodging house. This house is a brick 
dwelling, four stories in height, with a flat roof and a 
scuttle, but without a ladder thereto, and there are no 
means of escape from the roof to roofs of adjoining build- 
ings. The number of occupants above the first floor 
was nine. The Board sustained the appeal, with the 
proviso that a ladder should be devised for escape from 
the roof to roofs of adjoining buildings. 


CasE No. 77. 
June 13, 1908. 
The appellant asked to be relieved from the order of 
the Building Commissioners to provide additional means 
of egress from a lodging house. This house is a three- 
story brick dwelling with a pitch roof constituting a 
fourth story; with four occupants therein. There is no 
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scuttle in the roof and no means of escape from the roof 
to roofs of adjoining buildings. The Board affirmed the 
order of the Building Commissioner and dismissed the 
appeal because of the facts stated above. 


CasE No. 78. 
June 13, 1908. 

The appellant asked to be relieved from the order of 
the Building Commissioner to provide additional means 
of egress from a block of lodging houses. These build- 
ings are of wood, three stories in height, with a flat roof, 
without scuttles in same or step ladders to the scuttles, 
and the buildings have two-story ells with flat roofs, 
making it possible to reach the ell roofs from the third- 
story windows. The Board sustained the appeal, with 
the proviso that scuttles must be installed in the roofs of 
the main buildings, with ladders thereto. 


Case No. 81. 
June 13, 1908. 

The appellant asked to be relieved from the order of 
the Building Commissioner to provide additional means 
of egress from a lodging house. The house in question 
is a four-story brick dwelling with a pitch roof consti- 
tuting a fifth story. There is a scuttle in the pitch 
roof with no access thereto, and no means of escape from 
the roof to roofs of adjoining buildings. Because of these 
facts, the Board affirmed the order of the Building 
Commissioner and dismissed the appeal. 


CasE No. 87. 
June 24, 1908. 

The appellant asked permission to convert an existing 
wooden building into a legal tenement house. His appli- 
cation had been refused by the Building Commissioner 
because one side of said existing building was nearer than 
3 feet to the lot line contrary to section 40, chapter 550, 
Acts of 1907. The area of the converted building, 
including clothes dryers, would exceed 1,800 square feet 
contrary to section 51, chapter 550, Acts of 1907; and 
one outer court was only 18 inches wide instead of 6 feet, 
as called for in section 58, chapter 550, Acts of 1907. 
The Board sustained the appeal on the ground that 
section 40, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, does not apply to 
existing wooden buildings to be altered for any purpose; 
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that section 51, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, does not 
apply to the area of clothes dryers, and that the area of 
the building proper is less than 1,800 square feet, and 
on the ground that section 58, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, 
does not apply since the building has the requisite 
amount of light and air whether the additional court 
exists or not. 


Case No. 88. 
July 24, 1908. 

The appellant applied for relief from the complaint of 
the Building Commissioner that (1) his premises contain 
a 4-inch trap under sink and wash trays in lieu of a 5-inch 
trap as called for by the law, and that (2) all traps are 
not water sealed as required by the law; and (8) fixture 
on top floor (water-closet) is not ventilated as required 
by law. The Board sustained the appeal regarding 
item (3), because it found that the law referring to fix- 
tures on the same level (section 117, chapter 550, Statutes 
1907) means ‘‘on the same floor,’’? with not more than 2 
feet of waste pipe connecting with the soil or waste pipe. 
The Board sustained the appeal as regards item number 
(1) on the ground that the 4-inch round trap may be 
used where less than three trays and a sink are venti- 
lated through the same trap, as in the case in question. 
The Board affirmed the order of the Building Commis- 
sioner as regards number (2) on the ground that the trap 
screw placed at the top of the trap, when the outlet is 
taken from the top of the trap as in this case, does not 
constitute a water-sealed trap screw within the meaning 
of the law. 


CasE No. 89. 
Appeal withdrawn July 15, 1908. 


CasE No. 90. 
June 10, 1908. 

The appellant applied to the Building Commissioner 
for a permit to erect a building with hollow and vaulted 
concrete blocks of peculiar construction, and the permit 
was refused on the ground that such a system of block 
construction would be in violation of section 26, chapter 
550, Acts of 1907, in that the walls would not be of a 
thickness required by law and that the vaulted wall, 
exclusive of withes, does not contain the same amount of 
material as is required for solid walls. The appellant 
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asked the Board to find that section 26, chapter 550, 
Acts of 1907, does not apply to this form of construction, 
but was intended solely for brick construction, and 
further asked that the Board permit the use of the con- 
crete construction contemplated. The Board found that 
section 26, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, refers entirely to 
brick walls. The Board permitted the use of the 
method of construction desired, provided that the con- 
crete used in the block was satisfactory to the Build- 
ing Commissioner. Appeal sustained. 


Case No. 91. 
July 15, 1908. 

The appellant asked permission to install water-closet 
inclosures without providing adequate ventilation to the 
outer air either by a window or by a suitable light shaft, 
as called for in section 12, chapter 550, Acts of 1907. 
The appellant proposed to use an equivalent method of 
ventilation by means of a ventilating duct with exhaust 
fans. The Board sustained the appeal on the ground 
that such proposed method of ventilation is equivalent 
to the method literally called for under section 12, chap- 
ter 550, Acts of 1907. 


Case No. 92. ; 

July 10, 1908. 
This case is similar to Case No. 91 and the Board sus- 

tained the appeal for the same reason. 


Case No. 98. 
July 10, 1908. 
This case is similar to the two preceding cases and the 
Board sustained the appeal for the same reason. 


Case No. 94. 
July 10, 1908. 

The appellant applied for a permit to erect a theatre. 
The Building Commissioner refused a permit because the 
sashes and frames in the windows in the basement area 
lighting the dressing rooms were not to be protected by 
metal covering, nor was the glass to be wired glass, the 
contention of the Building Commissioner being that such 
frames and sashes should be of fireproof material, and 
that under section 8, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, it is 
within his discretionary power, subject to appeal, to 
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require such construction if he deems it desirable for the 
safety of the occupants. The appellant asked the Board 
to find that such metal-protected frames and sashes and 
wired glass were not necessary, and a majority of the 
Board so found and sustained the appeal. A minority 
of the Board dismissed the appeal. 


Case No. 95. 
July 10, 1908. 

The appellant was refused a permit by the Building 
Commissioner because the water-closet inclosures con- 
taining one or more water-closets were not provided with 
adequate ventilation to the outer air either by a window 
or suitable light shaft as required in section 12, chapter 
550, Acts of 1907. It was found that the inclosures in 
question consisted of simple partitions, 7 feet high, with 
a clear space of 5 feet above the same. The Board 
sustained the appeal on the ground that the entire story 
containing the water-closet compartments might be 
considered an inclosure, which is amply provided with 
outside light, and that therefore section 12, chapter 550, 
Acts of 1907, does not apply. 


Case No. 96. 
July 15, 1908. 

The Building Commissioner refused a permit to alter a 
building because the inclosures containing one or more 
water-closets were not provided with adequate venti- 
lation to the outer air, either by a window or a suitable 
light shaft, as required under section 12, chapter 550, 
Acts of 1907. The appellant asked the Board to permit 
such water-closet inclosures. As no equivalent method 
of ventilation was proposed, the Board dismissed the 
appeal. 

Case No. 97. 
August 5, 1908.” 

The appellant asked relief from the order of the Build- 
ing Commissioner to provide additional means of egress 
from five adjoining lodging houses. The buildings in 
question consist of brick structures each four stories in 
height, with scuttles therein, but without means of access 
thereto, and there are no means of escape from the roofs 
to roofs of adjoining buildings. The number of occu- 
pants above the first story was twelve (12) in one build- 
jing, seven (7) in another, five (5) in another, seven (7) 
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in another, and twelve (12) in another. Each building 
has but one stairway. The appellant contended that 
the power granted the Building Commissioner «to re- 
quire a reasonable means of egress under section 12, 
chapter 550, Acts of 1907, was intended to be applicable 
only to buildings hereafter erected, or to buildings which 
were unlawful at the time of the Statute of 1892, chap- 
ter 419, and (2) that if such power was intended to be 
applicable to all buildings which were lawful at the time of 
the passage of Statute 1907, chapter 550, and also at 
the time of the passage of Statutes of 1892, chapter 
419, then such legislation is unconstitutional, and (3) 
that in the particular buildings under consideration the 
requirements of the Building Commissioner were unneces- 
sary and unreasonable. The Board found as to the first 
contention that the Legislature intended to confer power 
upon the Building Commissioner to require reasonable 
means of egress from existing buildings as well as from 
those erected after the passage of Statutes of 1907, chap- 
ter 550, and the Board further found that the buildings in 
question are not provided with reasonable means of 
egress. The Board, therefore, dismissed the appeal. 


Case No. 98. 
July 15, 1908. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to alter certain premises on the ground that the pro- 
posed alterations were to be of such an extent as to 
produce practically a new structure and, therefore, as a 
new structure the building should be made to conform 
to the provisions of the act for new structures of the 
same class. The appellant asked the Board to find that 
the proposed alterations would not practically consti- 
tute a new structure. As the roof, exterior walls and 
foundations were to remain practically as at present 
and as only the floors and partitions were to be altered, 
the Board sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 99. 
July 24, 1908. 
The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to build wooden uprights for clothes lines on the roof of 
a second-class building within the building limits, said 
uprights to also form support for an inclosure of wire 
netting. The appellant in his appeal contended that 
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the proposed structure would not differ from a clothes 
drying shed common to flat-roofed houses. The Board 
agreede with the Building Commissioner that the pro- 
posed wooden upright on roofs within the building 
limits were undesirable and forbidden by the building 
law both in spirit and literally, and therefore dismissed 
the appeal. 


CasE No. 100. 
August 11, 1908. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to allow a common light well with windows in the brick 
walls of said wells between two adjoining brick houses 
and separated by a party wall except where the said 
light well occurs, contending that such a construction 
would be in violation of section 31, chapter 550, Acts of 
1907. The appellant asked the Board to find that such 
common light well would not be in violation of section 
31, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, nor a dangerous fire 
menace. A majority of the Board concurred with the 
contention of the appellant and sustained the appeal. 
A minority dissented. 3 


Case No. 101. 


This case was deferred at the request of the counsel 
for the appellant and it has not again been presented to 
the Board. 


CasE No. 102. 
July 24, 1908. 

The Building Commissioner refused to permit an 
alteration of certain premises occupied as a tenement 
house because the requirements of section 55, paragraph 
4, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, would not be complied 
with in that the tenement house being on a corner lot 
the depth of the yard behind it was required to be not 
less than 6 feet in every particular. In his appeal 
the appellant contended that the peculiar arrangement 
of the premises furnished more than the equivalent 
light and air that is technically required under the law. 
As the premises in question consisted of a main building 
four stories in height and a two-story narrow ell with 
a yard at the rear of the main houses 15 feet deep 
although not running clear across the lot, and as besides 
this yard there is a 5-foot public alleyway running 
behind the yard and the ell, the Board concurred with 
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the appellant and sustained the appeal, acting under 
the discretionary power given in section 7, chapter 500, 
Acts of 1907. 
CasE No. 103. 
July 23, 1908. 

The appellant asked the Board to find that certain 
metal ducts from water-closet inclosures, carried into 
a boiler flue which was provided with gas jets for summer 
heating, would be a method of ventilating said water- 
closet inclosures equivalent to the requirements of 
section 12, chapter 550, Acts of 1907. The Board so 
found in this specific case and the appeal was sustained. 


Case No. 104. 
August 19, 1908. 

The appellant asked to be relieved from the order of 
the Building Commissioner to provide additional means 
of egress from a tenement house, occupied by seven 
families, and having a fire escape consisting of balconies 
on each floor connected by a fixed vertical iron ladder. 
The main objection of the Building Commissioner was 
this vertical ladder which, he contended, should be 
replaced by sloping iron stairways. The appellant 
contended that the vertical ladder was adequate for 
the purpose for which it was constructed. A majority 
of the Board concurred with the Building Commissioner 
that sufficient means of egress were not provided and 
dismissed the appeal. A minority dissented. 


Case No. 105. 
August 19, 1908.. 

The appellant asked to be relieved from the order of 
the Building Commissioner to provide additional means 
of egress from a tenement house occupied by eight 
families. The Building Commissioner contended that 
the existing fire escape was inadequate, being of the 
vertical ladder type. The appellant contended that 
the vertical ladder was adequate for the purpose for 
which it was constructed. A majority of the Board 
concurred with the Building Commissioner and dis- 
missed the appeal. A minority dissented. 


CasE No. 106. 
August 19, 1908. 


The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
- to build a one-story extension to a wooden building to be 
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used as a temporary school by the Museum of Fine Arts, 
on Huntington avenue. The appellant asked permission 
to enlarge a temporary school of third-class construction 
in connection with the Museum of Fine Arts, on Hunting- 
ton avenue. This case was practically an extension of 
Case No. 36. The Building Commissioner refused his 
consent on the ground that no third-class building of 
this nature could be allowed within the building limits, 
and that such a building did not fall within the definition 
in the law of a temporary wooden structure. The 
appellant contended that such a structure was of a 
temporary nature since the plans for a permanent build- 
ing to replace it were all finished and that the permanent 
building was to be erected as soon as funds for the pur- 
pose were available. The Board found that such a 
building, as a matter of fact, was temporary and, in 
view of the physical conditions surrounding the property, 
sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 107. 
: September 21, 1908. 

The Building Commissioner declined to grant a permit 
to erect a mercantile building because the water-closet 
inclosures were not provided with adequate ventilation 
to the outer air either by a window or by a suitable 
light shaft as called for under section 12, chapter 550, 
Acts of 1907. The appellant contended in his appeal 
that the ventilation ducts and exhaust fans which were 
to be installed should be considered better than air shafts. 
He also contended that section 12, chapter 550, Acts of 
1907, refers to buildings of habitation only. The Board 
sustained the appeal on the ground that the proposed 
ducts and exhaust fans constitute an equivalent method 
to that required under the law, even if section 12, chapter 
550, Acts of 1907, applies to buildings of any class other 
than those of habitation. 


CasE No. 108. 
September 28, 1908. 
The Building Commissioner refused a permit to erect a 
brick dwelling house outside of the building limits 
because the outside finish was to be of wood instead of 
fireproof material as called for in section 12, chapter 550, 
Acts of 1907. In his appeal the appellant contended 
that as the building was outside the fire limits it could 
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be entirely of wood if so desired. The Board sustained 
the appeal on the ground that where the owner may 
lawfully construct his building entirely of wood, the fact 
that he elects to use brick for his external walls does not 
deprive him of his right to use wood for other parts of the 
external structure. 


Case No. 109. 
September 28, 1908. 

The Building Commissioner refused a permit to erect a 
double brick house separated by a party wall because the 
appellant proposed to construct a common light: well 
between the two houses by cutting out 4 feet of the party 
wall, contending that such a construction would be in 
violation of section 31, chapter 550, Acts of 1907. The 
appellant asked the Board to find that such common 
light well would not be in violation of section 31, chapter 
550, Acts of 1907, nor a dangerous fire menace. A 
majority of the Board concurred with the contention of 
the appellant and sustained the appeal. A minority 
dissented. 


Case No. 110. 
September 28, 1908. 

The appellant asked to be relieved from the order of 
the Building Commissioner to remove a violation of the 
building law in a mercantile building. The violation 
consisted in the placing of a running trap in the main 
drain between the sewer and the building. The Building 
Commissioner contended that such a trap constituted an 
obstruction which was prohibited under section 122, 
chapter 550, Acts of 1907. The appellant in his appeal 
contended that such a trap was not an obstruction of the 
drain within the meaning of the statute. The Board 
found that a running trap is not an obstruction within 
the meaning of the law and therefore sustained the 
appeal. 


Case No. 79. 
October 3, 1908. 
The appellant asked to be relieved from the order of the 
Building Commissioner to provide additional means of 
egress from a brick lodging house four stories in height 
with a pitch roof constituting practically a fifth story. 
There were two occupants in the fifth story and ten in all 
above the first story. There is a scuttle in the roof with 
no access thereto; there is but one staircase from the 
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basement to the fifth story and there are no means of 
escape from the roof to roofs of adjoining buildings. In 
view of the above facts the Board dismissed the appeal. 


Case No. 111. 
October 21, 1908. 

The Building Commissioner refused a permit to erect a 
third-class dwelling house because one side of said 
dwelling house was to be placed nearer than 3 feet of the 
line of the adjoining wall without the required solid 
brick or concrete wall to form the said side. The 
appellant in his appeal contended that he had provided a 
solid brick wall, but that at:a certain point in the wall he 
had formed a recess 3 feet in depth and 4 feet in length, 
the walls inclosing such a recess being exterior walls and 
of brick with windows therein. He contended that such 
recess was 3 feet from the party line and therefore was 
not in violation of section 40, chapter 550, Acts of 1907. 
The Building Commissioner contended that the spirit 
of the law required a solid brick or concrete wall on the 
party line from front to rear, and that the break in the 
wall as proposed did not constitute said wall a solid one. 
The Board concurred with the appellant and sustained 
the appeal on the ground that such a break in the solid 
wall was not of a character prohibited by the law. 


Case No. 112. 
October 28, 1908. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to erect a mercantile building, basing his refusal upon 
the discretionary power given him in section 8, chapter 
. 550, Acts of 1907. This mercantile building was to be 
constructed adjoining a new theatre, both buildings 
being under the same ownership, and it had been agreed 
at the time of the issuance of the permit to erect the 
theatre that a means of egress from the theatre should 
be provided under the said new mercantile building that 
would be satisfactory to the Building Commissioner. 
The reason of the commissioner’s refusal was that the 
passageway shown under the proposed mercantile build- 
ing was not the egress contemplated by the department 
when it approved the plan for the theatre, and it was 
not satisfactory because the appellant desired to provide 
doors and windows opening onto the above-mentioned 
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passageway from the rear of the first story of the said 
office building and also from the basement of same to 
an area under said passageway, the floor over the area 
being the floor of the passageway and formed of iron 
gratings. The Building Commissioner contended that 
all these physical conditions contributed to the possibility 
of a panic should a fire in the mercantile building occur 
simultaneously with one in the adjoining theatre when 
prompt use of the passageway referred to as a means of 
egress would be required. The appellant in his appeal 
contended that the chance of a fire in the mercantile 
building occurring at the same moment as a panic in 
the theatre was a very remote probability and that he’ 
should not be deprived of what benefit might accrue to 
his property by the use of doors and windows opening 
into said passageway. The further contention of the 
Building Commissioner was that the passageway in © 
question would be used as a means of bringing in and 
taking out and storing boxes and other large freight, 
thereby causing the possibility of an obstruction in the 
said passageway at a time of panic. The Board agreed 
that the appellant had provided in his plans sufficient 
and satisfactory means of egress from the theatre and 
that the provisions for windows and doors from said 
mercantile building opening onto this PSEA were 
not objectionable. Appeal sustained. 


CasE No. 118. 
October 21, 1908. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant an appli- 
cation to use 3-inch terra cotta blocks for partitions in 
a mercantile fireproof building, because the same would 
be in violation of section 33, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, 
which required terra cotta blocks to be not less than 
4 inches in thickness. In his appeal the appellant con- 
tended that the law permitted 4-inch terra cotta parti- 
tion blocks plastered on both sides to be built to a 
height of 15 feet, but in the case in question the appellant 
wished to use 3-inch terra cotta blocks plastered on both 
sides to a height of only 10 feet, and that such construc- 
tion should be considered as an equivalent to that 
required under thelaw. The Board sustained the appeal 
on the ground that such construction in this specific 
case is an equivalent to that required in the law. 
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CasE No. 114. 
November 8, 1908. 

The appellant asked to be relieved from the order of 
the Building Commissioner to provide in an existing 
tenement house a ventilating skylight and doors into 
public halls with translucent glass panels, as called for 
under section 71, chapter 550, Acts of 1907. The Board 
found that so far as translucent lights in the doorways 
were concerned, it is not required by the law and not 
contemplated by the law and therefore sustained the 
appeal. The Board found that the existing skylight 
was not a ventilating skylight and concurred with the 
Building Commissioner’s order in this respect and dis- 
missed the appeal. 


Case No. 115. 
November 4, 1908. 

The appellant asked to be relieved from the order of 
the Building Commissioner to make changes at No. 33 
Clarendon street, which is an existing tenement house. 
The particular changes ordered were to provide glass 
panels in hall doors opening into private dark corridors 
in two tenements on two floors and to light the said 
private dark corridors by additional windows in the 
_ partition between the said corridors and the rooms of 
the tenement. The Board sustained the appeal on the 
eround that the provisions of this act were not intended 
to apply to this specific case, and acting under the 
discretionary power given the Board in section 7, 
chapter 550, Acts of 1907. 


Case No. 116. 
October 28, 1908. 

The Building Commissioner refused a permit to erect 
a mercantile building because the roof house on the 
proposed structure would exceed the dimensions allowed 
under section 18, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, namely: 12 
feet square and 12 feet high. In his appeal the appel- 
lant contended that the building in question, being a 
modern office building, was to be equipped with gear 
traction electric elevators of a style necessitating the 
location of the elevator machinery on the roof, and that 
the pent house is made as small as possible to accommo- 
date the three machines to be used:in the building. The 
Building Commissioner stated at the hearing that his 
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objection was a purely technical one, based upon section 
4, chapter 383, Acts of 1905, to which section 18, chapter 
550, Acts of 1907, refers. The Board sustained the 
appeal on the ground that section 4 of chapter 383, Acts 
of 1905, did not make it clear that a structure of the 
dimensions proposed in this instance was prohibited, and 
that, further, the last sentence of the said section seemed 
to definitely permit it. 


Case No. 117. 
November 18, 1908. 
This appeal was withdrawn. 


Case No. 118. 
December 12, 1908. 

The appellant asked to be relieved from the order of 
the Building Commissioner to plaster the cellar ceiling 
in an existing tenement house, on metal lathing, as 
required under section 49, chapter 550, Acts of 1907. 
The appellant contended that section 49, chapter 550, 
Acts of 1907, does not apply to altered buildings and, 
moreover, that such plastering would be unnecessary as 
there was to be no heat in the basement and the first 
story is occupied as a store, which intervenes between 
the basement and the tenements above and which 
thereby increases the protection of the occupants in the 
tenements in case of fire. A majority of the Board 
dismissed the appeal on the ground that the law was 
explicit and that there was no occasion to vary from it 
in this specific instance. A minority dissented. 


CasE No... 119. 
December 12, 1908. 
This case is similar to those numbered 100 and 109. 
A majority of the Board sustained the appeal for the 
Same reasons as stated in the other cases. A minority 
dissented. | 


CasE No. 120. 
December 18, 1908. 
The Building Commissioner refused a permit to build 
a block of four-story brick tenement houses because. an 
inner court was not of legal dimensions and because in 
one of the buildings the windows of rooms did not open 
directly upon a street or public alley, or upon a passage- 
way not less than 15 feet in width, or upon a court of 
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the dimensions required, or upon a yard on the same 
premises as the houses. The appellant contended that 
the said windows would derive their light from a yard 
of adjoining premises under the same ownership, and 
that therefore they complied with the law. He con- 
tended that as the inner court, while not quite as large 
as the minimum permitted by law, would have an open 
passageway 3 feet wide from the court to a rear yard, 
such passageway should be considered an equivalent to 
the legal dimensions for an inner court. The Board 
concurred with the Building Commissioner that rooms 
in a tenement house could not, legally, derive their sole 
light from windows giving directly upon an adjoining 
lot and dismissed the appeal in that respect, and declined . 
to consider the equivalent method for the inner court 
until such equivalent had been formally approved by 
the Building Commissioner. Appeal dismissed. 


CasE No. 121. 
December 26, 1908. 

The Building Commissioner refused a permit to erect 
a department store because the stairs were not to be 
protected by fireproof inclosures as required under sec- 
tion 17, chapter 550, Acts of 1907. The appellant in his 
appeal contended that to inclose the stairs as literally 
called for under the said section would be a menace to 
public safety, and that the building as designed was 
amply equipped with fire protection. The Building 
Commissioner contended that the law intended, under 
section 17, chapter 550, Acts of 1907; to provide for 
inclosed stairs, including a landing on each floor, and 
that the interpretation of the appellant that such inclo- 
sures might start at the head and foot of each staircase 
without inclosing a landing on each floor was not in 
accordance with the intention or spirit of the law. A 
majority of the Board did not agree with the Building 
Commissioner’s contention and sustained the appeal. 
A minority dissented. 


Case No. 122. 
January 2, 1909. 
The Building Commissioner refused to allow the 
omission of the fireproofing of steel columns and beams 
in a first-class factory. The appellant in his appeal 
contended that the factory in question would be sur- 
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-rounded by other first-class buildings; that the use of 
. the building would be such that no possible fire could 
occur in the interior and that all the machinery in the 
building proper was to be of fireproof material, and that 
therefore such fireproofing would be unnecessary and 
would entail a great expense and would be an injustice. 
A majority of the Board agreed with the contention of 
the appellant and sustained the appeal. A minority 
dissented. 


CasE No. 123. 
January 2, 1909. 

The Building Commissioner asked the Board to 
approve of the erection in a specific case of a house of 
habitation of second-class construction to cover more 
than 5,000 square feet of superficial area, but so sepa- 
rated by brick partition walls and fireproof doors as to 
divide the house into two sections, each of which did 
not exceed 5,000 square feet, this method to be con- 
sidered as an equivalent to two houses not exceeding 
5,000 square feet, each separated by a party wall with 
doorways therein protected by fireproof doors. The 
Board so approved in this specific case. 


CasE No. 124. 
January 9, 1909. 

The appellant asked to be relieved from the order of 
the Building Commissioner to provide in an existing 
tenement house adequate ventilation for water-closet 
inclosures and to provide gas or electricity or doors with 
translucent glass panels for lighting the water-closet 
compartments, and to provide a ventilating skylight 
with ridge ventilators and alsg with fixed or movable 
louvers in the roof, as required under section 12, chapter 
550, Acts of 1907. As to the ventilation of the water- 
closet inclosures, the Board sustained the appeal on the 
ground that it would be a manifest injustice to require 
the appellant to conform, at a very great expense, to the 
literal interpretation of the law. The Board sustained 
the appeal as to gas or electricity or translucent glass 
panels in the doors of the water-closet compartments, 
on the ground that the law does not apply to existing 
tenement houses. The Board sustained the appeal as 
regards the installation of ventilating skylight, with the 
proviso that the appellant shall conform to the provi- 
sions of section 66, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, requiring 
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a small ventilating skylight, but allowing him to con- 
struct one of an area not greater than that of the exist- 
ing skylight. 
CasE No. 125. 
January 27, 1909. 

The Building Commissioner refused a permit to con- 
vert a wooden barn outside of the building limits into 
a small wooden dwelling house for a single family 
because the plans showed a building that, when altered, 
would be over thirty-three feet in height, with only 
one means of egress, in violation of section 35, chapter 
550, Acts of 1907, which requires two means of egress 
in a building of this class. The appellant contended 
that said section 35 does not apply to such a building 
outside of the building limits. The Board so found and 
sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 126. 
February 3, 1909. 

The appellant applied for a permit to build an apart- 
ment house less than sixty-five feet in height of second- 
class construction and covering less than five thousand 
square feet floor area. The Building Commissioner had 
refused a permit because the building showed six stories 
above the sidewalk. The appellant contended that the 
lower story should be construed as a basement, since 
it was a matter of no importance whether the floor of 
this lower story was six inches above the sidewalk or 
one foot or more below, and that the determining factor 
in this class of buildings was the maximum height 
allowed, which is sixty-five feet. The appellant asked 
the Board to find that the lower story in the said build- 
ing is a basement. A majority of the Board found that 
such a lower story in this case is not a basement and 
dismissed the appeal. A minority dissented and sus- 
tained the appeal. 


CasE No. 127. : 
February 27, 1909. 
The appellant wished to erect outside the building 
limits an alleged double wooden house for habitation 
three stories in height, the area of the said house exceed- 
ing eighteen hundred square feet. The plans showed 
a six-apartment house so divided in some places by one 
brick wall and in other places by two brick walls that 
three apartments were to be on each side of said wall 
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or walls. In the first story a common front doorway 
gave into a common entry inclosed on each side by a 
brick wall and covered with a fireproof ceiling. This 
entry led into a common staircase hall likewise inclosed 
by solid brick walls except that on each floor a doorway 
provided with metal-covered door and frame led to each 
apartment. Above the first story a single brick wall, 
separating the house into two equal parts, abutted 
against the brick walls inclosing the staircase hall. 
The Building Commissioner contended that this build- 
ing would be one tenement house, and, as it exceeded 
eighteen hundred square feet in area, would be illegal. 
(Section 51, chapter 550, Statutes 1907.) The appellant 
contended that in spirit it would be a double house 
and better than if it were divided by a single brick 
wall from front to rear with a staircase on each side of 
same. The Board, using its discretionary power, sus- 
tained the appeal on the ground that this was a specific 
case not contemplated in the law though covered by it. 
(Section 7, chapter 550, Statutes 1907.) 


CasE No. 128. 
February 27, 1909. 

The appellants wished to erect a cold storage ware- 
house, and for the purpose of accommodating their 
elevator machinery and to prevent the influx of warm 
air down the elevator shaft asked permission to head 
over the elevator shaft on the line of the roof with con- 
crete flooring, building a pent house above the same for 
the storage of elevator machinery, etc. This form of 
construction was objected to by the Building Commis- 
sioner as being in violation of section 38, chapter 550, 
Acts of 1907, which requires that the elevator shaft 
should run three feet above the roof and have a skylight 
in the same. A majority of the Board sustained the 
appeal on the ground that this was a specific case not 
contemplated by the law though covered by it. A 
minority dissented. 


Case No. 129. F 
February 27, 1909. 
The appellant wished to erect a wooden house outside 
the building limits, in his back yard, and to place it so 
that two sides came within three feet of the party line, 
the third side on a party line with solid brick wall, and 
the fourth facing toward the street. The Building Com- 
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missioner refused to grant a permit because he contended 
that besides the front exposure there should be one other 
exposure at least ten feet wide in accordance with the 
provisions of the fifth paragraph of section 35, chapter 
550, Acts of 1907. The appellant contended that section 
35 did not apply to wooden buildings outside the build- 
ing limits. The Board agreed with the Building Com- 
missioner that section 35, so far as the exposure was 
concerned, applied to such a poe and therefore dis- 
missed the appeal. 


CasE No. 130. 
February 27, 1909. 

The appellant wished to connect two buildings on 
opposite sides of a public way by means of a covered 
bridge, the flooring of which was to be about thirty-two 
feet above the street. The Building Commissioner felt 
that he had no authority to grant a permit and the 
Board concurred with the Building Commissioner that 
it had also no authority. Appeal dismissed. 


Case No. 131. 
March 18, 1909. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to erect a double wooden house of habitation because 
the brick dividing wall is not shown extending to the 
front line of a two-story open porch which is common 
to both houses. In appealing from the decision of the 
Building Commissioner the appellant contended that 
the porch in question is not a part of the house. The 
Board found that it is not the intention of the law in this 
specific case to require the dividing brick wall to extend 
to the position contended for by the Building Com- 
missioner, and therefore sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 132. 
March 24, 1909. 

The appellant asked permission to extend the base- 
ment and first story of his tenement house over the area 
of the existing back yard, the said basement and first 
story to be used for mercantile purposes. . Owing to the 
peculiar physical conditions of his premises and of adjoin- 
ing premises the Board found that none of said premises 
would be deprived of any existing light and air by the 
proposed extension, and therefore, acting under its dis- 
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cretionary power, sustained the appeal on the ground 
that this is a specific case not contemplated by the law 
though covered by it. 


CasE No. 1388. 
April 14, 1909. 

The appellant wished to erect outside of the building 
limits an alleged double three-story brick dwelling. The 
Building Commissioner had refused a permit because 
such a structure he contended would be a one-tenement 
house and as such would not conform to the require- 
ments of the law in various particulars. The plans 
showed a six-apartment house so divided in some places 
by one brick wall and in other places by two brick walls 
that three apartments were to be on each side of said 
wall or walls. A common front doorway led into a com- 
mon staircase hall likewise inclosed by solid brick walls 
except that on each floor a doorway provided with metal 
covered door and frame led to each apartment. The 
appellant.contended that in spirit this would be a double 
house and better than if it were divided by a single 
brick wall from. front to rear with a staircase on each 
side of same. The Board, using its discretionary power, 
sustained the appeal on the ground that this was a 
specific case not contemplated in the law though covered 
by it. (Section 7, chapter 550, Acts of 1907.) 


Case No. 134. 
April 7, 1909. 

The appellant asked permission to use concrete block 
construction for a one-story office structure covering less 
than one thousand square feet. The Building Com- 
missioner had refused to grant a permit because the 
external walls were less than twelve inches thick in a 
building other than for habitation. The Board, using 
its discretionary power, sustained the appeal on the 
ground that this was a specific case not contemplated 
in the law though covered by it. (Section 7, chapter 
550, Acts of 1907.) 


Case No. 1385. 
April 28, 1909. 
The appellant asked permission to erect a three-story 
wooden dwelling covering practically the entire lot. 
The application for a permit had been refused by the 
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Building Commissioner because of this fact. The 
Board concurred with the Building Commissioner and 
dismissed the appeal. 


Case No. 136. 
April 28, 1909. 
The Board concurred with the Building Commissioner 
in permitting an equivalent method of construction in 
regard to restricted area between adjoining buildings 
on the same lot. 


CasE No. 187. 
May 1, 1909. 
The Board concurred with the Building Commissioner 
in permitting an equivalent method of construction, 
namely, the use of- automatic flush valves supplied 
directly from the water service pipe for several water- 
closets on the fourth floor of an office building. 


CasE No. 188. 
May 8, 1909. 

The appellant asked permission to alter an existing 
second-class building by adding one story to the present 
buildings and four stories in addition at the rear. The 
appellant proposed to use the story above the first for 
mercantile purposes and the third and fourth stories 
for meeting and assembly halls. The Building Com- 
missioner refused to grant a permit because there were 
several halls or assembly rooms with an aggregate 
capacity in excess of the number of persons (600) allowed 
to be assembled in a building of second-class construc- 
tion. In their formal application the appellants stated 
that there were to be halls and meeting rooms on each 
floor. The Board dismissed the appeal. 


CasE No. 139. 
May 8, 1909. 
The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to erect a building for habitation because the external 
walls were to be less than twelve inches in thickness and 
the outside finish to be of other than incombustible 
material. The appellant proposed to use seven-inch 
hollow, vitrified terra cotta tiles reinforced by steel and 
concrete and contended that this method of construction 
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was more substantial than that prescribed in section 12, 
chapter 550, Acts of 1907. The appellant contended 
that a wooden cornice should be allowed as the building 
was outside of the building limits. The Board found 
the contention of the appellant sound in both particulars 
and sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 140. 
May 8, 1909. 

The Building Commissioner asked the Board to con- 
cur with him in allowing an equivalent method of 
construction, as follows: 

Abraham Blander made application for permit to 
build five tenement houses and stores on Dover street, 
numbered 209-211, 213-215, 217-219, 221-223 and 225- 
227, respectively. The building 209-211 is on the 
westerly end of the proposed block, and on the westerly 
side of this building are windows lighting rooms. In 
order to satisfy the provisions of section 63, chapter 550, 
Acts of 1907, the said Abraham Blander agrees to keep 
open a space, greater than is required by law, described 
in an agreement and survey registered with the Suffolk 
Registry of Deeds. The open space described in the 
agreement is an open space required and provided for 
the several buildings facing on Harrison avenue. In the 
case of the other four buildings there are, between each 
group of two, inclosed courts, which courts should be 
eight feet wide by sixteen feet long on the land of each 
building, or sixteen feet square for the two. The appel- 
lant proposes to have a court thirteen feet by sixteen feet 
with an opening three feet wide between the two build- 
ings running from the court to the yards at the rear of 
the buildings. The Board found that the alleged agree- 
ment of Abraham Blander was of no legal value and did 
not accept the equivalent method of construction in this 
instance. In regard to the arrangement of the courts, 
the Board concurred with the Building Commissioner in 
- permitting the equivalent method of construction. 


CasE No. 141. 
May 26, 1909. 
The appellant asked permission to make alterations 
in a theatre of second-class construction. She proposed 
to construct five or six bedrooms in the loft of a theatre 
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building over the stage and auditorium to be used as 
sleeping rooms for servants in connection with a hotel 
adjoining. ‘These rooms were to have access to the said 
hotel by means of iron balconies. The Building Com- 
missioner contended that the proposed construction 
would be extremely dangerous and should not be per- 
mitted in a theatre of second-class construction. The 
Board agreed with the Building Commissioner and 
dismissed the appeal. 


CasE No. 142. 
June 12, 1909. 
The Building Commissioner asked the Board to con- 
cur with him in approving means of ingress and egress. 
in a first-class structure. The Board concurred with the 
Building Commissioner in approving means of ingress 
and egress. 


CasE No. 143. 
June 12, 1909. 

The Building Commissioner asked the Board to con- 
cur with him in granting an equivalent method of 
construction, namely: The erection of a building exceed- 
ing five thousand square feet, to which buildings of 
second-class construction adapted for habitation are 
restricted by law, the building being so divided by brick 
walls that no area within the building exceeded five 
thousand square feet. The Board concurred with the 
Building Commissioner in this specific case and granted 
this equivalent method of construction. 


CasE No. 144. 
June 16, 1909. 

The appellants asked permission to erect a two-story 
structure, exceeding twenty-seven feet measured from 
the wharf, adjoining an existing one-story shed. The 
upper portion was to be entered on the upper story from 
the level of the new Charlestown Bridge, while the . 
lower story would be entered from the grade of the 
Warren Bridge. The Building Commissioner contended 
that a building of this nature on a wharf should not 
exceed twenty-seven feet in height measured from the 
wharf. The appellant contended that the height should 
be measured from the mean grade of all the streets 
on which the building abuts. The Board found that 
this was a specific case not contemplated by the law

though covered by it, and acting under the discretionary 
power granted under section 7, chapter 550, Acts of 
1907, the Board sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 145. 
June 26, 1909. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a per- 
mit to make alterations in a double wooden dwelling 
house because the proposed balcony on the rear of each 
house was nearer than three feet from a constructive 
lot line. The plans showed a balcony of two stories 
at the rear of the double house with one exterior wooden 
staircase from the second story of said balcony to the 
ground, and an exit from the second story of each half 
of the double house onto said balcony, also from the 
first floor of each part to the first floor of the said bal- 
cony. The Building Commissioner contended that the 
alleged double house being two houses, the two balconies 
should not be continuous but should be six feet apart. 
The Board found that whether the alleged building be 
considered as one double house or as two separate 
houses the proposed construction would be no more 
hazardous than if the building were one dwelling, and 
if it were one dwelling the balcony as proposed would 
be permissible. The Board sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 146. 
June 26, 1909. 

The appellants asked permission to alter an existing 
building in such manner as to provide on the first floor 
a banquet hall or dining room for members of a lodge; 
on the second floor a billiard room; on the third floor a 
lodge room which would accommodate somewhat over 
six hundred persons, allowing six square feet to each 
person as required by law. The Building Commissioner 
contended that the two halls or assembly rooms would 
contain collectively more than eight hundred persons. 
The appellants contended that this lodge room was not 
an audience hall, and a lodge room required a large area 
of the hall to be devoted to purposes other than that of 
seating. The Board sustained the appeal on the ground 
that this building when altered was to be used as a 
private club and the requirements regarding the equip- 
ment of lodge rooms are such as to preclude a seating 

capacity of 600. Appeal sustained. 
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Case No. 147. 
July 7, 1909. 

The Building Commissioner refused a permit to alter 
premises as the yard or court was of less size than 
required by law. The appellant proposed to extend the 
store on the first story so that it would cover and include 
an existing yard space approximately ten feet by twenty 
‘feet. The yard was surrounded on two sides by the 
main building in question; on the third side by a blank 
wall of an adjoining house, and on the fourth side by 
the retaining wall of a public school yard, the top of 
which wall is about seven feet above the grade of the 
said yard. The appellant proposed to erect over this 
yard a one-story structure of which the roof would be 
six feet six inches above the top of the school yard wall 
above referred to. The Board found that the proposed 
alterations would not deprive any adjoining premises or 
any of the apartments above the first story in the house 
under consideration of light or air, and, furthermore, the 
proposed alteration would be an improvement upon 
the property, as the present yard, which is now a pit 
practically surrounded on four sides, would be eliminated 
and the roof of the addition would be a more desirable 
substitute. The Board finding this to be a specific case 
not contemplated by the law though covered by it, and 
acting under the discretionary power granted in section 
7, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 148. 
July 14, 1909. 

The appellant proposed to erect a church of second- 
class construction containing an auditorium that would 
seat over eight hundred persons, the floor of which 
auditorium is about seven feet above the grade of the 
street. At present it is proposed to erect only the base- 
ment, using the future first floor as a roof tosame. The 
Building Commissioner contended that section 105, 
chapter 550, Acts of 1907, included churches within the 
meaning of the words ‘‘a hall or assembly room to con- 
tain a public audience,’ and that therefore the church 
should be of first-class construction. The church is to 
be built on a large lot with very few buildings (and those 
small in size) within the immediate neighborhood. The 
Board sustained the appeal on the ground that in this 
specific case, in view of all the circumstances surround- 
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ing same, it would be a hardship and an injustice to 
require a church of first-class construction. 


Case No. 149. 
July 21, 1909. 

The appellant asked permission to connect two 
adjoining existing houses at 56 and 58 Spring street so 
as to make one tenement house, four stories in height, 
and to extend premises at 56 Spring street to the rear, 
leaving a twelve-foot yard back of the new rear wall. 
Windows in this ell, as well as windows lighting bath- 
rooms and hallways in No..58, derive their light from a 
fourteen-foot yard or court, twelve feet of which consti- 
tutes a back yard to premises which face at right angles 
to the house in question on Allen street and is owned by 
the appellant. As by law this twelve feet of back yard 
could not be built over by extending the said premises 
that face on Allen street, sufficient amount of light and 
air is provided in premises at 56 and 58 Spring street. 
The Board, finding this to be a specific case not contem- 
plated by the law though covered by it, sustained the 
appeal. 


Case No. 150. 
November 24, 1909. 
The attorney for the appellant explained to the Board 
that the property in question would in all probability 
be taken by the Boston Elevated Railway Company. 
The Board suspended the case, pending action of the 
Boston Elevated Railway Company. 


CasE No. 151. 
: August 23, 1909. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
for the erection of a cotton manufacturing mill and 
- weave house because the spaces inside the buildings 
were in excess of the required area, and the floors so 
constructed as to carry safely less than one hundred 
twenty-five pounds per superficial square foot as required 
for light manufacturing. The appellant contended 
that to reduce the areas by division walls even to maxi- 
mum areas of twenty thousand square feet would seri- 
ously hamper the operation of the proposed cotton mill 
and increase the running expenses and thereby put the 
mill to a disadvantage in competition with similar mills 
elsewhere. In regard to the floor loads the appellant 
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contended that a provision of strength sufficient to carry 
a load of seventy-five pounds per square foot was the 
standard adopted in all other mills throughout the 
country as the result of long experience in mill construc- 
tion. The number of persons on each floor area of sixty 
thousand square feet would not exceed four hundred. 
The Board found that to reduce the floor areas by divi- 
sion walls would seriously hamper and interfere with the 
operation of the proposed mill and weave house and 
would increase the running expenses and thereby put 
the mill to a disadvantage in competition with similar 
mills elsewhere. The proposed mill requires unre- 
stricted floor areas or spaces such as are designated by the 
appellant. The Board also found that floors so con- 
structed as to carry a live load of seventy-five pounds 
per square foot were sufficient in this case. The Board 
sustained the appeal in both particulars. 


Case No. 152. 
August 23, 1909. 

The Building Commissioner refused a permit to 
erect a wooden dwelling house because there is a break 
in the party wall. The appellant wished to make a 
break in this party wall three feet in length, and to 
build in from this break a wall or court three feet by 
four feet in area, in which there would be windows 
lighting the toilets and pantries. The commissioner 
contended that in the case of a wooden dwelling upon 
a party line, the wall should be solid brick or concrete. 
The appellant contended that the three sides of the 
light well were practically external walls and that 
being such, and not upon a party line, it was permissible 
to construct them of wood, providing the studding 
was brick nogged and wire lath and plaster applied 
to the outer surface, which the appellant intended to 
do. A majority of the Board found that provided the 
appellant constructed his walls inclosing the light 
well of brick and his window frames and sashes of metal 
with wired glass in the sashes, he would be complying 
with the spirit of the law. Appeal sustained. 


Case No. 153. 
August 23, 1909. 


The Board concurred with the Building Commissioner 
in permitting an equivalent method of construction

in regard to yards and courts for certain specific tene- 
ment houses where peculiar conditions existed. 


Case No. 154. 
August 23, 1909. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a per- 
mit to erect an electric substation because the struc- 
tural metal supporting or forming part of the frame 
roof or columns was not protected against the effect of 
heat. Built into the external walls, which were of 
brick and concrete, were steel plate columns, built 
partly in and partly beyond the inner surface of the 
exposed walls, so that a portion of each column was 
exposed within the building. The Building Commis- 
sioner contended that these exposed portions should 
be fire protected as required by law. The Board found 
that it would be a manifest injustice to require the 
fireproofing of these columns, and sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 155. 
September 8, 1909. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a per- 
mit to alter a second-class business building because 
the proposed building was to have pent houses on the 
roof slightly exceeding in size and height the maximum 
permitted under section 4, chapter 383, Acts of 1905. 
The appellants contended in their appeal that these 
pent houses of the dimensions shown were necessary 
to accommodate the machinery for electric elevators, 
which condition had not been contemplated in passing 
the said Act of 1905. The Board found that as there 
seemed to be no practical objection to the proposed 
construction it would be a manifest injustice in this 
specific case to prohibit such erection. 


Case No. 156. , 
September 2, 1909. 

The Building Commissioner refused to. grant a per- 
mit to make alterations in an existing tenement house 
because an inner court would not be of legal minimum 
dimensions. The appellant proposed to use the court 
for lighting rooms in two adjoining houses and proposed 
to file deeds to permanently restrict the area of the 
court for the benefit of one of the houses. The Board 
found that the deeds submitted would not secure such 
restriction, and dismissed the appeal. 
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CasE No. 157. 
September 2, 1909. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to build a tenement house of second-class construction 
because it extended from a street to an alleyway less than 
fifteen feet wide and there was to be no back yard — 
a violation of section 56, chapter 550, Acts of 1907. 
The alleyway in question is about eleven feet wide. The 
appellant contended that said alley is a street or public 
highway and if so it would be legal for him to build as 
proposed. The appellant submitted duly attested copies 
from the Board of Street Commissioners and from the 
records of the Mayor and Aldermen that the said alleged 
street is a highway of the City of Boston. The Board 
found as a fact that the alleged street is a legal street 
and that therefore by the provisions of section 56, 
paragraph 3, the appellant could not be required to pro- 
vide a yard at the rear of his premises. The appeal was 
sustained. 


Case No. 158. ; 
September 8, 1909. 

This appeal is similar to Case No. 155 and the appeal 
was sustained for the same reason. 


Case No. 159. 
September 15, 1909. 
The Board concurred with the Building Commissioner 
in permitting an equivalent method of construction in 
regard to yards and courts for certain specific tenement 
houses where peculiar conditions existed. 


Case No. 160. 
September 25, 1909. 

The appellant asked permission to install new plumb- 
ing in an old brick building to be altered into a theatre 
and to use the brick drains existing under the basement 
floor of said old building. These drains already serve 
and will continue to serve several abutting buildings 
belonging to different owners. The Building Com- 
missioner refused a permit because the new plumbing 
in the said altered building could not by law enter the 
said drain in the basement but must consist of iron 
drains running ten feet beyond the wall of the old build- 
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The existing drain so far as it has been examined is in 
good condition. The Board found that in this specific 
case it would be a manifest injustice to refuse the issu- 
ance of a permit to do this plumbing and to connect into 
the said drain, provided that such brick drain was found 
to be or left in a condition satisfactory to the Building 
Commissioner, and sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 161. 

September 22, 1909. 
The Building Commissioner refused a permit to erect — 
a double brick house separated by a party wall because 
the appellant proposed to construct a common light well 
between the two houses by cutting out four feet of the 
party wall, contending that such a construction would 
be in violation of section 31, chapter 550, Acts of 1907. 
The appellant asked the Board to find that such common 
light well would not be in violation of section 31, chapter 
550, Acts of 1907, nor a dangerous fire menace. A 
majority of the Board concurred with the contention 

of the appellant and sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 162. 
September 22, 1909. 

The appellant applied for a permit to unite two exist- 
ing wooden buildings, the first story to be of brick. The 
total area of the reconstructed building would be in 
excess of that permitted for wooden tenement houses: 
The appellant contended that the building would be a 
composite building when altered and therefore would 
not come under the requirements for wooden buildings. 
The Board sustained the appeal in this specific case. 


Case No. 163. 
; October 20, 1909. 

The appellant applied for relief from the complaint of 
the Building Commissioner that the floor timbers entered 
eight-inch walls instead of being supported on corbels or 
by iron hangers as required by section 34, chapter 550, 
Acts of 1907. The appellant proposed to support his 
floor timbers upon four inches of the eight-inch external 
walls, contending that such a form of construction was 
legal. The Building Commissioner contended that such 
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construction was illegal and undesirable. A majority 
of the Board found that section 34, chapter 550, Acts of 
1907, did not permit of the construction proposed and 
dismissed the appeal. A minority dissented. 


CasE No. 164. 
October 20, 1909. 


This application was withdrawn. 


CasE No. 165. 
October 20, 1909. 

The Building Commissioner asked the Board to 
approve of the erection in this specific case of a house of 
habitation of second-class construction to cover more 
than five thousand square feet of superficial area, so 
separated by brick partition walls that no area within 
the building exceeded five thousand square feet. A 
majority of the Board did not concur with the Building 
Commissioner. A minority concurred with the Building 
Commissioner. 


CasE No. 166. 
November 1, 1909. 

The appellant proposed to enlarge an existing roof 
house. The Building Commissioner refused a permit 
because the proposed enlargement would be in violation 
of section 4, chapter 383, Acts of 1905.. The appellant 
proposed to install an electric elevator, the machinery 
of which would be placed on the roof at about the present 
location of a tank used in connection with a sprinkler 
system. The location of the tank would have to be 
changed by moving it some twelve or thirteen feet from 
“its present location, thereby increasing the new structure 
one hundred and sixty-seven square feet over the area 
of the present house. The Board found that there was 
no practical objection to the proposed enlargement of 
the present roof house and that it would be a manifest 
injustice in this specific case to prohibit such enlargement. 
The appeal was sustained. 


Case No. 167. 
November 3, 1909. 
This case is the same case which was submitted to the 
Board in August, numbered 156. The Board found that 
under sections 59-62 and 63 of chapter 550, Acts of 1907, 
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the appellant had not brought himself within the pro- 
visions of the law and the Board saw no reason for using 
their discretionary power and dismissed the appeal. 


CasE No. 168. 
November 38, 1909. 
The appellant asked relief from the order of the Build- 
ing Commissioner that there were not a sufficient number 
of water-closets at premises 169 Endicott street. The 
Board agreed with the Building Commissioner and 
dismissed the appeal. 


CasE No. 169. ; 
November 10, 1909. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to erect a tenement house of second-class construction 
because the area of an inner court, to be used by the 
two houses in common, was less than required by law 
for each house. It was found as a fact that if of first- 
class construction the two buildings would be con- 
sidered as one and the light court would be of legal size. 
The Board found therefore that the spirit of the law had 
been complied with and sustained the appeal. 


Case No.. 170. 
, November 10, 1909. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to erect a tenement house because there was to be no 
back yard behind the same and no outer court in place 
of such yard. ‘The house in question was one of those 
referred to in Case No. 169. The appellants contended 
that were this building and the one referred to in Case 
No. 169 considered as one building the lighting would 
be legally provided for and it would be unjust to require 
a strict technical observance of the law in this case. 
The Board found this to be a specific case not contem- 
plated by the law though covered by it and sustained 
the appeal. 

CasE No. 171. 

: November 10, 1909, 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to erect a store and office building because the roof 
house to contain the elevator machinery would be in 
excess of the maximum permitted under section 4, 
chapter 383, Acts of 1905, and in place of the skylight 
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required by law, the appellant proposed to vent the 
elevator well by a horizontal duct above the roof line, 
which duct terminated in a large opening provided with 
a pivoted metal sash and frame and fusible link. The 
Board found that as there were no practical objections 
to the construction of the roof house, it would be a 
manifest injustice to forbid it and sustained the appeal 
in this particular. In regard to the horizontal vent ~ 
duct the Board found this to be a specific case not 
contemplated by the law though covered by it and 
sustained the appeal in this particular also. 


Case No. 172. 

November 20, 1909. 
The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
_ to erect a three-story brick tenement house of second- 
class construction on the ground that the proposed 
construction was two houses and the light exposure was 
insufficient to comply with the law. The building in 
question is to have two exits, to be less than five thousand 
square feet in area, and is to be separated by a division 
wall into two portions ‘above the basement. The 
Building Commissioner contended that such an arrange- 
ment constituted two houses and if said -building was 
considered as two houses, neither house would have the 
legal amount of light exposure. The appellant con- 
tended that as his total area did not exceed five thousand 
square feet as permitted by law, it was immaterial 
whether there were two entrances or one, and the build- 
ing as a whole should be considered one house having 
ample exposure. The Board sustained the appeal on 
the ground that the proposed structure was one building 
and that therefore the exposure proposed would be 
legal. 


CasE No. 173. ; 
November 24, 1909. 

The Building Commissioner refused a permit to erect 
two wooden dwelling houses in a block separated by an 
eight-inch wall because the said brick wall did not extend 
to the front line of a connecting piazza as required in 
section 40, chapter 550, Acts of 1907. The appellant 
contended that such a piazza should not be considered 
as a part of the building proper. The Board agreed 
with the appellant in this specific instance, and sustained 
the appeal. 
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CasE No. 174. 
November 24, 1909. 
The Building Commissioner asked the Board to concur 
with him in allowing an equivalent method of construc- 
tion, namely: The erection of a building exceeding 
five thousand square feet, to which buildings of second-— 
class construction adapted for habitation are restricted 
by law, the building being so divided by brick walls 
that no area within the building exceeded five thousand 
square feet. The Board concurred with the Building 
Commissioner in this specific case and granted this 
~ equivalent method of construction. 


Case No. 175. 
November 24, 1909. 

The Board concurred with the Building Commissioner 
in permitting an equivalent method of construction in 
regard to yards and courts for certain specific tenement 
houses where peculiar conditions existed. - 


Case No. 176. 
December 11, 1909. 

The Building Commissioner asked the Board to con- 
cur with him in approving an equivalent method of 
construction in regard to an arrangement of court and 
open passage common to two houses. The Board con- 
curred with the Building Commissioner in approving 
the equivalent method of construction. 


CasE No. 177. 
December 2, 1909. 
The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to erect a manufacturing building of second-class con- 
struction because the proposed building was to exceed 
seventy-five feet in height. The appellant contended 
that it should be allowed as it was to be connected with 
an existing similar building over seventy-five feet in 
height and because the proposed building was to be 
isolated from neighboring structures and to be built 
on the extreme outskirts of the city. The Board sus- 
tained the appeal. 
Case No. 178. 
December 29, 1909. 
The Building Commissioner asked the Board to con- 
cur with him in allowing an equivalent method of 
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construction, namely: The erection of a building exceed- 
ing five thousand square feet to which buildings of 
second-class construction adapted for habitation are 
restricted by law, the building being so divided by brick 
walls that no area within the building exceeds three 
thousand square feet. The Board concurred with the 
Building Commissioner in this specific case and granted 
this equivalent method of construction. | 


Case No. 179. 
January 26, 1910. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to alter premises as the outer court was of less size than 
required by law. The Board found that the general 
spirit of the law would be complied with and acting under 
the discretionary power granted in section 7, chapter 
550, Acts of 1907, sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 180. 
February 2, 1910. 
The Board concurred with the Building Commissioner 
in permitting an equivalent method of construction in 
regard to yards and courts in a tenement house where 
peculiar conditions existed. 


CasE No. 181. 
February 19, 1910. 
The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to erect two three-family houses because the length of 
the back yard was insufficient. He contended that such 
length should equal the average width of the building. 
The Board dismissed the appeal. 


CasE No. 182. 
March 2, 1910. 
The Board concurred with the Building Commissioner 
in granting an equivalent method of construction in 
regard to thickness of external walls. 


Case No. 183. - 
March 2, 1910. 
The plans for an apartment house showed outer courts 
6 feet in width by 64 feet in length. The Building Com- 
missioner refused to grant a permit to build on the ground 
that such courts should be not less in width than one- 
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eighth the length, 7. e., in this case 8 feet (section 58, 
chapter 550, Statute 1907). The house in question is 
to be not over fifty feet in height and because of this fact 
the appellant contended that the provision in section 
58 as to width does not apply, as by a semicolon in the 
fifth line of said section houses not exceeding fifty feet 
in height are exempted. The majority of the Board sus- 
tained the appellant. A minority dissented. 


CasE No. 184. 
March 5, 1910. 

The appellant asked relief from the order of the Build- 
ing Commissioner to test concrete piles according to 
wording of the law in section 20, chapter 550, Acts of 
1907. The Board, finding this to be a specific case pro- 
vided for in section 7, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, and that 
it would be a manifest injustice to require a strict com- 
pliance with the law, sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 185. 

: March 5, 1910. 
The appellants wished to erect on top of a building a 
roof garden constructed as a pergola, a pent house 24 feet 
by 36 feet of fireproof construction for a serving room in 
connection with an outdoor restaurant on the roof, and 
increase the height of the pent house for elevator machin- 
ery. The Board sustained the appeal in regard to the 
pergola and increased height of the pent house for the 
elevator machinery, and dismissed the appeal in regard 
to the proposed pent house 24 feet by 36 feet, on the 
ground that a structure of such size and character would 

be too wide a departure from the law in this particular. 


Case No. 186. 
March 5, 1910. 

The appellant asked permission to erect at the rear of 
two existing houses separated by a brick partition wall, 
and to connect therewith a five story structure for habi- 
tation. The said structure on one side was to be 10 feet 
from the rear wall of the existing buildings instead of 
12 feet as required by law; the said structure to be con- 
nected with the existing buildings on each story through 
a staircase hall which is now the rear staircase hall used 
in common by the said buildings. There is no connection 
between the existing house except through an opening 
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in the brick wall in the basements. The Building Com- 
missioner objected to granting a permit on the ground 
that the new structure would constitute a part of the 
existing houses which would altogether exceed five thou- 
sand square feet of floor area permitted by law. The 
Board found that the new structure would not in effect 
be a part of the existing buildings provided fire doors 
were installed in connecting brick wall openings, and 
therefore sustained the appeal with such proviso and 
with the further proviso that the space between the new 
and existing structures be 12 feet instead of 10 feet. 


Case No. 187. 
March 9, 1910. 

The appellants desired to omit the fire protection on 
the under side of the overhang of the roof on a fire 
engine house constructed of brick. As a wooden build- 
ing for this purpose in this district would be permissible 
under the law, the Board found that the appellants 
have a right to omit the fire protection and sustained 
the appeal. 


Case No. 188. 
May 9, 1910. 

The appellants asked permission to erect movable 
observation stands of wood in a brick building to be 
used as a skating rink and for exhibition purposes. A 
majority of the Board sustained the appeal on the 
sround that provided the passageway under the obser- 
vation stand was protected with fireproof covering the 
requirements necessary for strength and stability of the 
structure and for the safety of the occupants had been 
complied with. A minority dissented. 


CasE No. 189. 
March 9, 1910. 

The appellant desired to make alterations in two 
existing tenement houses by removing rear brick walls 
on the first story and extending the stores over the 
area of the back yard. The Board found that none of 
the adjoining premises or any of the apartments above 
the first story in the building in question would be 
deprived of light and air by the proposed extension and, 
acting under the discretionary power granted the Board, 
sustained the appeal on the ground that this is a specific 
case not contemplated by the law though covered by it. 
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CasE No. 190. | 
March 19, 1910. 

The appellant proposed to erect on top of an existing 
building of second class construction a roof garden 
twenty-three feet by one hundred and eighteen feet, 
with a height of twelve feet inclosed by fireproof 
material. The Board found that the proposed structure 
would not be a roof garden but an additional story and 
a wide variation from the technical provisions of the 
law and therefore dismissed the appeal. 


CasE No. 191. 
May 9, 1910. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to add to the height of an existing building because 
the foundation was of rubble instead of block stone as 
required by the present building law. The building 
in question was erected over twenty-five years ago when 
rubble foundations were permitted and the walls were 
constructed with a view of increasing the height of the 
building in the future. The Board found that the 
walls were of sufficient strength to carry the RON 
load and sustained the appeal. 


CasgE No. 192. 
March 9, 1910. 
This case was a reconsideration of Case No. 181. 
The Board found this to be a specific case not con- 
templated by the law and that it would be a manifest 
injustice to require in this instance technical com- 
pliance with the law, and therefore sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 198. 
March 16, 1910. 

The appellant desired to carry the rear of his building 
to the extreme rear line of lot so that the rear of the 
premises abut directly upon an existing ten-foot pri- 
vate court. The appellant contended that if he had 
to set the rear of the building seven feet back from the 
rear line of lot, no benefit would accrue to the owner or 
occupants. A majority of the Board found this to be a 
‘specific case not. contemplated by the law though cov- 
ered By it and sustained the appeal. A minority dis- 
sented. 
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Case No. 194. 
March 9, 1910. 

The appellant desired to erect upon the roof of a 
first-class building four steel masts for wireless tele- 
graphy and a roof house exceeding the dimensions 
permitted by law. The Board found this to be a specific 
case not contemplated by the law though covered by it 
and, acting under the discretionary power granted the 
Board, sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 195. 
March 23, 1910. 

The appellant wished to convert an existing brick 
dwelling into a tenement house without conforming to 
all the requirements for new tenement houses. The 
Board found that this was not a specific case in which 
its discretionary power might be used and dismissed 
the appeal. 


Case No. 196. 
March 23, 1910. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to make certain alterations because the proposed addi- 
tion would decrease the minimum size of a rear yard. 
The Board found that the proposed alteration would 
not deprive adjoining premises or apartments above the 
first story in the house under consideration of light and 
air and therefore sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 197. 
, March 26, 1910. 
The appellants desired to erect a school building, the 
walls of which would be in excess of height allowed for 
walls of the thickness shown. The appellants contended 
that the walls were of ample strength and the floors were 
to be constructed of steel beams and concrete. The 
Board, acting under the discretionary power granted in 
section 7, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, found for the 
appellant and sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 198. 
April 2, 1910. 
The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to erect a tenement house of second-class construction 
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because there was not to be at the rear of the building a 
12-foot yard as required by law; the inner court was not 
of the dimensions required by law, and the party wall 
should extend above the roof of the store. The rear of 
the proposed structure abuts against the wall of a school 
yard. While the inner court was not to be of the 
dimensions required, its total area was to be greater 
than that required by law. The Building Commissioner 
contended that the proposed structure was two buildings 
and the party wall should extend above the roof of the 
store for one foot as required by law. A majority of 
the Board found that the court was practically an equiv- 
alent to that required by law, provided the width of 
court at the outer end were enlarged to six feet; that the 
12-foot yard was not necessary as this is a specific case 
not contemplated by the law; and that the party wall 
must be carried above the roof of the store, and sustained 
the appeal. A minority dissented. 


CasE No. 199. 
April 2, 1910. 
The Board concurred with the Building Commissioner 
in approving an equivalent method of construction. 


CasE No. 200. 
April 6, 1910. 
The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to build new foundations and move an existing wooden 
house to the street line. The Board dismissed the appeal 
as no reasons were given to justify its consenting to a 
variation from the law. . 


CasE No. 201. 
April 9, 1910. 
The Board concurred with the Building Commissioner 
in approving an equivalent method of construction. 


CasE No. 202. 
April 6, 1910. 
The appellant proposed to build on the rear of an 
existing brick building clothes dryers on each story, the 
vertical supports to be of steel, the floor and roof con- 
struction to be of wood and the staircase leading from 
the top floor to the ground also to be of wood. On the 
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ground that it is undesirable and contrary to the law 
that any form of construction other than that of incom- 
bustible material for external walls and surfaces be used 
within the building limits, the Board dismissed the 
appeal. 


CasE No. 203. 
April 9, 1910. 

The appellants proposed to erect two dwellings of 
third-class construction separated by a brick party wall. 
At each floor level the appellant proposed to build 
piazzas across a portion of the front of the two buildings. 
The Building Commissioner contended that the party 
wall should extend to the front line of said piazzas or 
they should be separated by a space not less than six feet. 
The Board found that the fire protection was not | 
materially lessened by omitting such party walls and 
that section 40 does not prohibit such omission and 
sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 204. 
April 27, 1910. 

The appellant asked permission to use wood for out- 
side finish in a building of otherwise second-class con- 
struction to be erected outside the building limits. The 
Building Commissioner’s objection was merely technical. 
The Board sustained the appeal on the ground that the 
appellant had the right to build his entire structure of 
wood. 


CasE No. 205. 
April 27, 1910. 
This is the same case which was heard April 2, 1910, 
with the exception that the width of court has been 
increased one foot throughout. A majority of the 
Board sustained the appeal. A minority dissented. 


Case No. 206. 
April 27, 1910. 
The appellant asked permission to omit in a large 
building of second-class construction, to be used for 
public assembly, interior metal lathing and plastering 
against the wood planking used in the clear story or 
monitor roof, as ordered by the Building Commissioner. 
As the balance of the main roofing material both above 
and below the said monitor roof consists, and lawfully, 
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of unprotected wood planking resting on steel framing, 
the Board sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 207. 
April 27, 1910. 
The appellants asked relief from the order of the 
Building Commissioner that steel columns be fireproofed. 
The Board found that such fireproofing was necessary in 
this particular case and dismissed the appeal. 


Case No. 208. 
May 7, 1910. 

The appellants asked relief from the order of the 
Building Commissioner that the face brick be bonded 
with headers. On the first story in the building in 
question the appellants employed metal ties for bonding 
the face brick to the brick backing instead of bonding 
by brick headers as required by law. The Board 
decided that the brickwork laid before date of the 
complaint need not be removed, but in all other brick- 
work brick headers must be used. 


Case No. 209. 
May 7, 1910. 
The appellant applied for a permit to erect a first- 
class building for the storage and sale of merchandise, 
which application was refused as the party walls were 
not of the required thickness. The appellants pro- 
posed to support the floors independently by a method 
of cantilevers supported on piers, thereby decreasing 
the weight upon the party walls. The Board found © 
that it would be a hardship and an injustice to put the 
appellant to the unnecessary expense of thickening the 
party walls and sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 210. 
May 7, 1910. 

The appellants asked permission to erect on the roof 
of an office building of first-class construction a pent 
house in excess of the area required by law. The Board 
found for the appellant on the ground that this is a 
specific case not contemplated by the law though covered 
by it and, acting under the discretionary power granted 
the Board, sustained the appeal. 
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CasE No. 211. 
May 7, 1910. 
The Board concurred with the Building Commissioner 
in approving means of ingress and egress in a building 
of first-class construction. 


CasE No. 212. 
May 11, 1910. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
as the party wall is not carried out to the front line of 
piazzas. The Board, finding that, by omitting such 
party wall between piazzas, the fire protection would 
not be materially lessened and that section 40 does not 
prohibit such omission, sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 213. 
May 11, 1910. 
The appellants asked permission to fireproof parti- 
tions without entirely taking them down, by inserting | 
between the wooden studding the usual fireproof blocks, 
filling all spaces solid. The Board sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 214. 
May 11, 1910. 


Application withdrawn. 


CasE No. 215. 
May 16, 1910. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to build a house of habitation on the ground that the 
same was a tenement house, and as such would not. 
conform to all the legal requirements of the law. The 
Board found that the proposed building would not 
constitute a tenement house within the meaning of 
the law,as the apartments were not arranged so that the 
families could live and do their general cooking on the 
premises. The Board sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 216. 
May 23, 1910. 
The appellant proposed to erect a tenement house 
omitting the 12-foot back yard required by law, because 
said tenement house would abut upon a public school 
yard, the school yard to be considered a public park 
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within the meaning of the law, and as such no back 
yard would be required. .The Board found that the 
public school yard was not a public park within the 
meaning of the law and dismissed the appeal. 


Case No. 217. 
May 23, 1910. 
The Building Commissioner presented an equivalent 
method of construction in regard to an inner court 
between two tenement houses. The Board concurred 
with the Building Commissioner in approving the 
equivalent method of construction. 


Case No. 218. 
f June 6, 1910. 
The appellant asked permission to erect a church of 

second-class construction containing an auditorium that 
would seat more than eight hundred persons, which 
auditorium is about seven feet above the grade of the 
street. At present it is proposed to erect only the base- 
ment using the future first floor as a roof to same. The 
Board sustained the appeal, with the proviso that the 
ceiling of the basement shall be of metal lath and plaster 
or other fire-resisting material. 


Case No. 219. 
June 6, 1910. 

The appellant proposed to erect a tenement house 
leaving at the back a yard 6 feet in depth instead of 
12 feet as required by law. Beyond this 6-foot yard is 
a public school yard, the school being about twenty-five 
feet away from the wall of the yard. The Board found 
for the appellant in this specific case and sustained 
the appeal. 


CasE No. 220. 
June 11, 1910. 

The appellant proposed to erect an office building ten 
stories in height. Certain stories in the building were 
to be left clear without partitions while others were to 
be subdivided into small rooms. In these small rooms 
the appellant proposed to install washbowls in the 
most convenient location, such locations being generally 
found to be against an inner angle of each room. From 
such positions it would be difficult to vent from the 
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traps below the bowls and the appellant asked permis- 
sion to use nonsiphoning traps and to omit the vents. 
The Board sustained the appeal in this specific case. 


Case No. 221. 
June 25, 1910. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to make certain alterations in a dwelling house because 
the yard at the rear would not be of required dimensions. 
The Board sustained the appeal with proviso that a 
window at least. fifteen feet square in area be placed in 
the rear wall of the kitchen. 


CasE No. 222. 
June 25, 1910. 

- The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to erect a tenement house upon a corner lot as there 
was to be no 6-foot yard or outer court open from the 
ground to the sky upon such corner lot, as required by 
law. The appellant proposed to leave a 6-foot court 
running the entire width of the building, above the first 
story, and to build his first story, for mercantile purposes, 
over his entire lot. Adjoining houses on both sides 
cover their entire lots which are the same depth as the 
one in question. In view of these conditions the Board, 
using its discretionary power, sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 223. 
July 2, 1910. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to erect a tenement house as the means of egress were 
unsatisfactory. The appellant proposed to erect a three- 
story brick tenement house containing four apartments 
on each story and with two public interior stairways, 
each of these stairways to be accessible to every suite. 
As the plans did not reveal the alleged accessibility, the 
Board dismissed the appeal. 


Case No. 224. 
July 2, 1910. 
The appellants proposed to erect a tenement house of 
second-class construction three stories in height, one 
exterior wall to be located 2 feet’ away from the party 
line leaving a clear passage from street to back yard of 
2 feet for a distance of 41 feet in length and a width 
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of 6 feet for the balance. From the 2-foot area the 
appellants proposed to light bath room and stairway 
hall. The Board, finding this to be a specific case not 
contemplated by the law though covered by it, sustained 
the appeal. 


Case No. 225. 
July 9, 1910. 

The appellant proposed to alter a tenement house, 
building the first story for mercantile purposes, clear to 
a public alleyway at rear of lot line. Above the first 
story the plans showed a set-back of the rear line of 
the house from the center of the said alleyway of 12 
feet clear to the sky. Technically the 12-foot space 
should be open from the ground to the sky. It appeared 
that adjoining buildings on either side extend to the 
said alleyway and to a height of two stories, and that 
no premises would be deprived of light and air by the 
construction asked for by the appellant. The Board 
found this to be a specific case not contemplated by the 
law, and sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 226. 
July 20, 1910. 

The appellant applied for relief from the complaint 
of the Building Commissioner that (1) traps are not 
water sealed as required by law, and (2) the device used 
in lieu of a bell-shaped ferrule is not in accordance with 
the law. The Board dismissed the appeal in both 
particulars. 


CasE No. 227. . 
July 20, 1910. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to make alterations in an existing corner tenement house 
as there was to be no yard or court in the rear of the 
building as required by law. The building in question is 
one of a block or blocks forming a hollow square around 
an interior open area. The existing house has a two- 
story ell abutting against the adjoining house, and a 
6-foot court running under same from street to said 
interior open area. The appellant proposed to increase 
height of said ell to five stories. On the ground that 
such increase of height, without a 6-foot court at the 
back of the ell, would deprive the interior open area of 
air and so inflict damage upon all houses abutting upon 
this open area, the Board dismissed the appeal. 
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Case No. 228. 

July 27, 1910. 
The appellant applied for relief from complaint of the 
Building Commissioner that the water-closet inclosure 
was not provided with adequate ventilation to the outer 
air, either by a window or by suitable air shaft. The 
appellant proposed to ventilate the water-closet com- 
partment by a 6-inch pipe with revolving cap carried 
through the roof. The Board sustained the appeal with 
the proviso that a vacuum ventilator be installed at the 

top. 
Case No. 229. 

August 6, 1910. 
The appellant proposed to reserve a 6-foot yard across 
the entire width of his lot instead of a 12-foot yard 
across one-half of the width, covering the other half with 
an ell clear to an abutting 15-foot alley, which could 
lawfully be done. The physical situation of surrounding 
premises.is such that the 12-foot yard for half the width 
only of the lot would bé badly pocketed. The Board 
approved the substitute method, finding that the house 
in question would obtain thereby better light and air 
than by a strict compliance with the law, and also 

finding that no neighboring houses would be damaged. 


Case No, 230. 
August 6, 1910. 

The appellant asked the Board to overrule the decision 
of the Building Commissioner that a brick wall, built 
of diagonal headers in violation of the law, should be 
taken down and rebuilt. The wall had been built to 
the height of the second story when the order of the 
Building Commissioner was issued. The Board decided 
that the wall already built need not be rebuilt, but that 
further work must be done in accordance with the law, 
and dismissed the appeal. 


CasE No. 231. 
August 6, 1910. 
The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to do plumbing in a mercantile building as ‘“‘inclosures 
to contain water-closets are not provided with adequate 
ventilation to the outer air either by a window or a 
suitable light shaft.”’ The appellant proposed to vent 
certain interior water-closet inclosures on the first floor 
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by means of ducts taken from the floors of said inclosures 
down to the ceiling of the basement just below and 
thence along the said ceiling into the boiler flue chimney. 
The Building Commissioner contended that this method 
of ventilation would be ineffectual when the boilers 
were not in use and the chimneys not heated. The 
Board sustained the appeal with the proviso that some 
device satisfactory to the Building Commissioner for 
heating the chimney flues when the boilers are not in use 
be installed. 


Case No. 232. 
August 6, 1910. 

The same premises as in Case No. 227, but now the 
appellant proposes to waive his existing right to retain 
the two-story ell abutting against the next house and to 
substitute therefor a five-story ell but stopping 3 feet 
short of the next house from the ground to the sky 
instead of 6 feet (the legal width). The Board sustained 
the appeal on the ground that the substitute proposed 
will afford more light and air to the interior open area 
than could be afforded by alterations within the letter of 
the law in conjunction with a continuance of the existing 
conditions which are within the legal right of the 
appellant. 


Case No. 283. 
August 138, 1910. 

The appellant applied for relief from the order of the 
Building Commissioner that work be suspended on a 
tenement house because the terms of the permit were 
not being complied with, to wit, no yard was pro- 
vided behind the proposed building as required by law. 
This was the decision of the Building Commissioner in 
response to objections by an owner of abutting property 
that the appellant does not own a right in a passageway 
which the said. appellant was proposing to utilize as the 
equivalent of a yard, and on which basis he had been 
granted his permit. The Board was asked by the 
appellant to determine the ownership of said passageway 
and the objectors were also heard. The documentary 
evidence presented consisting of title deeds and probate 
court records was complicated and extended back for_a 
period of over one hundred years. The Board did not 
consider that it was its function to pass upon the legal 
questions involved, but it sustained the appeal on the 
ground that what the appellant wished to do involved 
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_ no change in a physical situation which has existed for 
over one hundred years, except perhaps to improve such 
situation. 

: CasE No. 234. 

August 13, 1910. 

The appellant proposed to erect a one-story addition 
in the back yard of an existing tenement house, leaving 
a 3-foot passageway around the outside wall of the 
proposed addition. The Board dismissed the appeal 
on the ground that section 62, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, 
expressly prohibits such a structure. 


CASECNO. 235: : 
August 24, 1910. 

The appellant wished to add one room on each story 
of his existing tenement house by building said room 
into a portion of his back yard. He proposed to leave 
a depth of over 12 feet between the rear wall of the 
proposed addition and the rear line of his lot. Upon 
the side of said addition there will be an outer court 
5 feet in width instead of 6 feet as technically required 
by law. The Board sustained the appeal with the 
proviso that the fire escape be located on the rear wall 
of the proposed addition. 


CasE No. 236. 
September 14, 1910. 

The appellant asked permission to amend plans for 
a manufacturing building of first-class construction 
covering approximately 24,000 square feet in area and 
four stories in height. The original plan showed a brick 
partition dividing the building into two equal parts. 
The appellant’s application to remove the brick par- 
tition was refused by the Building Commissioner because, 
by such omission, a clear area of approximately 24,000 
square feet would be left, which is in excess of the area 
allowed by law, unless the building has a frontage of 
not less than 50 feet on at least two streets. The said 
building is surrounded on all sides by large open areas, 
the property of the appellant; is provided with a 
sprinkler system; has adequate means of egress and is 
located on the extreme outskirts of the city. The 
Board sustained the appeal on the ground that in view 
of all the circumstances of the case the physical situa- 
tion is equivalent to the exact requirements of the law. 
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Case No. 287. 
October 8, 1910. 
The appellant asked permission to install Flushometer 
valves under direct pressure. The Board sustained the 
appeal on the ground that this is a specific case not con- 
templated by the law though covered by it. 


* 


CasE No. 2388. 
October 8, 1910. 

The appellant asked permission to omit the galvanized- 
iron cornice on a building of second-class construction. 
The appellants wished to use wooden brackets and jack 
rafters under the overhang of the roof. The Board 
found that the entire building might legally be con- 
structed of wood and that it would be a manifest injus- 
tice to refuse permission to use the small amount of 
wood proposed in the cornice of the building. 


Case No. 239. 
October 8, 1910. 

Appeal from the order of the Building Commissioner 
to metal lath and plaster the walls inclosing the main 
staircases in an existing three-story house in process 
of alteration into a tenement house. A permit to alter 
has been granted, but owing to a misunderstanding as 
to the meaning of the law on the part of the appellant 
this metal lathing and plastering was omitted. As 
the house is all ready for tenants, to require the removal 
of the present plastering upon the partitions inclosing 
the staircases and the replastering on metal lathing 
would entail a great expense in the necessary delay 
thereby entailed. The Board found that it would be a 
manifest injustice to require any alteration in the 
present partition inclosing the staircase, and sustained 
the appeal. 


Case No. 240. 
October 15, 1910. 
The appellant asked permission to build a bakery 
under a portion of the basement of the rear premises 
of an existing tenement house, whose only exit is across 
the yard and through a passage under the tenement 
house in the front of the premises. The appellant pro- 
poses to extend the bakery 17 feet into the existing yard 
and to such a height that the roof of said addition would

be approximately one foot above the grade of the yard. 
He also proposes to reduce the grade of the yard to the 
grade of the sidewalk. Such arrangement would oblige 
the occupants of the rear premises to pass over the roof 
of the proposed bakery and descend a short flight of 
steps to the new yard grade and thence across the yard 
and under the passage aforesaid in order to reach the 
street. The proposed bakery is to be of fireproof con- 
struction and to conform to the requirements of the law. 
With the proviso that the appellant construct a ceiling 
of fireproof material to the aforesaid passage to the 
street satisfactory to the Building Commissioner the 
Board sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 241. 
October 15, 1910. 

The appellant asked permission to alter an existing 
three-family wooden dwelling house outside of the fire 
limits by erecting an open piazza upon the rear of each 
of the three stories, said piazza to be 7 feet in width by 
18 feet in length. From these piazzas he proposes to 
build a wooden staircase from the third story to the 
eround. The Board found that the proposed piazzas 
would not constitute a portion of the building proper, 
but would be adjuncts thereto, and sustained the appeal 
in this specific case because of various contributory 
physical conditions. 


CasE No. 242. 
October 15, 1910. 

The Building Commissioner asked the Board to concur 
with him in allowing an equivalent method of construc- 
tion in regard to the extension of a building beyond the 
ten thousand square feet required in section 17, chapter 
550, Acts of 1907. The Board concurred with the Build- 
ing Commissioner. 


Case. No. 248. 
October 28, 1910. 
The appellant proposed to erect an apartment house 
of second-class construction, five stories in height, and 
divide it into suites of various sizes. Upon the front of 
the house there will be three separate apartments, the 
central one of which is not provided with proper means 
of egress. The appellant proposed to construct  bal- 
conies connecting the central apartment with the adjoin- 
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ing apartments. The partitions separating these apart- 
ments are not of fireproof material. The Board found 
that the proposed balconies would not furnish adequate 
means of egress within the spirit of the law and dismissed 
the appeal. Appeal dismissed. 


Case No. 244. 
October 28, 1910. 

The Building Commissioner complained that the 
appellant had not provided suitable window to open air 
in a toilet room containing water-closet compartments. 
All such compartments are ventilated into a metal vent 
pipe approximately 20 inches square, carried up through 
the roof and topped with a vacuum ventilator, artificial 
light only being provided in the compartments. The 
Board found that the proposed ventilation was adequate 
and sustained the appeal. 


Case No. 245. 
November 2, 1910. 
The appellant asked permission to cut window open- 
ings in a party wall. The Board sustained the appeal 
with the proviso that the window frames and sashes 
in question be metal covered and the glass in the sashes 
be wired glass. 


Case No. 246. 
November 9, 1910. 

The appellants remonstrated against the issuance of 
a permit to install a 6 horse power engine in a.dwelling 
house in a residential district. The Board found that 
the objections of the remonstrants were properly taken 
and ordered the Building Commissioner to refuse appli- 
cation for said permit. 


CasE No. 247. 
November 15, 1910. 

The appellant appealed from the decision of the 
Building Commissioner that a window or suitable light 
shaft for ventilation to inclosure containing water- 
closet is not provided. ~The Board sustained the 
appeal with the proviso that the appellant adopt methods 
of ventilation suggested. The appeal was sustained 
conditionally. 
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Case No. 248. 
November 16, 1910. 

The appellant proposed to restore a two-story wooden 
structure which was damaged by fire. The Building 
Commissioner refused to grant a permit on the ground 
that to restore the building in question would exceed in 
cost 50 per cent of a like new building. After an 
inspection of the premises, the Board concurred with the 
Building Commissioner and dismissed the appeal. 


CasE No. 249. 
November 16, 1910.

CasE No. 252. 
January 28, 1911. 

The appellant asked permission to add a veranda on 
the second and third stories on the rear of an existing 
tenement house, said tenement house having a back 
yard 12 feet in depth. An uncovered veranda on a 
level with the first floor of the building, extending 
6 feet into the back yard clear across the rear wall of 
the house in question, has already been built. On the 
eround that thé proposed construction would deprive 
the bedrooms of no material amount of light and air;

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that in other respects such verandas would be a distinct 


_ benefit to the house in question; and that it would be a 


manifest injustice to refuse the application, the Board, 
using its discretionary power, sustained the appeal. 


CasE No. 253. 
January 28, 1911. 

The appellant proposed to take out the existing stairs 
in a second-class building used as a retail store and put 
in new stairs, said new stairs to start from the first floor 
level and extend to the fifth floor, and to be inclosed in 
fireproof partitions with automatic fire doors at top and 
bottom on the second story up to and including the 
door at the head of the stairs on the fifth story. The 
Building Commissioner contended that the law intended, 
under section 17, chapter 550, Acts of 1907, to provide 
for inclosed stairs including a landing on each floor, and 
that the interpretation of the appellant that such inclo- 
sures might start at the head and foot of each staircase 
without inclosing a landing on each floor, was not in 
accordance with the intention or spirit of the law. A 
majority of the Board did not agree with the Building 
Commissioner’s contention and sustained the appeal. 
A minority dissented. 


CasE No. 254. 
January 28, 1911. 
The Building Commissioner-asked the Board to con- 
cur with him in approving means of ingress and egress 
in a first-class building. The Board concurred with the 
Building Commissiontr in approving means of egress 


and ingress. 


CasE No. 255. 
January 28, 1911. 
The Board concurred with the Building Commissioner 
in permitting an equivalent method of construction in 
regard to yards and courts for certain specific tenement 
houses where peculiar conditions existed. 


CasE No. 256. 
January 28, 1911. 

The Building Commissioner refused to grant a permit 
to erect a dwelling house as ‘‘there is no exposure at 
least 10 feet wide as required by law.”’ On the ground 
that this is a specific case, not contemplated by the law 
though covered by it, and using its discretionary power, 
the Board sustained the appeal.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF GENERAL SUPERINTENDENT. 


To the Trustees of the Cemetery Department, City of Boston: 


GENTLEMEN,— I submit herewith my second annual 
_report as general superintendent of this department for 
the year beginning February 1, 1910, and ending January 
31,1911. 

A detailed statement of the work performed during 
the year is as follows: 
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Mount Horr Cemretrery.— Chapel used for burial services 
thirty times; receiving tomb used twenty-eight times. 

Land prepared for burial purposes, in square feet: 17,000 
for graves in Elm Grove; 6,000 for graves in Section F; a total 
of 23,000. | 

Three thousand one hundred sixty-eight sold for lots; 14,800 
sold for graves; a total of 17,968. 

Forty thousand nine hundred fifty-five regraded and seeded; 
10,000 regraded and ready for seed; 10,645 graded in 1909, 
and seeded in the fall of 1910; 21,000 graded and sodded; 
9,200 square yards of avenue macadamized; 10,100 square 
yards of avenue resurfaced with stone dust; 820 cubic yards 
of stone removed from ledges; 2,600 tons of stone crushed and 
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used in cemetery; 66,535 square feet of paths reconstructed 
and surfaced; 33,300 square yards of avenues regraded, 
resurfaced and rolled with steam roller;. 340 cords of stable 
manure hauled, and 250 cords of stable manure used; 1,400 
grave markers set; 30 lot markers set; 15 government markers 
set; 2 brick graves built. 

EVERGREEN CEMETERY.— Services held in cemetery lodge 
eight times; receiving tomb used six times. 

Sold for lots, 1,556 square feet; sold for graves, 1,320 square 
feet; a total of 2,876 square feet. 

Sodded 3,000 square feet; 550 lineal feet of avenues resur- 
faced; prepared for lots, 1,500 square feet; prepared for graves, 
1,200 square feet; regraded and seeded 620 square feet of lots; 
set 80 boundary posts; removed 2 trees; built 1 brick grave. 

DorcHESTER NortH BuryING GrRouND.— Graded and 
seeded 1,080 square feet; resodded 158 square feet; 1,120 
plants set out; 850 tulip bulbs planted; receiving tomb used 
once. Sons of American Revolution set 85 iron markers; 1 
tomb repaired. 

DoRcHESTER SoutH BuryInG GRouND.— Receiving tomb 
used five times. 

Puipps STREET BurYING GRouND.— One hundred fifty-six 
headstones reset; 18 graves raised. 

BunkKER Hitt Cemetrery.— Fifty-eight headstones reset; 23 
eraves raised. 

BENNINGTON STREET CEMETERY.— One tomb removed. 

WESTERLY BuryInG GRouND.— The remnant of an old 
stone wall at rear of cemetery removed, and ground regraded.

.CENTRAL BuryING Grounp.— Eight badly infested trees 
removed; iron fence and 4 tombs repaired.

An unusual amount of work has been required on the 
trees in the suppression of injurious insects during the 
year. At Mount Hope and Evergreen Cemeteries a 
heavy invasion of gypsy moths occurred in the autumn 
from adjoining areas. A crew of men has been almost 
continually employed throughout the year in creosoting 
egg clusters, gathering and burning insects and pupe of 
the brown-tail and tussock moths, cutting out dead 
wood, scraping off loose bark and removing the more 
badly infested trees. As a result of this activity it may 
be confidently hoped that the department will be com- 
paratively free from this extremely annoying infestation. 

A severe ice storm followed by high wind in March 
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last did great damage to the trees of the department, 
entailing an extraordinary expense of about $400. 

The work of improving the lots in Mount Hope 
Cemetery which have been endowed for perpetual care 
by their respective owners has been vigorously continued, 
and much remains to be done. During the year 171 
lots have been completely trenched to the full loam 
depth, fertilized and reseeded or resodded. 

About seven acres of ‘“‘run out” grass land has been 
plowed, fertilized and put into process of cultivation; 
it is hoped that within two years we shall be able by 
this process to produce a material part of the feed 
required for our horses. 

Repairs and improvements upon the stone crushing 
plant, ordered by you, are now in process, which should 
result in greater efficiency. 

We have propagated and are growing this winter at 
the greenhouses and nursery at Mount Hope Cemetery 
a much larger quantity and assortment of plants for use 
in this place the coming summer. 

The custodians of the various cemeteries of the 
department have generally rendered faithful services 
during the past year. 

Please accept an expression of my warm AOD YOCatine 
for the continued courtesy and consideration shown me 
by the members of your Board of Trustees.

SUMMARY. 


One Hitchings boiler in Mount Hope Cemetery green- 
house, which had been in continuous service for about 
seventeen years, became exhausted beyond possibility 
of repair and a new one was put in at a cost of $350 and 
is doing good service. 

Much repair work was done upon the Mount Hope 
buildings during the year, including reglazing and 
painting one greenhouse entire and a complete renova- 
tion of the interior of the department stables and 
carriage house. 
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During the year two old horses, each past twenty 
years of age, were, upon the advice of the veterinarian, 
painlessly killed. Two new horses were purchased to 
complete the required service. 

It is to be regretted that the officials of the Street 
Department decided to sell the manure made at the city 
stables, thus depriving us of needed fertilizer. The 
Fire Commissioner continues to give us the manure 
from fire stations within easy hauling distance, which is 
much appreciated. 

This year was constructed a substantial metal fence 
on the boundary line between Mount Hope and Mount 
Calvary Cemeteries, a distance of 1,670 lineal feet, 
from Harvard street to the main entrance of Mount 
Calvary, replacing the unsightly spruce hedge which 
for many years has constituted an impenetrable rendez- 
vous for gyspy moths and other injurious insects. This 
improvement will greatly benefit the appearance of this 
part of our grounds as well as to serve as a barrier against 
the encroachments of years upon our property. 

The wall on the Harvard street line of Mount Hope 
Cemetery from the superintendent’s house to Calvary 
Cemetery, a distance of 2,050 feet, was thoroughly 
pointed with Portland cement mortar and a granolithic 
capping built on its top for the entire distance, thus 
completing a much needed improvement. 

At Evergreen Cemetery the development of additional 
land, provided for by the special appropriation of 
$13,000, is practically completed, only a small amount 
of work caused by the usual ravages of the winter 
weather upon new made land and the planting of 
borders and avenues remaining to be done. This 
expenditure has produced some 500 very desirable lots, 
containing about 120,000 square feet of land, which are 
now ready for sale. This will sell for about $240,000 
and supply our residents with a most attractive and 
easily available place for interments, at a cost one-third 
less than the prices paid for similar lots in other good 
cemeteries. The drainage system of this entire area 
is as perfect as possible. Evergreen avenue, passing 
for its entire length approximately through the center, 
is excavated to a depth of 8 feet; all lateral drains 5 feet 
in width lead into this, and the entire accumulation of 
surface drainage and surplus spring water is carried 
through a pipe under Commonwealth avenue at a 
depth of 16 feet and is discharged into the surface 
drainage sewer. Our thanks are due to the Engineering 
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Department, and especially to Engineers Mr. H. G. 
Botsford and Mr. 8. Everett Tinkham, for valued 
advice and expert service in the execution of this work. 

The development of new land at Evergreen Cemetery, 
as explained in the report of general superintendent, will 
necessitate the employment of two extra laborers at this 
cemetery, an increase in pay rolls of about $1,500 per 
year. 

A considerable amount of work was done by depart- 
ment laborers carried on the Mount Hope pay rolls in 
the ancient burying grounds, especially in King’s Chapel 
Burying Ground; much fresh loam was added, the 
entire surface regraded and seeded, and the borders 
planted,— about 12,000 plants being used. - 

In order to emphasize our consistent policy of encour- 
aging a visit to the historical burying grounds, and to 
offset the wrong impression that a permit is required, we 
have caused signs reading ‘‘Open to Visitors’’ to be 
placed at the King’s Chapel and Granary grounds. 
These grounds will be open throughout the year while 
the custodians are in charge. Permanent markers have 
been prepared this year and placed at the graves of 
noted people buried in the Central, Granary and King’s 
Chapel grounds. The following is a list of the markers 
thus far placed:

At various times we have called attention to our wish 
that the city government might provide sufficient money 
in the regular appropriation to enable us to make 
needed permanent improvements in the old burying 
grounds; again this year we made request in the annual 
estimate for the sum of $5,740 to be used in improve- 
ments in the Copp’s Hill, King’s Chapel, Phipps Street, 
Granary and Central Burying Grounds. We are sorry 
to be obliged to postpone this necessary work again 
this year on account of lack of appropriation, as many 
citizens are urging us to make these very interesting 
historical grounds as attractive as possible to visitors. 

In 1907 a loan was authorized providing $6,000 for 
the rebuilding of boundary fences at Dorchester North 
Burying Ground, and the construction of a new brick 
wall on the street line. Although the necessity for the 
work was admitted, owing to an objection by the 
Finance Commission that the work should be paid for out 
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of the regular appropriation, this loan was never issued 
and the order was finally rescinded. In our 1911-12 
estimate we asked for $3,500 to rebuild the boundary 
fences at the rear of this ground, as the city is responsible 
by deed of sale to maintain these fences in good repair. 
We regret that the appropriation allowed for the coming 
year will not permit this work to be done. Many of the 
Dorchester residents interested have urged the building 
of the wall on the street line of this ground. As con- 
ditions place this improvement in the line of necessary 
work, and as lot and tomb owners are contributing | 
splendidly to the care of the ground yearly, we advocate 
the improvement. 

An examination of the books of this department was 
made by the City Auditor in September, and as a result 
of same the following rules were adopted by the trustees 
to be effective from January 1, 1911: . 

Bills unpaid. No orders will be accepted for work 
to be performed on lots or graves if the books of this 
department show a bill remaining unpaid in any year 
since 1897. 

Orders for future work. Hereafter, all orders for 
work to be performed on lots and graves will be accepted 
only when such work is paid for in advance. 


The total amount collected by the department from 
all sources, except for perpetual care, since the organ- 
ization of this department in 1897, is $346,588.51. 
There was due the department from all sources on Jan- 
uary 31, 1911, $1,973.55,— or slightly more than one- 
half of 1 per cent as yet uncollected. 

At the close of this fiscal year the department offices at 
City Hall were removed to Rooms 919 and 920 Tremont 
Building. This change is welcomed by those having 
business with this department, as the inconvenience of 
climbing two flights of stairs has now been dispensed with. 

We beg to express our appreciation of your courtesy to 
this department.

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The Trustees heard with regret, in December, that Mrs. 
Rachel Sherman Thorndike had been obliged to resign from 
the Board. She had been an interested and efficient 
member. 

During the past year thirty-five meetings of the Trustees 
have been held. The standing committees are :—

The members of the Board all serve in turn on the Visit- 
ing Committee for the Parental School and the Suffolk School 
for Boys, two members being appointed for two months in 
succession. They also visit the children placed out in 
families and institutions at intervals. 

The children under the care of the Board are classed as 
follows : — 


(a.) Delinquent children at the Suffolk School for Boys 
(Rainsford Island) and probationers therefrom. 


(6.) Truants at the Parental School (West Roxbury) and 
probationers therefrom. 


(c.) Dependent and Neglected children boarded or placed 
free in families (usually in the country), and a number in 
the care of schools for defectives or other hospitals or insti- 
tutions not under the management of the Trustees, where 
they have been placed for training or hospital treatment at 
the expense of this Department. 
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The total number of children now in the care of the 
Department is 1,563, or 147 less than at the beginning of 
the year, divided as follows: —

One hundred and three boys from the Suffolk School 
for Boys and 113 boys and one girl from the Parental 
School were released on probation. ‘These remain in charge 
of the Department, the boys from the Suffolk School for 
Boys in many instances until their majority is attained, and 
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the boys and girls from the Parental School until they reach 
the age of 16 years in nearly all cases. Of the 224 dependent 
and neglected children discharged nine died, of whom eight 
were in institutions not directly in our charge. 


FINANCIAL STATEMENT. 


The total cost of the maintenance of the Children’s 
Institutions Department for the year was $195,889.16, 
-which, divided among the whole average number of child- 
ren (1,671) makes an average per capita expense of $117.23 
for the year, or $2.25 per week. 

An analysis of the expenses of the Placing-Out and Office 
Division, the Parental School and the Suffolk School for 
Boys is given in Tables 2B to 2c, inclusive. 

The net cost of the Placing-Out Division, with its esti- 
mated share of the office expenses amounted to $92,979.00. 
This includes a credit of $355.51, on account of the increase 
in the inventory of clothing on hand February 1, 1911, over 
the inventory of the year previous. 

Of this, $9,402.92 has been paid for the board of child- 
ren in the Massachusetts Hospital School at Canton, the 
Massachusetts State Sanatorium at Rutland, the Long 
Island Hospital, and the State Hospital; and $109.10 was 
paid on account of children who were at the Massachusetts 
School for the Feeble-Minded and at the Massachusetts 
Hospital for Epileptics previous to December 1, 1908, for 
whom we received no bills until during the year 1910. 

The remainder, $83,466.98, has been paid for an average 
of 486 children boarded in families and an average of 277 . 
children in free homes. Taking together all children placed 
in families (763) we find the average per capita cost for the 
year to be $109.39, or $2.10 per week. 

The total net cost of caring for the delinquent children 
was $44,921.15, of which $42,955.72 was used for the Suf- 
folk School for Boys, including an estimated share of the 
office expenses ($500.00) making an average per capita 
cost for each boy actually in the Institution (132), $325.42 
for the year, or $6.24 per week. 


~ 
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The remainder, $1,965.43, represents the amount expended 
on the visitation of boys on probation in their own homes and 
homes in the country, the clothing furnished by the Placing- 
Out Division to some of these boys when going to the coun- 
try, and board paid for an average of three boys for the 
year. Taking together all delinquents, both in the Suffolk 
School for Boys and on probation (an average of 364), the 
average cost per capita for the year was $123.41, or $2.37 
per week. 

The total net cost of caring for the truants committed to 
the Parental School was $57,633.50, of which $53,166.35 
was used for the Parental School, including an estimated 
share of the office expenses, ($500) making an average per 
capita cost for each child in the institution (172) $309.11 
for the year, or $5.93 per week. 

The remainder, $4,467.15, represents the amount expended 
on the visitation of boys on probation in their homes, and 
homes in the country, the clothing furnished by the Placing- 
Out Division to some of these boys when going to the 
country, and board paid for an average of 23 truants on 
probation. Taking together all the truants (an average of 
473) the average per capita cost for the year was $121.85, or 
$2.34 per week. 


The cost to date of the new school building at the 
Parental School has been $49,614.14, of which $24,725.26 
has been paid this year. There is a balance of $385.86 
which will be expended in 1911. 


During the year seven children attending high schools 
were assisted from the Sawyer Fund Income to the amount 
of $111.36, the money being expended principally for 
clothing. 
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SUFFOLK SCHOOL FOR BOYS. 
Report OF THE TRUSTEES. 


The Suffolk School for Boys is situated on Rainsford 
Island, which contains about eleven acres. <A hillside and 
roads leading from one part of the island to another constitute 
a large part of its area. 

To this institution are sent the boys of the city whom the 
police find to be too irregular to be kept in the community. 
Often a boy is committed to the institution technically for a 
certain offence, when in fact, if complained of for such an 
offence, he would not be sent to an institution by the court 
unless it were thought impossible to keep him in good order 
at home by probationary and other methods. 

These boys, technically called delinquents, come to the 
School between eight and sixteen years of age and remain 
on the average about a year in the institution. They are 
then placed on probation subject to visitation until they are 
twenty-one. 

The report of the Superintendent gives a list of the 
various studies and occupations by which the School aims to 
develop the good which is in the boys and to enable them to 
get rid of their bad habits. 

There is much to be said in commendation of the School. 
The spirit of the boys is excellent. They are industrious at 
their work and studies and the reports of the agent who 
visits them after they are placed on probation, either in their 
own homes or the homes of others may be considered very 
favorable. (See p. 24.) 

The Trustees do not think it advisable to go into great 
expense for buildings on this small island, but repairs are 
made as far as necessary from time to time. It is hoped that 
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& more suitable location for the School and a more adequate 
equipment will be furnished in the future. 

During the year just ended Sumner D. Seavey was obliged 
to resign his position of Superintendent because of ill health. 
Mr. Seavey served the School faithfully for eleven years and 
it is largely owing to his ability, his devotion, his suggest- 
iveness and invention that with all its handicaps the School 
is what we find it today. With great regret the Trustees 
accepted Mr. Seavey’s resignation. 

Dr. C. A. Rabethge, who is now in charge, under a pro- 
visional appointment, has been at the School for ten years as 
physician and athletic teacher.

SCHOOL WORK. 


The school work is in charge of a principal, three teachers, 
and an instructor in sloyd. The curriculum, methods, 
grades, etc., are similar to those of the Boston public schools, 
the boys being readily transferred to the public schools when 
released on probation. 

The course of study demands 25 hours per week, 4 hours 
and 15 minutes of which time is devoted to sloyd work. 

During July and August a summer school was in session 
five periods per week. 


INDUSTRIES. 


The industries of the institution, consisting of printing, 
shoemaking, tailoring, carpentry and farm work, give employ- 
ment to some 45 boys. 

It is the aim of our instructors to make the work of as 
practical a nature as possible so that a boy, on leaving the 
institution, may be able to earn a living. That they have 


CHILDREN’S INSTITUTIONS DEPARTMENT, 8) 


accomplished this in some degree, is attested by the fact that 
many of our boys do succeed in making a living by working 
at occupations learned in this School. The limited period 
for which a boy is held in this institution forbids a very 
thorough training in any trade, but we do hope and aim to 
inculcate habits of industry and to impart a sufficient knowl- 
edge of his occupation so that a boy may be self-supporting 
while completing his trade education. 

In any event our work is practical. Our printers print 
large quantities of stationery and other matter, including the 
annual report; our shoemakers make shoes that meet com- 
mercial requirements; our tailors make many of the garments 
worn in the institution; our carpenters do the necessary 
repair work of the institution; the farmers raise vegetables 
and do other necessary farm work; all this being practical, 
necessary work, which must be a valuable training to boys 
who have never had a serious purpose in life. 

The constructional instinct is strong in most boys; they 
take kindly to tools and implements, and it is by following 
this inclination that we hope to accomplish the most good for 
the delinquent. It is for this reason that I advocate and 
urge the adoption of all possible mechanical vocations for 
our boys as being the surest means of making them self- 
supporting and self-respecting, with the ultimate prospect of 
reformation. 

RELIGIOUS EXERCISES. 

Religious services have been conducted in the Chapel each 
Sunday by Rev. Matthew McDonald, $.J., who has also 
regularly visited the Catholic boys in their spiritual interests. 

The Sabbath school has been conducted regularly. 

Services for the Protestant boys have been conducted by 
Miss Lillie A. Cobb. 

Services for the Jewish boys has been in charge of the 
Boston Council of Jewish Women. 

We are gratefully appreciative of the interest shown by 
those who are conducting this work, and take this opportu- 
nity of expressing our thanks. 


HEALTH. 


The health of the boys has been very good. One boy was 
sent to the Long Island Hospital for treatment. 

Six hundred and forty cases were treated by the resident 
physician. There have been no deaths. 

The dentist, Dr. Evan P. Wentworth, cleansed the teeth 
of all the boys. He also treated and capped 52 teeth, 
extracted 183, and made 97 fillings. 
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The oculist, Dr. Edward D. Hurley, has made regular 
visits to the Island, tested the eyes of the boys for glasses, 
and prescribed other necessary treatment. 

Classes in calisthenics daily, and athletic exercises on 
holidays have been conducted by the physical director. 

Ocean bathing is practiced when possible, this being sub- 
ject to tide conditions. 


CONCLUSION. 


The work on the play room, which has been in progress 
for a number of months, bas been completed, giving us a 
spacious and pleasant play room. The dormitories and the 
officers’ quarters at the institution have been painted, new 
floors have been laid where most needed, and other necessary 
repairs have been carried on in order to keep the buildings in 
as good condition as our means and our environment permit. 

In conclusion, I wish to express my appreciation to my 
associates and to the Board of Trustees for their hearty 
co-operation and generous support.

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PARENTAL SCHOOL—(THE TRUANT SCHOOL 
Oe RA ESGULY ;OFa BOSTON): 


REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES. 


The Parental School is the Truant School of the City of 
Boston. It is intended for the care of boys and girls whom 
the truant officers and school teachers have found impossible 
to keep in the schools while living in their homes. For 
some reason the School has diminished in size from about 
two hundred and fifty pupils to one hundred and fifty in the 
course of the last few years. 

The Trustees recognize that other things being equal, 
institution life is not so good for children as home life, and 
if this great falling off in the number of pupils in the 
School indicates that the school committee is able to take 
better care of the children in their homes than formerly, it is 
certainly a great step in advance. 

For the first time, this year the Parental School has had 
a proper school building, which is much appreciated. Hith- 
erto there has been no place where all the boys could be 
assembled at one time. A gymnasium was a part of the 
original plan for the school building, but not enough money 
was appropriated to build it. We hope that some plan can 
be devised for setting up a gymnasium somewhere on our 
grounds. 

TRUANT SCHOOL FOR GIRLS. 


The Trustees are not satisfied with the Truant School for 
Girls. This school is carried on in a hired house, about a 
mile away from the school for boys, and contains from six to 
ten girls, as a rule. 

The Trustees are of the opinion that this number of girls 
could be better cared for by placing them in country homes. 
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Possibly it might happen, however, that occasionally one of 
them would need to be sent to a reformatory, but the major- 
ity could live in good families, where they would go to 
school lke other children; in this way they would acquire 
habits of industry quite as well as in this expensive school; 
and at the same time they would obtain a better training for 
a life outside than they can possibly receive in an institution 
where everything moves so smoothly that they get no experi- 
ence of real life. As an institution, however, this one is of 
simple character and well conducted, and the girls receive, 
undoubtedly, much benefit from it. 

The Trustees have applied to the General Court for per- 
mission to receive the custody of truant girls and to treat 
them in the same way as neglected children.

In accordance with the prescribed duties of the Superin- 
tendent, I have the honor to submit herewith my tenth 
annual report for the year ending January 31, 1911.

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HEALTH. 


Although the general health has been good, we were 
called to mourn the death of two boys: Peter Derby, who died 
Feb. 1, 1910, of malignant scarlet fever, and John Hart- 
ley, who died April 26, 1910, of pneumonia and _ pleurisy. 
Eighteen boys and five girls with diphtheria, and five boys 
with scarlet fever were taken to the City Hospital. Most 
of these cases, however, were very mild. ‘T'wo girls, having 
tuberculous glands of the neck were operated on also at the 
City Hospital. 

Dr. Hugo O. Peterson, the medical house officer, has treated 
1,554 cases: 260 were hospital patients, 30 of whom were 
transferred to the City Hospital. The visiting staff of physi- 
cians were Dr. A. M. Worthington, Dr. W. W. Howell, 
Dr. E. N. Libbey, Dr. F. C. Jillson; Dr. Edward D. Hurley, 
ophthalmologist ; Dr. C. Morton Smith, dermatologist ; Dr. J. 
S. Stone, consulting surgeon; Dr. E. P. Wentworth, dentist. 

Dr. Edward D. Hurley has examined the eyes of the child- 
ren as they were admitted, or needed attention. Forty-two 
were supplied with spectacles. 

Dr. Evan P. Wentworth, dentist, treated and capped 17 
teeth, extracted 239 teeth, and made 100 fillings. The 
teeth of all the boys were cleansed in July and January. 


SCHOOL WORK. 


The school work has been substantially the same as 
during the preceding year. Until the beginning of the fall 
term (Sept. 14) there were eight grade teachers, one sloyd 
teacher, and a trades teacher, the last having begun work in 
January, and having resigned his position in June, the 
results of his work being disappointing, largely due to the 
lack of maturity in the boys. At the beginning of the fall 
term we had only seven grade teachers, Miss Isabel R. Gard- 
ner, a most excellent teacher, having accepted a position 
in the city schools. 

About the first of October the class in carpentry resumed 
work under a new teacher. This class, limited to fifteen of 
the oldest boys who, in the ordinary course of events will 
remain in the School at least the greater part of a year, 
have (some of them) been doing good work. Their fore- 
noons have been devoted to carpentry and the afternoons 
to arithmetic, language, and other English branches. Those 
who are interested and who have a strong purpose of their 
own have gained much information and some insight into 
the building trade. Others, lacking purpose and initiative 
have soon tired of being held to the same kind of work, 
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and some have been disappointed because they have not 
made models which they can send or take home, as is the 
custom in ordinary sloyd work. In order that the trades 
classes may be strictly trades classes and the members derive 
a working knowledge of some trade, either the legal age 
limit must be extended one or two years beyond 16, or the 
boys after leaving the School must join some evening or 
day trade classes in the city to continue and complete the 
course which they have begun; otherwise what they have 
learned will be of little practical use to them in gaining a 
livelihood. 
WORK OUT OF SCHOOL. 


With the completion of the new school building there 
came a big job of filling and grading, at which the boys were 
employed much of the time during the summer. Thous- 
ands of wheelbarrow loads of ashes and of muck from the 
swamp were hauled by the boys, and the grounds about the 
building are now ready for the top-dressing of loam. 

It requires a great amount of labor to keep the buildings 
in presentable condition and to do the necessary work in the 
kitchens, dormitories, bakery, laundry, boiler-room, on the 
grounds, and in the gardens. Although a large part of 
this work must necessarily be done by boys whose average 
age is under 12 years, we have to guard each boy against 
overwork and to give him enough play to keep him in good 
‘Spirits and in good physical condition. 


THE NEW SCHOOL BUILDING. 


The new school building was opened for school purposes 
Sept. 14, 1910. 

It is a well-constructed building with a large assembly hall, 
two class-rooms, a toilet room, and a teacher’s room on the 
second floor; six class-rooms, a supply room, and an office 
on the first floor; a sloyd room, lumber rooms, and lavatories 
in the basement. At the present time all the class-rooms 
are occupied. 

The pictures and plaster casts from the old school build- 
ings have been arranged in the several class-rooms and these, 
with the plants which the teachers have provided, make the 
rooms very attractive, the boy’s school accommodations and 
school equipment comparing favorably with those afforded 
by most of the city schools. 


HELEN CHEEVER COTTAGE. 


During the past year we have had an average of nine 
girls, at the present time (Jan. 31) there being eight girls

enrolled, one of whom, however, having chronic heart trouble, 
is living at St. Monica’s Home at the expense of the Depart- 
ment. Of those now enrolled at the School, four are in the 
fifth grade, three in the sixth, and one is in the eighth grade. 

The girls enjoy excellent advantages for education and 
training. They spend about three and a half hours a day 
(five days a week) in the school-room under an experienced 
and painstaking teacher, and the number being small, each 
girl’s needs are carefully looked after and commendable 
progress made. While we value highly the results of the 
school work we value quite as highly their training in the 
household arts. This is in charge of an experienced matron, 
thoroughly trained in all branches of domestic work, who is 
interested in each girl’s welfare, and knows the kind of 
training that will best fit her for home-making and _ for 
self-support along domestic lines. Every means is employed 
to teach the girls how to do that which will be most helpful 
to them in the years to come, and which will enable them to 
become honest and self-respecting members of society. It is 
to be regretted that more girls cannot receive the valuable 
training which Helen Cheever Cottage affords. The cottage 
is well equipped for fifteen girls and there are certainly that 
number and even many more in the city whose lives would 
be better and whose future would be brighter if they were to 
receive the schooling and training which our girls are 
receiving. 

RELIGIOUS INSTRUCTION. 

The Catholic children have attended Saint Theresa’s 
Church, the Protestant children the South Evangelical 
Church; and the Hebrew boys have recevied religious 
instruction from Mr. Max Fritz. The helpfulness and 
devotion of those who have given so unselfishly of their time 
and energy to the religious instruction of the children is 
hereby gratefully acknowledged. 

SPORTS AND CONTESTS. 

In addition to their usual daily games and plays, the boys 
and girls enjoyed swimming nearly every day during the 
summer. On Patriots’ Day, Memorial Day, Bunker Hill 
Day, and the Fourth of July, we had field and track sports, 
and contests in speaking, singing, whistling, dancing, jump- 
ing rope, juggling, tumbling, character sketches, and har- 
monica playing. In the evening of July Fourth we had a 
fine display of fireworks.

PLACING—OUT AND OFFICE DIVISION. 


REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES. 


This Division was founded about forty years ago by the 
present General Agent when he had no other title but that of 
Agent for Aiding Discharged Prisoners, under the old Board 
of Public Institutions, which in fact was the only title he had 
when this Board of Trustees was created in 1897. 

The Trustees appreciate the value of Mr. McCarthy’s 
work. It is one where great wisdom is needed. The heart 
must not run away with the head, sympathy must not run 
away with reason, and the good showing of our boys and 
girls as seen in the reports bears witness to the tireless 
and efficient service of the General Agent and his staff of 
workers. 

The Placing-out Division aims to take, with respect to a 
child, the position of parent or guardian. To think of a 
placing-out department as being an agency for sending child- 
ren to families with a group of visitors, to report from time 
to time how they are getting on, by no means represents 
what such an institution really is. The child must have a 
true home, a home appropriate to its needs; if possible this 
home should supply all the good influences which the child 
ought to have had in its own home; but in addition, the 
visitor of each child must hold such a relation as to be able 
to represent the good father and mother. 

A close examination of the report of the General Agent 
gives hints of this work. On p. 20, for instance, is a list of 
the occupations of the children who have been discharged 
from indenture during the year. The expression ‘“inden- 
ture’ with us means that a child lives in a family, no board 
being paid, the child still being under the supervision of a 
visitor 
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The selection of all these occupations was in each case the 
result of many consultations between the child, the head of 
the family, and the visitor of the Department. 

To obtain an impression of the real value of the work of 
this Division, one must read the account given by the 
General Agent, with a recognition of the fact that a report 
can necessarily be but a bare and cold outline of a difficult, 
complicated, and ardent piece of work on the part of all 
concerned in it. 
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REPORT OF THE GENERAL AGENT FOR THE 
PLACING-OUT AND OFFICE DIVISION. 


To the Trustees for Children: — 


The report of the work for this Division for the year 
ending January 31, 1911, is herewith respectfully submitted. 


The city minor wards consist of four classes, as follows : — 

Juvenile delinquents — boys between the ages of eight 
and seventeen, on probation from the Suffolk School for 
Boys during minority. 

Truants — boys and girls on probation from the Parental 
School until they reach the age of sixteen years. 

Neglected children — those who through neglect, crime, or 
vice of their parents, are committed by the courts to the 
custody of the Trustees during minority or for any less 
term. 

Dependent children — those who by reason of poverty or 
illness are received by the Department from parents or 
friends. 

At the close of the year there were 1,210 children in 
charge of the Placing-Out Division, as follows : —

In addition to these there were supported an average of 
34 girls and boys at the Massachusetts Hospital School for 
Crippled and Deformed Children at Canton, and an average 
of 18 at Long Island Hospital during the year, for whom the 
Department paid the cost of maintenance. 
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INVESTIGATIONS. 


During the present year there were 416 applications for 
the admission of dependent children to this Department, of 
whom 184 were admitted. There were 827 children for 
whom work was done by enabling the father and mother to 
keep the home together or by placing children with relatives ; 
in addition, ten cases of neglected children were committed 
by the courts. 

There were 825 miscellaneous investigations which con- 
sisted largely in keeping track of parents; 149 for the 
release of boys and girls from the Parental School; 111 for 
the release of boys from the Suffolk School; 104 for the 
release of children from the Placing-Out Division to their 
homes; 21 for return from probation; 131 of homes in the 
country. Total 2,094. 

Applications for the admission of dependent children are 
made at the office. The home of the applicant is in every 
case visited by an agent or visitor, and the clergy, private 
and public charitable societies, and others having knowledge 
of the family in the case, are interviewed. The agent then 
reports on the advisability of receiving or refusing to admit 
the child. 

It often occurs that the family requires temporary aid 
only, and it is therefore referred to the Overseers of the 
Poor or some private charitable society that will render the 
necessary assistance, which results in our being able to save 
the child from becoming a public charge. 

In emergency cases children are sent to the temporary 
home pending the result of the visitor’s report. 

A record of each child is kept, giving the name, age, 
history of family, religion, school attendance, physical and 
mental condition, results of investigations, where placed, 
visits, ete.

HOMES. 


Children are boarded in families until the age of twelve 
years unless sooner adopted or taken free, except in cases of 
physical defects or disability which require temporary provi- 
sion in a hospital, institution, or one of the temporary board- 
ing homes, or until improvement or recovery will permit of 
transfer to a private family. As a rule not more than two 
children are boarded in the same family unless brothers and 
sisters, and then not exceeding three in number. 

It is our practice when children are placed at. board to 
keep brothers and sisters together, if not in the same family 
in the immediate vicinity.- Correspondence between brothers 
and sisters in both free and boarding homes is encouraged. 
All communications are sent through the Department. 

Worthy parents are permitted to correspond with their 
children in country homes through the Department, and 
occasional visits are allowed. 

Children in the custody of the Trustees may be held until 
they attain their majority, or until they become self-support- 
ing, or are adopted ; but many are discharged to their parents 
when the Trustees are satisfied that they can properly care 
for them. 

The demand from persons offering free homes for boys and 
girls over school age exceeds the number of our children who 
are eligible for such homes, and we are therefore frequently 
unable to accommodate all worthy applicants for children. 

The physical, mental and moral welfare of the children is 
carefully guarded by the Trustees and. they are moved from 
one family to another, whenever, in the opinion of the 
Trustees, such changes are advisable. 

It is the policy of the Department to place children in 
families of the same religion as that of their parents. Their 
spiritual wants are looked after by the clergy of the various 
denominations. The progress made in religious instructions 
is reported twice each year on blanks furnished by the 
Department, as follows : —

VISITS. 


The first visit to a child is rarely satisfactory, as being 
unfamiliar with his surroundings he is apt to be on his best 
behavior; usually his true disposition, either for good or 
evil, is learned during later visits. The treatment the child 
receives at the hands of the family in whose charge he is 
may not be satisfactory; bence the need of constant watch- 
fulness and care of these wards of the city. Adjusting cases 
where dissatisfaction has arisen on either side is a frequent 
duty. Conference and advice are often sufficient to remove 
difficulties and few complaints of ill-treatment have arisen. 

The visitors are given a list of children with whom 
they become intimately acquainted. They make a written 
report of each visit to the General Agent, who in turn 
presents it to the Trustees for inspection. All such reports 
are kept filed with the child’s history and record in an 
individual envelope. 


SCHOOLING. 


The law in reference to school has with few exceptions 
been complied with. Nine boys and 16 girls are attending 
high schools or academies, and one boy will enter one of the 
leading colleges next year. The following questions are 
sent to the teacher at the close of each school term : —

These reports are usually satisfactory and show that the 
children are attending school regularly, and that they are 
doing as well as the average child in deportment and 
studies. 

HEALTH. 


The general health of children in families has been good. 
There have been few contagious diseases. The deaths num- 
ber nine; five being under three years of age, one three years 
old, and three over ten years of age. Eight died in hospitals 
where they had been sent for treatment, and one in a family. 
(See Table No. 40 for causes of deaths.) 

Ninety-two children required the services of specialists, 
and were brought from their suburban homes for treatment 
at the Children’s, Massachusetts General and the City 
Hospitals, and the Massachusetts Eye and Ear Infirmary. 
Others were treated by physicians, oculists and dentists in 
localities where they resided. 

Each child when received at the office is carefully exam- 
ined by the medical officer of the Department. He is then 
bathed and furnished with a new suit of clothing. If he is 
in good health he is placed directly in a family, either at 
board or on indenture. If he requires treatment at a hospi- 
tal he is placed in one adapted to his condition. 

Special pains are taken to find homes for defective, crip- 
pled or deformed children not requiring hospital treatment, 
by offering an extra compensation to families to care for 
them until they are able to pay their own way. The effect 
of free surroundings and country life on these unfortunates is 
wonderful, and many of them in time become self-supporting. 

Special appliances are supplied when needed for rupture, 
broken bones, club feet, etc. 


TRUANTS. 

Under the present laws a truant, absentee, or school 
offender may be committed to the Parental School until he 
reaches the age of sixteen years. The merit system estab- 
lished by the Trustees makes it possible for a boy or girl to 
earn their release on probation in six months. When on the 
eligible list for probation they may be released on terms 
agreed upon by the Trustees, Superintendent of Public 
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Schools, and a Justice of the court which imposed the 
sentence. If his home conditions are satisfactory he is 
permitted to return there; if otherwise, a home in the 
country is found for him. 

All truants in their own homes are required to report at 
the office of the Trustees each month; they are also visited 
in their own homes and at school. The truant officers and 
masters of schools co-operate with our agent in the super- 
vising of these boys. 

Fifty boys and two girls on probation from the Parental 
School were in country homes at the beginning of the year; 
28 boys were placed in country homes from the School 
during the year, and three from their own homes; twelve 
were returned to the school for various causes. Four boys 
and one girl were allowed to return to their own homes on 
probation, and twelve were discharged, leaving a total of 
53 boys and one girl in families in the country at the close 
of the year. ‘Twenty-seven boys in their own homes having 
violated the conditions of their release have been returned to 
the Parental School during the past twelve months; 20 were 
sent to other institutions, such as Suffolk School and Lyman 
School, and 104 were discharged by expiration of sentence, 
leaving 216 at home on probation. Adding to this number 
those in country homes we have a total of 270 on probation 
and subject to supervision at close of the year. 

Of 213 probationers at home (boys), 90 are attending day 
school; 5 are employed and attending night school; 68 
are employed and not attending school; 18 are irregularly 
employed; 7 are unemployed; 20 are out of ,the state or 
city, not visited; 5 have been lost sight of. 

Of the girls on probation, two have been discharged 
during the past year, having reached the age of 16 years, two 
are at home with relatives and employed, one in a dry goods 
house and the other in a factory; one lives with parents and 
attends school, and one is indentured with a family in the 
country and earning wages. All are doing well and are 
visited frequently, not being required to report at the office 
as is customary with the boys. None have ever been returned 
to the Parental School. 


DELINQUENTS. 


There are 202 boys on parole from the Suffolk School, 
which is twenty less than a year ago. Of these, 139 boys 
are at work and 52 at school; this was 23 fewer boys at 
work, but an encouraging increase of 28 at school over 
the numbers of the previous year. 

The trades are well represented as will be seen in Table 13. 
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Six boys are working at printing, and ten in shoe shops. 
At this season both trades are suffering from a depression. 
Ten boys are working as farmers; one as a carpenter. 

There are 161 boys living in their own homes; seven of 
the older boys are working independently, principally those 
with poor homes of their own, who had learned trades at 
the School, and do not care for farm life. 

Shoe factories, printing offices and other places of business 
are visited and the employers urged to try our boys. When 
possible the boys are placed directly at work so that it is 
made. as easy as it can be for them to obtain work at an 
age when they are anxious to work. Our appeals to the 
various places have been fairly well met, and employment 
given, as far as possible under the prevailing system, where 
the boy on the spot is taken. Many boys become indifferent 
and even opposed to work if they do not find it in a short time. 

Of the 52 boys in school, three are in high schools and 
others in the highest grades of the grammar school. This 
might indicate mental ability which should have prevented 
such boys from commitment to an institution for punishment 
and reform. 

On the whole, the conduct of the boys on probation was 
good. (See Table 11.) It is difficult to classify a boy’s 
conduct who has had a record of delinquency. Boys who 
might be doing well at present, and must be considered so, 
may be tabulated differently a month hence. 

Of the boys discharged from the Department during the 
year (109) 78 had reached the age of 18 and had been out 
of the School two years or more; one had reached the age of 
21. The majority of these were doing well. One boy died 
at home; six had joined the navy; eight were discharged as 
out of the state; one was discharged to the Massachusetts 
Hospital for Epileptics; fourteen were committed to other 
correctional institutions. 

There were seven less boys committed to the Massachusetts 
Reformatory than last year. None were committed to the 
new school at Shirley. 

CONCLUSION. 

The accompanying statistics, beginning on page 651, will 
explain the working of this Division during the year. 

In conclusion, I wish to thank the Trustees for the 
interest taken in all that concerns the well-being of this 
Division.

Sir,— In compliance with the provisions of the 
Revised Ordinances, I submit the following report of 
the business of the city clerk’s office for the fiscal 
year ending January 31, 1911. 

The municipal year, beginning February 7, 1910, 
was the first under the provisions of chapter 486 of the 
Acts of 1909, amending the city charter and abolish- 
ing the board of aldermen and common council and 
substituting therefor a city council of nine members. 
The new city council held fifty-two meetings during the 
municipal year, including sixteen special meetings, one 
of which was called to take action on the death of 
Ex-Mayor George A. Hibbard. 

Attention is called to the pressing necessity of addi- 
tional space for the storage of records. ‘The present 
vault, although probably fireproof, is overcrowded 
with records and papers, and is not now, and never was, 
adapted for the purpose. In addition to the natural 
accumulation, the papers and records of the common 
council, covering a period of eighty-eight years, have 
been turned over to this office, and should be properly

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cared for. It is imperative that some measures be 
taken to provide for proper storage of all the records of 
the office in a place where they can be systematically 
arranged and easily referred to.

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ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


CONSUMPTIVES’ HOSPITAL DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING JANUARY 31, 1911. 


Boston, February 1, 1911. 
Hon. JOHN F. FITZGERALD, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir,— The report of the Consumptives’ Hospital 
Department for the year ending: January 31, 1911, is 
respectfully submitted herewith. 

As provided by law, the Board of Trustees met on 
May 11, 1910, and organized for the year by the elec- 
tion of Edward F. McSweeney, chairman, and Herbert 
_F. Price, secretary. 

The men’s cottage ward had 24 patients in attend- 
ance February 1, 1910, and 72 were admitted during 
the year and 24 remained February 1, 1911. 

The women’s cottage ward, constructed on practi- 
cally the same line as the men’s cottage, but with the 
addition of the second story to the central portion, was 
opened December 6, 1910. This cottage will accom- 
modate 32 patients, but it will be necessary to use the 
second story for nurses’ quarters until the completion 
of the Domestic Building. This will reduce the capacity 
for patients to 24. 

The first ward building, which was opened October 
26, 1909, has remained practically filled during the entire 
year. 
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The second ward building, opened on December 1, 
1910, supplied a long felt want in providing isolation 
rooms for the very sick. Fifty-three patients remained 
February 1, 1910, in the first ward building; 413 were 
admitted to the ward buildings during the year, 178 
died and 138 remained February 1, 1911. 

The second ward building comprises small wards 
of four and five beds each, and single rooms. By the 
arrangement of the building we are enabled to isolate 
and to group the patients as necessity may require. 
The first ward building with its open wards accommo- 
dates those patients for whom a small ward or private 
room is not essential. 

The day camp still continues to show perceptible 
decline in attendance and this can be accounted for by 
the increased opportunities to hospital care. On Feb- 
ruary 1, 1910, 119 were enrolled, 305 were admitted 
during the year and 376 were discharged. 

The Out-Patient Department treated 2,462 new 
patients during the year, 4,915 old cases returned, 
making a total of 7,377 treatments given during the 
year. The visiting nurses made 40,495 visits in the 
homes of patients. The plans for remodelling the Out- 
Patient Department at Burroughs place did not mate- 
rialize during the year owing to the opposition from the 
residents of Burroughs place. It is now necessary to 
seek a new location. 

The Franklin Park School, which was opened October 
12, 1909, closed January 28, 1911. On February 1, 
1910, 52 pupils were in attendance; 112 were admitted 
during the year and on the closing day 22 pupils too ill 
to return to the public schools had to be provided for at: 
Mattapan, either in hospital beds or at the day camp. 

Miss Elisabeth P. Upjohn, Superintendent of Nurses 
of the Out-Patient Department since its establishment 
in July, 1907, died at sea on May 4, 1910. The Board 
desires to express their feeling of personal loss in her 
death. Of frail physique, Miss Upjohn met her duties 
with unfailing courage, sympathy and devotion. Filled 
with inexpressible love towards all human creatures, 
and especially to those afflicted with the disease, to the 
conquest of which she had consecrated her life, she 
seemed placed in her work by God’s appointment. To 
the exacting duties of uneventful daily routine she was 
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efficient and thorough. In her attitude to patient and 
to poor she opened her arms in sympathy to the afflicted, 
giving to all with whom she came into contact, asso- 
ciates and patients, an ennobling example of self-sacrifice. 
Miss Zepha M. Gardner, who for some time past had 
been Miss Upjohn’s assistant, was appointed to fill the 
vacancy. 

Mr. Herbert F. Price, an original member of the 
Board, and on May 1, 1907, reappointed for a five-year 
term, was obliged, owing to pressure of business 
responsibilities, to resign from office on January 11, 1911. 
As secretary of the Board since its organization, Mr. 
Price had given unsparingly of his time and energy to 
the work of fighting tuberculosis, and his fellow trustees 
regret that he felt obliged to resign his office, and wish 
to express their sincere appreciation of his valuable 
service. 

We wish also to record our appreciation of the services 
of the superintendent, Simon F. Cox, M. D., whose 
work in building up this department has been invaluable. 
We desire also to commend the work of Edwin C. 
Locke, M. D., Chief of Medical Staff, First Assistant 
Timothy J. Murphy, M. D., and the various medical 
men and nurses connected with the department, whose 
spirit of co-operation and loyalty has been high. The 
entire service seem to be actuated by the desire to give 
the best service that is in them to the consumptives. 

The five years’ experience of the trustees has shown 
where this work can probably succeed and where it will 
probably fail. Fortunate in having the approval and 
support of the community in what we have attempted 
to do, we are forced to the conclusion that we have 
carried the work as far forward as a board having 
functions independent from that of the Board of Health 
can do successfully. We have reached the point where 
it is apparent that diffusion of health authority must 
necessarily lead to duplication of effort and loss of 
efficiency. As a result the trustees have recommended 
to the Mayor and City Council that the work of these 
trustees should be transferred as a department of the 
Boston Board of Health. Such a consolidation of 
health activity of this health work must eventually tend 
to increase not only the efficiency of the Health Board, 
but force a general reorganization and adaptation of 
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general health work to modern conditions which not 
only will help the crusade against tuberculosis but will 
make for the prevention and reduction of all disease.

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REPORT OF THE MEDICAL STAFF. 


Boston, January 31, 1911. 
To the Trustees of the Boston Consumptives’ Hospital: 


The report of the staff of the Boston Consumptives’ 
Hospital for the year ending January 31, 1911, is here- 
with respectfully submitted. 

The work of the year represents a further develop- 
ment of that which has been outlined in previous reports. 
In no essential respects have we departed from the 
original plan of activity. 

As in past years Dr. Murphy and myself have con- 
tinued to divide the supervision of the medical work, 
a plan which has proved entirely satisfactory. From 
Dr. Murphy I have had complete co-operation and I 
again commend his faithful services to your Board. 


A. Hospitat, MatTrapan. 


The past year has witnessed a very definite ae sat- 
isfactory expansion of the medical work in the hospital 
at Mattapan. With the increase in the facilities for 
the care of patients, the work has become increasingly 
complex and has necessitated the development of a 
more thoroughly organized medical service. This was 
ably organized by Dr. Townsend, the resident physi- 
cian, and later carried on by his successor, Dr. McCarthy. 
The number of house officers has been increased to meet 
the demands of the growing clinical work, and at present 
there are three in residence. <A fourth will soon be 
needed. The hospital has been fortunate in securing 
well trained, conscientious men for the positions. Their 
work so far furnishes abundant proof of the wisdom of 
such an arrangement for the medical care of the patients 
in the various hospitals. 

Dr. Townsend’s resignation early in the year, enforced 
by illness, deprived us of the services of a most faith- 
ful and well trained resident physician whose loss we 
have felt deeply. The department is fortunate in 
having secured as Dr. Townsend’s successor Dr. F. P. 
McCarthy, who for two years was in the United States 
service in the Canal Zone. 
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Bi-weekly visits are made by Dr. Sullivan or his assist- 
ant, Dr. Shay, who see all cases requiring treatment of 
the nose, throat or ear. As in the out-patient depart- 
ment all new cases are. systematically examined at 
entrance. 

The splendid development of the pathological work 
has added very greatly to the interest and value of the 
service. The pathologist is always available, and » 
besides performing the routine autopsies, the Pathologi- 
cal Laboratory at the Harvard Medical School has been 
at our disposal for special examinations which could not 
be done at the hospital. A special laboratory for path- 
ological work is greatly needed and I beg to again call 
the attention of your Board to the matter. Plans 
should be made in the near future for the establishment 
of a small scientific laboratory and the appointment of a 
salaried resident pathologist who should not only super- 
vise the routine pathological work, but also have an 
opportunity for conducting investigations. The im- 
mense stimulus to all concerned in the medical admin- 
istration by such an equipment is unquestioned, and 
nothing could contribute so much to make the standards 
such that the best trained physicians would be attracted 
to the clinical positions. 

A pressing need has been met by the new clinical 
laboratory recently installed in the basement of the 
second ward building. 

The absence of an X-ray plant for the diagnosis and 
study of chest diseases is strongly felt. No hospital for 
the care of pulmonary tuberculosis is properly equipped 
without it and I again earnestly recommend that one 
be installed. , 

The increasing number of patients requiring surgical 
treatment has made it expedient to add to our staff a 
visiting surgeon, and, consequently, Dr. Albert Ehren- 
fried was appointed to the position of surgical assistant, 
March 1, 1910. He has devoted much time to the 
service and his excellent work has contributed greatly 
to the efficiency of the care of the patients in the hospital. 
During the year the surgical work has steadily grown, 
and besides numerous minor operations, twelve major 
operations, chiefly emergencies, have been performed. 
The needs for better facilities for operative treatment 
are daily becoming more evident, and I believe the time 
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has come when definite provision in the form of an 
operating room should be provided. Complications 
quite frequently occur among the very sick patients 
which are usually in the nature of emergencies. Even 
in the few instances where the patient can be safely 
removed in the ambulance to a surgical hospital, it is 
often difficult to find one willing to receive an advanced 
consumptive. The majority cannot be transferred to 
another institution without jeopardizing their condi- 
tion and it should be possible to afford them adequate 
surgical treatment at Mattapan. Furthermore, there 
are many cases of surgical tuberculosis in the city which 
cannot have proper treatment in the so-called acute 
hospital, and the needs for provisions for such at Mat- 
tapan are quite as pressing as for the advanced cases of 
pulmonary tuberculosis. 

On March 1, 1910, Dr. Samuel J. McDonald was 
appointed ophthalmological assistant. 

1. The Pavilion Hospital. On February 1, 1910, 53 
patients, 27 men and 26 women, remained and during 
the year ending January 31, 1911, 413 new cases, 259 
men and 154 women, were admitted, making a total 
treated during the year of 466, of whom 286 were men 
and 180 women. There were in the hospital January 
31, 1911, 188 patients. These figures show a very 
gratifying contrast to those of last year when but 104 
were treated from the opening of the first pavilion, 
October 26, 1909, to the end of the year. 

The stage of the disease at entrance in all cases treated 
during the year was as follows:

These figures are strangely nearly identical with those 
of last year and are satisfactory as indicating that the 
hospital is fulfilling the purpose for which it was built, 
namely, as an asylum for the most advanced consump- 
tives. The 15 nontuberculous patients were discharged, 
their condition permitting, as soon as the nontuberculous 
nature of their disease was fully established.

It will be seen that approximately 54 per cent of those 
discharged, or 38 per cent of the total number treated 
during the year, died. Considering the fact that resi- 
dence in the hospital is as a rule entirely voluntary, 
such a showing is, we believe, exceptionally good and 
bears testimony to the satisfaction felt by patients and 
friends with the care given. The 82 returning to their 
homes represent 25 per cent of the total discharged. 
Many were in a dying condition and were removed to 
their homes because they or their families wished them 
to spend their last days with their family. Unless there 
was good evidence, however, that they could be cared 
for at home without danger to other members of their 
family, every effort was made to induce them to remain 
at the hospital. In such instances the patients were 
with very few exceptions supervised subsequent to 
discharge by the visiting nurses from the Out-Patient 
Department. 

Patients transferred to the day camp, cottage ward 
and state sanatorium, were all greatly improved in 
general condition and the considerable number so 
transferred, 7. e., 638, 1s most encouraging when the 
fact of their desperate condition at entrance is borne 
inmind. Many finally returned to work and a few give 
definite promise of complete recovery. 

The average residence of the 178 who died was 45 
days, of the 82 who went home, 53 days, and of the 68 
transferred to other institutions, 39, or of all discharged, 
46 days. 

Of the 413 cases admitted 360 were sent from their 
homes, as a rule, through the Out-Patient Department, 
23 from the cottage ward and 24 from other hospitals. 
A few of the number admitted from their homes were 
recommended by outside physicians. 
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2. Cottage Ward.— February 1, 1910, 24 patients 
were in residence in the men’s cottage ward and from 
February 1, 1910, to January 31, 1911, 72 men were 
admitted, making a total of 96 treated during the year. 
Of this number 10 were of Stage I., 5 of Stage II., 80 
of Stage III. and 1 nontuberculous. Forty-seven of 
the 72 entering the men’s cottage ward were transferred 
from the pavilion hospital, while 7 came from the day 
camp. The average stay of the 71 discharged patients 
was 3 months and 9 days. Disposition in this group 
was made as follows: Pavilion hospital, 22; day camp, 
9; home, 34; other hospitals; 6. No deaths have 
occurred in this institution during the year. A con- 
siderable majority of the 22 returning home did so in 
order to take up some occupation, which fact speaks 
well for the results of treatment, especially when it is 
borne in mind that more than 83 per cent were in the 
third stage of the disease. The above figures regarding 
the number transferred to the main hospital are decep- 
tive inasmuch as they might naturally be interpreted to 
mean that the 22 patients were thus transferred because of 
lack of improvement or actual progress of the disease. 
The real explanation is found in the fact that many of 
those at first sent to the cottage ward were not suitable 
because of the advanced condition in the lungs and were 
admitted only because no more suitable place was open 
to them. With the opening of the second pavilion 
additional beds were available and many were immedi- 
ately sent there. 

The women’s cottage ward opened December 6, 1910, 
with 3 patients and subsequently 25 were admitted, 
making a total of 28 treated during the time from Decem- 
ber 6, 1910, to January 31, 1911. Ten came from the 
pavilion hospital and 9 from the day camp. Only 3 
have been discharged; 1 to her home, 1 to the day 
camp and 1 to the pavilion hospital. 

Our experience with the treatment of advanced cases 
in this institution for the past year has continued to be 
eminently satisfactory, and has proved conclusively that 
with few exceptions the advanced ambulatory con- 
sumptives can be cared for in this type of institution 
very satisfactorily. Although constantly: obliged to be 
in the open air for the entire twenty-four hours, both 
winter and summer, no hardships of any kind have been 
evident. The patients, without exception, have much 
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preferred the cottage ward to the pavilion hospital. The 
entire work of the ward is performed by the inmates, 
thus reducing the cost of maintenance materially. Dis- 
cipline offers no problem whatsoever. In view of the 
unexpected success of this type of ward, I would respect- 
fully suggest that in planning for further expansion of 
the hospital your Board erect more of the cottage wards, 
instead of the more expensive pavilions. 

3. Day Camp.— On February 1, 1910, 119 patients, 
75 males and 44 females, were enrolled, while on January 
31, 1911, there were 33 males and 21 females, or a total 
of 54. For the year the total admissions were 305, 
males 203, females 102. The total number discharged 
was 376, or 249 males and 127 females. It will thus be 
seen that for the twelve months ending January 31, 
1911, 424 patients (278 males and 146 females) were 
treated. These statistics in comparison with those of 
past years at first appear very discouraging as showing 
a marked decline in the work of the camp and might 
well, if considered by themselves, be interpreted as 
evidence that this institution is becoming of less and 
less importance in the work. In last year’s report 
attention was directed to the fact that a majority of the 
cases then in attendance should be transferred to a hos- 
pital, but as no hospital accommodations existed no 
choice was possible except to allow them to remain in 
‘their homes or to control them so far as possible as 
camp patients. With the opening of the state hospitals 
and the additional wards at Mattapan during the year, 
opportunities were afforded for a large number of the 
cases in the camp to enter an institution where more 
complete treatment could be given. The following 
table gives the disposition of the 376 discharged cases:

It will be seen that a considerably larger number than 
last year were transferred to the state hospitals and the 
new wards at Mattapan. A second and more important 
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factor in diminishing the number of cases treated is 
that the admissions fell off markedly from the previous 
year, 2..e., from 683 to 305. This in turn was due to the 
fact that with the increased facilities for the care of the 
advanced consumptives mentioned above the number 
recommended for the camp was naturally much smaller. 
Observations at the Out-Patient Department indicate 
that outside physicians have, since the completion of 
the state hospitals, referred many cases to these institu- 
tions instead of the Out-Patient Department. The 
almost steady decrease in the number registered is seen 
in the figures by months.

About 52 per cent were improved or arrested, many 
of whom returned to work. A considerable number in 
these two groups promise to effect an ultimate cure. 

The fact of this marked decrease in the numbers 
attending the day camp naturally raises the question 
of the necessity of usefulness of this department. A 
careful canvass of the cases now registered by Dr. 
McCarthy shows that with few exceptions they are 
unwilling to enter a hospital. The reasons given are 
various, —many have families for whom they feel a 
certain responsibility and feel that their presence, even 
if only at night, is essential to maintain the home; 
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several young people among them have good homes 
where they can be properly cared for at night; a few 
refuse to enter the cottage wards for sentimental reasons. 

I feel, therefore, that all concerned will agree that 
the most difficult part of our problem is to furnish proper 
care and supervision for the majority of consumptives 
who cannot be classed either as incipient or dying 
cases. Many of these are intelligent, have-good homes, 
and do not need bed treatment. It seems to me that 
theoretically the camp furnishes the best method of 
treating such. If, however, the numbers at the camp 
continue to diminish, I shall frankly admit that the 
importance of this work cannot be demonstrated, and 
shall be satisfied to see it closed. It is my opinion, 
therefore, that the camp should be continued for the 
present, awaiting further developments with regard to 
its importance. 


B. Ovut-PATIENT DEPARTMENT. 


As previously, the work in this department has 
suffered very materially in consequence of the inadequate 
facilities afforded by the present building. These 
difficulties were discussed in considerable detail in the 
reports of the last two years, and I would here merely 
emphasize again what was there stated. The mass of 
records has assumed such proportions that a compre- 
hensive card catalogue system of cross indexing is more 
than ever necessary. It should be possible to turn to 
an index of this sort to select groups of patients of a 
given class, or those who are under treatment in vari- 
ous. institutions, or, in general, to answer many impor- 
tant questions which naturally arise regarding our policy, 
or results of work, which under the present circumstances 
entails even weeks of arduous labor to ascertain the 
same facts. By reason of this lack of system, the work 
fails in effectiveness and thoroughness. 

In spite of these handicaps the work of the depart- 
ment has progressively improved. The same spirit of 
enthusiasm has been shown by the nurses and physi- 
clans in attendance as previously. 

A special clinic for the treatment of tuberculous 
cases with tuberculin, started by Dr. Floyd somewhat 
more than a year ago, has become an important part 
of the work. Of late an average of about twenty cases 
are injected every week. A considerable number of 
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cases of tuberculosis of the glands, eye and peritoneum, 
have been referred from other hospitals for this special 
treatment. 

On March 1, 1910, Dr. Richard H. Houghton, long 
identified with the work at Mattapan, was appointed 
to the position of assistant physician. 

The attendance forthe year was 2,462 new, and 4,915 
old, patients, or a total of 7,377. Comparison with 
the attendance for previous years gives a surprising 
uniformity in the number of new patients, viz., for 
the year 1908-09, 2,433, and for the year 1909-10, 
2,656. The number of old cases, however, has shown 
an astonishing falling off as compared with the year 
1908-09, when there were 7,098, and 1909-10, when 
there were 8,074. A study of the causes of this great 
decrease indicates that it is chiefly due to the opening | 
of the state hospitals and of additional wards at Matta- 
pan, which have afforded treatment for many hundreds 
which have previously been carried at the Out-Patient 
Department as home cases. I think this should be 
regarded as one of the most gratifying results of our 
work. Next year it is to be hoped that the number of 
old cases visiting the clinic will again be largely reduced. 

In all, during the past three years, Dr. Floyd finds 
that 2,966 children have received a careful examination 
in this department, and that 419, or approximately 
14 per cent, were proven to be tuberculous. Many 
more, in whom the signs were not sufficiently definite 
to warrant a positive diagnosis, should undoubtedly 
be classed as tuberculous.

Drs. Sullivan and Shay have continued to attend 
to the laryngological service both at the Out-Patient 
Department and the hospital at Mattapan. The stand- 
ards maintained in this department are the highest 
possible and merit special mention. 

All new cases admitted to the Out-Patient Department 
are systematically examined as previously. During 
the past year of the total 2,462 new patients who were 
given an examination of the nose, throat and ears, 
only 177 were found to be perfectly normal.

It is important in the above table to note the relatively 
large number of cases showing tuberculous involve- 
ment of the larynx. Over 4 per cent of the positive 
cases entering the clinic showed this condition. 

Of special interest is the large number of cases of 
enlarged tonsils and adenoids found on the initial 
examination. All such cases, as heretofore, have been 
referred to some special clinic for operative treatment. 
We are greatly indebted to the sisters of Carney Hospital 
who have given such valuable assistance in this work. 
They have frequently permitted the use of their oper- 
ating room gratis for those too poor to pay for the 
service and materials used. Among the total number of 
cases of enlarged adenoids and tonsils were 156 cases 
in children otherwise normal, and these were referred to 
the school nurses who arranged with the parents for 
proper treatment. Of the balance of 678 cases, 168 
are known to have been operated on, either at the 
Carney Hospital or other out-patient clinics. These 
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facts emphasize the needs of an operating room con- 
nected with the Out-Patient Department. 


C. HospiTaLt SCHOOL. 


The routine of care during the year has been essen- 
tially the same as last year and as given in last year’s 
report. In consequence of larger experience, how- 
ever, a better organization has been maintained and the 
results have, on the whole, been correspondingly 
improved. The hospital school has been more widely 
known and its methods better understood and it has 
received the enthusiastic support of the general public 
and especially of the families of the children. 

Drs. Murphy, Cronin and myself have made regular 
visits and have had complete control of the program of 
exercise, work and study prescribed for each child. In 
the strictest sense the school work has been given a 
place subordinate to the medical treatment. 

The Boston Board of Health has continued to exam- 
ine all sputa and throat cultures sent to the city 
laboratory and to this Board our grateful thanks are 
due for the most generous co-operation in every possible 
way. As last year, every effort has been made to 
examine the sputum from all cases, but in a majority it 
was impossible to obtain a specimen. 

Although a few contagious diseases have from time 
to time appeared, the special precautions taken have 
prevented any epidemic or even a single case from 
contagion in the school. 

A considerable number of the children were during 
the year taken to some dental clinic for treatment of 
their teeth, and a larger number referred to other hos- 
pitals for the removal of enlarged adenoids and tonsils.

The 116 patients classed as Stage I.. comprise roughly 
67 per cent; those of Stage II., 24 per cent, and those of 
Stage III., 6 per cent of the total. All of the four 
suspected cases were sent to the hospital school as tuber- 
culous, but at entrance the diagnosis seemed ques- 
tionable, and they were therefore provisionally grouped 
under the above heading. Only two of these were 
admitted during the year.

These figures, however, cannot be accepted as the 
test of the results accomplished, since no account is 
taken of the attendance, length of stay, stage of the 
disease, home conditions, and many other factors which 
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manifestly exert an important influence on the response 
to treatment. Again the term ‘‘arrested”’ has been used 
in a very restricted sense, otherwise many “improved” 
would have been classed as such. With the closing 
of the hospital school it became imperative to discharge 
all cases and many were examined who, to all intents 
and purposes, seemed well, yet because of the very short 
time which the children had been under observation, or 
since the disappearance of signs in the lungs, we hesitated 
to term “‘arrested.”’ The ‘‘unimproved”’ were largely 
of two groups, the first including the sickest children 
who in a few cases were not suitable for treatment in the 
hospital school, and the second those who attended very 
irregularly. The nine classed as ‘‘unknown”’ had left 
the school and could not be traced. 

Viewed broadly, the general results of the treatment 
of these 174 tuberculous children has been extraordi- 
narily satisfactory. With very few exceptions they have 
shown an almost immediate response to the open-air 
life, adequate feeding and rest, which none, except 
those few who watched them from day to day, can 
appreciate. Almost without exception they entered 
into the treatment enthusiastically and it not infre- 
quently happened that when discharged not only the 
child begged to be allowed to remain but the parents 
also interceded. 

A single important testimony to the excellent results 
seen is found in the tabulation of the gains and losses 
in weight while attending the school.

The 13 who neither gained nor lost were principally 
made up of those who attended very irregularly or whose 
home conditions were bad, while the 20 who lost were 
mostly of the group of second and third stage, cases which 
failed to improve in other respects. The greatest gain 
in weight was 272 pounds. Others gained 10, 11, 12, 
13, 145, etc., pounds, respectively. 

In the success attained in the hospital school we have, 
I believe, ample justification for inaugurating the same 
work on a larger scale in the several school districts of 
the city as planned by your Board. 
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The work of all those immediately in charge of the 
children has been most admirable, and I believe to them 
is justly due the credit for the most excellent showing 
made during the year. 

In closing this report I beg to submit the same recom- 
mendations as were made in last year’s report, and for 
which, I believe, the work of the year just closed brings 
added demands.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


To the Trustees of the Consumptives’ Hospital: 


The work during the year which has just closed has 
been most satisfactory in many respects. Much of the 
details of the visiting nurses’ life in the homes cannot 
be reduced to figures to show the extent and kind of 
work incident to relief measures for the family. 

During the year 7,377 patients have been treated 

at the Out-Patient Department, including 2,462 new 
patients. The visiting nurses made 40,495 visits in the 
homes of the patients. Four hundred and seventy 
patients, too ill to attend the clinic, were cared for in 
the homes and visited by nurse and physician. 
_ The first ward building opened last year has remained 
full during the year, and has proved most satisfactory 
in the caring for the advanced bed patient. The high. 
death rate in this class of patients rendered the provision 
of isolation rooms absolutely necessary, and the want 
was supplied by the second ward building, which was 
opened early in December. On February 1, 1910, 53 
patients remained. During the year 413 patients were 
admitted to these wards and 178 died. 

The women’s cottage was opened December 6, 1910. 
This cottage will accommodate 32 patients, but, until 
the domestic building is completed, it will be necessary 
to use the upper story for quarters for nurses, thus 
reducing accommodation for patients to 24. There 
have been 28 patients treated in this cottage since its 
opening. On February 1, 1910, there were 24 patients 
in the men’s cottage; 72 were admitted during the year 
and 24 remained February 1, 1911. 

The school at Franklin Park opened October 12, 1909, 
continued throughout the present year, and closed 
January 28,1911. There are 22 pupils too ill to return 
to public school. Provision has been made to care for 
these children at Mattapan. As the school has not 
been maintained at its full capacity, for some time, 
the per capita cost is higher than it would have been 
had the full number, 100, obtained during the year. On 
February 1, 1910, 52 pupils were in attendance; 112 
have been admitted during the year. 
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The day camp has shown a decided falling off in 
attendance during the year, and now serves in the main 
those who have homes which are suitable for the care 
of the patients; others have home ties and responsibili- 
ties which forbid the constant day and night attendance 
which hospital life demands. February 1, 1910, 119° 
persons were enrolled at the camp; 305 men. admitted 
and 3876 were discharged. The average attendance 
for the year was 52+. During the latter months the 
attendance has been more steady, and a greater per cent 
of those enrolled attend the camp. The opportunities 
for beds in hospitals have increased so much during the 
year that fewer and shorter waits are necessary. ‘This 
has been an important factor in the diminished attend- 
ance at the day camp. 

Dr. David Townsend, Resident Medical Officer at 
Mattapan, resigned early in the year because of illness. 
I would especially refer to his faithfulness and energy in 
the work of organization and development of the medical 
side of the problem at Mattapan. His successor, Dr. 
-Francis P. McCarthy, came directly from the govern- 
ment hospital at Panama. He previously had been Dr. 
Townsend’s assistant at the association day camp. 

The department sustained a great loss by the untimely 
death at sea of the Superintendent of Nurses at the 
Out-Patient Department, Miss Elisabeth P. Upjohn. 
Her whole-souled efforts in organizing and developing 
the work were most efficient, and the more praiseworthy 
and noble when we realize her poor physical condition. 
The work has lost a most valuable and able organizer. 
Miss Zepha M. Gardner was appointed to fill the 
vacancy. Miss Gardner had been closely associated 
with Miss Upjohn, and has ably continued the work. 

The many difficulties at Mattapan still continue, and 
constantly multiply as the work is extended. These 
can only be regulated by concentrated effort. Up to 
the present time, much energy has been lost because of 
the impossibility of economic work under the existing 
conditions. 

The domestic administration building will fill a 
long felt want, and will provide under one roof all the 
necessities incident to hospital administration; this will 
remove all our difficulties now present and due to lack 
of administration and domestic quarters. 

The automobile ambulance purchased early in the year 
has proved of the greatest value in the removal of the 
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sick patients to the hospital. The long distances to be 
carried proved a hardship under the former conditions 
of horse ambulance. The new ambulance provides an 
easy riding vehicle, while the running time to the hospi- 
tal has been reduced fully one-half, thereby relieving the 
patient of much needless exposure. 

The pleasant relations with other departments have 
continued during the year with much profit to us. Close 
co-operation with others in the work, with public and 
private charities, has secured for the patients much 
consolation and relief, and for us much practical 
knowledge. 

I wish to acknowledge the many kindnesses which 
have been extended during the year.

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SUPERINTENDENT OF NURSES’ REPORT. 


To Simon F. Cox, M. D., Superintendent: 


During the last year the character of the work of the 
Out-Patient Department Visiting Nurses has changed 
considerably. This is due to the increase in the number 
of hospital beds and the added work of investigating all 
tuberculosis cases in Boston. The work of the visiting 
nurse 1s now more instructive than actual nursing, and 
allows the nurse more time to deal with social problems. 
Patients are visited often, instructed in caring for 
themselves and others, advised how best to take the 
treatment prescribed by the physician, and are under 
constant supervision. } 

The number of districts has been changed from 17 to 
19, East Boston and Charlestown having grown too 
large for one nurse. During the year 40,495 visits were 
made in the districts, and the number of patients carried 
4,259. Of this number, 470 were too ill to report to 
clinic and were taken care of in their homes, or sent to 
hospital beds when the home conditions were unsuitable 
for home care. There is a staff of 20 nurses. Three 
nurses are taking a special course at the School for 
Social Workers. 

In April of 1910, the Boston Consumptives’ Hospital 
Visiting Nurses were appointed special agents of the 
Board of Health to instruct and supervise all the tuber- 
culous patients in Boston. In doing this the nurse tries 
not to interfere with the work of the private physician. 
During the nine months of this arrangement there have 
been only three or four complaints from private physi- 
cians, which shows that the nurses are unusually tactful 
in interviewing these patients. 

The co-operation between the Out-Patient Depart- 
ment and the many public and private charities has been 
both profitable. and agreeable. 

Through the kindness of the Brookline Tuberculosis 
Guild, the Needlework Guild of America and many kind 
friends, our ‘‘ Loan Closet’’ has been added to from time 
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to time. At Thanksgiving and Christmas the Women’s 
Christian Temperance Union Fruit and Flower Mission 
gave two hundred baskets of dainties to Boston Con- 
sumptives’ Hospital patients. 

During the year the health of the nurses has been very 
good, the total number of days lost being fifty-seven. 

Of nurses who have accepted other positions, one is 
the social worker at the Carney Hospital, one is in 
charge of the tuberculosis work in Amsterdam, New 
York, and one is a state visitor in the State Minor Ward 
Division of Massachusetts. 

During the coming year, with more supervision of the 
districts, and more frequent conferences with all persons 
interested in special cases, we hope to do more effective 
work. 

In closing, I would like to thank the nurses for their 
faithful work and loyalty, and the medical staff for their 
co-operation and advice.

Sir,— In compliance with section 24 of chapter 3 of 
the Revised Ordinances, the Board of Election Com- 
missioners respectfully submits its annual report. 


NUMBER OF VOTERS. 


At the city election held January 11, 1910, the number 
of male voters on the list was 112,265. The number of 
such voteys on the first list published by the Board 
July 15, 1910, was 101,647. From that time to the 
close of registration for the city election there were added 
the names of 9,622 male voters. The number of male 
voters on the final list sent to the polls on the day of the 

city election, held January 10, 1911, was 110,228, a 
decrease of 2,042. 

There were 11,912 female voters registered for the 
city election in 1910. There were 11,269 female voters 
registered for the city election in 1911, a decrease of 648. 
The total decrease of male and female voters from the 
preceding city election was 2,685.

Laws RELATING TO ELECTIONS. 


Among the laws enacted by the General Court during 
the session of 1910, which amended the general laws 
relating to elections, are the following acts: 

Chapter 55, entitled ‘‘An Act to Prohibit the Publica- 
tion of Unsigned Political Advertisements, Circulars and 
Posters in Certain Cases,’”’ places the same restrictions 
around the publication of any paid matter in a news- 
paper or other periodical which is designed to aid, 
injure or defeat a constitutional amendment, or any 
other question submitted to the voters as now surrounds 
the publication of any such matter in reference to a 
candidate; and also the same safeguards around such 
matter in circulars and posters. 

Chapter 182, entitled ‘‘An Act Relative to the Filling 
of Vacancies in Nomination Papers,’’ provides: ‘‘If 
at any time subsequent to the expiration of the time for 
filling vacancies it shall appear that a vacancy has been 
created by death, the chairman of the city or town com- 
mittee may file with the city or town clerk or, in Boston, 
with the election commissioners, a new name to fill such 
vacancy; and if the time is sufficient therefor, the new 
name shall be printed upon the official ballot.’ 

Chapter 200, entitled ‘‘An Act Relative to the Placing 
of Statements on Nomination Papers,’’ provides that 
a candidate for renomination, if she has held public 
office, may state so on his nomination paper, provided 
he is at the time an incumbent of the office for which 
he seeks a renomination for another term, but not 
otherwise. 


UsE OF SCHOOLHOUSES FOR ELECTION PURPOSES. 


On May 9 the Election Commissioners held a con- 
ference with the School Committee with reference to the 
location of polling places in school basements. At that 
conference the secretary of the School Committee ‘‘ was 
directed to notify the Election Board that in pursuance 
of the understanding reached at the conference held 
with that Board this day, the Election Commissioners 
are to be allowed the use for polling places of the same 
rooms in schoolhouses as were occupied for this purpose 
at the last city election, and of such additional rooms as 
the School Committee may permit during the current 
year; that the question of the propriety of the School 
Committee exacting rental from the Board of Election

Commissioners and the amount thereof shall be referred 
to.the Finance Commission; and if the Finance Com- 
mission shall decide that a charge for rental on the 
part of the School Committee is proper, the Board of 
Election Commissioners will include whatever amount 
the Finance Commission has determined is proper in 
its estimates for the ensuing year, and will endeavor in 
good faith to secure from the Mayor and the City Council 
an appropriation to cover such expense.’’ 

In accordance with this understanding the matter of 
rental was referred to the Finance Commission which, 
on June 3, recommended that the School Committee 
establish charges for the use of school buildings by the 
Election Commissioners and that if no agreement could 
be reached between the departments in reference to the 
amount of rental, the Finance Commission would under- 
take to decide what the proper rates should be. As the 
Election Board and the School Committee were unable 
to agree on the amount to be charged as rental for the 
use of school basements for election purposes, this 
matter was also referred to the Finance Commission 
for consideration. At the time of writing this report 
the commission has not as yet rendered a decision. in 
this matter. 


VoTING BoorTtuss. 


As the use of school basements for polling places has 
proved beneficial from all points of view to the munici- 
pality and as such use no doubt will be a permanent one, 
at least so far as this department is concerned, the 
Election Board was confronted with the question of 
disposing of a number of its iron voting booths. In 
connection with this matter the following letter was 
addressed to his Honor the Mayor: 


The Election Department has stored in Roxbury, South 
Boston, East Boston and Charlestown sixty-nine iron voting 
booths, with sixty-eight stoves therein. 

By reason of the fact that the Election Department now 
uses a number of basements in schools as polling places, these 
booths have become no longer necessary for use in this 
department. 

Because the use of school basements for polling places 
does not discommode the schools for school purposes, and 
because this arrangement is of economical advantage to the 
city, the practice of locating such polling places in these base- 
ments no doubt will be permanent. 
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The matter of nominal rent for the use of such basements 
was placed by the School Committee before the Finance 
Commission, which has this matter now under consideration. 

By disposing of these booths the Election Department will 
save the rental of two lots on which they are stored and the 
ordinary repairs of these booths. 

Your Honor has suggested that some other departments 
of the city may have use for some of these booths. We shall 
be glad to transfer, under your direction, to other depart- 
ments such booths as they may need. 

As the value of the remainder may be above the sum of 
$500, this department requests authority from the city govern- 
ment to sell the whole, with stoves, or any part thereof, to the 
highest bidder or bidders. 


In accordance with the suggestion of his Honor, the 
various departments were notified of this matter. . We 
have had requests in writing from other departments for 
a number of booths and the transfer of such booths to 
‘other departments is now taking place. 


REGISTRATION BEFORE PRIMARY. 


In former years the only evening registration at the 
ward registration places was held preceding the state 
and city elections. No evening registration was ever 
held at the ward registration places preceding the 
primaries. This year the Board voted to open such 
registration for three evenings preceding the primary. 
Two thousand one hundred thirty-eight voters were 
registered at these three sessions. The results attained 
may warrant the Board in following this precedent. 


RECOUNTS. 


The recount of votes cast for candidates at the state 
election was unusually small. Petitions were filed only 
for the recount of the votes cast for Congress in Ward 6 
and for Representatives in Wards 21 and 24. Instead 
of recounting such votes in Faneuil Hall, as is customary, 
the recount was held at the office of the Election Depart- 
ment and was finished in one day. 

For the first time in the history of the Board no 
petitions for recount of votes were filed after the 
city election. In connection with this matter of 
recounts we insert here the following letter addressed 
to the Election Laws Committee of the House of 
Representatives: 
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Election Laws Commuttee of the House of Representatives: 


GENTLEMEN,— We have received a letter asking for opinion 
on bill entitled, ‘An Act Relative to the Recounting of Votes 
Cast at Caucuses and Elections in the City of Boston.”’ 

We would say that the Election Board is opposed to this 
bill and Mayor Fitzgerald of Boston has authorized Arthur L. 
Spring, Esq., of the Law Department, to appear in opposition 
to it. 

In most every state recounts are not allowed unless the 
petitioners present to a court of competent jurisdiction affirma- 
tive evidence of fraud or other matters sufficient to authorize 
the court to order a recount. 

In Massachusetts, however, the law is extremely liberal in 
this matter. No affirmative evidence of fraud whatsoever is 
required. In Boston a recount may be had if fifty or more 
voters of a ward sign in person and file with the Election Com- 
missioners a statement sworn to by one of the signers that 
they have reason to believe, and do believe, that the records 
made by the election officers in such ward are erroneous, 
specifying the error, and that they believe a recount will affect 
the election of candidates, specifying the candidates, or will 
affect the decision of a question, specifying the question. 

Formerly a recount could be had in Boston upon a petition 
of ten voters of a ward, but recounts at that time were so 
numerous and for such frivolous reasons that the Election 
Board in 1904 advocated the passage of a bill requiring fifty 
signers of each ward, and this bill became law and is now 
chapter 293 of the Acts of 1904. (See section 300, chapter 
560, Acts of 1907.) 

The bill now under discussion throws wide open the oppor- 
tunity for unnecessary recounts. It provides in substance 
that any candidate whose vote is equal to 80 per cent of the 
vote of a candidate nominated at a primary or elected at an 
election shall-be entitled to a recount both for himself and for 
a candidate so nominated or elected by filing a petition in 
writing with this Board. 

In other words, in a representative district casting 3,600 
votes, if the successful candidate received 2,000 and the defeated 
candidate received 1,600, the defeated candidate would have 
the right of a recount. In a senatorial district casting 10,800 
votes, if the successful candidate received 6,000 and the 
defeated candidate 4,800, the latter would have a right to a 
recount. If in the entire City of Boston the successful candidate 
received 50,000 and the defeated candidate received 40,000, the 
latter would have a right to a recount. This seems to be the 
acme of absurdity. 

At the recount of the votes cast at the municipal election in 
1907, there was a net change between Mr. Fitzgerald and Mr. 
Hibbard of 9. In the recount of votes cast at the last municipal 
election, there was a net change between Mr. Fitzgerald and 
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Mr. Storrow of 13 votes. In the former election there were 
91,000 votes cast and in the latter election there were 95,895 
votes cast. 

There has never been a case where a candidate receiving 
about 80 per cent, or anything near it, of the votes cast for a 
successful candidate was declared elected by a recount. In 
fact the changes in candidates by a recount in Boston have 
been few and far between, and then only when the difference 
between the candidates in the district was only a very small 
number of votes. There has never been a change in the 
recount of a person declared elected alderman-at-large, and 
in the last seven years only three or four changes in persons 
elected to office, and this occurred in districts where the differ- 
ence between candidates was a very small number of votes,— 
less than 1 per cent. 

This bill ought to be entitled ‘‘A Bill to Recount all the 
Votes Cast at Primaries and Elections in Boston.” 

If this bill becomes a law, persons would avail themselves 
of the provisions of it, not because they believed there was 
an error and for the purpose of ascertaining who was elected, 
which is the true purpose of a recount, but for the most frivolous 
reasons imaginable. 

We are also opposed to it because of the additional expense 
it would entail on the City of Boston. This bill would increase 
the number of recounts and would entail an increased expendi- 
ture of money. 

We are of the opinion that the present law is working well ir 
this city and has accomplished all the purposes intended. 


This bill failed of passage. 


ELECTION OFFICERS. 


The statutes provide that the election officers shall be 
so appointed as equally to represent the two leading 
political parties, except that, without disturbing the 
equal representation of such parties, not more than two 
such election officers, not representing either of them, 
may be appointed. 

Following the custom of years the election officers of 
Boston are equally divided between the two leading 
political parties, and as far as their political affiliations 
go they represent such parties. In the performance of 
their obligations, however, as election officers we are of 
the opinion that they faithfully and impartially dis- 
charge the duties imposed upon them, representing in 

these functions in which they serve the people and 
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not the party. Before entering upon their duties they 
are sworn before the Election Commissioners at meetings 
held for this purpose. Each Election Commissioner 
holds usually three meetings at which he instructs 
the election officers in matters relating to their work. 
In addition to such meetings, which were customary, 
the Election Commissioners called together this year 
all the wardens of the city for additional instructions. 
The Election Board met the wardens at three meetings 
held in the old aldermanic chamber in City Hall, where 
the chairman called their attention specifically to the 
instructions set forth in the pamphlet entitled ‘‘ Instruc- 
tions to Election Officers,’ and gave them additional 
instructions in the duties relative to their position. 

The work of the election officers for the past year has 
been eminently satisfactory. In fact, we note with 
appreciation that the election officers have greatly: 
improved in efficiency. 


NOMINATION PAPERS. 


The present law provides that one of the signers to 
each nomination paper for the nomination of can- 
didates at elections shall make oath to the statements 
contained therein. We recommend that this provi- 
sion be repealed. Any signer of a nomination paper, 
including the first signer, may make such oath. As a 
general rule the signer who makes oath knows nothing 
about the nomination paper, except that he has signed 
the same. A nomination paper containing signatures 
of voters is invalid without this jurat. Moreover, a 
nomination paper containing the signatures of voters 
which is sworn to by a person who, although a signer, 
is not a registered voter is.also invalid. Again, a regis- 
tered voter who makes oath may not be qualified to sign 
such paper because he has exhausted his right, having 
already signed as many nomination papers for the office 
as there are persons to be elected thereto. It is difficult 
enough to get signatures without imposing this hardship, 
which adds nothing, in our opinion, to the genuineness 
of the paper. 

It has been contended that the Election Commis- 
sioners have the right, when nomination papers for city 
offices are requested at this office, to insert the name of 
the candidate for whose use they are obtained. We 
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believe we have no such right. Nomination papers must 
be issued on the day after the state election. Any voter 
has the right to obtain the same; any association of 
voters can request this Board .to issue them to it. In 
some cases they are issued before such association of 
voters have determined upon the candidates. Moreover, 
the Board must issue such nomination papers substan- 
tially'in the form provided for by the statute. 
We suggest the following amendment: 


In Boston candidates for nomination for city offices shall 
request in writing of the election commissioners, giving their 
names, with the first or middle name in full, the offices for 
which they are candidates, their residence, street and number, 
if any, that nomination papers be issued to them. Forthwith 
the election commissioners shall print or insert on a sufficient 
number of nomination papers the names of the candidates, 
the offices for which they are nominated and their residence 
with street and number, if any. The election commissioners 
shall issue the nomination papers so prepared to the candidates 
or their duly authorized representatives. 


ConpbDucT OF ELECTIONS. 


At every primary and election persons ask election 
officers, before the public declaration of the vote, how 
many ballots have been cast. This information is 
generally refused, because the election officers are aware 
of the law providing that no election officer, before the 
public declaration of the vote, shall make any statement 
of the number of ballots cast. This law was originally 
passed in 1874. At that time the old-fashioned ballot 
boxes with slides were used for receiving ballots. In 
1884 a law was passed providing for the present form of 
ballot box, which, besides having sufficient locks and 
keys or seal fastenings, contains mechanical devices 
for receiving, canceling and registering every ballot 
deposited therein. Accordingly every ballot box has 
thereon a dial, called a ballot box register, which, if in 
perfect working order, registers the ballots cast one by 
. one. At the present time a voter of a precinct, when 
casting his ballot, has the right to ascertain the number 
which appears on the ballot box register, which is sup- 
posed to be the number of ballots cast, and to give this 
information, if he so desires, to the public. No good 
reason, therefore, appears to us in forbidding election 
officers to give that information which the public, in 
any event, may obtain in the circuitous manner above 
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described, especially in view of the fact that it will not 
vitiate in any way the purity of elections. We there- 
fore advocate the passage of an act allowing election 
officers, upon request, to give the number that appears 
upon the ballot box register. 


New DIvision oF WarpD TWENTY. 


Precinct six of ward twenty having contained at the 
last city election more than one thousand voters, it 
became necessary, under the statute, to make a new 
division. Precincts four, six and fourteen were divided 
into four precincts, numbered 4, 6, 14,16. Precinct four 
now contains, according to the last registration, 681 
voters; precinct six, 677 voters; precinct fourteen, 741 
voters, and precinct sixteen, 733 voters. The City of 
Boston now contains 206 voting precincts. 


COMPLAINTS OF ILLEGAL REGISTRATION. 
There were none. . 


REVISION OF VoTING LIST. 


The names of 1,046 voters were stricken from the 
voting list by reason of death, removal from the city 
and other causes. ‘This is the largest number of names 
removed from the voting list in any one year since 
the establishment of the Election Board. 

A general belief exists that if a person is entitled to vote 
at a state election he is entitled to vote at the following 
city election, notwithstanding the fact that he has 
changed his domicile from this city to some other town 
or city. That is not the law. It is true that no person 
otherwise qualified to vote for national or state officers 
shall, by reason of a change of residence within the 
Commonwealth, be disqualified from voting for such 
officers in the city or town from which he has removed 
his residence until the expiration of six calendar months 
from the time of such removal, but this provision does 
not apply to a person’s right to vote for city officers. 
Consequently, after the state election, the names of 
several hundred voters who changed their residences 
from this city to some other place were stricken from 
the voting list. 

JURORS. 

The same procedure in preparing the jury list has 
been practiced as in former years. Not only is this list 
thoroughly investigated by the police, under the direc- 
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tion of the Police Commissioner, in accordance with the 
general lines agreed upon between this department and 
him, but also a most thorough investigation has been 
made by the clerks of this office in the various courts 
of the City of Boston to the end that all persons in any 
sense unfitted for jury service may be eliminated from 
said list. 


MEMBERSHIP OF THE BOARD. 


The term of John M. Minton, Esq., expired March 
31, 1910, the law having been changed so as to make the 
term of an Election Commissioner begin April 1 instead 
of May 1. He was reappointed for the term of four 
years ending March 31, 1914, and approved by the 
Civil Service Commission. He immediately assumed 
the duties of his office. He was designated by the Mayor 
as chairman of the Board of Election Commissioners and 
member of the Listing Board. 


ESTIMATE FOR THE ENSUING YEAR. 


In a communication to his Honor the Mayor we 
submitted our estimate of the expenses for the ensuing 
year, giving an itemized statement of the same, which 
showed that the sum of $144,002 would be necessary.

The duties of the City Engineer include the designing 
and superintending of the construction of new bridges, 
retaining walls, city wharves and such other public 
engineering works as the City Council may authorize; 
the making of such survey plans, estimates, statements 
and descriptions and taking such levels as the city 
government or any of its departments or committees 
may require; the custody of all surveys and plans relat- 
ing to the laying out, locating anew, altering, widening 
or discontinuing of streets, and the new engineering 
construction for all departments of the city. He shall 
be consulted on all work where the advice of a civil 
engineer would be of service. The office of the City 
Engineer was established by ordinance on October 31, 
1850, and by chapter 449 of the Acts of 1895.

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BRIDGES. 


The annual inspection of all highway and footbridges 
has been made, together with special examinations 
when notified by the Street Department of the progress 
of repairs. 

Craigie temporary bridge was removed during the 
year and Tollgate Way Footbridge has been built. 

The Metropolitan Park Commission undertook the 
management of Charles River Dam Bridge July 1, 
1910, under the provisions of chapter 524 of the Acts 
of 1909, which transferred to them the management of 
Charles River Basin. 

The management of all other bridges and draws 
between Cambridge and Boston, by the Acts of 1898, 
chapter 467, is vested in a board of two commissioners, 
which has charge of the following seven bridges, viz.: 
Brookline Street, Cambridge, Cambridge Street, Har- 
vard, North Harvard Street, Prison Point and Western 
Avenue to Cambridge; one-half the cost of the main- 
tenance of these bridges is paid by each of these cities.

Agassiz Road Bridge (in the Fens). 


This bridge was built in 1887 of brick and stone 
masonry. It is maintained by the Park Department 
and is in good condition. 


Albany Street Bridge (over the Boston & Albany ie he 
Freight Tracks). 


The original structure was built in 1856-57, and 
rebuilt in 1867-68. The present bridge was built in 
1886-87, and is maintained in part by the City of 
Boston and in part by the Boston & Albany R. R. 
(See page 46.) 


Allston Bridge (over the Boston & Albany R. R., Brighton). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1892. The stringers 
and lower planking are in very poor condition and 
should be renewed this year. When this work is done 
the floor beams should be thoroughly cleaned and 
painted and the shelf angles for stringers should be 
replaced where found to be in bad condition. The 
ironwork above the floor should be painted this year. 
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Arborway Bridge (over Stony Brook, in Arborway near 
Forest Hills Station). 


The bridge is maintained by the Park Department. 
A masonry culvert is now under construction to super- 
sede this bridge and it is expected that the work will 
be completed early in the spring. 


Ashland Street Bridge (over Providence Division, New 
York, New Haven & Hartford R. R., West Roxbury). 


The present structure is of iron and was built in 1875. 
With the exception of the fences the bridge is in fair 
condition.

Ashmont Street and Dorchester Avenue Bridge (over Old 
Colony Division, New York, New Haven & 
Hartford R. R.). 


This is a wooden bridge formerly maintained by the 
railroad company. It was lengthened on the Boston 
side in 1895, and again further lengthened last year, 
and now the city maintains 133 feet of the northerly 
part. After the bridge was lengthened, the older part, 
maintained by the city, was rebuilt. (See page 48.) 


Athens Street Bridge (over Midland Division, New York, 
New Haven & Hartford R. R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1874. The deck 
planking and curb timbers should be renewed, the 
fence should be repaired, and the bridge painted. 


Atlantic Avenue Bridge (over South Terminal Station 
Yard and Fort Point Channel). 


The bridge was completed and opened to travel 
August 12, 1907. On the Boston approach is a steel 
viaduct about 450 feet in length, consisting of a series 
of short plate girder and I-beam spans of the deck type. 
The bridge over the railroad yard consists of two steel 
plate girder spans and two steel truss spans, all except 
one plate girder span being through spans. Fort Point 
channel is crossed by one truss span, a plate girder span, 
an I[-beam span and a draw span, all being deck struc- 
tures built of steel. The draw span is a swing or turn- 
table draw, 184 feet long on center line, operated by 
electricity and compressed air. On the approaches and 
across Fort Point channel the bridge is 50 feet in width; 
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over the railroad yard the width is 60 feet. Some 
painting should be done this year, otherwise the bridge 
is in good condition. 


Audubon Road Bridge (over the Boston & Albany R. R.). 


This is a steel plate girder bridge, built in 1893-94, 
and is maintained by the Park Department. ‘The por- 
tion of the bridge over the main tracks of the railroad 
should be cleaned and painted, otherwise the structure 
is in good condition. 


Austin Street Bridge (over Boston & Maine R. R., 
Charlestown): 


This is a steel plate girder deck bridge with steel floor 
beams supporting a wooden flooring, built under the 
decree of the Superior Court abolishing the Austin street 
grade crossing. It was built in 1903-07 by the Boston 
& Maine Railroad Company and is over the railroad 
location. The surface of the bridge is maintained by 
the city, the remainder by the railroad company. The 
fences should be repaired and painted, and the plank 
walk should be repaired, otherwise the bridge is in good 
condition. 


Baker Street Bridge (at Brook Farm, West Roxbury). 


This is a wooden stringer bridge of about 15 feet span. 
It is in fair condition. 


Beacon Street Bridge (over Outlet of the Fens). 


This bridge was built in 1880-81, and had up to 1901 a 
wooden floor for the roadway. At the latter date a new 
floor was built, consisting of 18-inch steel I-beams incased 
in Portland cement concrete, and the roadway was paved 
with hard pine blocks, treated by the creoresinate pro- 
cess. The bridge is in good condition. 


Beacon Street Bridge (over Boston & Albany R. R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1884-85, widened in 
1887-88, and the central roadway further widened in 
1890 for the convenience and at the expense of the street 
railway company. During the year the Boston Ele- 
vated Railway Company removed the flooring of the 
middle roadway carrying its tracks, cleaned the floor 
beams, strengthened them to carry its cars of the 42-ton, 
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semiconvertible type, painted them three coats of red 
lead paint, and rebuilt the flooring. During this work 
the Elevated Railway Company carried its cars on a 
temporary track on the northerly roadway. 


Bellevue Street Bridge (over Muddy River, in Riverway). 


This is a segmental masonry arch of 44 feet span and 
15 feet rise. It was built in 1893 by the Park Depart- 
ments of Boston and Brookline and is maintained jointly 
by them. 


Bennington Street Bridge (over Boston & Albany R. R., 
East Boston). 


This is a steel plate girder bridge built by the railroad 
company in 1906 under the decree of the Superior Court 
abolishing the grade crossings in East Boston. The sur- 
face of the bridge is maintained by the city and the rest 
of the structure by the railroad company. The bridge 
should be. painted, otherwise it is in good condition. 


Bennington Street Bridge (over Boston, Revere Beach & 
Lynn R. R.). 


This bridge is made up of two independent parts; the 
old part is of iron, built in 1889; the new part is of steel, 
built in 1902. The out-of-town roadway should be 
redecked and the bridge should be painted. 


Berkeley Street Bridge (over Boston & Albany R. R. and 
Providence Division, New York, New Haven & Hartford 
R. R.). 


The bridge over the tracks of the Boston & Albany 
R. R., which is maintained by the city, was originally 
built for the Boston Water Power Company, and 
accepted by the city in 1869. The present structure 
over these tracks is a through plate girder bridge and 
was built in 1891. 

The bridge over the tracks of the N. Y., N. H. & H. 
R. R. was built in 1899 and is maintained by that com- 
pany. (See page 49.) 


Bernier Street Footbridge (over Bridle Path, in Riverway). 


This is a semicircular masonry arch of 38 feet 4 inches 
span. It was built in 1893 and is maintained by the Park 
Department. 
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Bernier Street Footbridge (over Muddy River). 


This is a segmental masonry arch of 52 feet span and 14 
feet rise. It was built in 1893 by the Park Departments 
of Boston and Brookline and is maintained jointly by 
them. 


Berwick Park Footbridge (over Providence Division, N ew 
York, New Haven & Hartford R. R.). 


This is an iron footbridge, erected in 1894. The iron 
stairs and piers were new, but the trusses and floor beams 
were those built for Franklin street in 1883. This 
bridge should be painted the coming year. 


Blakemore Street Bridge (over Providence Division, New 
York, New Haven & Hartford R. R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1881-82. The lower 
planking is poor and should be renewed and the iron- 
work below floor painted. 


Blue Hill Avenue Bridge (over Midland Division, New 
York, New Haven & Hartford R. R.). 


This is a steel bridge, built by the N. Y., N. H. & H. 
R. R. in 1908 and is over the railroad location. The 
surface of the bridge is maintained by the city, the 
remainder by the railroad company. ‘The bridge is in 
good condition with the exception of the sidewalk 
planking, which should be renewed. 


Bolton Street Bridge (over Midland Division, New York, 
New Haven & Hartford R. R.). 


This is a wooden bridge, originally built in 1889 and 
rebuilt in 1905. The walks have been repaired. The 
fencing and deck planking need repairs. 


Boston Street Bridge (over Old Colony Division, New 
York, New Haven & Hartford R. R.). 


This is a plate girder bridge, built in 1900 in connection 
with the abolishment of the grade crossing on Dor- 
chester avenue. The surface of the bridge is main- 
tained by the city and the rest of the structure by the 
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railroad company. The bridge should be painted and 
the deck planking should be renewed in about a year. 


Boylston Street Arch Bridge (in the Fens). 


This is a stone arch bridge, built in 1881. It is in 
good condition, with the exception of coping, which 
should be repointed without further delay. 


Boylston Street Bridge (over Boston & Albany R. R.). 


The first bridge on this location was built in 1886-88 
and the present structure in 1907-08. The bridge is 
now in good condition. 


Bridle Path Bridge (over Muddy River, in the Riverway). 


This is a masonry bridge of three arches; the central 
arch is elliptical in form, with a span of 30 feet and a 
rise of 9 feet 6 inches; the side arches are semicircular, 
15 feet in diameter. It was built in 1894 and is main- 
tained by the Park Department. It is in good condi- 
tion. 


Broadway Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


The draw was built in 1874-75 and the supports for 
the draw landings are iron columns. The rest of the 
bridge is built of steel on masonry piers, and was rebuilt 
in 1901-04. A new 4-inch spruce deck has been laid on 
the draw. The plate girder section over the railroad, 
the gates and some of the fencing have been painted. 
The tracks and wheels below the draw are in poor con- 
dition. Thestone piers should be repointed. The plank- 
ing on the waterway and pier needs repairing. The 
draw is old and too light for heavy travel and should be 
rebuilt within a year. The main bridge is in good con- 
dition. 


Broadway Bridge (over Boston & Albany R. R.). 


The old bridge, built in 1880-81, was replaced in 
1900 by the present bridge. (See page 51.) 


Brookline Avenue Bridge (over Boston & Albany R. R.). 

This is an iron bridge, built in 1884. With the excep- 
tion of the paint the bridge is in fair condition; it should, 
however, be painted this year. 
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Brookline Avenue Bridge (over Muddy River, in the 
Riverway). 


This is a semicircular masonry arch of 15 feet span. 
It was built in 1892 by the Park Departments of Boston 
and Brookline and is maintained by them jointly. 


Brookline Street Bridge (from Brighton to Cambridge). 


This is a wooden trestle bridge, built on a pile founda- 
tion in 1906, and is in care of the Commissioners for 
Boston and Cambridge Bridges; the city pays one-half 
the cost of maintenance. It was built as a temporary 
structure, with the expectation that it would be replaced 
by a permanent bridge within ten years. As the bridge 
is now four years old, the construction of the permanent 
bridge should be commenced within a year or two. 
It is in good condition. 


Brookline Street Bridge (over Boston & Albany R. R.). 


This is a steel plate girder bridge, on steel trestles, 
with wooden floor and wearing surface, built in 1906. 
The surface of the bridge is maintained by the city and 
the rest of the structure by the railroad company. 
It is in good condition. 


Brooks Street Bridge (near Fanewil Station, Brighton). 


This is a steel bridge with a concrete and asphalt 
floor, built in 1902. The bridge should be painted and 
the roadway surface should be repaired. 


Byron Street Bridge (over Boston, Revere Beach & Lynn 
OAT. 


This is a wooden bridge, built in 1889. The stringers 
and bulkheads are in poor condition and the bridge 
needs a general overhauling. 


Cambridge Bridge (from Boston to Cambridge). 


The new bridge was completed in the fall of 1907. 
It is maintained by the Commissioners for the Boston 
and Cambridge Bridges, and each city pays one-half of 
the cost of maintenance. The structure is in good condi- 
tion and needs only the yearly cleaning and customary 
touching up of the paint. It is of the utmost importance 
that this bridge should be kept properly painted in order 
that it may not be deteriorated by rust. 
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Cambridge Street Bridge (from Brighton to Cambridge). 


This is a wooden pile bridge with a wooden leaf 
draw. This bridge is in the care of the Commissioners 
for the Boston and Cambridge Bridges, and the city pays 
one-half the cost of maintenance. The draw and upper 
part of the bridge were rebuilt last year. (See page 52.) 


Cambridge Street Bridge (over Boston & Maine and 
Boston & Albany Railroads, Charlestown). 


This is a through steel truss bridge of four spans, built 
in 1901 by the Boston & Maine R. R. The surface is 
maintained by the city, the remainder by the railroad 
company. The sidewalks have been repaired. The 
bridge has been painted. 


Castle *Island Footbridge (from Marine Park to Castle 
Island). 


This is a temporary footbridge, built in 1892, and 
is maintained by the Park Department. It connects 
Marine Park with Castle Island, and is furnished with a 
draw, so that if desired by the United States authorities 
the island can be cut off from the mainland. Repairs 
have been made on the planking. The fences should be 
painted and more planking should be renewed. The 
bridge is in fair condition. 


Central Avenue Bridge (over Neponset River, Dorchester 
Lower Mulls). 


This is an iron bridge and was built in 1876. The city 
maintains the part within its limits. The roadway 
planking has been renewed, and additional stringers 
have been placed in the bridge. The fences should be 
painted. Otherwise the bridge is in good condition. 


Charles River Dam Bridge. 


This is a steel bridge in line with the roadway over 
Charles River Dam and is in charge of the Charles 
River Basin Commission. It was built in 1906-07 by 
the American Bridge Company and consists of a short 
fixed span 9 feet 2 inches in length on the westerly: side 
and a movable portion 63 feet 10 inches in length. 
The movable portion is composed of two leaves of the 
Scherzer rolling lift type, each leaf having a roadway 
30 feet 10 inches wide and a sidewalk 10 feet wide, and 
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being operated by a 35 horse power electric motor. 
The bridge was opened to travel January 27, 1910. It 
is in good condition. 


Charlesgate Bridge (over Boston & Albany R. R., in the 
Fens). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1881-82, and is main- 
tained by the Park Department. The bridge should 
be cleaned and painted this year, and an opportunity 
given to make a careful examination of the ironwork. 
As the abutments are constantly settling, decreasing the 
head room over the railroad, the bridge should be raised 
to its former elevation at the time the stripping is done. 


Charlesgate Bridge (over Ipswich street, in the Fens). 


This is a deck plate girder bridge with a buckle plate 
floor built in. 1900-01. The roadway is paved with 
asphalt and the sidewalks with artificial stone. The 
bridge should be painted as the portions under the side- 
walks are in very rusty condition. 


Charlestown Bridge (from Boston to Charlestown). 


This bridge was opened to public travel November 27, 
1899, and superseded the old Charles River Bridge, 
which was built in 1785-86. 

The present bridge over the river consists of ten spans 
of the deck plate type, each 85 feet long, and a swing or 
turntable draw 240 feet 6 inches long. 

The bridges over Water street and over the railroad 
tracks each consist of two spans of steel I-beams, with 
brick arches turned between the beams. 

On April 29, 1910, a fire in the power room destroyed 
part of the woodwork of the electric equipment and 
seriously damaged much of the operating ‘machinery of 
the draw. This necessitated the stopping of all water 
travel that could not pass under the draw and it was 
out of commission completely for four days. <A special 
appropriation was made to cover the cost of repairing 
the damage and to place the draw in good working 
order. It was necessary to completely rebuild the 
power room, substituting metal and asbestos for the 
former woodwork, to renew the electric equipment and 
overhaul all the operating machinery. This work has 
been completed, but it has been found necessary to 
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thoroughly clean and paint the draw, for which a con- 
tract has been made and the work is now in progress. 


Chelsea Bridge (over Boston & Maine R. Rey: 


This is an iron bridge, built by the Boston & Maine 
R. R. Co. in 1894, and is over the railroad location. 
The surface of the bridge is maintained by the city, the 
remainder by the railroad company. Repairs have been 
made on the sidewalk planking. The wheel guard is 
too low and narrow; the fences and sidewalk planking 
need repairing and the bridge needs painting; some of 
the track stringers begin to show decay. Otherwise the 
bridge is in good condition. 


Chelsea Bridge North (over North Channel, Mystic River). 


The city maintains the part within its limits. The 
original structure was built in 1802-03. The piles 
under the main bridge were driven in 1880. The upper 
part of the bridge, the draw and draw foundations were 
built in 1895. The draw-way was widened to 60 feet in 
1900, the draw foundation being enlarged, the draw 
lengthened and the draw piers built. The upper part 
of the bridge should be painted; new machinery should 
be provided; several truck wheels need renewing; an 
additional bearing should be provided at the skew end; 
the sidewalk planking should be repaired; the track 
stringers and the fences should be repaired; the old 
fender guards are in poor condition. 


Chelsea Bridge South (over South Channel, Mystic River). 


This is a pile bridge with an iron draw. The original 
bridge was built in 1802-03. The piles of the present 
bridge were driven and the draw was built in 1877. 
That part of the bridge above the girder caps was rebuilt 
at a higher grade and the draw was raised in 1895. 
Where the rebuilding of 1895 joins the old work repairs 
are needed on both sides of the bridge. The draw is 
too light for the present travel; the bridge should be 
rebuilt. 


Chelsea Street Bridge (from East Boston to Chelsea). 


This is a wooden pile bridge with a steel swing draw. 
The original bridge was built in 1834. About 100 feet 
of the Chelsea end was built in 1894—95, and strength- 
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ened in 1906. The remainder of the bridge, including 
the draw, was built in 1908-09. It is in good condition. 


Circwt Drive Bridge (over Scarboro Pond, in Franklin 
Park) 


This is an elliptical masonry arch of 30 feet span and 
6 feet 3 inches rise. It was built in 1893 and is main- 
tained by the Park Department. 


Columbia Road Bridge (over Old Colony Division, New 
York, New Haven & Hartford R. R., and Old Colony 
Avenue). 


This is a deck plate girder bridge of two equal spans, 
one over the tracks of the N. Y., N. H. & H. R. R., 
and the other over Old Colony avenue, and was built 
in 1902. The roadway is paved with Canton brick, 
cement grout joints, and laid on hard pine planking. 
The sidewalks are badly cracked and should be put in 
good condition without further delay. 


Columbia Road Bridge (over Shoreham Street). 


This bridge was built in 1902. It is a two-span steel 
beam structure, with brick and concrete arches turned 
between the beams; the roadway is paved with Canton 
brick laid with cement grout joints. The sidewalks are 
of artificial stone. The bridge is in good condition. 


Columbus Avenue Bridges (over Boston & Albany R. R. 
and Providence Division, New York, New Haven & 
Hartford R. R.). 


The bridge over the Boston & Albany R. R. was 
built in 1876-77 and is maintained by the city. In 
1899 the bridge was shortened 11 feet at its south end 
and a pier built in place of the old south abutment. 
In 1907 new plate girders were built on the center side 
of each roadway and the roadway floor strengthened. 

The bridge over the tracks of the N. Y., N. H. & 
H. R. R. was built in 1899 and is maintained by that 
company. The asphalt pavement needs patching. (See 
page 53.) 


Commercial Point or Tenean Bridge (Dorchester). 


This is a wooden pile bridge with a wooden leaf draw. 
The piles were driven in 1875. The draw and upper 
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part of the bridge were rebuilt in 1901. The deck 
planking should be renewed. Otherwise the bridge is 
in fair condition. 


Commonwealth Avenue Bridge (in the Fens). 


This is an iron bridge and was built in 1881-82. The 
railings should be painted, otherwise the bridge is in 
good condition. It is maintained by the Park Depart- 
ment. 


Congress Street Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with an iron turntable 
draw on a stone foundation, and was built in 1874-75. 
The part of the bridge above the caps was entirely 
rebuilt in 1908 and the machinery of the draw span 
put in good order. In 1909 the draw fender pier was 
replanked and new stringers put in. The bridge is now 
in good condition and can probably be maintained so 
for the next ten years. 


Cottage Farm Bridge (over Boston & Albany R. R., 
Brighton). 


The present bridge was built in 1895-96. With the 
exception of the plate girders on the outside lines of 
the bridge and some special construction under the side- 
walks, the superstructure is composed of 20-inch steel 
beams, filled between with brick arches and Portland 
cement concrete, on which is a wearing surface of Sicilian 
rock asphalt. The bridge should be painted and the 
asphalt roadways repaired; otherwise it is in good con- 
dition. 


Cottage Street Footbridge (over Flats, East Boston). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, built in 1889, for foot 
travel. It was extensively repaired in 1905. The 
bridge is in poor condition, and should be repaired this 
year. <A few piles need strengthening, the sheathing 
needs repairing, some stringers need renewal and the 
fences should be painted. 


Curtis Street Bridge (over Boston & Albany R. R., East 
Boston). 


This is a steel plate girder bridge, built by the railroad 
company in 1906 under the decree of the Superior Court 
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abolishing the grade crossings in East Boston. The sur- 
face of the bridge is maintained by the city and the 
rest of the structure by the railroad company. The 
bridge should be painted and the railing repaired; other- 
wise it is in good condition. 


Dartmouth Street Bridges (over Boston & Albany R. R. 
and Providence Division, New York, New Haven & 
Hartford R. R.). 


The bridge over the Boston & Albany R. R. was 
built in 1878-79 and is maintained by the city. Very 
extensive changes were made in this bridge in 1899 by 
the railroad companies, necessitated by the new location 
of the tracks of the N. Y., N. H. & H. R. R. leading 
to the South Station and the abandoning of the tracks 
connecting this road with the Boston & Albany R. R. 

Some of the hangers and the bottom flanges of the 
floor beams over the main tracks have been reduced 
in section so materially by the corrosive action of the 
fumes from the locomotives that it will be necessary to 
renew them this year and rebuild the floorings of the 
roadways and sidewalks. When this is done the bridge 
will be in fair condition for a few years longer, but the 
question of a new structure at this location should be 
considered without further delay. 


Dorchester Avenue Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with a double retractile 
iron draw, and was rebuilt in 1891-92. Both sections of 
the draw have been redecked, the sidewalks have been 
rebuilt and stiffeners have been placed on the floor 
beams. The fences and upper part of the draw should 
be painted. The track timbers should be repaired; 
the sills and planking on the wharves, waterway and 
piers need renewal; some of the spur shores have begun 
to decay and should be refitted, and the wreckage among 
the piling should be removed. 


Dorchester Avenue Bridge (over Old Colony Division, 
New York, New Haven & Hartford R. R.). 

This is a steel bridge, built in 1900, over the new loca- 
tion of the N. Y., N. H. & H. R. R. The surface of the 
bridge is maintained by the city and the rest of the 
structure by the railroad company. The bridge should 
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be painted and the deck planking should be renewed 
this year, otherwise the bridge is in good condition. 


Dover Street Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


This was originally a wooden pile bridge, built in 
1805, rebuilt in 1858-59, and again in 1876. In 1893-94, 
upon the abolition of the grade crossing of the Old 
Colony R. R., the present iron structure, resting on 
masonry piers, was built. On August 10, 1910, a fire on 
an adjoining wharf at the southwest corner of this bridge 
destroyed part of the sidewalk and necessitated exten- 
sive repairs. A contract has been made for repairing 
the draw machinery, tracks, etc., and the work will 
begin early in the spring. When this work is under way 
the draw span should be painted and a new flooring laid. 
(See page 54.) 


Ellicott Arch Bridge (in Franklin Park). 


This is a semicircular masonry arch of 17 feet 6 inches 
span. It was built in 1889 and is maintained by the 
Park Department. 


Everett Street Bridge (over Boston & Albany R. R., 
Brighton). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1891 by the Boston & 
Albany R. R. Co. The bridge is in good condition. 


Fens Bridge (in the Fens). 


This bridge was built in 1891-93, and it is in good 
condition. 


Ferdinand Street Bridge (over Boston & Albany R. R.). 

This is an iron bridge, built in 1892. Im 1899 this 
bridge was shortened about 3 feet at its southerly end 
and the old south abutment replaced by a brick pier. 
The bridge is now in fair condition except the fences; 
these should be repaired and painted. 


Florence Street Bridge (over Stony Brook). 


This is a wooden stringer bridge of about 15 feet 
span, and is in fair condition. 
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Forest Hills Entrance Bridge (an Franklin Park). 


This bridge was built in 1894-95. It is maintained 
by the Park Department and is in good condition. 


Gainsborough Street Footbridge (over Providence Division, 
New York, New Haven & Hartford R. R.). 


This is an iron footbridge, erected in 1904. The 
bridge is in good condition except the paint; it is recom- 
mended that the bridge be painted this year. 


Gold Street Bridge (over Midland Division, New York, 
New Haven & Hartford R. R.). 


This is an iron bridge with a wooden flooring and was 
built in 1895, replacing a footbridge which was built 
in 1890. The fences should be repaired, and the bridge 
should be painted. The walls need a small amount of 
pointing, otherwise the bridge is in good condition. 


Granite Bridge (from Dorchester to Milton). 


This is a wooden pile bridge with a wooden leaf draw. 
The city maintains the part within its limits. The bridge 
was originally built in 1837. The draw and the adjoin- 
ing bay were repaired in 1907, and in 1909 the rest of 
the bridge was entirely rebuilt. 


Harvard Bridge (from Boston to Cambridge). 


This is an iron bridge with an iron turntable draw, and 
was built in 1887-91. This bridge is in the care of the 
Commissioners for the Boston and Cambridge Bridges, 
and the city pays one-half the cost of maintenance. 
The roadway of the fixed spans was repaired in 1901-02 
and a wooden block paving laid. In 1905 the asphalt 
walks were replaced by 3-inch hard pine and the railings 
were painted. The draw span is now in good condition. 
The draw fender pier and the fender guards should be 
repaired and the whole bridge painted. It is recom- 
mended that this work be done this year. 


Harvard Street Bridge (over Midland Division, New York, 
New Haven & Hartford R. R., Dorchester). 


This is a steel bridge, built in 1904, under an agree- 
ment between the city and the N. Y., N. H. & H.R. R. 
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The deck planking is in poor condition and the steel 
work is very rusty; the bridge should be stripped and 
painted and a new deck laid this spring. 


Huntington Avenue Bridge (over Boston & Albany R. R.). 


The original bridge was built in 1872, and the present 
structure was erected in 1909. A full description of 
this bridge was given in last year’s report. 


Huntington Avenue Bridge (over Muddy River). 


This is a semicircular masonry arch of 15 feet span. It 
was built in 1893 and is maintained by the Park Depart- 
ments of Boston and Brookline. 


Hyde Park Avenue Bridge (over Stony Brook). 


This is a stringer bridge of 19 feet 9 inches clear span, 
measured at right angles, and was built in 1904 and it is in 
good condition. 


Ipswich Street Bridge (over Waterway, in the Fens). 


The bridge was built in 1898, and is in good condition, 
except the railings, which should be painted this year. 


Irvington Street Footbridge (over Providence Division, New 
York, New Haven & Hartford R. R.). 


This is a steel footbridge and was built in 1892. It is 
in fair condition, but will need painting this year. 


L Street Bridge (over Reserved Channel, South Boston). 


This is a wooden pile bridge with an iron retractile 
draw. It was built in 1892. The southerly face of the 
waterway has been rebuilt in part and miscellaneous 
repairs made. A few additional stringers are needed 
in the draw. The northerly face of the waterway 
should be repaired. The track timbers are in poor 
condition and should be renewed in part. The painting 
on the draw needs touching up. The fender guards 
needrepairing. The sidewalks need repairs. ‘The plank- 
ing under the abutment and wing walls on the South 
Boston side is being eaten by the worms and additional 
gravel should be deposited about the planking. 
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Leverett Pond Footbridge (in Leverett Park). 


This is a segmental masonry arch of 24 foot span and 5 
feet 5inches rise. It was built in 1894, and is maintained 
by the Park Department. 


Longwood Avenue Bridge (over Muddy River and Boston 
& Albany R. R.). 


The original wooden structure was built in 1857 and 
rebuilt in 1877. The present masonry arches were 
erected in 1899 by the Park Departments of Boston and 
Brookline, and are maintained jointly by them. 


Malden Bridge (from Charlestown to Everett). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with a retractile steel 
draw, and was rebuilt in 1900-01. The bridge should 
- be painted; the walks should be resurfaced, the paving 
should be repaired, some of the capsills on the 
pier should be renewed, and the bolts under the 
main bridge should be tightened; about 50 feet of fence 
should be built on the wing of the abutment. Other- 
wise the bridge is in good condition. 


Massachusetts Avenue Bridge (over Boston & Albany R. R.). 


The original bridge was built in 1876 and the present 
structure in 1908. It is a deck plate girder bridge with 
steel floor beams, 6-inch hard pine roadway and 4-inch 
sidewalk planking. The roadway is paved with wooden 
blocks and the sidewalk with paving brick. It is in 
good condition. 


Massachusetts Avenue Bridge (over Providence Division, 
New York, New Haven & Hartford R. R.). 


This is an iron bridge built in 1876. The roadways 
carrying street cars were strengthened in 1908, and new 
sidewalks were built last year. The middle roadway 
should be repaired and the whole bridge painted this 
year. 


Mattapan Bridge (from Dorchester to Milton). 


This is a three-arch bridge of Melan construction with 
granite facing. It was built in 1902 by the Metropolitan 
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Park Commission and is maintained by it. The arches 
are semicircular, two spans being 14 feet and one 50 feet; 
the bridge has one 56-foot roadway and two 12- foot 
sidewalks. It is in good condition. 


Maverick Street Bridge (over the Boston & Albany R. k., 
East Boston). 


This is a through steel plate girder bridge, built by the 
railroad company in 1906 under the decree of the Superior 
Court abolishing the grade crossings in East Boston. 
The surface of the bridge is maintained by the city and 
the rest of the structure by the railroad company. The 
fence should be repaired and painted. The asphalt on 
the roadway is in very poor condition and should be 
repaired at once. The main structure is in good con- 
dition. 


Meridian Street Bridge (from East Boston to Chelsea). 


This is a wooden pile bridge with a wooden turntable 
draw on a pile foundation. The original structure was 
built in 1858. It was rebuilt soon afterwards, and was 
widened and rebuilt in 1884, excepting the draw, which 
was built in 1875-76. The chords of the draw were 
rebuilt in 1896. The main part of the bridge was 
strengthened for the use of heavy electrics in 1906, and 
the draw was repaired and strengthened in 1907. The 
bridge is in poor condition and it should be rebuilt this 
year; owing to the poor condition of the draw, the tunnel 
cars ceased crossing it November 3. Plans are being 
made for a new draw and rebuilding the upper part of 
the main bridge. 


Milton Bridge (from Dorchester to Milton). 


The city maintains the part within its limits. The 
original structure is very old. It was widened in 1871- 
72. The older part of this bridge was built of stone, 
and the widening is an iron structure on stone columns. 
The westerly sidewalk was rebuilt on new iron girders 
and floor beams in 1900. Some repairs have been made 
on the flooring. The old planking on the bridge 
should be uncovered and examined, and it will probably 
need renewal. One of the capstones over the first water- 
way is cracked. 
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Neponset Bridge (from Dorchester to Quincy). 


The city maintains the part within its limits. The 
original structure was built in 1802. The steel draw 
and the adjoining upper part of the bridge was rebuilt 
in 1909. With the exception of the draw fender piers, 
the bridge is now in good condition. The piers should 
be rebuilt at once. 


Neptune Road Bridge (over Boston, Revere Beach & Lynn 
1 Aol tte 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1887-88, and is main- 
tained by the Park Department. The fence should be 
repaired, and the bridge should be painted. Otherwise © 
it is in good condition. 


Newton Street Bridge (over Providence Division, New 
York, New Haven & Hartford R. R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1872. This bridge is 
one of the oldest in the city, but can probably be main- 
tained in safe condition for two or three years longer if 
carefully watched and the deck is kept in good condition. 


Norfolk Street Bridge (over Midland Division, New York, 
New Haven & Hartford R. R., near Blue Hill Ave- 
nue Station). 


This is a through lattice girder bridge, and was built by 
the railroad company in 1902. The surface of the bridge 
is maintained by the city and the rest of the structure 
by the railroad company. The roadway planking and a 
few stringers should be renewed this year; the sidewalk 
planking is only in fair condition. Otherwise the bridge 
is in good condition. : 


Norfolk Street Bridge (over Midland Division, New 
York, New Haven & Hartford R. R., near Dorchester 
Station). 


This is a steel bridge, built in 1905, under an agreement 
between the city and the N. Y., N. H. & H. R. R. 
The bridge is very rusty and should be painted and the 
boxing at the trusses should be repaired. The deck 
planking will need renewal in about a year. Otherwise 
the bridge is in good condition. 
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North Beacon Street Bridge (from Brighton to Watertown). 


The city maintains the part within its limits. This 
is a wooden pile bridge with a wooden leaf draw. The 
original structure was built in 1822, and the present one 
in 1884. The bridge is in poor condition, but if it is to 
be kept in service the older part should be redecked 
and some pile work should be done in the early spring. 
It should be rebuilt without a draw. 


North Harvard Street Bridge (from Brighton to Cambridge). 


This bridge was originally built in 1662, and was 
rebuilt, except the piling, in 1879; the draw was built in 
1891. The bridge is in the care of the Commissioners 
for the Boston and Cambridge Bridges; the city pays 
one-half the cost of maintenance. The bridge is in very 
poor condition, and the building of a new bridge should 
be commenced at once. 


Northern Avenue Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


This bridge was opened to travel in 1908. A descrip- 
tion of this bridge was given in the last annual report. 


Oakland Street Bridge (over Midland Division, New 
York, New Haven & Hartford R. R.). 


This is a new steel plate girder bridge, built by the 
railroad company in 1902 under the decree of the Supe- 
rior Court abolishing the grade crossing at this point. 
The surface of the bridge is maintained by the city and 
the rest of the structure by the railroad company. The 
bridge is in good condition but will require new side- 
walk planking next year. 


Perkins Street Footbridge (over Boston & Maine, and 
Boston & Albany Razlroads in Charlestown). 


This bridge was built in 1900 and opened to travel 
February 2, 1901. It has two spans of wooden stringers 
and one span of steel Pratt trusses. The surface is 
maintained by the city, the rest of the structure by 
the railroad companies. ‘The bridge has been repaired 
and painted. The stairs will soon need repairing. 
Otherwise the bridge is in good condition. 
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Porter Street Bridge (over Boston & Albany R. R., East 
Boston). 


This is a steel bridge built in 1906-07 by the railroad 
company under the decree of the Superior Court abol- 
ishing grade crossings in East Boston. The surface 
of the bridge is maintained by the city and the rest of 
the structure by the railroad company. The bridge 
should be painted and the railings repaired, otherwise 
it is in good condition. 


Prescott Street Bridge (over Boston & Albany R. R., 
East Boston). 


This is a steel plate girder bridge, built by the rail- 
road company in 1906-07 under the decree of the Supe- 
rior Court abolishing grade crossings in East Boston. 
The surface of the bridge is maintained by the city and 
the rest of the structure by the railroad company. The 
bridge should be painted, and the railings repaired. 
Otherwise it is in good condition. 


Prison Point Bridge (from Charlestown to Cambridge). 


This bridge includes a steel draw and its landings 
and was built in 1907. ‘The bridge is in the care of the 
Commissioners for the Boston and Cambridge Bridges, 
and the city pays one-half the cost of maintenance. A 
drawtenders’ house should be provided, part of the old 
pier should be rebuilt, and the bridge should be painted. 


Public Garden Footbridge. 


This is an iron bridge and was built in 1867. The 
woodwork should be entirely rebuilt if it is proposed 
to keep the present structure in service. 


Reservoir Road (over Boston & Albany R. R.). 


This bridge was built by the Boston & Albany R. R. 
Company in 1906-07 under a decree of the Superior 
Court abolishing the grade crossing at this point, con- 
firmed June 14, 1905. 

The bridge is about 40 feet wide and consists of seven 
lines of girders 39 feet 6 inches long. The outside girders 
are built beams 38 inches deep at the center and 34 
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inches deep at the ends, the other five beams being 
20-inch rolled beams, weighing 80 pounds per foot. 
The flooring consists of 38-inch yellow pine deck and 
a 2-inch spruce wearing surface, the sidewalk planking 
being 13 inches thick. 

The surface of the bridge is maintained by the city 
and the rest of the structure by the railroad company. 


Saratoga Street Bridge (over Boston & Albany R. R., 
East Boston). 


This is a steel plate girder bridge, built in 1907 by 
the railroad company under the decree of the Superior 
Court abolishing grade crossings in East Boston. The 
surface of the bridge is maintained by the city and 
the rest of the structure by the railroad company. The 
painting on the bridge should be touched up; otherwise 
the bridge is in good condition. 


Scarboro Pond Footbridge (in Franklin Park). 


This is an elliptical masonry arch of 40 foot span and 
8 feet 3 inches rise. It was built in 1893 and is main- 
tained by the Park Department. 


Shawmut Avenue Bridge (over Boston & Albany R. R. 
and Providence Division, New York, New Haven 
& Hartford R. R.). 


The original bridge, built in 1871, was removed and a 
new through plate girder bridge erected in 1904. The 
bridge is in good condition, but should be painted in a 
thorough manner. 


Southampton Street Bridge (over South Bay Sluice). 


This is a wooden bridge, built in 1875 as a temporary 
structure. The bridge has been replanked with 3-inch 
hard pine and a wearing surface of 3-inch spruce; a few 
additional stringers were also put in. It is in very poor 
condition and should: be rebuilt of a shorter length. 


Southampton Street Bridge (over Old Colony - Division, 
New York, New Haven & Hartford R. R.). 


This is a steel plate girder bridge, built in 1901-02. 
The surface is maintained by the city, the rest of the 
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structure by the railroad company. The bridge should 
be painted. Otherwise it is in good condition. 


Spring Street Bridge (from West Roxbury to Dedham). 


This is a stone bridge. The city maintains the part 
within its limits. The piers and arches were pointed in 
1905 and granite copings, surmounted by iron railings, 
built on both sides of the bridge. The part within the 
city’s limits is now in good condition, but the railings 
should be painted. 


Summer Street Bridges (over A, B and C Streets). 


These bridges were built in connection with the aboli- 
tion of the grade crossing on Congress street and were 
opened to travel in 1900. The bridge over A street is a 
steel deck plate girder structure, with a paved roadway 
of granite blocks and asphalt sidewalks. 

The bridge over B street is a through plate girder 
structure, with a paved roadway of granite blocks and 
asphalt sidewalks. 

The bridge over C street is a two-span steel beam 
structure, with brick and concrete arches turned between 
the beams: the roadway is paved with granite blocks 
and the sidewalks with asphalt. | 

These bridges are in good condition, except the paint, 
which should be renewed this year. 


Summer Street Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


This bridge was built in 1899-1900 in connection 
with the abolition of the grade crossing on Congress 
street. It isa four-span deck plate girder bridge, resting 
on masonry piers, with two retractile draws over a 50- 
foot channelway. ‘The roadway of the fixed spans has a 
granite block paving, and the sidewalks have asphalt 
wearing surfaces. ‘The whole structure should be 
painted this year and the draws and draw fender piers 
replanked. (See page 57.) 


Summer Street Bridge (over New York, New Haven & 
Hartford R. R. Freight Tracks). 


This bridge was built in 1900 in connection with the 
abolition of the grade crossing on Congress street, and is 
maintained by the city and the railroad company, the 


> 
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former maintaining the wearing surface and the latter 
maintaining the rest of the structure. It has four spans, 
consisting of three through trusses each, and has a 
granite paved roadway and asphalt sidewalks. The 
whole bridge is now in good condition with the exception 
of the sidewalks. The walks laid on this bridge were 
made of an asphalt composition containing but a small 
percentage of asphalt; they are now in very poor con- 
dition and should be rebuilt or resurfaced this year. 


Sumner Street Bridge (over Boston & Albany R. R., 
East Boston). 


This is a steel plate girder bridge, built by the rail- 
road company in 1908 under the decree of the Superior 
Court abolishing the grade crossings in East Boston. 
The surface of the bridge is maintained by the city 
and the rest of the structure by the railroad company. 
It is in good condition. 


Tollgate Way Footbridge (over Providence Division, New 
York, New Haven & Hartford R. R..). 


(See page 57.) 


Warren Bridge (from Boston to Charlestown). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with a double retrac- 
tile iron draw. ‘The present structure was built in 
1883-84. The faces of the waterway have been 
repaired during the past year. The fender guards 
on the Charlestown side are in poor condition; the 
planking in the draw pit should be extensively repaired; 
the curbing on the draw should be realigned; the 
landing shoes need adjustment; the sidewalk and fenc- 
ing for the entire length of the bridge should be rebuilt 
and the track timbers put in good condition. 


Webster Street Footbridge (over Boston & Albany R. R., 
East Boston). 


This is a steel truss bridge, built by the railroad 
company in 1908 under the decree of the Superior 
Court abolishing the grade crossings in East Boston. 
The surface of the bridge is maintained by tHe city and 
the rest of the structure by the railroad company. It 
is in good condition. 
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West Fourth Street Bridge (over Old Colony Division, New 
York, New Haven & Hartford R. R.). 


In 1893-94 the grade crossing of the Old Colony R. R. 
on this street was abolished, and an iron bridge built, 
extending from the end of Dover Street Bridge, at the 
South Boston side of Fort Point channel, to the easterly 
line of Foundry street. The surface is maintained by 
the city, the rest of the structure by the railroad com- 
pany. The roadway decking, sidewalk planking and 
some of the stringers should be renewed this year, 
and the bridge painted. 


West Rutland Square Footbridge (over Providence Division, 
New York, New Haven & Hartford R. R.). 


This is an iron footbridge, built in 1882. The bridge 
should be painted this year. 


Western Avenue Bridge (from Brighton to Cambridge). 


This bridge is in the care of the Commissioners for 
the Boston and Cambridge Bridges, and the city pays 
one-half the cost of maintenance. The draw and upper 
part of this bridge have been rebuilt. The striking 
plates for the draw should be adjusted; the piers should 
be replanked, and the waterway repaired. (See page 59.) 


Western Avenue Bridge (Brighton to Watertown). 


The city maintains the part within its limits. This 
is a wooden pile bridge with an iron draw, and was 
rebuilt in 1892-98. 

The bridge has been replanked and painted. The 
planking and capsills on the piers and along the water- 
way should be repaired; some of the spur shores should 
be refitted; some of the piles in the fender guard are in 
poor condition. 


Winthrop Bridge (from Breed’s Island to Winthrop). 


This is a pile bridge without a draw. It was origi- 
nally built in 1839; it was rebuilt in 1851; extensively 
repaired in 1870 and has been repaired many times 
since. The bulkhead at the Boston end, some of the 
outside bolsters and the roadway planking are in very 
poor condition. The piles are somewhat eaten by 
worms; the piles in deep water should be examined by a 
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diver, and additional piles may be needed. The water- 
way should be partially filled, and the bridge should be 
rebuilt of a shorter length. If this bridge is to be kept 
in service, extensive repairs should be made at once. 


Wood Island Park Footbridge. 


This is a steel footbridge, built in 1898-99, and con- 
nects Prescott street, East Boston, with Wood Island 
Park, spanning the tracks of the Boston, Revere Beach 
& Lynn R. R. The steel work should be examined in 
the spring, the weaker members strengthened if neces- 
sary and the bridge should be cleaned and painted. 


Bridges wholly Supported by Railroad. 


Broadway Bridge over the Midland Division, N. Y., 
N.H. & H. R. R. hasbeen rebuilt. Morton Street Bridge 
over the Old Colony Division, N. Y., N. H. & H. R. R., 
should be rebuilt. The other highway bridges main- 
tained by the several railroad companies are in good or 
fair condition. 
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SURVEYING DIVISION. 


The work of the Surveying Division during the past 
year has consisted of the making of such surveys and 
plans as have been required by the several city depart- 
ments, and giving lines and grades of public streets 
when requested by abutters intending to build. 

* Twenty-four petitions requesting that catch-basins 
should be constructed were reported upon to the Sewer 
Division. 

* One hundred and sixty plans of streets showing pro- 
posed locations for future catch-basins were furnished 
on request of the Sewer Division. 

* For twelve Dorchester streets, the Sewer Division 
were furnished with locations for catch-basins, made 
necessary by the abolition of grade crossings. 

* Two hundred and eighteen catch-basins were staked 
out on request of the Sewer Division and duplicate 
sketches showing locations of spikes, ties, etc., were 
furnished. 

* Measurements have been obtained on eighty-two 
streets for the Sewer Division, for the purpose of making 
sewer assessments. 

* Two hundred and sixteen plans of proposed under- 
ground pipes, conduits, etc., were examined for the 
Sewer Division, and locations for proposed future catch- 
basins were marked on plans. 

Three hundred and sixty-eight notices of contracts to 
lay artificial stone sidewalks were received, lines and 
grades marked, the work measured when completed 
and reported upon to the Street Department. In one 
hundred and thirty-five cases the Street Department 
was notified that the existing edgestones should be 
reset preparatory to the laying of artificial stone. 

Fifty-three notices of completion of repairs to arti- 
ficial stone sidewalks were received, the work measured 
and reported upon to the Street Department. 

On request of the Street Department the coal tar 
concrete sidewalks on thirty-six streets were inspected, 
and measurement returned of the amount of repair

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work necessary. On notice of completion of repairs to 
coal tar concrete sidewalks, the work was measured and 
reported upon to the Street Department. New coal 
tar concrete sidewalks on four streets were measured 
and reported upon. 

Twenty-eight petitions to make sidewalk openings 
for areas, bulkheads, etc., were received from the Street 
Department and reported upon. 

One hundred and forty requests for edgestone were 
examined and the amount required reported upon to 
the Street Department. 

Sidewalk grades for sixty-seven streets were furnished 
engineers and architects for plans of new buildings. 

Plans of twenty-seven streets were made for sidewalk 

assessments on request of the Street Department. 
Data was also furnished the Street Department for side- 
walk assessment on nine estates. 
- Two thousand and forty-one orders were attended to 
for the Highway Division; these consisted of staking out 
new streets for construction, giving lines and grades for 
repairs and reconstruction of old streets, testing lines 
and grades after completion of work, and measuring the 
amount of work performed and making plans showing 
quantities to be assessed upon the abutting owners. 

Estimates for grade, land and building damages and 
cost of construction were furnished the Street Com- 
missioners on sixty-four streets. 

The lines and grades of twenty-four streets, for which 
the Street Commissioners were petitioned for author- 
ity to open as private ways, were examined and reported 
upon. 

* Fifty-eight miscellaneous reports were made to the 
Sewer Division. 

Twelve miscellaneous reports were made to the Street 
Department.

A plan was made showing the change in the boundary 
line between Boston and Cambridge in the Charles 
river and Miuiller’s river from a point nearly opposite 
Berkeley street to the Somerville line. 

Among the important plans made for the Street 
Commissioners may be mentioned those for the widen- 
ing of streets around the old Museum of Fine Arts, and 
those connected with the change of the grade of Berkeley 
street between Columbus avenue and Boylston street. 

Plans were made for the revision of the grades of 

three streets, in connection with the abolition of grade 
~ crossings on the line of the Old Colony R. R., between 
Harrison square and Neponset. 

Petitions for the registration of land in the Land 
‘Court are referred to the Mayor whenever the City of 
Boston is an interested party. 

These cases are examined by the Law Department 
and the Surveying Division of the Engineering Depart- 
ment for the purpose of protecting the city’s interests. 

During the year ninety-one such cases have been 
investigated.

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MISCELLANEOUS WORK AND CONSTRUCTION. 


ABOLISHMENT OF GRADE CROSSINGS ON THE BosTON, 
REVERE BEACH AND LYNN RAILROAD. 


This matter is still under consideration by the Massa- 
chusetts Railroad Commission. Several hearings and 
conferences have been held during the year and addi- 
tional plans and estimates have been made. 


ALBANY STREET BRIDGE OVER THE Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD FREIGHT TRACKS. 


The present bridge as built in 1886-87 was a wrought- 
iron structure, about 130 feet long by 50 feet wide, with 
two through trusses 30 feet 6 inches apart, and with 
wooden flooring. The lower chords of the trusses were 
boarded over at the floor level and thus subjected to 
locomotive gases. The sidewalks were outside the trusses 
on overhanging brackets. At the beginning of 1910 
the iron above the floor was in good condition and prac- 
tically of its original strength. Below the floor, especially 
over the tracks where locomotives are apt to stand, the 
iron had corroded badly. Several floor beams were 
becoming dangerous; the hangers supporting the floor 
beams were badly weakened, and of the lower truss 
chords half a dozen panels had each lost 40 per cent or 
more of its original strength. The bridge was evidently 
in no condition to carry the heavy modern loads. (See 
report of last year.) 

Several methods of reconstruction were considered; 
first, an entirely new bridge; second, inserting a new 
truss on the center line of the bridge to act with the 
existing trusses; third, reinforcing the lower chords of 
the existing trusses. Finally it was decided not to 
attempt to reinforce.the existing trusses but to narrow 
the bridge and so reduce the amount of load that could 
be imposed at any one time while leaving ample capacity 
for a line of teams in each direction. This was done by 
placing the sidewalks inside the trusses and leaving the 
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roadway 1845 feet between curbs. The entire old floor 
system was discarded. The trusses were raised till the 
roller bearings at the southerly end as well as the lower 
chords were above the bridge floor and shielded from 
further injury from locomotive gases; the new floor 
beams were hung at a greater distance below the chords 
and were protected with heavy asphaltic coatings of 
‘Sarco.’ At the same time the entire bridge was raised 
at the southerly end and rebuilt on a slight slope, making 
a much better gradient for the street in connection with 
the bridge over the main line tracks of the Boston & 
Albany Railroad, and also giving drainage for the bridge 
floor. These changes in grade involved considerable 
masonry work on the bridge seat at each abutment and 
raising of the coping of the pier between the two bridges; 
concrete was used for this new masonry. The changes 
in grade also involved resurfacing the street from the 
bridge over the main line tracks of the Boston & Albany 
Railroad to Curve street. The arrangement of lateral 
bracing is somewhat novel. The system is attached at 
the bottom flange of the floor beams; at the southerly 
bridge seat it is anchored into the concrete; the swinging 
of the floor beams on the hangers allows the necessary 
expansion at the northerly end. 

On September 8, 1910; an itemized contract for the 
work was made with the New England Structural Com- 
pany, the lowest bidder. The cleaning and painting 
of the old iron which was to remain in the reconstructed 
bridge formed a considerable part of the work. The 
paint used was ‘‘Government Waterproof Paint,”’ 
black, made in Watertown, Mass. The use of the sand 
blast was prescribed for metal which had been below 
the bridge floor, and, as a matter of fact, the sand blast 
was largely used on allthe metal. (Compare the account 
on page 51 of cleaning and painting Broadway Bridge.) 
Sand blasting began early in October, 1910, and all 
work was completed January 16, 1911. The work on 
the bridge itself, including the raising, was done without 
constructing supports from the railroad land beneath 
the bridge. A heavy duct belonging to the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company, lying outside the westerly 
truss and containing thirty-six pipes inclosed in concrete, 
had to be raised independently of the bridge, and for 
this purpose the street railway company obtained per- 
mission to place trestles between the tracks of the Boston 
& Albany Railroad.

Nine thousand four hundred and ninety-one dollars 
and fifty-one cents was paid the New England Structural 
Company under their contract. Engineering and inspec- 
tion cost $1,729.16. Other expenses brought the total 
to $11,268.18. Under an agreement already reached 
with the Boston & Albany Railroad Company, half of 
this sum, $5,634.09, was repaid to the city by the rail- 
road company; $45.29 was later spent in resurfacing 
the northerly end of the bridge over the main line tracks 
and charged to this appropriation. Of the original 
appropriation of $10,000 there then remained $4,320.62, 
which was transferred for repairs on Dover Street 
Bridge and West Fourth Street Bridge, respectively. 


ASHMONT STREET AND DORCHESTER AVENUE BRIDGE. 


Work was begun by Jones & Meehan on March 21, 
1910, under their contract dated November 11, 1909, 
and was finished on July 2 at a cost of $5,041.16. 

The work consisted of an extension northerly along 
the line of the railroad for a distance of 57.5 feet of the 
existing bridge which carries Dorchester avenue and 
Ashmont street over the Shawmut branch of the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad. The existing 
retaining wall on the westerly side of the railroad was 
of such a height that the only masonry work required 
here was the removal of the old coping, the cutting 
down of the stone work to the grade of the bridge seat, 
the furnishing of a new coping and changing the curb- 
stone on the approach. 

On the easterly side of the railroad the existing retain- 
ing wall was not of sufficient height for an abutment and 
supported a sloping bank. The face of the wall was 
about 20 inches back of the face of the existing abutment 
and was of less thickness than was required. The earth 
was excavated from the front and rear of the wall, the 
old masonry thoroughly cleaned and concrete masonry 
of the required thickness was laid inclosing the old stone 
work; that portion of the concrete in front of the old 
wall was thoroughly clamped to the latter. The abut- 
ment is 11.5 feet thick at the bottom, which is about 4.5 
feet below the grade of the track; it is 11 feet thick at 
the level of the ground in front and 3.5 feet thick at the 
bridge seat. A return wall was built on the line of 
the street. Granite coping was provided for the top 
of the walls. All of the masonry, except the coping, was 
of Portland cement concrete. 
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The roadway and sidewalks in the rear of the abutment 
was graded and new curbstones and gutters laid. 

The bridge superstructure has a span of 32 feet; it is 
a simple floor of 8-inch by 16-inch hard pine stringers, 
spaced 2 feet apart on centers, and covered for the road- 
way with 3-inch hard pine plank with a 2-inch spruce 
wearing surface. The sidewalk is covered with a single 
thickness of 3-inch hard pine, matched. On the outside 
line of the bridge there is a tight board fence 5 feet in 
height. 


BERKELEY STREET BRIDGE. 


There are two Berkeley Street Bridges; the northerly 
bridge, built and maintained by the city over the tracks 
of the Boston & Albany Railroad, and the southerly 
bridge, built and maintained by the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad over its own tracks. As 
they exist to-day, each is a through plate girder bridge 
with six girders and wooden flooring. They join over 
the pier separating the railroads and are built together 
into one continuous structure 125 feet long and 80 feet 
wide. The northerly bridge, built in 1891 and shortened 
in 1898-99, is of iron; the southerly bridge, built in 1899, 
is of steel and is an exact duplicate of the northerly bridge 
as shortened. | 

The tight plank floor and the scant headroom over the 
railroad tracks are producing the inevitable result on 
the metal below the floor. On the northerly bridge 
especially the outstanding leg of certain angles used as 
seats for the wooden stringers had in some cases entirely 
corroded and broken away, and the floor beam flanges 
were becoming dangerously weak. Meanwhile the 
Boston Elevated Railway Company wished to be 
able to run its heaviest cars along Berkeley street with 
safety. 

On June 22, 1908, after negotiations lasting nearly a 
year, the two steam railroads concerned, the Boston 
Elevated Railway Company and the City of Boston, 
made an agreement. This agreement stated what work 
was to be done; that the city should carry it out as 
regards the northerly bridge and pay $5,500 towards the 
expense; that the New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad Company should carry it out as regards the 
southerly bridge and pay $3,400 towards the expense; 
and that the Boston Elevated Railway Company 
should pay the rest of the expense, no work being done 
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and no bills being paid without its approval. This 
department did the engineering in office and field for 
both bridges, acting for the Street Department. The 
work was done by the Boston Bridge Works under one 
contract dated October 29, 1909, except that ten new 
sidewalk beams were provided under a separate bill 
which the city paid. A license for the work (made neces- 
sary by the trolley traffic) was obtained from the Rail- 
road Commission on September 28, 1909. 

Working on one side of the structure at a time, all the 
flooring was removed from the roadway with all planking 
from the sidewalks; the old floor system under the road- 
way was removed, and new floor beams and bracing struts, 
protected with heavy asphaltic coatings of ‘‘Sarco,’’ were 
placed, the floor beams being stronger than those hereto- 
fore in use. The girders were thoroughly cleaned and 
each side of their webs protected by }-inch steel plates to 
above the level of the floor and they were painted three 
good coats of red lead to the same level. The wooden 
flooring was relaid mostly with new timber and using 
heavier track stringers. The metal above the floor was 
cleaned and painted. The above work was done under 
the contract. In addition, on the northerly bridge the 
ten I-beams supporting the sidewalk had corroded so 
badly that the city discarded them and placed ten new 
9-in¢h I-beams. To meet a slight change desired for 
their tracks, the Boston Elevated Railway Company 
readjusted the parapet stones to a slightly altered grade. 
The metal beneath the floor is now pretty thoroughly 
' protected, and until it deteriorates the bridge will carry 
any loads likely to be imposed upon it, including 50-ton 
trolley cars. 

Work at the bridge began February 15, 1910. Car 
and team travel was excluded from the westerly road- 
way between February 15 and March 30, and from the 
easterly roadway between March 31 and April 27. All 
work was completed April 27, 1910. 

The total amount paid ‘under the contract was 
$13,833.18. For the ten sidewalk I-beams the city paid 
$211. 


BLACKWOOD STREET WALL. 


A concrete retaining wall was built at the end of 
Blackwood street on the property line of the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad, under a contract 
with the Commonwealth Construction Company, dated 
October 18, 1910. 
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The wall is of the same design as others built at the 
ends of the streets abutting on the railroad, but a rein- 
forced concrete fence, 6 inches thick and 6 feet high, was 
built in place of the usual board fence. 

The amount paid the contractor was $1,200. 


Boston COMMON. 


The laying of water pipes for an irrigation system 
under the contract with the Rowe Contracting Company, 
dated December 1, 1909, was completed on March 31, 
1910, at a cost of $2,151.88. This work was described 
in the last annual report. Measurements were made of 
the tar concrete walks repaired during the year. 

The topographical survey which was in progress a 
year ago has been completed. All structures are shown 
on the plans and the location of each tree is indicated 
with a reference to an appended table giving the 
varieties. 


Boston CONSUMPTIVES’ HOSPITAL. 


Considerable work of a miscellaneous nature has been 
done for this department during the year, such as giving 
lines and grades for various pipe trenches and for the 
extension of the service road. The 12-inch water main 
was extended a distance of 94 feet. 


BROADWAY BRIDGE OVER Boston & ALBANY RAILROAD. 


Under a contract with George T. Rendle, dated 
September 1, 1910, this bridge has been cleaned and 
painted in the most thorough manner, the wooden 
flooring renewed and new hangers for the floor beams 
provided where necessary. This is the first bridge 
where the city has called for cleaning by the sand blast 
process before painting. The work has been satis- 
factory, but where heavy rust scales had formed, 
especially on the portions of the steel work below the 
floor, it was found necessary to use hammers and chisels 
to remove the thick scales before the sand blast would 
give satisfactory results. The combination of the two 
methods gave results which are much better than those 
obtained from the use of chisels, hammers and wire 
brushes alone. After the metal surfaces had been 
cleaned three coats of paint were applied, the first 
of red lead and the two others of the brand of paint 
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known as ‘‘Ferox’’; under the floor both coats were 
of black and above the floor the final coat was of green 
color. 

Such of the old hard pine floor stringers as were in 
poor condition were replaced by new timber, and new 
planking was put in for the entire surface of the bridge, 
the underplanking of the roadway being hard pine 
and the sheathing of spruce. The sidewalk planking 
was 2-inch hard pine. While the floor beams were 
slightly reduced in section it was not deemed necessary 
to strengthen them; a number of the hangers sup- 
porting these beams, however, were found to be in 
such condition that two additional hangers were put 
on at each chord pin at thirteen panel points, and at 
seven panel points the old hangers were replaced by 
new ones. 

The Boston Elevated Railway Company at the time 
other work was in progress put new hard pine stringers 
under its rails, built new supports for its stringers 
and relaid its tracks with 7-inch girder rails. In the 
reconstruction of the floor the lower chord bars of 
the trusses, which had formerly been boxed in under 
the floor and directly exposed to the locomotive fumes, 
were kept above the floor, where they can be readily 
examined at all times. The work was completed on 
January 10, 1911, but final payment has not as yet 
been made. 


CAMBRIDGE—RIVER STREET BRIDGE OVER CHARLES 
RIvER. 


Plans and specifications were made by this depart- 
ment for the Commissioners of the Boston and Cam- 
bridge Bridges for a general rebuilding of the upper 
part of this bridge, including the draw. Bids were 
received by the commissioners June 13, 1910, and a 
contract was made June 29 with A. A. Hersey, the 
lowest bidder, for doing the work, which was begun 
July 18, when the°bridge was closed to car and team 
travel, foot travel being maintained. The bridge was 
reopened to all travel September 15 and the work was 
completed September 24 at a cost for contract work 
of $6,094.68, each city paying one-half the cost. In 
addition to this the Boston Elevated Railway Com- 
pany paid $1,241.61 for strengthening the part under 
their tracks. The steel header beams and locks were 
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furnished by H. P. Converse Company from drawings 
made by this department. 

The piles along the channel-way were recapped and 
some repairs were made on other caps; fifteen of the 
twenty-four drawarms, all stringers on the Boston 
side, except some of those under the sidewalk, about 
half those on the Cambridge side, the gudgeons and 
their boxes and the entire roadway and sideway plank- 
ing and some of the fencing are new. Repairs were 
made on the abutment and other work of minor 
importance made. The old machinery is still in use. 


CoLuMBUS AVENUE BRIDGES OVER Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD. 


The sidewalk floor beams of Columbus Avenue Bridge 
over the main tracks of the Boston & Albany Railroad 
were found to be so badly reduced in section from the 
corrosive action of the locomotive fumes that it was 
necessary to put in five new beams under the westerly 
sidewalk and six under the easterly sidewalk. 

The lateral angles and sway braces attached to these 
beams were also renewed. This work was done under 
a contract with the Boston Bridge Works at a cost of 
$1,071. The sidewalk stringers and planking were 
renewed at the time this work was being done. 


DEER ISLAND SHORE PROTECTION. 


The construction of the concrete sea wall under the 
contract with J. H. Ferguson, dated September 22, 1909, 
was completed on July 9, 1910, at a cost of $21,300.22. 
This included the cost. of repairing a portion of the wall 
built in 1909, which was damaged by the storm of 
December 26, 1909. 

The wall extends along the northerly shore of the 
island from near the westerly end of the North Head 
sea wall, a distance of 1,334 feet toward Shirley Gut 
connecting with an old wooden bulkhead. Jetties 
extend (perpendicularly to the face of the main wall) 
to the line of mean high water; they are spaced 100 
feet apart. The face of the main wall was located on 
the line of grade 13 above city base. The total length 
of jetties built was 352 feet. 

The main wall is 5 feet 6 inches wide on the bottom, 
the bottom being at grade 8. The width on top is 3 
feet 6 inches, including a projection of 6 inches beyond 
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the face of the wall which tends to deflect the waves 
striking the front of the wall. The main wall is 12 feet 
high, the top being at grade 20. 

The jetties are 3 feet wide on the bottom, 2 feet wide 
on top and 6 feet high. They were built with their 
tops 2 feet above the surface of the ground. 

The wall was built in sections of from 30 to 50 feet in 
length, each section being built complete in one work- 
ing period, so that there are no horizontal joints. The 
jetties were built at the same time as the adjoining 
sections of the main wall so as to form a part of it. 

The concrete was composed of one part of Portland 
cement, two parts sand and four parts of screened gravel 
or broken stone; the top of the masonry was finished 
with a wearing surface of one to one mortar; the exposed 
faces of the masonry were coated with three coats ot 
neat cement wash. 


DovER STREET BRIDGE OVER Fort PoINT CHANNEL. 


The steel-work of the fixed spans of Dover Street 
Bridge has been thoroughly cleaned and painted three 
coats, one of red lead and two of ‘‘Copper Ore”’ paint. 

This work was done under a contract with Bernard R. 
Coullahan, dated October 25, 1910, at a cost of $1,400. 

The asphalt sidewalk on the southerly side of the 
bridge has been resurfaced under a contract with Simp- 
son Brothers Corporation, dated September 15, 1910, 
at a cost of $684.12. 


*HASTERN AVENUE WHARF. 


Plans and specifications for rebuilding the wharf 
were made at the request of the Commissioner of the 
Penal Institutions Department, who, on August 17, 
awarded the contract for the work to Rendle & Stoddard, 
the lowest bidder. 

About 40 feet of the inshore end of the wharf was 
omitted from the contract and the area filled solid, a 
concrete sea wall being built to support the filling. 
This work was done by the Penal Institutions Depart- 
ment. 

Rendle & Stoddard began work on the wharf Sep- 
tember 6, 1910, and finished December 3 at a cost of 
$10,625.03. The wharf is built of oak piles with a hard

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pine floor and has a Winter drop; the crane was replaced 
on the wharf; an 80-foot extension to the wharf was 
built for the use of the Pauper Institutions Department 
and two piers were built for the slip. The fences and 
gates were built by Henry S. Clark. 


FIREBOAT STATION AT THE NortTH END PAvING WHARF. 


Plans and specifications were prepared for dredging 
the dock, for building an extension of the present wharf 
to the harbor line and for building a new wharf to 
serve as a foundation for a building for the Fire 
Department. ‘These improvements are for the purpose 
of providing a dock for a fireboat and quarters for the 
fire company. 

On December 31, 1909, a contract was made with W. 
H. Ellis for dredging the dock and building the wharves. 
The dredging was completed on January 30, 1910. 


FIREBOAT TEMPORARY SLIP. 


A temporary slip for Fireboat 48 was built on property 
of the Boston & Maine R.R., adjoining the fireboat 
wharf near the end of Lewis street, East Boston. The 
contract for doing the work was awarded to W. H. Ellis, 
November 23, and the work was completed December 
14, 1910. The work was done under supervision of 
this department for the Fire Commissioner. 


FirE ENGINE STATION AT WaLK HILL AND WENHAM 
STREETS. 


In order to care for the surface drainage from the 
adjoining property a drain was laid from the rear of the 
building to the sewer in Walk Hill street, a catch-basin 
was built and a gutter paved across the lot at the rear 
end of the building; the gutter is a temporary provision 
to serve until a decision is reached as to the method of 
treating the land in the slope at the rear of the lot. The 
work was completed on November 17, 1910. 


GALLOP’s ISLAND WHARF. 


At the request of the Board of Health, an examination 
was made of the damage done to the wharf by a storm, 
and specifications were written for repairing it. A con- 
tract was made February 21, 1910, with W. H. Ellis, the 
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lowest bidder, for doing the work, which was completed 
March 10 at a cost of $486. The principal damage 
was near the inshore end of the wharf; the work done 
was to furnish some stringers and planking, clapboards, 
baseboard, new doors, sheathing, rebuild the fencing, 
steps, boxing around pipe, post under building, repair 
the concrete abutment, and build a concrete parapet 
and grout behind it. 


NEPONSET BRIDGE OVER NEPONSET RIVER. 


A contract was made December 13, 1910, with Lawler 
Brothers for repairing the Boston end of Neponset 
Bridge. Under this contract a new deck of 6-inch hard 
pine was laid, new sidewalk, wheel guard and fences 
built and such of the stringers as were found to be in 
poor condition were replaced by new timber. The Old 
Colony Street Railway Company at the same time 
thoroughly repaired the portion of the flooring which 
it is required to maintain. 

The work was completed on January 24, 1911, and 
the total cost of the work, including inspection, was 
$1,641. 

The corner of the fender guard which protects the 
waterpipe box at the up-stream end of the waterway 
was rebuilt by the Water Department in July, 1910. 


PuBLic GARDEN SURVEY. 


A topographical survey of the Public Garden has been 
completed; this included the locating of all structures 
and trees, the latter showing references to an appended 
table which gives the variety of each tree. 


PuBLIc GROUNDS WALKS. 


The work under the contract with the Warren Brothers 
Company, dated September 29, 1909, for laying artificial 
stone walks on Independence square, South Boston, 
was completed on June 8, 1910. 

There were laid 2,145.2 square yards of new artificial 
stone walks and 94 square yards of old tar concrete 
walks were repaired. The whole cost was $3,145.49. 

On July 29, 1910, a contract was made with the 
Simpson Brothers Corporation for repairing the tar 
concrete walks on Telegraph Hill, South Boston; the 
work was completed on October 1, 1910, at a cost of 
$407.15. 
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SUMMER STREET BRIDGE. 


The floor of the draw pit of the Summer Street Bridge 
was relaid under a contract with George T. Rendle, 
dated October 31, 1910. The 4-inch spruce planking, 
laid when the bridge was built in 1899, had become so 
badly decayed that it was not safe for further use; it was 
therefore removed and 4-inch hard pine planking laid; 
the entire area was not covered, however, only such 
portions being laid as were believed necessary to afford 
convenient walks to reach the various tracks and other 
parts requiring inspection. Suitable railings were pro- 
vided on these walks to render them safe for use. 

The amount expended for this work was $1,811.16. 


TOLLGATE WAy FOOTBRIDGE OVER PROVIDENCE DIVI- 
sion, New York, New HAven & HARTFORD 
RAILROAD. 


This bridge is a new structure occupying nearly the 
entire length of Tollgate way. Tollgate way was laid 
out on January 31, 1910, by the Street Commissioners; 
it is 10 feet wide and extends from Hyde Park avenue 
to Washington street, West Roxbury, a distance of about 
375 feet. It passes over a strip of land abutting on 
Hyde Park avenue, 10 feet wide and about 117 feet 
long, which was taken for the purpose; then over the 
tracks of the Providence Division, New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad, and then over the yard of 
the Washington Street Primary School. One of its 
chief functions is to provide the only direct route by 
which many of the pupils of the Washington Street and 
the Francis Parkman Schools can reach home without 
trespassing on the railroad tracks. Forest Hills, the 
nearest crossing, 1s a quarter of a mile away. A sub- 
way was considered instead of the bridge, but was not 
adopted. 

The main span over the tracks of the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Railroad is carried by two steel 
riveted through trusses, 93 feet long, placed 8 feet 
apart. The floor beams are 8-inch steel I-beams, the 
stringers and plank are yellow pine. There is a pipe 
railing carrying heavy wire fencing of the ‘‘Wheelock”’ 
type. One end of this span rests on a riveted steel 
tower 95 feet by 8 feet center to center of columns; the 
other (expansion) end rests on a single trestle-bent, con- 
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sisting of two riveted steel columns braced together, 
these columns bending slightly as the span expands and 
contracts. The tower and the trestle-bent rest on and 
are anchored to concrete foundations. 

As designed and contracted for, the bridge provided 
18° feet headroom over the tracks, but just before erec- 
tion, by arrangement with the railroad company, it was 
decided to increase this headroom to 20 feet, and the 
bridge was erected at the latter elevation. This was 
accomplished by providing at each end of the main span 
a footing of second-hand steel girders incased in con- 
crete; these footings were inserted between the columns 
and their concrete foundations. 

The two approaches to the bridge are timber struc- 
tures, 8 feet wide between hand rails. The posts are 
8-inch by 8-inch yellow pine, the bases set 4 feet into 
the ground and inclosed in concrete. The approach 
from Washington street is about 166 feet long, three 
flights of stairs alternating with two inclined stretches 
of footwalks; the highest point is about 33 feet 
above the school yard, and practically all the area 
beneath the structure remains available for playground. 

The approach from Hyde Park avenue is about 102 
feet long, an inclined footwalk ending in a flight of 
steps next the main span; the highest point is about 
21 feet above the ground. Between the timber struc- 
ture and Hyde Park avenue is a gravel footwalk 12 
feet long. 

A contract for the superstructure was made January 
26, 1910, with the Boston Bridge Works, Incorporated 
(the lowest bidder), at $5,865. The additional height 
given the bridge and other extra work raised the total 
sum paid under this contract to $6,786.26. On March 
11, 1910, a second contract was let to the same company 
for the foundations at $700. Work was begun in the 
field in the end of April. On Sunday, August 28, 1910, 
by the use of a derrick car the two trusses crossing the 
railroad tracks were lifted into place without interrupt- 
ing the trains. All steel was painted with one coat 
of red lead and two coats of ‘‘Government Water- 
proof Paint,” black, made in Watertown, Mass. Work 
was completed September 30, 1910. W. H. Ellis was. 
subcontractor for the timber and concrete work. 

On October 3, 1910, a contract was made with W. H. 
Ellis for the wire fencing, price $175. ‘This work was 
completed October 10, 1910. 
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Damages to the amount of $920.95 were paid William 
Camfill for the land abutting on Hyde Park avenue. 
Advertising, printing, engineering and inspection, and 
payments to the New York, New Haven & Hartford 
Railroad Company for flagmen, bridge guards, etc., 
brought the total cost of the work up to $9,952.53. 
The appropriation was $10,000. The work was done 
for the Street Department under the direction of the 
Engineering Department. 


WARREN BRIDGE FROM BOSTON TO CHARLESTOWN. 


A contract was made August 10, 1910, with W. S. 
Rendle for repairing the faces of the waterway and 
draw piers on Warren Bridge. The vertical plank fac- 
ing of the upstream draw pier was removed and five 
lines of new hard pine wale timbers put on; such of 
the old wales as were found in poor condition were 
replaced with new timber, so that now there are eight 
lines of wale timbers below the girder caps. 

A new hard pine cap sill was put on for the entire 
face of the pier and the center stringers were renewed 
where found in poor condition. The vertical plank 
facing on the downstream draw pier was replaced where 
in poor condition with new 5-inch hard pine and some 
new wale timbers put on. 

Other repairs were made to the fender ee and 
waterways. The total cost of the work was $3,146.96. 


WESTERN AVENUE BRIDGE TO CAMBRIDGE. 


A contract was made December 7, 1909, between the 
Commissioners of the Boston and Cambridge Bridges 
and W. H. Ellis, the lowest bidder, for a general rebuild- 
ing of the upper part of the bridge, including the draw. 
The work was begun December 14, 1909, when the 
bridge was closed to car and team travel. Foot passage- 
way was provided at all times. Car and team travel 
was resumed February 19, 1910, and the work was 
completed March 10 at a cost for contract work of 
$6,702.30, half. of which was paid by Cambridge and 
half by Boston. The Boston Elevated Railway Com- 
pany paid an additional amount of $1,088.69 for strength- 
ening the bridge under their tracks. The steel headers 
for the draw were furnished by H. P. Converse Com- 
pany from drawings made by this department. 
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STREETS. 


Preliminary surveys and plans were made, working 
plans and specifications prepared and forwarded to the 
Street Department for the construction of thirty-two 
assessment streets, for repaving twenty-one streets, and 
for constructing artificial stone sidewalks in thirty-nine 
streets; surveys have been made, levels taken and pre- 
liminary plans prepared for fourteen assessment streets 
and for repaving eight streets; the necessary surveys 
were made and grades for street railway tracks deter- 
mined in nineteen streets. 

Preliminary estimates have been made of the cost of 
repaving sixty-six streets and for constructing forty- 
three streets. 

Record plans are now being made of the work done 
during the year. The street book, giving the lengths 
and areas of pavements in accepted streets and public 
alleys, has been corrected to February 1, 1910, and is 
now being brought up to February 1, 1911. 


WATERWORKS. 


The demands upon the Engineering Department in 
connection with the extension and maintenance of the 
waterworks system are yearly increasing, owing in 
part to the fact that contract labor is fast supplanting 
day labor. During the past year the laying and relay- 
ing of mains was done largely by contract, under the 
supervision of the engineering force, the city supplying 
all required materials. The results of this policy have 
proven satisfactory, both from the standpoints of econ- 
omy and workmanship. The following is a summary 
of the more important work done during the year: 

1. A 30-inch and 24-inch main was laid in Chelsea 
street, East Boston, from Addison street to Brooks 
street, the 30-inch main reducing to 24-inch at Prescott 
street; this line forms a second connection between 
the metropolitan supply mains in Chelsea and the 
distribution system in East Boston, notably improving 
and safeguarding the fire and domestic supply of the 
island. 

2. <A 16-inch high service main was laid in Dudley 
street, from Warren street to Mt. Pleasant avenue, to 
improve the distribution system. 

3. A 16-inch low service main was laid in Granite 
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street and West Second street, from Mt. Washington 
avenue to Dorchester avenue; when this work was com- 
pleted the 20-inch main crossing at Binford street, 
under fifty-seven tracks in the freight yard of the 
New York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad, which 
had long been difficult to maintain owing to frequent 
leaks, was abandoned. 

4. A mile of 12-inch pipe was laid in Shirley street, 
Winthrop, northerly from Shirley gut, to replace the 
8-inch supply main to Deer Island, laid in 1870; the 
result of this work was an increased pressure at the 
island, which is now much better maintained than 
formerly. 

5. The Deer Island reservoir, put in service during 
the past year, will safeguard the water supply on the 
island in the event of failure of the long feed main 
which passes through Winthrop under Shirley gut; 
it will afford as well a much needed improvement in 
fire protection. The reservoir was built by prison 
labor, under the supervision of the Engineering Depart- 
ment. It is located on the top of a hill and is con- 
structed almost entirely in excavation; it is rectangular 
in shape, 43 feet wide and 138 feet long at the bottom, 
with side slopes of 2 to 1 on the inside and 24 to 1 on the 
outside; its top is at grade 114, high water mark at grade 
109; the bottom and entire sides were lined with 6 
inches of concrete and, in addition, stone paving laid 
upon 3 feet of ballast was placed from a berm formed at 
grade 103 to the top; a suitable gate chamber was con- 
structed of concrete; a 16-inch pipe at grade 110 was 
provided as an overflow in the event of failure of the 
regulating apparatus in the gate chamber; the capacity 
of the reservoir is 2,500,000 gallons. 

6. The Deacon meter system was operated for two 
months during the summer season with a small force; 
a total expenditure of $540 resulted in the detection of 
500,000 gallons of water going to waste. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


A report was made on a proposed tunnel under 
Sullivan and Cook streets, Charlestown, between Main 
and Medford streets. 

Levels have been taken on the masonry of the bridge 
over the Boston & Albany R. R. on Charlesgate 
West showing the progress of the settlement of the 
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foundations; this settlement still continues but is 
growing less rapid. 

A report was made on the cost of public convenience 
stations in various localities. 

Plans and estimates have been made for a passage- 
way under the N. Y., N. H. & H. R. R. opposite Bay 
street, at Savin Hill. 

Examinations and a report have been made concern- 
ing the.monument on Telegraph Hill, South Boston. 

An estimate was made of the cost of filling the pro- 
posed playground at Orient Heights.

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WILLIAM JACKSON. 


William Jackson, for twenty-five years City Engineer 
of Boston, died at his home in Brighton, June 30, 1910. 

It is a remarkable tribute to Mr. Jackson himself and 
to the engineering profession, of which he was a leading 
and respected member, that from his appointment as 
city engineer, at the age of thirty-seven, until the day 
of his death he conducted the affairs of an exacting 
municipal office, charged with the expenditure of millions 
of dollars of public funds, so honestly and so efficiently 
that he stood above politics, surviving all municipal 
political changes. He was universally regarded as an 
official whose services were invaluable to the city. 

William Jackson was born in Brighton, March 13, 
1848, the son of Samuel and Mary Wright (Field) 
Jackson. He received hisearly education in the Brighton 
public schools, and lived there the whole of his lifetime. 
His training for his life-work as a civil engineer was 
obtained at the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology, where he took the full course with the Class of ’68 
until May 4, 1868, when he left, without receiving a 
degree, in order to take a position in the City Engineer’s 
office, Boston, on the staff engaged upon the construc- 
tion of the Chestnut Hill Reservoir of the Boston water- 
works. At that time no Institute degrees had been 
conferred— their value was not appreciated; and, no 
doubt, to the youth of twenty an engineering position, 
with assured remuneration, seemed more attractive 
than a piece of sheepskin of unproven worth. In after 
years it was one of Mr. Jackson’s regrets that he had 
not remained for his degree, and throughout his life 
his interest in Technology and all that pertained to 
her welfare was most keen. 

From 1870 Mr. Jackson was engineer for the town of 
Brighton, and in private practice until Brighton was 
annexed to Boston in 1873, when he again entered the 
Boston City Engineer’s office, where for three years he 
was engaged upon miscellaneous work, including sur- 
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veys for the introduction of water into Brighton and 
West Roxbury. From 1876 to 1885 he was assistant 
engineer on the Boston main drainage works, a notable 
and difficult engineering undertaking. In April, 1885, 
upon the sudden death of City Engineer Henry M. 
Wightman, Mr. Jackson was appointed City Engineer, 
which position he held continuously until his death. 
In addition to his duties as City Engineer, Mr. Jackson, 
at different times, did other important engineering work. 
He was chief engineer for the Harvard Bridge Commis- 
sioners, 1887-91; chief engineer of Charlestown Bridge, 
1896-1900; and chief engineer, Cambridge Bridge Com- 
mission, 1898 until his death. In the fall of 1898, in 
company with Mr. Edmund M. Wheelwright (M. I. T., 
’75), consulting architect to the Cambridge Bridge Com- 
mission, he visited Europe to study notable bridges there 
preparatory to making designs for a monumental struc- 
ture for Cambridge Bridge. 

He was a member of the Rapid Transit Commission 
of Boston in 1891-92, and a member of the Boston 
Statistics Commission from 1898 until he died. From 
1902 to 1904 he was a member of the special commission 
on the abolition of grade crossings in Attleboro, Mass., 
and at his death had been for three years a member 
of similar commissions on the abolition of grade cross- 
ings in Foxboro, Westwood, Canton, Sharon and Mans- 
field, Mass. He served as consulting engineer to the 
Cambridge Water Board upon the construction of the 
Hobbs brook conduit, 1904; consulting engineer to 
the Shore Road Commission, Brooklyn, N. Y., 1896-97; 
and consulting engineer to the Massachusetts Harbor 
and Land Commission on the Commonwealth Dock, 
South Boston, in 1899. He was also a member of the 
Approving Board appointed under legislative act in 
1907 to pass upon plans for the development and exten- 
sion of the drainage systems of Boston. On several 
occasions, when a vacancy occurred at the head of 
another city department, Mr. Jackson was designated 
to temporarily fill the position until a permanent head 
could be selected. 

The breadth of Mr. Jackson’s interest in general 
affairs, as well as in matters pertaining to his profession, 
is shown by the following list of organizations of which 
he was a member at the time of his death: Union, Art 
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and Technology Clubs of Boston; Boston City Club, 
the Masonic Fraternity, Boston Chamber of Commerce, 
Technology Alumni Association, Society of Arts, Ameri- 
can Association for Advancement of Science, National 
Geographical Society, Bibliophile Society, National 
Municipal League, American Civic Alliance, American 
Civic Association, New England Historical and Genea- 
logical Society, Bostonian Society, Society of Colonial 
Wars. Of professional societies he had been a member 
of the Boston Society of Civil Engineers since 1874; a 
member of the American Society of Civil Engineers 
since 1884, and a director of that society in 1902-03-04; 
and a member of the New England Water Works 
Association since 1890. 

Mr. Jackson married, on April 27, 1886, Miss Mary 
Stuart MacCorry, of Boston. Mrs. Jackson died March 
27, 1905. He is survived by a son, William Stuart 
Jackson. 

William Jackson was a man of high ideals and notable 
ability, modest and unassuming, eminently fair in his 
dealings with others, and faithful to every trust imposed 
upon him. Of a retiring disposition, his circle of intimate 
friends was comparatively small, but to those privileged 
to come into close association with him he was a true 
friend and a lovable man. He won the regard and 
hearty support of his subordinates and inspired the 
confidence and respect of all who knew him. He was 
the last man to have willingly permitted words of 
eulogy to be spoken, and to the many who knew him no 
eulogy is needed to set forth his life in true perspective.

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APPENDIX E. 


(REVISED ORDINANCES, 1898, CHAPTER 16.) ENaI- 
NEERING DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. The engineering department shall be 
under the charge of the city engineer, who shall be 
consulted on all matters relating to public improvements 
of every kind in respect to which the advice of a civil 
engineer or architect would be of service; shall, unless 
otherwise specifically provided, take charge of the con- 
struction of all public works of the city which properly 
come under the direction of a civil engineer; shall make 
such surveys, plans, estimates, statements and descrip- 
tions, and take such levels and prepare such specifica- 
tions and contracts as the mayor, the board of aldermen, 
the common council, any committee of the city council 
or of either branch thereof, the board of street commis- 
sioners, or any officer in charge of a department, may 
need in the discharge of its duties; shall, upon being 
notified by the superintendent of streets, supervise all 
repairs on the bridges of the city used as highways which 
affect the safety of the structures, and shall, when 
required by the mayor or any officer in charge of a 
department, measure the work done by contract for the 
city, and certify to the results of such measurement. 
Said engineer shall have the custody of all surveys and 
plans relating to the laying out, locating anew, altering, 
widening and grading of streets; and his office shall be 
deemed to be the office of the surveyor of highways. 

Sect. 2. Said engineer shall, in his annual report, 
include a report upon the safety and completeness of 
all ponds, basins and reservoirs under the charge of the 
water department and of all bridges within the city 
limits used as highways.

MERIDIAN LINE. 


In 1870 an act was passed by the Massachusetts Legislature requiring 
each land surveyor in the state at least once in every year to adjust and 
verify his compass by the meridian line established in the county wherein 
his surveys were to be made. 

A meridian was marked by stone monuments and a book of record kept 
by a custodian designated by the County Commissioners. 

The law compelling surveyors to test their compasses annually was 
modified in 1875, so that surveyors who did not use the compass in turn- 
ing angles were relieved from the penalty attaching to the violation of the 
original act. 

The meridian posts for the County of Suffolk were placed on the south- 
erly portion of the ‘Parade Ground” on Boston Common. They are 
granite posts, three in number, placed 200 feet apart, are 18 inches square 
at the base, 1 foot square at the top, and 8 feet long, being firmly set in a 
bed a concrete with their tops originally just below the surface of the 
ground. , 

A stone curb was placed even with the surface of the ground over the 
top of each post, with a metallic composition cover. 

The surface of that part of the Common where the posts are set was 
raised several feet in 1897, the posts being protected by building a brick 
manhole around each stone, the posts being accessible by the removal of 
the manhole cover. 

As the cover and cap of the manholes are made of iron it is now necessary 
to set up the compass in the production of the line marked by the monu- 
ment to avoid local attraction. The point selected has been 290 feet north 
of the northerly stone.

OF THE 


FIRE DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR 1910-11. 


Boston, April 25, 1911. 


Hon. JouHn F. FITzGERALp, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir,—I have the honor to submit herewith the 
report of this department for the year February 1, 
1910, to February 1, 1911. 

During this period there have been three heads 
of this department: February 1 to May 27, 1910, 
Commissioner Samuel D. Parker; from May 27 to 
September 16, 1910, Temporary Commissioner Francis 
M. Carroll; from September 16, 1910, to February 
1, 1911, Commissioner Charles D. Daly. 

The loss has been. heavy, exceeding $3,000,000. 
This may be partly due to the growth of the city and 
the increase in valuation. You will notice that the 
number of alarms has increased from 3,784 to 4,063. 


FIRE—FIGHTING FORCE. 


I beg to call attention to the necessity of increasing 
the fire-fighting force of the city. It is no uncommon 
sight to see the most important pieces of apparatus 
in the city attending fires badly undermanned. With 
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due respect to the necessity of not increasing expenses, 
and with a reasonable amount of consideration for the 
burdens of the taxpayer, I strongly recommend that 
this department be increased by not less than fifty perma- 
nent men. 

The apparatus and equipment of this department 
are, in the main, in excellent shape. The department 
is confronted by the necessity of a gradual change from 
horse-drawn to motor-driven apparatus. No more 
chiefs’ buggies or horse-drawn chemical engines should 
be purchased. It has been definitely established that 
motor apparatus of these types can perform fire work 
with far greater efficiency than horse-drawn vehicles. 
This department will proceed along this line as fast as 
its funds permit. 

The houses of the department are a matter of material 
concern. Many of them are in an old and dilapidated 
condition and are inadequate for men, horses and appara- 
tus. Some are decidedly unsanitary. The department 
proposes to prepare plans and estimates for recon- 
structing some of the houses. These estimates will be 
forwarded and funds requested as fast as may seem 
justifiable. 

FIRE—ALARM BRANCH. 


Since taking office I have retired four of the aged 
employees at the head of the fire-alarm service, and 
have reorganized this branch on the basis of younger 
men. The results have been most gratifying. The 
important work of transmitting alarms promptly is 
carried out with the highest efficiency. The fire-alarm 
office is being rewired and its. delicate machines given a 
long needed overhauling. In the meantime the work 
of extending the underground system and keeping up 
the repairs on the outside circuits is being maintained. 


REPAIR SHOP. 


The department experienced a heavy misfortune in 
the lumber yard fire of August 9, 1910. At this fire 
the repair shop was destroyed and the repair division 
of the department seriously crippled temporarily. The 
necessity of efficient maintenance of the varied equip- 
ment of the department is apparent to any thinking 
person. The loss of the tools, supplies and building 
connected with the service prostrated this division. 
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Under the able direction of the superintendent of repairs 
a temporary shop has been established at 252-256 
Dover street. In these quarters the maintenance of 
the department has been carried on efficiently, and I 
do not feel that there has been any setback in the high 
character of the apparatus and equipment. 

The rebuilding of the repair shop has been pushed. 
A fireproof building with an extra story and an enlarged 
boiler room will be built upon the site of the old 
structure. The work is progressing rapidly and will be 
completed this summer. 


VETERINARY HOSPITAL. 


Within the last year the pensioning of Dr. G. W. 
Stimpson necessitated the appointment of a new veteri- ° 
nary surgeon. The work of this division is being well 
maintained. Excellent horses, in proper numbers, are 
being purchased at a fair figure. 


FIRE PREVENTION. 


The fire risk in the City of Boston is one of the heaviest 
in the world. The steps necessary to meet the situation 
are plain. The underlying necessity is, first, an 
improvement in the building laws. The Department 
has co-operated with the commission appointed by the 
Mayor. Tinder box conditions have been investigated 
and a law is now before the Legislature which, if passed, 
will insure some progress toward better building methods. 
A law requiring all garages to be of first-class construc- 
tion has been prepared and will, doubtless, be enacted. 
Other special risks have been investigated. These 
matters should be pushed not only in this General 
Court but in each succeeding one until a reasonable 
class of construction is insured. 

A second step toward improving building conditions 
is found in the extension of the building limits. This is 
a matter of great importance. The Fire Department, 
in conjunction with the Engineers of the National 
Board of Fire Underwriters, has prepared a tentative 
ordinance asking that these limits be extended. This 
is now before the City Council. The detail of the plan 
may be subject to change, but that the work is necessary, 
and that now is the time to do it, nobody questions. 
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BuILDING INSPECTION. 


The system of building inspection has been extended 
and developed. During the few months in which it has 
been carried on over seven thousand buildings have 
been inspected. The inspection has covered various 
special risks, such as garages, printing plants, factories, 
tenements, hotels, hay and grain sheds, lumber yards, 
mercantile houses, schoolhouses, theaters, moving picture 
houses, public assembly halls and buildings for the storage 
of explosives, etc. 

When dangerous conditions are found they are 
reported to the owner, the Building Commissioner and 
the Boston Board of Fire Underwriters. The complete 
investigation of these various buildings tends to elim- 
inate dangerous conditions, as has been shown by the 
ready response of owners in correcting those of a fire 
menace character. Many buildings in a state of col- 
lapse have been razed. Others with windows out and 
doors removed have been boarded up, thus eliminating 
the danger of fire from within by intruders. Much 
attention has been paid to buildings in which rubbish 
and litter of all kinds have been allowed to collect, and 
where benzine, naphtha, gasolene and other inflammables 
have been stored for use ina carelessmanner. In garages 
danger arising from escaping gasolene vapor has been 
minimized by the segregation of heaters and boilers from 
the main building. The regulation governing the stor- 
age of gasolene and the burying of tanks underground is 
being enforced, thus reducing the danger from explosions. 

Great care has been exercised by the explosive 
detail in the inspection of high explosives. Enforce- 
ment of the new regulations, issued by the state police, 
has been rigid. Buildings and structures containing 
high explosives, such as dynamite, blasting powder, 
detonators or blasting caps, fixed ammunition, soluble 
or negative cotton, fireworks and firecrackers and 
inflammable fluids of all kinds, have been frequently 
inspected. 

These inspections have been the means of bringing to 
the attention of the Building Department insufficient 
means of egress, defective buildings, etc., which would 
be a source of great danger in case of fire. It has also 
the additional advantage of acquainting the district 
chiefs with their territory. 
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Adequate building inspection can only result in far 
reaching benefit to the community. 


HicuH PRESSURE SERVICE. 


A bill providing for the installation of a high pressure 
service through the business district of Boston has been 
submitted to the Legislature, and indications are that 
it will become a law. If this bill is accepted by the 
City Council, the city will have made a material step 
toward modern fire protection. The benefits resulting 
from this system are inestimable. 


THE SUBURBS. 


Fire protection in the suburbs should be developed. 
I have gathered statistics showing the growth of the 
suburbs in population and valuation. These statistics 
show that there has been practically no increase in the 
fire protection of these districts during a period in which 
population and valuation have increased 30 per cent. 


Mutua AIp. 


The problem of receiving assistance from adjoining 
cities and towns in case of large fires has been investi- 
gated. A Board, consisting of Deputy Chief Grady, 
Chief Perkins and Assistant Superintendent Fire Alarms 
Donahue, have prepared careful plans for the orderly and 
proper handling of metropolitan aid. The extension of 
the tapper service to adjoining towns is being pushed. 
This office has in mind proper cooperation throughout 
the immediate metropolitan district. 


NATIONAL BOARD INVESTIGATION. 


The National Board of Fire Underwriters, during the 
past six months, has investigated in detail all aspects 
of this department. This report, just published, speaks 
of the department in favorable terms. 

The characteristic high grade of the Boston Fire 
Service has been maintained throughout the year, due 
to a strict attention of officers and men to their duties.

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FIRE-ALARM BRANCH. 


From February 1, 1910, to February 1, 1911, 2,128 
first alarms, 50 second, 17 third, 6 fourth, 2 fifth and 
1 sixth (general) alarms were received and transmitted 
to the department. 

For 131 alarms the same box was received one or 
more times and for 184 alarms one or more adjacent 
boxes were received for the same fire; 25 alarms received 
in March for grass fires were treated as ‘‘still’’ alarms, 
one or two pieces of apparatus being notified to respond 
to the box location; together these make a total of 340 
box signals received but not struck out to the depart- 
ment. 

From 292 boxes no alarm was received; eight boxes 
show a record of 20 or more alarms; box 705 has the 
record for the year with 51 alarms; from eight boxes 
(702 to 709, inclusive) 145 first and 2 second alarms were 
received. 

Department companies reported to the operating 
office 1,069 ‘still’? alarms to which they had responded; 
638 telephone reports of fire were received from citizens 
and 187 from the Police Department, making a total of 
825 telephone reports to the operating office for fire. 
For 98 of these reports department box alarms were 
received. 

Reports of 197 automatic alarms were received, 148 
from the Boston Automatic Company, 43 from the 
American District Telegraph Company, and 6 from local 
automatic service; for 11 of the Boston and for 24 of the 
American District Telegraph Company alarms, depart- 
ment box alarms were given. 

Eliminating the ‘‘stills” and automatics for which 
department box alarms were transmitted, there were 
162 automatic and 1,769 ‘‘still”’ alarms, and these added 
to the box alarms make a grand total of 4,162 alarms 
received from all sources and passing through the 
operating office during the year. 

During the year the department has added 7 public 
boxes to the system; 10 schoolhouse boxes and 1 private 
box were also added, making 746 boxes in service, and 
6,142 box tests and inspections were made. 
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Six more public telephone lines have been added to 
our telephone system and connected to our switch board, 
5 from the Tremont Exchange, making a total of 7 
from that exchange, and 1 from the Oxford Exchange, 
so that if any cause cuts off service from Tremont 
Exchange we still have an avenue open for the public 
to communicate with this headquarters. One private 
line has been established between this office and police 
headquarters, thus establishing direct communication 
between these two departments of public safety. 

The gong service to Milton, Newton and Somerville 
has been abandoned and tapper service established in 
place; the tapper service has also been extended to 
Brookline and Cambridge so that all alarms and ‘“‘all- 
out’’ signals are now transmitted to the departments 
of these cities and towns. Cambridge has extended its 
tapper service to Engine 41 house, Brookline has its 
service to Engine 37; Somerville is connected with Engine 
32, and Milton has connections with Engines 16 and 19. 

Arrangements are now under way to substitute tapper 
service, in place of present gong service, with Chelsea; 
Newton is to connect its service at Engine 29. These 
connections will give opportunity for the extension of 
mutual aid plans. 

The Brighton gong circuit has been extended to the 
Water Department Pumping Station at Chestnut Hill, 
and a gong installed there so that they may receive 
alarms and be able to regulate the water pressure in 
case of large fires. 

The removal of overhead wires, within the district 
prescribed by Wire Commissioner, for 1910 (Dorchester 
avenue, from Fort Point channel to Romsey street), and 
the necessary underground construction for the same, 
has been completed. Overhead wires have been removed 
and underground construction has been further extended 
in Dorchester avenue, as far as Park street, Dorchester. 

Considerable other underground construction has 
been done during the year and cable used as follows: 
Northampton street, near Engine House 23; Fourth 
street, at Dover Street Bridge, for repairs; Hanover 
street, for new lamp-post Box 709; Chelsea and Gray 
streets, for new lamp-post Box 422; Hyde Park avenue 
and Walk Hill street, for new house of Chemical 13. 

The storm of December 25, 1909, caused much damage 
to overhead construction, compelled extensive repairs, 
and in several places new construction was necessary; 
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this work was principally in the following territory: 
Massachusetts avenue, from Southampton street to 
Columbia road; Dorchester avenue, from Andrew square 
to Field’s Corner; Adams street and Neponset avenue, 
from Dorchester avenue to Engine House 20; Rutherford 
avenue, Chapman street to Sullivan square; Academy 
Hill road, from Washington street to Engine House 29; 
First street, E street and Congress street, from A street 
to Box 117; Freeport street, from Dorchester avenue 
to Mills street. 

The equipping of and connecting in service the new 
house of Chemical 11 made necessary new construction 
on poles on Lauriat avenue and Lyons street, cable 
being used. 

A new cable of about 7,000 feet has been run on poles 
in East Boston, on Maverick, Jeffries, Marginal, Cottage 
and Lamson streets, to take the place of overhead wires 
running on same poles with wires of high voltage and 
makes for the betterment of the service. 

The gong installed at the pumping station at Chestnut 
Hill necessitated extensive construction, the circuit being 
extended from the house of Engine 29. 

The work of installing circuit test switches in depart- 
ment houses has been continued and all of the houses 
in West Roxbury have been equipped, and also several 
of the houses in East Boston, Charlestown and South 
Boston. 

The substitution of tapper service for gong service 
in Milton, Newton and Somerville and the extension 
of the tapper service to Cambridge made necessary 
much overhead construction. 

The house of Engines 29 and 34 have een wired and 
equipped for electric lighting and extensive alterations 
and repairs have been done in other department houses. 

The care of thirty-one public clocks and the repairs on 
department clocks has caused much work along that 
line.

Srr,— The Board of Health respectfully presents the 
thirty-ninth annual report of the department, covering 
its operations for the financial year ending January 31, 
1911, and the mortality statistics for the calendar year 
ending December 31, 1910. The general health of the 
city for the past year was remarkably good, excelled 
in the history of the Board of Health only by that of 1909. 

The total number of deaths for the year was 11,574. 
The estimated population in the middle of the year 
was 673,745. The death rate for the-year as calculated 
on this population per 1,000 inhabitants was 17.18. 
This rate was greater by .38 than that of the previous 
year and lower by 1.51 than the average of the previous 
ten years.

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During the year seven physicians and two nurses 
were complained of in court for neglecting to promptly 
report to the Board of Health the cases of ophthalmia 
neonatorum to which they were called.

In April of last year an abrupt outbreak of scarlet 
fever appeared from an infected milk supply. One 
outbreak of typhoid fever also appeared in October in 
the women’s department of the Boston Insane Hospital. 
The following is a detailed account of these outbreaks, 
which has been prepared by Dr. Brough, one of the 
medical inspectors: 


AN OUTBREAK OF SCARLET FEVER DUE TO INFECTED 
MILK. 


An extensive outbreak of scarlet fever occurred in this 
city in the spring of 1910. From April 23 to May 7, 
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inclusive, 409 cases of scarlet fever were reported. Of 
these 286 received their milk supply from one contractor. 
The daily report of cases is as follows:

It was the sudden increase in the cases on April 25 
that caused the milk supply to be suspected. An imme- 
diate inquiry showed that most of the cases were supplied 
by the same contractor. Information from the sur- 
rounding cities and towns revealed a number of cases 
on the same contractor’s routes. 

This same day the contractor was summoned to the 
Health Department for a conference. As a result he 
was ordered to pasteurize all his milk supply before 
delivery and to sterilize all his utensils, bottles and milk 
tanks. Every suggestion of this department met with 
the heartiest co-operation from the contractor. 

It was not expected. that the outbreak could be 
averted, for infection had already taken place, but that 
the milk which was distributed after pasteurization 
would be free from any infection. 

About 35 per cent of the cases were in persons over 
eighteen years of age and 65 per cent under eighteen 
years. 

The disease was of. moderate severity, the mortality 
being a little less than 3 per cent of the cases reported. 

The contractor delivered several brands of milk to 
the consumers. (1) ‘‘ Certified Milk,’’ which was bottled 
at the farm. (2) ‘‘Inspected Milk” from tuberculin 
tested animals and selected dairies, mixed in-a special 
tank. (38) ‘‘ Peddlers’ Milk’’ delivered direct from the 
railroad car to the wagon of the independent dealer. 
There was no infection from any of these three classes. 
(4) It was by the supply known as the ‘‘ Family Bottle 
Milk”’ that the infection was carried. This milk comes 
daily from some 250 farms, and amounts to several 
thousand quarts, is run into a large tank, mixed and 
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bottled. The bottles are closed with paper caps which - 
are applied partly by machine and partly by hand. 
There is always more of this milk than is needed for the 
bottle trade, and this surplus milk (some 80 quarts) is 
run into 8-quart cans and delivered in wholesale to 
stores and restaurants. Thus, if the ‘‘Family Bottle 
Milk’’ was infected, the same infection would be dis- 
tributed by stores and restaurants to customers using 
this same milk. This is exactly what happened. From 
drinking this milk supplied to stores and restaurants in 
8-quart cans, eighty persons were infected. From the 
bottle milk 206 cases arose. 

A very interesting coincidence here occurred. On the 
evening of April 23 began the ‘‘Jewish Passover,” 
which lasts for a week. During this time many use 
only milk that has been produced under the supervision 
of an agent of the Jewish synagogues. This milk is 
known as ‘‘ Kosher’ milk. Certain farms that were 
satisfactory to these agents were set aside for the pro- 
duction of this ‘‘Kosher’’ milk. Of these farms there 
were several that had sent their supply to the regular 
“Family Bottle Milk,” but now were used only for pro- 
duction of ‘‘Kosher’’ milk. . This contractor made a 
specialty of this milk, and had many new customers 
during this time. Among the families using this 
“Kosher” milk, 73 cases of scarlet fever occurred. 
Among these 24 were in families who previous to April 
24 had been supplied by other dealers having no scarlet 
fever on their routes. It is evident that until the 
23d all customers had the same general supply from 
the same farms. After the 23d the infection was 
carried into the ‘‘Kosher”’ milk. It seems probable 
that the infection came from some one of the farms 
that were first used in the general supply and then 
in the production of ‘‘ Kosher” milk. The early cases 
of the outbreak were diffused among all classes of 
people —the later cases showed an _ extraordinary 
increase among the Jewish customers. 

To prevent further infection, pasteurization of the 
milk and sterilization of the utensils was performed, as 
was referred to before. 

An immediate examination was carefully made of the 
train hands and of the several hundred employees of the 
contractor by the medical officers of the Health Depart- | 
ment. Every person showing any signs of illness was 
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kept from work and under observation. A physician 
was employed later by the contractor who continued 
these daily examinations. 

The medical officers of the Board of Health visited 
every farm that produced the ‘“ Kosher”? milk, both in 
Massachusetts and New Hampshire. Every known 
person living on these farms or who had worked there 
was carefully examined for any present or past evidence 

of scarlet fever. Every one of the Jewish agents who 
had supervision of the ‘‘Kosher’”’ milk, together with 
their families, were examined. 

No evidence of any infection at the farms could be 
found. 

The only other apparently possible way that the 
infection could have entered the milk was by some case 
at the contractor’s milk depot who had handled the 
general supply previous to the 23d of April, and after- 
wards had had the handling of the ‘‘ Kosher” supply. 
No such person was discovered. In transit, and after 
bottling at the milk depot, there was no evidence that 
there could be any general infection. 


SIMMONS COLLEGE, SCARLET FEVER. 


This occurrence is distinctly associated with the pre- 
ceding. On April 27 several cases of scarlet fever 
broke out among the students of Simmons College. It 
caused considerable excitement and resulted in the 
closure of the institution. There were ten cases in all. 
Two occurred out of town among the students who had 
gone home after the closing of the college. 

There are seven hundred students in the college living 
in dormitories where certain small groups of students 
live and get their meals. One of the cases was a house 
maid in one of these dormitories. .The milk supply of 
the whole institution was the ‘‘certified milk”’ from the 
same contractor. This milk was above suspicion and 
no previous cases had occurred among the users of it. 

The cases were investigated by this department and 
the cause readily found out. From the 23d to the 25th 
of April, owing to a mistake or shortage, a few cans of 
the ordinary ‘‘family milk’’ had been delivered to 
these two dormitories where the cases had occurred, and, 
so far as could be found, to no others. This explains 
why so few cases occurred among the large number of 
students. 
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TypHoip FEVER OUTBREAK. 


There was only one outbreak of typhoid fever during 
1910. This occurred at Austin Farm, the women’s 
department of the Boston Insane Hospital. 

There were twenty-seven cases, twenty-four women 
and three men. Practically all were taken ill the last 
week in October and the first week in November. All 
were adults, mostly between the ages of twenty and — 
thirty. The institution contains 700 to 800 patients, 
thirty-five male employees, seventy-five nurses and ten 
officers. All these individuals have the same milk, water 
and ice in common. The other food supply was looked 
up and no suspicion attached to anything. The different 
divisions of the inmates had their own separate dining 
rooms. ‘The dishes of each were washed in their separate 
apartments, away from the others. The entire out- 
break was confined to one part of the institution, the 
nurses’ dining room. 

Of the twenty-seven cases, twenty-three were nurses, 
one was a head matron who occasionally obtained her 
meals here, and the other three were men who, by their 
work, were associated with this room. On investigating 
the cases one nurse was found who was taken ill October 
19, but had been feeling badly for some time before, but 
had eaten here regularly. A second case went to bed 
October 24, but had been ill for a week before and had 
also taken her meals here. Following these cases others 
rapidly developed. The cause was evidently a personal 
infection through this first and second case by the close 
association in the dining room, either by the handling 
of the food or the washing of the infected dishes in this 
room, transmitting disease to the others. 


OFFENSIVE TRADES. 


The business concerns in Boston whose processes or 
materials handled may be the cause of a public nuisance 
have gradually diminished in number and also in the 
degree of annoyance to the communities in which they 
are located. The Board of Health has had consider- 
able experience with the different methods of legal pro- 
cedure in seeking to mitigate the nuisance or to abolish 
the offensive character of these necessary industries 
within its jurisdiction. Warning notices are given from 
time to time, with varying degrees of improvement in 
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results. The notices are sometimes followed by per- 
manent improvement, while others are followed by but 
temporary relief and must be repeated. Proceedings in 
court for the discontinuance of these offensive trades and 
employments have been resorted to in the past with 
success. But it is a process which is to be chosen with 
considerable care. 

Among the plants in this class now doing business in . 
Boston may be mentioned: 

The Abattoir, situated on the bank of the Charles 
river, in the Brighton district, where the slaughtering 
of animals and a general rendering have been carried on 
for a period of about forty years. The whole rendering 
plant connected with the Abattoir at this place was 
destroyed by fire last season and was immediately rebuilt 
on a new and up-to-date plan. This great improve- 
ment, with a general cleaning up of the premises and 
the exercise of greater care, have largely reduced the 
offensive character of the whole plant. 

On Spectacle Island, in the harbor, first, the well 
known plant of N. Ward & Co., whose process is the 
rendering of dead animals, grease and bones, collected 
in the city; second, the New England Sanitary Product 
Company, having a contract with the city for the dis- 
posal of its garbage, and whose process is the reduction 
of this material by heating for the recovery of grease; 
third, the Continental Export Company, which receives 
from the plant of the New England Sanitary Product 
Company the dry residue from which the principal part 
of the grease has been extracted, and from which by the 
hot naphtha process another and paying amount of grease 
is secured. The fourth plant at this place is the Inter- 
national Glue Company. This company collects in the 
city and treats at its plant stale fish, fish heads and fish 
livers, recovering fish oil and converting the residue 
into fertilizing products. These four plants could not 
be endured on the mainland in the vicinity of habita- 
tions or business, and can be made tolerable at a distance 
on the island only by frequent admonitions. 

Among the smaller plants doing business under the 
head of offensive trades or employments may be men- 
tioned the slaughter houses which are assigned by the 
Board of Health in the city for dressing chickens and 
other fowls. These plants differ from the other offensive 
places only in degree, and require the same amount of 
surveillance and interruption as do the larger concerns 
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mentioned. It would be well if this kind of slaughtering 
could be relegated by law to the Brighton Abattoir, as 
has been done by all other kinds of slaughtering within 
the limits of the city. 


ScHOOL INSPECTION. 


The school inspection which has been done in Boston 
since November, 1894, has consisted in a morning visit 
to each school to examine all children in the public and 
parochial schools whose teachers detect any sign or 
symptom of illness or defect; making occasional general 
examinations of all children for certain defects or con- 
ditions, and being subject to calls by teachers to pupils 
at various times in the school hours. This inspection 
of the children and advice to teachers concerning them 
have been of incalculable value here, and have been 
copied, improved and extended throughout the country. 
Five years ago our Legislature passed an act making 
this inspection compulsory throughout the cities and 
towns of the Commonwealth. The Board of Health is 
now for the first time assured of a sufficient appropria- 
tion to secure a large increase of this work by frequent 
routine inspections and a thorough physical examination 
of all school children once in each school year, to make 
absentee investigations, etc., which, with the co-opera- 
tion of the school nurses now in the employ of the School 
Committee, will give us a long desired step forward.

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SANITARY INSPECTORS. 


During the year five additional sanitary inspectors 
were secured, and are giving the Board of Health the 
additional means by which it has made many more 
necessary inspections, and has followed up complaints 
of all kinds better than in any previous year in the 
history of the department. This additional force has 
been particularly serviceable in our tenement house 
work, where a considerable portion of the sanitary in- 
spectors’ time is necessarily given; and still more sanitary 
inspectors are needed to do the necessary work. It may 
be stated that 2,882 more nuisances were handled in 1910 
than in 1909, as will be seen by the following table:

A system of dairy inspection was adopted by the 
Board of Health and putin operation the latter part of 
last year, by which all dairies furnishing milk for con- 
sumption in Boston, including the New England States, 
New York and a portion of Canada, are inspected and 
reported to the Board of Health by its own officers, in 
addition to the inspections and reports heretofore 
regularly made to the board by inspectors in the employ 
of our milk contractors. This new work was begun in 
November, 1910, and is in full operation, with very 


satisfactory results.

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NURSES. 


By the employment of three nurses during the latter 
portion of 1910 the Board has been enabled to keep a 
much better surveillance over the isolation and care of 
cases of contagious disease which are left in their homes 
than ever before. These nurses have performed their 
duties most efficiently. The work is a most important 
one and should be increased in the very near future. 


SALE OF MILK. 


Perhaps no action of the Board during the year caused 
more discussion than the adoption of a new regulation 
for the sale of milk which the Board put in force on the 
15th of June, by which milk or cream could be sold or 
kept for sale in any shop, store or other place, where 
goods and merchandise are sold, only in closed or capped 
bottles or receptacles which have been approved by the 
Board of Health. This regulation was brought into use 
for the purpose of preventing unnecessary exposure of 
milk to the contamination of dirt and infectious disease, 
and although adding a trifle to the cost in the handling 
and delivery of milk, has been abundantly indorsed by 
the public. 


AUTOMOBILES. 


The adoption of automobiles by the department last 
year in place of slow, heavy teams, in covering the city 
with its disinfecting service, resulted in saving very 
largely in the expense of that division, while accomplish- 
ing a larger amount of work. 


SMOKE. 


Nearly all the complaints made by citizens concerning 
smoke nuisances during the past year were found to be 
caused by the Boston Elevated Railway power houses, 
the Edison plants and the locomotive engines of the sev- 
eral railroad companies, all of which were exempted in 
the legislative act of 1905, leaving the Board of Health 
no authority to interfere. A new act of the Legislature 
has amended the smoke law so as to apply to the whole 
metropolitan district, instead of to Boston alone, includes 
the previously exempted public power plants and places 
the enforcement of the law with the Board of Gas and 
Electric Light Commissioners of the state. The act 
went into effect July 1, 1910, and relieves the Board of 
Health of further duty in this respect. 
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PuBLIC CONVENIENCE STATIONS. 


Owing to an unusual agitation and demand for addi- 
tional public convenience stations, the Board has 
examined many locations and has considered the feasi- 
bility of establishing such stations at some or all of the 
following places: 


Dudley Street Terminal Station, Roxbury Crossing, Dover 
and Washington streets, Sullivan square, Dorchester avenue 
and Broadway, Maverick street, East Boston; 


and has included in its budget for this year the sum of 
$50,000 for such stations and for the replacement of one 
on Flagstaff Hill on the Common, one on Blackstone 
Square and one on Eustis street, which are not worth 
repairing.

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New REGULATIONS. 


During the year the Board found it necessary to pass 
the following regulations: 


Relating to Embalming. 
Boston, June 21, 1910. 


No undertaker shall introduce into the body of any 
~ person any embalming fluid or substitute therefor, or 
shall endeavor to preserve said body otherwise than by 
freezing or cooling, until either the physician’s certifi- 
cate of death, required by law, is obtained, or until 
the following questions are so answered as to pre- 
clude the necessity of referring the case to the medical 
examiner: 

Doctor’sname? Length of doctor’s attendance? Last 
visit of doctor during life? Probable nature of disease? 
Probable cause of death? Is there any possible reason 
for referring the case to the medical examiner? If no 
doctor has been in attendance within two weeks, 
special permission must always be obtained from the 
Board of Health or Medical Examiner before embalming. 


The Production of Milk. 
Boston, August 11, 1910. 


At a meeting of the Board of Health this day it was 
ordered, That the regulations of December 22, 1898, 
respecting the sale and care of milk, as amended April 
29, 1904, and as amended June 6, 1905, be further 
amended by striking out section 3 of Article 1 of said 
regulations and substituting in place thereof the fol- 
lowing: 

Section 3. The conditions under which every cow is 
kept whose milk is produced within or brought into 
the city of Boston for sale, delivery or distribution, 
and the method of handling such milk at the place of 
production, or during the time of its transit, or while 
it is being mixed, placed in containers, held, stored, 
heated or otherwise processed prior to such sale, delivery 
or distribution in said city, shall be made known by the 
licensee or dealer to the Board of Health and in such 
detail as said Board may require; and no milk except 
that, the conditions of producing and the methods of 
handling which have been made known as aforesaid, 
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and no milk which is not produced or handled in a 
manner satisfactory to the Board of Health, shall be 
brought into, kept, delivered, distributed, sold or 
. offered for sale in said city. 

Boston, October 15, 1910. 


It was unanimously voted to amend the regulation of 
the Board of Health respecting the sale of milk, passed 
July 29, 1909, by striking out in section 4 the following: 
‘“‘No person or corporation engaged in the sale of milk 
or cream other than condensed, concentrated or other 
evaporated milk, shall keep in his place of business 
condensed, concentrated or other evaporated milk 
except in an unopened can or receptacle,” so as to read 
as follows: 

Section 4. No person or corporation shall mix for 
purposes of sale two or more of the following substances: 
Whole milk, skimmed milk, condensed milk, concen- 
trated milk or evaporated milk and water. No person 
or corporation shall sell or offer, expose or keep for sale, 
deliver or have possession or custody of the substances 
named above. Nothing contained herein shall prevent 
the preparation and sale of ‘‘modified milk,’’ when sold 
as such, to be used as food by infants and invalids.

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REPORT OF CHIEF MEDICAL INSPECTOR. 


To the Board of Health: 


I have the honor to submit the following report for the 
year ending December 31, 1910: 


INFECTIOUS DISEASES. | 

Variola.— There were three cases and no deaths 
reported during the year. 

Diphtherva.— There were two thousand four hundred 
and fifty-three (2,453) cases reported; one thousand 
three hundred and seventy-nine (1,379) of these were 
cared for at the South Department of the Boston City 
Hospital and the Haynes Memorial Hospital, 56.2 per 
cent. There were one hundred and fifty-eight (158) 
deaths. Mortality, 6.44 per cent. 

Scarlet Fever.— There were two thousand and seventy- 
nine (2,079) cases reported; one thousand two hundred 
and thirty-seven (1,237) of these were cared for at the 
South Department of the Boston City Hospital and the 
Haynes Memorial Hospital, 59.4 per cent. There were 
fifty-nine (59) deaths. Mortality, 2.84 per cent. 

Measles.— There were four thousand and eighty-four 
(4,084) cases reported and ninety-six (96) deaths. Mor- 
tality, 2.35 per cent. 

Typhoid fever.— There were six hundred and thirty 
(630) cases reported; four hundred and thirty-four were 
cared for in the different hospitals in the city. There 
were seventy-eight (78) deaths. Mortality, 12.38 per 
cent. 
~ Tuberculosis.— There were three thousand four hun- 
dred and seventy-nine (3,479) cases reported. There 
were one thousand one hundred and sixty-three (1,163) 
deaths. Mortality, 33.48 per cent. 

Leprosy.— There were no cases reported and no deaths. 

During the past year two hundred and nine (209) per- 
sons died without a physician in attendance and were 
-reported to this office. In all cases a personal visit was 
made, the body examined and a probable diagnosis made 
before granting a permit for burial.

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REPORT OF PORT PHYSICIAN. 


To the Board of Health: 


GENTLEMEN,— I herewith submit the annual report 
of the Quarantine Department for the year ending Jan- 
uary 31, 1911. During the past year all vessels from for- 
eign ports with the exception of the British Maritime 
Provinces have been inspected and in addition all vessels . 
from American gulf ports and Porto Rico have been 
inspected. The total number of persons inspected, 
134,160, is somewhat higher than the previous year. 
They are classified as follows: 

Passengers, 77,047; cattlemen, 1,066; seamen, 56,001; 
stowaways, 46; total number of vessels inspected, 730; 
total number of vessels disinfected, 55.

The “Vigilant” is in fairly good condition and has gone 
through the year with the usual repairs. 

The hospitals and other buildings are in good condi- 

tion, but our observation halls are inadequate for the 
present business of the port. 
Cholera and plague are moving west, and there is no 
telling at what moment we may want to house 1,500 or 
2,000 suspects. No quarantine station in the country 
has kept up with the increase in immigration, and 
Boston, while not as far behind as the others, might 
increase her capacity for housing suspects without very 
great expense.

To the Board of Health: 


GENTLEMEN,— We have the honor of submitting the 
following report for 1910. 

In order to make our report coincide with the vital 
statistics in the future and thus make them comparable 
with those from other cities the report this year is for 
the eleven months ending December 31, 1910. 


CHANGES IN STAFF. 


The past year has seen many changes in the personnel 
of the laboratory. In June Dr. W. 8. Blanchard 
resigned to accept the position of instructor in pathology 
and bacteriology at Tufts Medical School. Dr. Charles 
F, Whitney was appointed July 1 to fill the vacancy. 

On August 13 Dr. Francis H. Slack, director since 
December 1, 1908, resigned, to take effect September 12, 
to accept the position of professor of bacteriology at 
the State Agricultural College, Manhattan, Kansas. 
By promotion, Dr. B. L. Arms became director and 
E. Marion Wade, B. A., assistant director; Dr. C. 
F.. Whitney, bacteriologist. In October Dr. J. J. 
Scannell, formerly milk bacteriologist in this laboratory, 
was appointed assistant bacteriologist. 

The clerical work had increased to such an extent that 
an assistant stenographer was needed, and in June 
Miss Margaret Kane was appointed. 

Early in November Miss Mary E. Maloney was trans- 
ferred to the Hospital Department and Miss Kane was 
promoted to fill the vacancy. Mrs. Gertrude L. Davis 
was appointed assistant stenographer November 17. 

The messenger service also has had changes, for in 
early June Martin Dunne resigned and later in the 
month Christopher Harris was appointed in his place. 

It will be readily seen that the great number of changes 
has increased to a marked degree the work and respon- 
sibility of a part of the laboratory force. 

The four members of the diagnostic staff instead of 
reporting for duty at 9 a. m. are on duty at 8, as has been 
the custom for years, and in this way we are able to give 
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reports on diphtheria examinations at 9.30, typhoid at 
10.380, tuberculosis at 11 and malaria and gonorrhea at 


11.30. 


While they report early this does not mean that they 
leave early, for such is not the case, and, in fact, they 
frequently have to add time at both ends of the day

Out of 886 swabs examined, 681, or 76.9 per cent, were 
reported as the culture proved; of the remaining 205, 
34 were reported suspicious and came positive, 9 posi- 
tive on swab were overgrown after incubation, bringing 
the total of reliable results up to 80.7 per cent. 

Unless a swab examination is positive a final report is 
not given until after incubation of the culture; 44 of 
these cases showed nothing suspicious on the swabs but 
gave positive cultures. | 

Of the 659 five-hour examinations, 590, or 89.4 per 
cent, were reported as the twenty-hour incubation 
proved, the incubation in these cases being necessarily 
five hours longer than ordinary; 17 were reported sus- 
picious and came positive, bringing the total of correct 
reports up to 92.1 per cent. Of the remaining 52 
examinations, 18 negative.on the five-hour were positive 
on the longer incubation. ‘Ten reported suspicious were 
negative. Fourteen positive on the five-hour examina- 
tion were overgrown with twenty hours’ incubation. 

With all these preliminary examinations it is our 
custom to proceed with the regular incubation and, 
with the exception of positive findings, final reports are 
not given until the following morning. 

In diphtheria work many little aids may be found: 
During the past year we have made a smear from the 
swabs in all cases in which the culture showed suspicious 
organisms, and in 59 such instances they were an aid, 
thereby enabling us to give a positive report without 
waiting for another culture. 

Beginning in August, whenever we had a negative 
culture from a case in which the physician made the 
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diagnosis of diphtheria, we have made a smear from the 
swabs and of 52 such instances we have found the swabs 
positive 8 times, and twice we found the organisms 
of Vincent’s Angina. 

During the eleven months we have found the 
organisms of Vincent’s Angina 19 times, twice being 
associated with diphtheria bacilli.

While a hasty glance at the comparative table might 
lead some to draw the conclusion that the work in the 
laboratory has been lighter the past year, an analysis will 
show that there has been a marked increase. 

The average number of examinations per day was 7 
less than the previous year, but there was a daily average 
of but 45.6 cultures for diphtheria, as compared to 55.7 
the year before, while with the exception of gonorrheal 
ophthalmia and rabies every other kind of examination 
was higher, and of course the diphtheria examination is 
the one consuming the least time of any, although one 
of the hardest to master.

BACTERIOLOGICAL EXAMINATION OF MILK FOR THE

SPECIAL WORK. 


EXAMINATION OF Cow FEcES FOR TUBERCULOSIS. 


During the past eleven months Prof. James O. Jordan 
has brought in specimens of feces from 174 cows, a 
continuation of the work begun two years ago, and we 
have had eleven specimens from other sources. 

All these were examined for tubercle bacilli by means 
of animal inoculations, using four pigs on each specimen, 
or 744 in all, and as this comes under the head of special 
work it does not show in the table summarizing the work 
of the year. 


TESTING DISINFECTANTS. 


Another time-consuming task which does not show in 
the table was the testing of eleven commercial disin- 
fectants, the result of whith appears in the paper, ‘‘A 
Comparison of the Germicidal Value of a Few Com- 
mercial Coal Tar Disinfectants.’’ While the table looks 
quite simple it required over 2,000 individual tests to 
obtain and check the results therein tabulated. 


DISINFECTION. 


In October, at the request of the Board, the laboratory 
made some comparative tests between the potassium 
permanganate method of liberating formaldehyde and 
disinfection by another method. These tests were made 
under service conditions, extending over four weeks, 
and as a result the latter method has been in constant 
use since the first of December, all supplies being kept 
at the laboratory, the fumigators reporting each morning 
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and receiving their lists from Mr. Downes, the chief 
fumigator, and turning in their previous day’s work, the 
record of which is kept in the laboratory, as well as a 
record of the material given out.

THE STRAUSS REACTION FOR THE DIAGNOSIS 
OF GLANDERS. 


By B. L. Arms, M. D., Assistant DIRECTOR OF THE

BoarpD oF HEALTH. 


Since Strauss,!in 1886, discovered the fact that when 
material containing virulent B. Mallei was inoculated 
into the peritoneal cavity of male guinea pigs scrotal 
lesions developed, the method which bears his name has 

been very generally used. 

A positive reaction followed by typical organisms and 
a typical culture is unfailing evidence of the presence of 
B. Mallei in the material inoculated, while the failure 
to obtain the reaction is not proof that the horse from 
which the specimen was taken has not glanders. Hill 
and Burr? and also Frothingham? in 1901. called atten- 
tion to the fact that frequently material from a horse 
which had glanders, as proved by autopsy, failed to 
give the reaction. 

The bacteriological laboratory of the Boston Board of 
Health makes free examinations for any disease of a 
bacterial nature which is dangerous to public health. 
Our tests for glanders during the past four years have 
been, respectively, 159, 208, 265 and 2382, and of this 
number 301, or 34.4 per cent, were positive. The technic 
of examinations is given in full that each step may be 
followed. 

Outfits consisting of a box containing two sterile 
swabs in a tube, together with a card with blanks to be 
filled out by the veterinarian, may be found at any of 
the culture stations, of which there are about fifty 
scattered over the city. After use the outfit can be 
left at the culture station to be sent in by the regular 
station delivery, or, as is more frequently done, it is 
sent at once to the laboratory. 

On receipt, about 3 to 5 cubic centimeters of sterile 
water is added and the swabs are thoroughly soaked,

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then by rotation, together with pressure against the side 
of the tube, most of the material is left in suspension; 
the swabs are now used to inoculate a potato, after 
which a smear is made to show the kind and number 
of organisms present; they are then put in a pail 
containing 5 per cent carbolic acid. 

With the suspension, two male guinea pigs (those 
weighing at least 500 grams being preferable) are 
inoculated intraperitoneally, one with 1 cubic centimeter 
and the other .5 cubic centimeter, unless there are 
myriads of organisms, or if streptococci are present, 
when half as much is used. 

The reason for using two pigs is twofold, for frequently, 
as will be shown later, one pig will be positive and the 
other negative; and on the other hand, one pig may die 
of peritonitis while the other will live and give the 
reaction. 

All pigs under test for glanders are kept for a month, 
if negative, before a final report is made to that effect, 
although a tentative report is made at the end of a 
week. 

All pigs under observation are examined at least twice 
daily for the first week, and when any change is seen 
the fact is noted on the card. 

As soon as possible after the pigs show the Strauss 
reaction autopsy is made, and all notes entered on the 
animal cards, which are then filed away with the original 
one filled out by the veterinarian. At autopsy a culture 
is made from each testicle which shows a lesion, and. 
when but one shows the reaction two are made from 
that one, and smears are also made for microscopic 
examination. 

In summing up the work on glanders I have first 
taken all the positives for the past four years ending 
January 31, 1910, and secondly, all cases during the 
past year. 

A summary of the 301 positive cases shows the fol- 
lowing dosage:

It is quite noticeable that swab cultures from nasal 
cases are very apt to be overgrown by a mold. 

The value of the swab culture is apparent from the 
fact that of the 32 cases in which the swabs gave a 
positive culture 11 showed no lesion in the pigs by 
the third or fourth day, so were inoculated with a sus- 
pension from the surface of the potato, and in each 
instance there was a marked Strauss reaction on the 
second day following, and autopsy showed the charac- 
teristic lesions with typical organisms miscroscopically, 
and typical cultures were obtained from the lesions. 

The location of the lesions in the 301 horses from 
which the specimens were taken is here shown:

During the year ending January 31, 1910, 232 speci- 
mens were examined for glanders. Of this number, in 
193 instances the inoculation consisted of 1 cubic 
centimeter and .5 cubic centimeter, while in the re- 
maining 39 but half as much was used. 

The life of the individual pigs together with dosage 
is rather interesting. In the 1938 cases in which the 
pigs received 1 cubic centimeter and .5 cubic centimeter, 


both lived in 141 instances; the 1 cubic centimeter pig died 
in 14 instances; the .5 cubic centimeter pig died in 8 instances; 
both died in 30 instances. 


In the remaining 39 cases the inoculation was .5 and 
.25 cubic centimeter, and of these, 


both pigs lived in 15 instances; .5 cubic centimeter pig died 
in 8 instances; .25 cubic centimeter pig died in 4 instances; 
both died in 12 instances. 


From the above will be seen the value of inoculating 
more than one pig, as in a total of 232 cases there were 
34 instances in which one pig died while the other lived. 
This is even more striking when we come to consider 
the individual pigs among the positive cases, as in only 
33 instances did both pigs give a positive reaction. 

For convenience I call the pig getting the larger 
amount the 1 cubic centimeter pig, and the other the 
.O cubic centimeter, even in the cases where they re- 
ceived .5 and .25 cubic centimeter. 
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Both pigs positive in 33 instances; 1 cubic centimeter pig 
positive, .5 cubic centimeter pig negative, in 20 instances; 1 
cubic centimeter pig positive, .5 cubic centimeter pig dead, in 
7 instances; 1 cubic centimeter pig negative, .5 cubic centi- 
meter pig positive, in 8 instances; 1 cubic centimeter pig dead, 
.5 cubic centimeter pig positive, in 6 instances; swab positive, 
pigs negative, in 6 instances; only one pig used in 2 in- 
stances; total, 82 instances. 


From this it appears that had the 1 cubic centimeter 
pig only been used but 62 positives would have been 
obtained, an error of 24 per cent, while had the .5 cubic 
centimeter pig alone been depended upon there would 
have resulted but 49 positives, with an error of 40 per 
cent. 

Had a swab not been made 6 cases would have been 
missed, an error of 7.5 per cent. 

While the final positive result would undoubtedly 
have been obtained by submitting other. specimens, it 
will be readily seen that this would have only been 
accomplished after a delay which in many instances 
might have exposed a number of horses to infection. 
In any large series of tests for glanders, lesions other 
than the typical Strauss reaction will occur, and a num- 
ber of these were spoken of in a paper by the author‘ 
before the A. P. H. A. in Winnipeg in 1908, and a number 
have since occurred. 

The period from inoculation to development of 
lesions varies considerably: 


Of the 1 cubic centimeter pigs, 6 showed well developed 
lesions on second day; 23 showed well developed lesions on 
third day; 13 showed well developed lesions on fourth day; 3 
showed well developed lesions on fifth day; 3 on the sixth; 2 
on the seventh; one on each of the following eighth, tenth, 
seventeenth, twenty-second, twenty-eighth, thirty-first, thirty- 
fourth days, and 2 on the twenty-fifth day. 

Of the .5 cubic centimeter pigs, 6 showed lesions on second 
day; 11 showed lesions on the third day; 11 showed lesions 
on fourth day; 10 showed lesions on fifth day; 1 showed 
lesions on sixth day; 3 showed lesions on seventh day; 2 
showed lesions on eighth day; one each on the ninth, 
eighteenth, twenty-third and twenty-fifth days, respectively. 


Of the delayed cases, 7. e., over 7 days, but two had — 
a typical Strauss reaction, and in but two other cases 
was there any testicular involvement, and in each of

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these one testicle was converted into an abscess, there 
being but a thin wall, the interior being creamy pus, 
B. Mallei being recovered in pure culture. 

There was a tumor at the inoculation site in 6 cases; 
twice an inguinal gland was involved; once a tumor was 
found in the omentum and once in the mesentery. In 
these freak cases none is considered positive without 
a culture and animal test with a typical Strauss reaction. 

Three things are required for the diagnosis of glanders: 
Typical Strauss reaction, typical organisms from the 
lesion and typical cultures. 

While there is a marked variation in the B. Mallei 
on artificial media, the organisms direct from the lesions 
are characteristic, taking the stain (Loeffler’s M. B.) 
irregularly. 


CONCLUSIONS. 


1. In the diagnosis of glanders by the Strauss method 
it is better to use more than one guinea pig. 

2. Before inoculating it is well to make a miscro- 
scopic examinaticn as a guide to dosage. 

3. A culture from the swab often aids in the early 
diagnosis. 

4. Pigs should be kept under observation for a 
month, and if a lesion of any kind is present, autopsy 
should be performed and cultures made.

During the year 1909 there were examined in the 
Boston Board of Health Bacteriological Laboratory 
28,557 diphtheria cultures; 20,324 of these being in the 
course of the regular routine of the laboratory and 8,233 
on special investigative work in relation to the presence 
of ‘‘diphtheria bacillus carriers”? among children in the 
public schools.* Nine hundred and thirty-six different 
physicians availed themselves of the opportunities here 
offered for diphtheria diagnosis, making an average of 
about twenty-two cultures examined for each.

Perhaps the most striking feature in this table is the 
large number of primary negatives, amounting to over 
half the total tests. This is an indication of the general 
use of the laboratory in cases where there might be the 
slightest suspicion of diphtheria, in many cases cultures 
being made more for the purpose of excluding possible 
diphtheria than from any belief in its presence. 

Physicians who are most familiar with clinical diph- 
theria freely confess their dependence on the laboratory 
for aid in diagnosis.

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It is compulsory that diphtheria be reported to the 
Board of Health and 2,720 cases were reported during 
the year. Of these the laboratory diagnosed 1,858, or 
over 68 per cent, 1,668 of these diagnoses being on 
primary cultures and the remainder secondary. For 
every 100 cases reported, 747 examinations were made, 
555 of these being for diagnosis and 192 for release. 
Cultures from 1,059 different persons were examined, 
on the average, each month. 


ISOLATION OF PATIENTS. 


Diphtheria cases when isolated at home are kept in 
quarantine until two successive negative cultures, taken 
at least twenty-four hours apart, have been obtained. 
These release cultures must be taken from both nose 
and throat, the first to be taken by the attending physi- 
cian and the second by a medical agent of the Board of 
Health. Cases sent to the City Hospital are released 
by the hospital authorities, who make their own cultural 
tests.

Column 1 shows total positive cases which were 
released by two consecutive negatives. 
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Column 2 shows the number of these which, during 
the taking of cultures for release, yielded a negative 
culture followed by a positive. 

Column 3 shows that if release were granted on one 
negative culture only, 24 per cent of the total positive 
cases released by the laboratory would still carry the 
bacilli after such release. 

Diphtheria being an acute bacterial disease, isolation 
of those suffering from it until they are free from the 
organisms seems the only logical procedure if we are to 
protect others from infection. If by chance morpho- 
logically typical organisms are found in the secretions 
of the nose or the throat of a normal individual we face 
an altogether different proposition, and it would be but 
fair before rigorously quarantining such a person to 
test the organisms for virulence, especially if there has 
been no known exposure. 

It is fairly safe to assume that where a person has 
suffered from the disease diphtheria and still carries 
the organisms in the throat or nasal secretions, oppor- 
tunity being offered these organisms will again produce 
the disease in a susceptible person; also that when a 
person recently exposed to the disease is found to be a 
diphtheria bacillus carrier, though showing personally 
no symptoms of the disease, such a one is a menace to 
the health of others and should be isolated until he is 
free from the organisms or they are proven to be non- 
virulent. 


DURATION OF DISEASE. 


Our information as to the length of duration of cases 
is necessarily based on those cases which were both 
diagnosed and released by the laboratory.

The average duration of diphtheria cases was 14.6 
days. Ninety-seven cases ran between three and four 
weeks, 34 between four and five weeks and 40 over five 
weeks, the longest in duration being 73 days. 


VIRULENCE TESTS. 


As already shown there is a small percentage of cases 
where the bacilli persist for weeks and even months. 
In such eases if the patient has fully recovered from his 
symptoms and is impatient to be at liberty, it is the 
custom, on request, to make virulence tests, releasing 
if the organism proves nonvirulent, otherwise keeping 
the patient still in isolation. Of 33 such tests made 
during the year 18 were positive, 12 negative and 3 
showed slight virulence. 
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SwaB EXAMINATIONS AND SHORT INCUBATION TESTS. 


It is our wish to return diagnoses to the physician as 
quickly as possible and examinations of swabs are made 
whenever requested, also all diagnosis cultures coming 
in before noon are placed in the incubator at noon and 
examined about five o’clock. By these means many 
cases are diagnosed hours earlier than would otherwise 
be the case, giving the patient the benefit of a much 
earlier administration of antitoxin.

Out of 885 swabs examined during the year, 740 or 83.6 
per cent were reported as the cultures proved. Of the 
remaining 145, twenty-six were reported suspicious and 
came positive, bringing the total of reliable results up to 
86.5 per cent. 


. 
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Unless a swab examination is positive a final report 
is not given until after incubation of the culture. Sixty- 
seven of these cases showed nothing suspicious on the 
swabs but gave positive cultures. Fifteen cases positive 
on the swab were negative after incubation, either 
because the diphtheria organisms were overgrown in 
the cultures or because a second introduction of the 
swab for material for the examination reached foci not 
touched in swabbing for the culture. 

Of the 780 short incubations made, 725 or 92.5 per 
cent were reported as the longer incubation proved, the 
incubation in these cases being necessarily about five 
hours longer than usual. Fifteen werereported suspicious 
and came positive bringing the total of correct reports 
up to 94.8 per cent. Twenty-three with a ‘‘probable 
negative’’ finding on the short were positive on the 
longer incubation. Eleven reported suspicious were 
negative, although in three of these succeeding cultures 
were positive; six positive on the short incubation were 
overgrown with the longer one. 

With all these preliminary examinations it is the cus- 
tom to proceed with the regular incubation and with 
the exception of the positive findings final reports are 
not given until the results of the full incubation are 
known. 3 


INFORMATION GIVEN BY THE PHYSICIAN. 


The usual cards for information concerning the patient 
accompany each diphtheria outfit, and these, after the 
diagnosis is made and recorded, are kept on file in the 
laboratory for ready reference. 

Leaving out of consideration those cards submitted 
from schools, institutions, etc., where many cultures are 
taken from normal persons to exclude diphtheria, we 
have record for the year of 1,529 primary positives and 
7,583 primary negatives.

Of the positives 710 are male and 819 female. 
Of the negatives 3,417 are male and 4,166 female. 
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Seventy per cent of the positives are in children under 
ten years of age, less than 4 per cent being under one 
year, over 37 per cent between one and five and over 

29 per cent between five and ten. From five years up 
there is a noticeable preponderance of the disease in 
females, though under five years the males have a few 
more cases; the same is true in the negatives which repre- 
sent for the most part tonsilitis and similar infectious 
conditions. This is probably due to the closer associa- 
tion.of the older girls and women with the sick.

It will be seen that only about 23 per cent of the posi- 
tives had a definite diagnosis of diphtheria made by the 
physician. About 25 per cent were definitely diagnosed 
otherwise, while the large number, 38 per cent, in which 
no attempt, so far as we can tell from the card, was made 
to diagnose the condition before receiving the culture 
report, is in itself an indication of the reliance upon the 
laboratory for diagnosis. 

Of the primary negatives less than 4 per cent are 
diagnosed as diphtheria by the physicians. Some of 
these were diphtheria as shown by succeeding examina- 
tions. It is our rule when the physician’s diagnosis is 
diphtheria, when we find suspicious organisms or when 
it is stated that there is a membrane on the pharynx 
or larynx, to ask for other cultures. We have record for 
the year of twenty-five of such cultures— out of the 292 
requested on the physician’s diagnosis— coming positive 
on secondary cultures. 

Thus out of a total of 639 clinical diagnoses of diph- 
theria we have 372 bacteriological confirmations, or a 
little over 58 per cent. Others of these cases are sent 
directly to the hospital without waiting for further 
cultural tests, so the final total would probably show 
about 60 per cent of cases where the clinical diagnosis 
of diphtheria is confirmed by the bacterial findings.

Of 4,608 cases where it is stated that exudate is 
present we find diphtheria bacilli in 725, or about 15 
per cent. ; | 

Diphtheria bacilli are found in a little less than 10 
per cent of the cases where it is definitely stated there 
is no exudate and in over 22 per cent where no infor- 
mation is given. 


CONCLUSIONS. 


1. Diphtheria cases should be isolated until two 
successive negative cultures, taken at least twenty-four 
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hours apart, have been obtained, unless the infecting 
organism has been proved nonvirulent. 

2. Patients so isolated are not restrained longer nor 
probably on the average so long as where an arbitrary 
time limit of isolation of, say, ten days from the disap- 
pearance of the membrane is enforced. 

3. In the majority of cases of clinical diphtheria the 
organisms are virulent as long as they persist regardless 
of the condition of health of the patient. 

4. Swab examinations and short incubation tests 
are of great value in affording quicker diagnoses. 

5. Females have the disease in a slightly larger pro- 
portion than males and the majority of cases are between 
the ages of one and ten. 

6. It is usually at least the second or third day of 
the illness before proper attempts are made at diagnosis. 

7. <A bacteriological examination is essential in the 
diagnosis of diphtheria. 

8. The presence or absence of membrane or exudate > 
as interpreted by the average physician does not appear 
to have much bearing on the final diagnosis. 
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A COMPARISON OF THE GERMICIDAL VALUE 
OF A FEW “COMMERCIAL” COAL-TAR 
DISINFECTANTS.

In connection with the work of any progressive bac- 
teriological laboratory are apt to be heard many requests 
for testing the efficiency of some of the countless horde 
of commercial disinfectants, real or so called. These 
requests are usually instigated directly by the promoters 
of these compounds, are frequently accompanied with 
offers of remuneration and are for the purpose of obtain- 
ing the name of the bacteriologist or of the laboratory 
for advertising purposes. The agent usually produces 
a flood of lterature indorsing his particular disinfectant 
and showing results of favorable tests made by bacte- 
riologists elsewhere, anywhere. In large cities the 
headquarters of various departments are often literally 
besieged by such agents, lured on by hopes of large sales 
and great profits, and the weight of a favorable report 
from responsible local experts is of course of great advan- 
tage to them. 

It has long been the policy of the Boston Health 
Department not to waste valuable time on these count- 
less proprietary compounds and the rule has been 
adopted that no bacteriological analyses would be 
made unless the disinfectants had been favorably 
reported on by reliable workers. In the spring of 1910, 
however, at the request of another department, compara- 
tive tests were made of a number of the more common 
coal tar disinfectants then on the Boston market. 

There is, unfortunately, no standard method of testing 
disinfectants; one uses the ‘‘drop’”’ method, another the 
“glass rod,’”’ another the ‘‘silk thread’’ method, and still 
others invent new methods of theirown. Then, too, the 
different organisms used vary tremendously in their

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powers of resistance, and indeed this is also true of dif- 
ferent strains of the same organism. So that with 
various combinations of good or poor methods used with 
organisms of high or low resistance it is possible to 
obtain unreliable results. 

It is high time that the question of standard methods 
for testing disinfectants should be taken up by some 
representative association of bacteriologists, that not 
only a standard procedure be adopted, but also a stand- 
ard organism chosen and kept to a given power of 
resistance as measured against, for instance, a one per 
cent solution of carbolic acid, then all such tests may be 
made on a fair basis of comparison. 

It is the purpose of this paper to show not only the © 
results of comparative tests as to the efficiency of the 
various disinfectants tested, but also to compare two 
methods of testing (viz., the ‘‘glass rod”’ and the ‘‘drop”’ 
methods). Two organisms were used, one a virulent 
typhoid, recently isolated, the other a staphylococcus 
pyogenes aureus, also recently isolated from an abscess, 
the aureus being the more resistant of the two. 

Technique of the ‘‘glass rod’? method (Hill): Sterile 
glass rods attached to rubber or cork stoppers are pre- 
pared in quantity and placed in test tubes. A twenty- 
four hour slant culture of the organism to be used is 
rubbed up carefully with several cubic centimeters of 
sterile water. The sterile glass rods are then inoculated 
on the lower ends with a thin film of this liquid sus- 
pension and dried for one hour in a special box, arranged 
with a series of holes into which the stoppers fit and 
which has a cheese cloth covering at one end to admit air, 
and glass opposite to admit diffuse light. 

In making the tests the rods are immersed in ihe 
desired dilution of the disinfectant for varying periods of 
time, after which the disinfectant is rinsed off in a tube 
of sterile bouillon, and the organisms which have been 
exposed to the action of the disinfectant are now tested 
by inoculating an agar slant, and this slant, together 
with the bouillon used for rinsing, placed in the incu- 
bator at 37 degrees C. and examined daily for growth 
for ten days. 

Technique of the ‘‘drop”’ method: With this method 
twenty-four hour bouillon cultures of the organisms 
are used. The diluted disinfectants are measured out 
accurately in 5 cubic centimeter lots in sterile test-tubes 
and each 5 cubic centimeter of the diluted disinfectant 
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receives an inoculation of ;45 cubic centimeter from the 
bouillon culture of the organism with which the test is 
made, disinfectant and culture being thoroughly mixed 
by shaking. At designated intervals, 22, 5, 74, 10 
minutes, etc., subcultures are made from the inoculated 
disinfectant to 5 cubic centimeters of sterile broth, 
carrying over one four millimeter loopful. These sub- 
cultures are incubated at 37 degrees C. for forty-eight 
hours, when observations are made and results recorded. 
_All the tests in these experiments were made with one per 
cent dilutions of the various disinfectants and a one per 
cent carbolic acid* was run for comparison. 

In the table ‘‘drop” method, x stands for growth, — 
for no growth; “‘rod”’ method, * stands for growth, o for 
no growth; T. for B. typhosus; 8. for staphylococcus 
pyogenes aureus. 

With the exception of carbolic acid, which is placed 
first in the table, the disinfectants are designated by 
number only.

If we may be permitted to say that we arrive at a fair 
idea of the relative value of these disinfectants by add- 
ing together the time results of these tests, then No. 2 
stands first with a 28-minute record. No. 11 next with 
70 minutes 30 seconds; carbolic acid third with 1 hour 
and 50 minutes, and then following in the order named, . 
Nos. 9, 4, 6,.10, 5, 12, 7, 3 and 8. 

It will be seen that with but one exception a longer 
time, usually a much longer time, is required to kill the 
organisms with the rod method, which may be explained 
by saying that with this method we test not only the 
killing power but also the penetrating power of the dis- 
infectant. With the drop method the individual organ- 
isms are surrounded with the disinfectant, which is thus 
enabled to work at its greatest efficiency. 

As disinfectants are used, practically we seldom obtain 
such conditions as are represented by the drop method 
of testing; thus No. 10 seems quite superior to No. 9 
as tested by the drop method, but No. 9 has superior 
penetrating power as shown by the rod method. No. 9 
would then be the better of the two for practical uses. 

Many of these proprietary compounds claim effi- 
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ciency far superior to carbolic acid, yet in this series of 
tests, which we think is fairly representative, but two 
proved superior. 

As a class they possess advantages over carbolic acid 
for cleaning purposes and as deodorants and are easier 
to handle; as arule they are much more costly. As com- 
mercial products of unknown composition we cannot be 
sure, except for those guaranteed by reliable manufac- 
turers, that even different samples of the same name will 
have equal efficiency. 

In the opinion of the writers carbolic acid still holds 
first rank as a reliable, cheap, effective disinfectant and 
is to be preferred, unless for some special reason as noted 
above, to any of the commercial products of unknown 
composition. 
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TESTS OF THE VIRULENCE OF DIPHTHERIA 
BACILLI.

Many times the laboratory worker is requested to test 
the virulence of diphtheria bacilli, especially in cases 
running for a long time or in those occurring in institu- 
tions, and as we have had many interesting results from 
these tests we present some of them for your considera- 
tion. 

Our laboratory has always made virulence tests upon 
request either from the Board of Health or from the 
attending physician, the procedure being to isolate either 
by the streak-out method or surface seeding. For the 
former a series of eight or ten tubes is used, inoculating 
a fresh tube from the incubated one, then, after sterilizing 
the needle, another from the freshly inoculated one, and 
so on through the series, taking from the first tube to the 
second, from the second to the third, etc., sterilizing the 
needle after inoculating each tube, and in that way iso- 
lated colonies may be found on the later ones, as of 
course a smaller number of organisms is carried over 
each time. For the surface seeding method five tubes 
are used, selecting those which contain a fair amount of . 
water of condensation; and this is rubbed over the sur- 
face in order to insure an even distribution at the proper 
time. Inoculation is made directly into the water of 
condensation of the first tube, the needle sterilized, and 
a loopful carried into the water in the second tube, 
sterilization and inoculation being repeated through the 
series. The tubes are then laid down at the proper angle 
to cause the water to flow over the surface of the serum 
and allowed to remain for two to five minutes when they 
are taken up carefully and put into the incubator in the 
upright position. After incubation isolated colonies are 
‘“‘fished’’ and planted on serum and in sugar free broth 
and a microscopic examination is also made. 

If there is no particular need for haste, or in cases in 
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which the organisms are very few, we sometimes make 
serum and microscopic examinations only, inoculating 
several colonies one above the other on a single serum 
tube, thereby making a great saving in the amount of 
media used, for many times we “‘fish”’ twenty to forty 
colonies from a single series, especially from long standing 
cases, the broths being made from the serum tubes after 
incubation. 

These are incubated forty-eight hours and pigs inocu- 
lated subcutaneously, using .5% of the body weight. 
The reaction may be local or general, or, as is usual in 
positive cases, both, and is generally present the follow- 
ing day, although a negative report is never given until 
forty-eight hours after the inoculation. 

The virulence of morphologically typical diphtheria 
bacilli (Wesbrook’s A C D) varies not only in different 
eases but in different strains from the same case from 
those absolutely nonvirulent to those which cause death 
within thirty-six hours. 

This was first brought to our notice in December, 1906, 
when a series of six pigs was inoculated each with a 
different strain isolated from the same release culture. 

In order to hasten the report one strain was inoculated 
at the end of the twenty-four hours and this proved 
virulent, the pig being so nearly dead on the second day 
that he was chloroformed. 

The other five strains were all incubated forty-eight 
hours and the difference in their virulence was very 
marked: 


1. Was the one previously mentioned. 

2. Pig died on the eighth day, the reaction being local and 
general. 

3. Died on the second day. 

4. Showed a very slight local reaction on the second day 
which increased slightly during the next week, but at no time 
was there a marked reaction. This pig was kept under obser- 
vation for six weeks, complete recovery resulting. 

5. Died on the ninth day. 

6. Here there was a slight local reaction at the end of twenty- 
four hours which became more marked daily for some time, 
and there was a slough surrounding the point of inoculation, 
the pig dying at the end of six weeks. 


All the above strains grown fifteen hours on serum 
were of Wesbrook’s AAI types. A rush of work pre- 
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vented further tests at this time, but an interesting 
problem had been presented. 

On November 9, 1907, three pigs were inoculated with 
three strains isolated from a release culture, two dying 
within forty-eight hours and the other showing no 
symptoms; in order to rule out a possible difference in 
the resistance of the pigs we kept the cultures and 
eleven days later inoculated the surviving pig and a new 
one, to serve as a control, with the avirulent strain and 
at the same time another pig with one of the virulent 
strains; the first two showed a very slight local reaction 
the following day and the one receiving the virulent 
strain showed a marked reaction but lived three weeks 
from the date of inoculation, dying at that time. On 
the 22d, or two days after the last inoculation, the 
two pigs receiving the avirulent strain were reinoculated, 
the original pig with the virulent strain and the control 
with the avirulent; the original pig developed marked 
local and general symptoms, dying on the eleventh day 
from the last inoculation, and the control never showed 
anything beyond a slight local reaction from which a 
complete recovery was made within a few days. 

Since this time we have endeavored to make inocu- 
lations from several strains from each case, although 
until recently we have not had a similar case. On 
August 14 of this year three pigs were inoculated with 
three strains isolated from a release culture, one of which 
was virulent and two avirulent. 

On several occasions we have been requested to make 
retests on cases running a protracted course, but it has 
been our experience that when it has been demonstrated 
that a virulent organism has caused the condition 
the virulence remains to the last, and two cases are 
presented : 


First Case. Duration from first positive culture to release 
by two successive negatives, seventy-six days. December 29, 
1906, two pigs were inoculated, one dying on the second and 
one on the third day; December 30, one pig which died on the 
second day; January 17, 1907 (this was the last positive culture), 
two pigs were inoculated, both dying three days later. 

Second Case. Culture was first taken January 10, 1910, and 
a positive diagnosis returned; all symptoms disappeared within 
ten days, but the case ran until March 30, when the patient was 
allowed by the Board to go into the country. Virulence tests 
made January 28, February 13 and March 26 were all positive. 
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In general we have found the organisms persisting 
after a clinical case of diphtheria virulent, but the non- 
clinical carriers usually harbor nonvirulent organisms, 
an example of this being presented before this society 
last year.* One of the conclusions drawn from that 
work was as follows: ‘‘ Where virulent diphtheria bacilli 
are present, as shown by outbreaks of the disease, cul- 
tural tests of all contacts and isolation of those showing 
positive cultures is a duty owed to the community.” An 
illustration of the truth of this conclusion was demon- 
strated recently in an institution where there are about 
150 boys. On October 8 of the present year the first 
positive case was reported, another on the 16th, one 
on the 20th, one November 3 and five on the 4th. 
This opened the eyes of those in charge and on the 6th 
seventy cultures were taken from the two cottages 
where cases had occurred, fourteen of which were 
positive; on the 8th 136 cultures were submitted, of 
which six were positive. The clinical cases had been 
removed before the general culture taking began so the 
last twenty positives were nonclinical cases, but of six 
cases on which virulence tests were made three were 
positive, four to six strains being tried from all cases, 
as follows: 


Boy 1. Six strains inoculated November 14, all positive, 
the pigs dying within forty-eight hours. 

Boy 2. Seven strains inoculated November 14, all positive, 
two pigs dying on the second day, two on the third and three on 
the fourth. 

Boy 3. Seven strains inoculated November 16, all positive, 
two pigs dying on the second, four on the third and one on the 
fifth day. : 

Boy 4. Five strains inoculated November 16 and one Decem- 
ber 11 from another culture, all negative. 

Boy 5. Three strains inoculated November 21 and two 
December 11, all negative. 

Boy 6. Four strains inoculated November 21, all negative, 
one strain December 1, pig dying on the second day, two strains 
December 5 and ten strains December 12 being negative. 


It occurred to us that possibly there might be a cause 
for the variation in virulence in the source of the primary 
infection; accordingly the school hospital was consulted 
and we found that the first four boys, or three with a+

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and one with a— virulence, came from the same cottage 
and the remaining two came from two other cottages 
where there had been no clinical diphtheria. Thus it will 
be seen that all the boys who were harboring virulent 
organisms came from a single cottage and from this 
cottage most of the clinical cases had been taken; that 
also a carrier of nonvirulent organisms came from the 
same cottage. Boy No. 1, three days after the culture 
taking, became a clinical case and was sent to the con- 
tagious hospital, the others being isolated on the insti- 
tution grounds. 

It is interesting to note that those cases which showed 
a positive virulence at all times cleared up more quickly 
than the others. The last positive cultures from boys 
Nos. 2 and 3 were taken twenty-one and twenty 
days, respectively, after the primary one, the others 
still being positive three weeks later. 

While working on these institutional cases we had a 
few positive cases from another institution where they 
had a single clinical case, and the virulence was tested 
on two of those, one being the clinical case and the other 
one of the exposed children. From the clinical case 
five strains were inoculated, four of them being positive 
and one negative; of the positive pigs, three died on the 
second and one on the third day; from the other case 
all three were positive, pigs dying within forty-eight 
hours. 

One other case occurred at the sametime. A boy at 
home had clinical diphtheria and both his mother and 
brother had positive cultures; the mother’s throat 
cleared within six days, but the brother’s persisted. A 
virulence test was made from the primary culture of the 
brother, who was never a clinical case, two strains being 
tested, one killing the pig on the third day, the other 
being nonvirulent. 


CONCLUSIONS. 


1. Clinical diphtheria is caused by virulent diphtheria 
bacilli. 

2. As a rule, following clinical diphtheria the organ- 
isms retain their virulence as long as they persist. | 

3. As a rule, virulent and avirulent bacilli are not 
found in the same case, but, as these cases do occur, 
several strains should be tested before reporting non- 
virulent. 
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4. In diphtheria outbreaks a large percentage of 
the ‘‘carriers’”’ harbor virulent organisms, although such 
carriers may develop no symptoms whatever. 

5. Cultures should be taken from all contacts before 
terminating quarantine in all cases of diphtheria.

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REPORT OF MILK INSPECTOR. 


BurEAU OF MILK INSPECTION, 
30 HuNTINGTON AVENUE, Boston, Mass. 


To the Board of Health: 


GENTLEMEN,— I have the honor to submit the fol- 
lowing report for the year ending January 31, 1911. 

The total number of samples collected and examined 
was 23,654, as follows:

More samples were examined than in any previous 
year. In 1909, 22,353 specimens were tested; 1910 
thus shows an increase in examinations to the extent of 
1,301, the total for the year being 23,654. The income 
was not as large as last year, but the total was $8,582.90, 
divided as follows: Fines, $6,075.40, and license fees, 
$2,507.50. The decrease from last year was $1,092.10, 
but this was largely due to lessened receipts from fines 
attendant upon fewer court cases. 

The quality of milk from the chemical standpoint has 
been excellent, despite the fact that during May and for 
a short time in June there was a milk strike, during 
which many of the producers whose milk ordinarily 
comes to this market was withdrawn, and much of the 
product arriving here during that period was from 
foreign sources. The standard of this milk chemically 
was, however, excellent, and undoubtedly much of it 
contained a larger percentage of milk solids and fat than 
that sold here under normal conditions. This has not 
been usual under such circumstances, as with shortage 
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periods ordinarily it not infreqently happens that milk 
brought here from unusual localities falls below the legal 
standard limits. Much of the milk which came here 
during the strike was from creameries in another state, 
and while not as fresh as could be wished, had other 
advantages, as before noted. 

Outside of this strike period there were not many 
occasions during the year when the wants of milk users 
of Boston and its immediate vicinity could not be sup- 
plied from regular sources. This was an uncommon 
condition, for in recent years intervals when the supply 
from the ordinary channels has proved inadequate have 
been of frequent occurrence. Such periods, however, are 
undesirable for both the consumer and dealer. 

As intimated in the report of last year, there is con- 
siderable manipulation of milk, whereby the value of 
the resultant product is lowered by mixing skimmed 
milk and milk of high grade. That this can be done 
within limits under the existing low fat standard is 
beyond question. This is profitable for the milkman, 
but detrimental to the consumer from lessening the fat 
value of the product, and to the farmer by reason of a 
smaller amount of normal milk being required to supply 
the demand. If this adulteration can be practised 
under the existing fat limit, it is not difficult to predict 
what will happen if the fat standard is ever decreased, 
or, as some misguided individuals desire, eliminated from 
the state law. This form of tampering has been care-_ 
fully watched, and recently a few milkmen were found 
distributing milk in which the percentage of proteids 
was greater than the amount of fat, thus warranting the 
opinion that a portion of the cream had been removed 
from the milk. Complaints were entered against these 
dealers for the possession of unmarked skimmed milk 
with intent to sell. In every instance the lower courts 
have sustained the contention of the government, and 
it has been found up to the present time that no dealer 
thus convicted has since had milk of this character in 
his possession. This fact leads to the assumption that 
the original condition found was one controllable by 
human agencies. 

The tendency to water milk has for the most part 
been checked, and the number of these diluted speci- 
mens appears to be decreasing. With the watered milk 
that was found during the year there were several 
instances where the State Board of Health, through 
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cooperation with this Bureau and the dealer on whose 
team the milk was originally found, was enabled to 
trace the trouble to the producer, in whose possession 
other watered milk was found. In these investigations 
the responsibility was fortunately placed in the right 
quarter, 2. e., the originator of the trouble was made to 
suffer the consequences. 

A feature of this service which each year is demanding 
more time is that of investigations which deal with other 
phases of the law than those which involve the collecting 
of samples. ‘This is becoming a useful adjunct to the 
routine work, and constant and direct improvement 
follows the expenditure of energy which it requires. 
The amount of attention which can be devoted to 
these issues is limited by reason of a small force and the 
need for a constant expenditure of labor in other direc- 
tions. Despite these facts good results are being 
attained and a majority of the dealers have shown a 
willingness to comply with the demands of the office in 
the matter of changes andimprovements. ‘To bring this 
about in some instances has involved much effort either 
in the way of correspondence or visits, or both. 

In all, about 700 issues were considered, and included 
in this list were questions relating to dirty stores, 
dirty dip tank, dirty dipper, dirty cans, dirty cream- 
ery, temperature of milk, bacteria in milk, dirty ice- 
chest cover, uncovered milk and cream, and the keep- 
ing of the same outside ice-chest; dipping milk by means 
of a cup, dirty milk car, and the use of dirty ice in 
cooling milk during transportation, requests to bottle 
milk in stores, unmarked oleomargarine in a store, the 
sale of oleomargarine on teams, and partially hidden 
oleomargarine signs in stores. 

The above is only a portion of the features receiving 
consideration, and the places included were scattered 
throughout the city. This work has been attended with 
pronounced success. 


LICENSE Law. 


The operation of the license law adopted by the Legis- 
lature in 1909 is satisfactory in its relation to the annual 
license which all shopkeepers must obtain. By the 
present plan it is feasible to have a corrected list of 
dealers at least once a year, and this was impossible 
under the former law without a complete canvass of the 
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city, which would have involved a large and unwar- 
ranted expense. Before 1909 a license for a shop held 
good as long as there was no change of ownership. 

As illustrating an advantage from the present plan the 
figures of the last year are useful. During that period 
there was collected for license fees, $2,507.50, representing 
5,015 licenses. At this time the Bureau has 4,003 
licenses, of which number 111 are for the sale of oleo- 
margarine. Based upon these figures, 1,012 licenses 
were granted during the year, which are not now in 
operation. Some of these represent revoked milk 
licenses, but the majority were given to shopkeepers 
who have disposed of their places of business by sale or 
otherwise. 

The issuing of these licenses involves considerable 
labor because of the necessary duplication of names 
required for the card catalogue system. This work, 
however, is justified by the results, and its extent was 
materially lessened in the past year by comparison with 
1909. The bulk of this duty was performed in May 
and June, and in those months 3,043 licenses were 
issued and applications for many more were received. 
This extra work was carried on without any great 
increase in expense, which is to be placed to the credit 
of the office force. The income from fees was $5.50 
less than in 1909. 

Many shopkeepers are careless in applying for their 
licenses, and notwithstanding repeated notices do not 
procure their permits until after the institution of 
court proceedings. More attention should be given 
this detail by dealers, as they are the most interested. 
The prompt securing of permits will result in a saving 
of time and expense for both the dealer and the Bureau. 
New licenses become operative the first day of June of 
each year, and application should be made for them 
during the month of May. 

The feature mentioned in the report of last year 
relative to the operation of several wagons by one 
milkman for one license fee of 50 cents is worthy of 
attention. When the original license law was adopted 
it was customary for each licensee to use only one wagon 
in the conduct of his business. Now the traffic is 
carried on under a different policy to which the original 
fee system does not apply. As an illustration, one 
dealer now operates 48 wagons, and the eight largest 
concerns are using 249 wagons, or 45.5 per cent of the 
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vehicles employed. If the old arrangement was cor- 
rect, a change in the present amount charged milkmen 
not only seems proper but necessary to meet the new 
conditions. It is believed that the license fee should 
not only be increased but that there should be a fee. 
for each vehicle used and the amount charged for 
store licenses advanced. In this respect the policy 
pursued in some other cities where license fees are 
required is of interest. 

Of six cities it has been found that the wagon fee is 
from $1 to $10 each, and that in one city where the 
latter sum is required the owner of two or more wagons 
has to pay $25 for a permit. The charge for shop 
licenses varies from $1 to $15, and in one city each cow 
owner who peddles milk pays a fee of $1 for each animal. 
There is no sound reason why these small dealers should 
not pay a fee, even though this plan is at variance with 
the law of this state. Experience here and in other- 
Massachusetts cities has demonstrated that from the 
sanitary standpoint, at least, this class of dealer is the 
most difficult to regulate. The above data proves 
that the license fees in several cities are larger than is 
required here. Under these circumstances the sug- 
gestion as to a revision of the present permit charge 
should be given consideration.

Another decline is to be noted in the number of 
licensed milkmen; this decrease has been remarkably 
constant and in only one of the recent years has there 
been an increase in the number of dealers over the 
previous year. Several milkmen disposed of their 
routes in 1910, and for the most part these were bought 
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by those already in the business. Some routes formerly 
operated independently have also been consolidated. 
Thus the concentration in this traffic continues. In 
1909 there were 275 licensed. milkmen, but at the 
present time there are only 259. This is the lowest 
number yet recorded. 

There has also been a slight decline in the number of 
shops selling milk; there are now 3,633 of these licensed 
establishments. In 1909, 3,692 such places were licensed 
to deal in milk. 

The quantity of milk handled each day in this city 
was larger than in 1909 by 21,105 quarts. The amount 
dealt in each day in 1910 approximated 386,081 quarts, 
and of this quantity about 352,580 quarts arrived by 
railroad. A considerable portion of this railroad milk 
represents that which is consumed in nearby cities 
and towns as well as the quantity of unused milk 
which must necessarily be carried to supply varying 
demand, and which is designated in the trade as “sur- 
plus milk.”’ 

The amount of milk consumed daily in this city 
increased by about 9,323 quarts by comparison with 
the approximate daily consumption of 1909. Although 
more milk is required to supply the wants of the city, 
this may probably be attributed to a growth in popula- 
tion rather than to a materially larger per capita use. 
There can be little doubt, however, that there has been 
an increase in individual consumption since the remark- 
ably low level reached in 1907. The educational cam- 
paign whereby milk is very properly being extolled 
as a perfect food has no doubt had some influence, 
which will be more pronounced in the future, upon the 
per capita employment of this fluid. About 253,709 
quarts of milk were daily consumed in this city in 1910. 
Of this, 220,208 quarts, or 86.79 per cent, arrived by 
railroads; 29,495 quarts, or 11.63 per cent, were trans- 
ported by wagons, and 4,006 quarts, or 1.58 per cent, 
were the product of the 426 cows kept within the city 
limits. In 1909, 520 cows were kept in this city. By 
comparison with the figures for 1909, there has been a 
daily decrease in the sale of milk brought here by 
teams and also that raised within the city borders. 
In the former instance this amounts to 1.59 per cent, 
and in the latter to .86 per cent. The amount of rail- 
road milk used each day increased by 1.95 per cent. 
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CERTIFIED AND INSPECTED MILK. 


An encouraging increase is to be noted in the use of 
milk of the better grades, thus indicating that the num- 
ber of consumers interested in the clean milk issue is 
being constantly enlarged. Upon the clean milk basis 
this is a healthy state of affairs, and is proof that the 
effort to educate consumers is not without the desired 
result. There has been criticism of the prices charged 
for these grades of milk, but such an attitude is unjust, 
as the conditions under which they are produced neces- 
sitate and justify the advance asked. Furthermore, 
with certified milk, although the amount consumed is 
yearly increasing, the quantity in demand is so small 
that its production cannot be said to be upon a substan- 
tial business basis. Undoubtedly to the dairyman and 
dealer traffic in this type of milk more often involves 
a loss than a profit. The excess in price for this milk 
may be viewed as milk insurance by the purchaser, 
and for this amount there is provided supervision of the 
production and handling conditions and of the health 
of employees by a medical commission; the animals are 
tuberculin tested and are periodically examined by 
veterinarians, and the methods pursued are as near 
perfection as it is possible to attain. Milk which 
averages less than ten thousand bacteria to the cubic 
centimeter results, which necessitates production under 
rigid cleanliness. 

At present seven firms are engaged in distributing 
this type of milk throughout the city, and the amount 
consumed daily approximates 1,216 quarts, an excess of 
184 quarts over the quantity indicated by the report of 
last year. 

For milk which could be classified as inspected the 
demand is much greater, about 11,304 quarts being 
sold daily. In 1909, 10,580 quarts were used each day. 
The bulk of this milk is delivered in bottles to house- 
holders, but a considerable amount is used in hospitals, 
cans being utilized as containers. This form of milk 
costs only a trifle more than the price charged for ordi- 
nary milk, and is well worth the difference. Many of 
the herds from which this milk is obtained are tuberculin 
tested. The milk should not have more than 100,000 
bacteria to the cubic centimeter; it is comparatively 
clean, and the production methods, while commendable, 
are less strict than those governing certified milk farms. 
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Fourteen firms are distributing this milk, which 
is guaranteed only by these concerns. An almost 
unlimited amount of this milk is available as soon as a 
market is provided, plans to that end having been per- 
fected by some of the above dealers. One of these 
concerns pasteurizes this form of milk before delivering 
it to consumers. 

These cleaner brands of milk should find extensive 
use by consumers of this city, and the medical profession 
especially ought to play an important part in informing 
the public of their advantages. There should be a 
substantial preference by all classes for milk uncontami- 
nated by filth and drawn from healthy animals. 


HEATED MILK. 


During the year another company was added to the 
list of those dealing in heated milk, and this, with a 
small concern whose milk is treated in another state, 
makes six firms who are selling milk of this type in 
Boston. The company which began to treat its product 
in the above manner installed a modern equipment, 
by which milk is heated to 146 degrees Fahrenheit and 
held for twenty minutes, during which time its tem- 
perature does not fall below 144 degrees Fahrenheit. 
One firm has recently had a new pasteurizing outfit 
placed in its plant, abandoning old machinery, whereby 
milk can be handled in accordance with approved 
methods. A third concern, which has for years used the 
continuous process for heating milk, is about to replace 
the apparatus which has been employed with a new and 
modern device, which will be ready for operation at an 
early date. Another company is using an equipment 
installed in 1910; the milk is heated at this place to 
145 degrees Fahrenheit, and then held in porcelain- 
lined compartments for thirty minutes, during which 
time the temperature does not go below 143 degrees 
Fahrenheit. The milk is then cooled to 42 degrees 
Fahrenheit and bottled. The remaining firm is also 
using a holding arrangement for keeping the milk at an 
elevated temperature for a stated interval after heating. 
This leaves only one concern now employing the con- 
tinuous process. 

The amount of heated milk sold here was materially 
increased during 1910. The volume of this form of 
milk delivered daily approximates 126,565 quarts, and 
this is about 49.9 per cent of the whole supply. About 
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80,455 quarts, or 63.5 per cent, of this daily output is 
delivered in bottles; the balance is sold in cans. Of 
these containers bottles appear to be superior to cans 
for employment as holders for heated milk, 7. e., samples 
from the former have been found to possess a lower 
bacterial content. It is again urged that all heated 
milk should be labeled, so that the temperature and date 
of heating are clearly indicated. 

Other facts relative to heated milk appear under the 
heading ‘‘ Bacteriologic Examination of Milk.” 


MILkK CaANs. 


In addition to the former contracting firms there are 
now several small dealers who are sending cans into the 
country daily, but all of the above milkmen engaged in 
freighting milk here are shipping washed cans from this 
city to the producers from whom the milk is obtained. 
One small contracting company which began business 
during the year reverted to the former custom of making 
the farmer do the cleaning. A stop was put to this 
practice, since which time all cans have been washed 
before delivery to producers. At this time the cans 
from all dealers are washed before being returned to the 
farmer. With all of the concerns except one, regardless 
of the volume of business, the opinion prevails that the 
washing of cans has resulted in great improvement to 
the supply. The contender who holds to the opposite 
view believes that milk was of lower bacterial content 
when the responsibility for washing was vested with the 
man who filled the cans with milk. While the weight 
of evidence is opposed to this opinion as to the influence 
upon milk of cans washed here or in the country, there 
should be no occasion for dispute over the condition 
of milk vessels, as every one who employs them inthe 
handling of milk for public consumption is accountable 
for their cleanliness. No person who would place milk 
in an unclean vessel, for the simple reason that the 
cleaning of the same devolved upon another, is fit to 
be engaged in any branch of the milk business. Fur- 
thermore, no contractor who has reason to suspect a 
farmer of placing milk in dirty cans should continue to 
purchase milk from such a source. The intention of 
dealers is to send the cans into the country clean, but 
if by any oversight cans should reach farmers not 
thoroughly cleansed, the responsibility of putting them 
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in proper condition before use ought to be assumed by 
the latter. In any event dirty cans should never be 
employed for holding milk. 

Nearly all of the dealers who are buying small amounts 
of milk in the country are having it sent here in 83- 
quart cans, but one concern is using a few 214-quart 
cans. The bulk of the milk which arrives through the 
agency of the large firms is transported in cans of 214- 
quarts capacity. One concern employs this unit almost 
exclusively, and another company which has been grad- 
ually eliminating 83-quart cans for those holding 214- 
quarts has this year replaced the 83-quart size upon 
one car with those of the larger type. Not all of the 
firms are agreed upon this can issue, aS one company 
contends that the 83-quart can is easier to handle, quicker 
to cool and better adapted for icing than those of larger 
size. 

For the delivery of milk throughout the city the 
83-quart can is the prevailing form. The cans of this 
size, closed with a cap like those for milk bottles, men- 
tioned in the last report, are being successfully employed 
by the firm which originally used them, and more of 
this style were ordered this year, to be substituted for 
the cans with wooden stoppers. They have the great 
advantage of keeping the milk in much better condition 
than when the wooden plug is utilized, and these new 
cans are preferred to the old style by many restaurant 
and hotel keepers who receive milk from this company. 


Misuse oF MILK CONTAINERS. 


The efforts of previous years to stop the wrongful use 
of milk vessels have met with gratifying results in mate- 
rially checking infringements of the law governing this 
matter in shops, restaurants and hotels. Observation, 
the experience of the large dealers, and the decrease in 
the number of court actions all tend to show a diminu- 
tion of violations. This could be further lessened were 
it not for the wording of the statute dealing with this 
matter, which makes the person who causes or permits 
forbidden substances to be placed in milk containers 
liable to a penalty. Thus the phraseology prevents the 
use of a method of procuring evidence relative to viola- ° 
tions in shops and restaurants, which might otherwise 
be attempted. 

There were only eight cases brought before the courts 
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for violation of this law, but in 1909 twenty-three actions 
were prosecuted. The majority of the 1910 cases dealt 
with the wrongful employment of milk bottles rather 
than milk cans. In a few instances small shopkeepers 
were found using bottles for measuring liquids like mo- 
lassesand vinegar. Usually, however, the bottle found its 
way into a shop through the agency of a consumer, 
who wished it to serve as a container for some purchase. 

Householders are more at fault regarding this problem 
than either ‘shopkeepers or restaurant dealers. The 
former wrongfully retain bottles in large numbers, they 
are then misused, and oftentimes in such a manner as 
to preclude proper cleaning by ordinary methods when 
they subsequently find their way back into the usual 
channels. Then when such bottles are again employed 
for milk, complaints are made either to the milk inspec- 
tor or milkman, or both, as to the condition of the con- 
tainers. Each milk vessel should be clean, and milk 
consumers are justified in protesting when they are not. 
But it is not possible to clean some of these misused 
vessels (whether bottles or cans) under methods which 
could be accepted as proper for milk utensils employed 
only for milk. Thus bottles which have been washed, 
but which nevertheless retain upon the inner portion 
traces of the foreign substances which have been placed 
in them by householders, are occasionally used by milk- 
men who are not aware of their condition as containers 
of milk. With cans the undesirable conditions would 
be more pronounced, as they would be subjected to worse 
treatment by those disposed to misuse milk vessels. 
These foreign deposits on bottles vary as to amount, and 
are usually brown to black in color, and noticeable to 
the householder who receives them from the milkman, 
the presence of the adhering substance usually being 
made especially pronounced by the white background of 
the milk. In the hurry of handling many packages not 
all of these faulty bottles are noticed by the dealers. If 
such was the case, consumers may be assured that they 
would not be used for the delivery of milk until free from 
objection, as no milkman possessed of common sense 
would run the risk of offending his customers by leaving 
milk in unsightly containers. 

Several of the bottles to which objection was made 
during the year have been photographed for the purpose 
of illustrating their actual condition, and this is shown 
in Figure I. Some of these bottles were dirty from mis- 
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use by consumers, and others through carelessness at 
the milk-handling plant. 

There have been more complaints than usual during 
the past year as to the condition of milk bottles used by 
dealers, and the Bureau has devoted much time to this 
subject, and without excusing these firms in any degree 
for faulty containers, it would be well for consumers not 
to place all of the blame for dirty milk bottles upon the 
milkmen. Every such container was misused by a citi- 
zen, and if these individuals in the interest of decency 
would stop these practices, and if all milk vessels were 
cleaned as soon as emptied and returned promptly to the 
dealer, complaints of this kind would cease. If this could 
be accomplished, a great and unnecessary waste in the 
milk business would also be prevented, and consumers 
might as a natural consequence reasonably expect a 
commensurate reduction in their milk bills. 

The annual financial loss through the wrongful appro- 
priation and misuse of milk containers is enormous, and 
should be stopped not only for that reason but from con- 
sideration of health. Many bottles and cans either mis- 
used or not promptly returned to the owners find their 
way into ash barrels to mingle with rubbish and filth. 
They are then transported to one of the various dumps, 
having acquired a coating of dirt and ashes, which is 
especially pronounced if the bottle contains milk drain- 
ings or other moisture. Arriving at the dump these con- 
tainers are sorted from the débris, the bottles being 
placed temporarily in barrels, and the cans in heaps. 
Later these utensils are returned to their owners, the 
latter being compelled to compensate those in charge 
of the dumps for this service. Photographs made of 
cans and bottles accumulated at a dump have been repro- 
duced to show the actual conditions. Accompanying 
these is a picture which illustrates the condition of a 
bottle taken from the dump. 


Figure II. This shows eight cans only, but amply illustrates 
the condition of two or three hundred others which were 
heaped together at this place. They were dented, rusted and 
dirty from ashes and dust. 

Figure III. This photograph was taken at a dump, and not 
at a creamery. These bottles were not returned to milkmen 
by consumers, but were placed in ash barrels. They were then 
hauled to the dump with ashes and other waste, from which 
they were rescued and accumulated for the purpose of being 
sold to milkmen, the rightful owners. 
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Figure IV. This represents one of the bottles rescued from 
the dump after undergoing the treatment outlined above 
under Figure IJ. This bottle was placed in the ash barrel 
while moist inside with sour milk, to which ashes readily 
adhered. There was also a liberal coating of ashes upon the 
outside of the bottle. These cans and bottles afford convincing 
evidence that all milk vessels should be promptly returned to 
their owners. . 


This question of nonreturn of containers is of such 
importance to the trade that a bottle exchange, a 
cooperative concern, has recently been established for 
the purpose of collecting, sorting and returning stray 
milk vessels to the rightful owners. A tariff is exacted 
for this handling. 

Milkmen could promptly put an end to all of the 
troubles which come from the nonreturn of their 
property if they would only charge for each container. 
There is ample reason why they should adopt this 
course; not to do it is as senseless as to expect them to 
loan customers, in addition to milk containers, horses 
and wagons. It is useless with present petty trade 
jealousies to attempt to bring this condition about, and 
the only manner in which its accomplishment can be 
realized is through the medium of some legislation which 
would compel dealers under penalty of a heavy fine to 
charge for each container delivered to consumers, the 
latter to pay at least the cost price for each nonreturned 
milk vessel. Neither dealer nor consumer should fear 
such a plan, as it would not only benefit both financially, 
but also result in improvement to the milk supply. 


CLEANING OF MILK VESSELS. 


There has been a marked decrease in the number of 
court cases for violation of the regulation dealing with . 
this subject. This may be attributed to the activity 
of the Bureau in inforcing this requirement and acquaint- 
ing shopkeepers with its provisions, and to the fact that 
the Board of Health regulation respecting the sale of 
milk in bottles or other tightly closed receptacles mate- 
rially reduced the number of cans used about the city 
in the delivery of shop milk. Cans are now employed 
as containers for the milk sold to restaurants and hotels, 
but the proprietors of these places are observing the 
regulation carefully. 

Most of the bottles at present used in the sale of

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shop milk are washed before being returned to stores 
from which they were obtained. When this is not done, 
it means a nonobservance of the regulation by some 
householder, a form of violation with which it is difficult 
to deal. It is believed, however, that substantial gain 
has been made even in this direction in the matter of 
education of consumers, and that a greater proportion 
of citizens are aiding the clean milk cause by attention 
to this detail than at any previous period. 

This betterment, although pronounced, is far from 
the desired stage of progress, a proportion of the con- 
suming public either not realizing the need for cleanli- 
ness in milk vessels, or, when this knowledge is possessed, 
showing disinclination to observe common decencies. 
The least that the public can do to assist in the move- 
ment for better milk supplies is to perform that small 
burden which the cleaning of milk receptacles involves. 
This is a vital matter, a responsibility which no one 
should shirk, and which concerns every individual who 
uses milk. 

To further call the attention of consumers to the 
importance of proper care of milk vessels and their 
prompt return of these containers to milkmen, the fol- 
lowing circular was distributed through the cooperation 
of dealers: P 
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BurgEAv OF MILK INSPECTION, 
30 Huntinaeton AVENUE, Boston, Mass. 

A regulation of the Board of Health requires all milk vessels 
(bottles, ete.) to be cleaned as soon as emptied and by the 
person who pours out the milk. 

A state law prohibits the use of milk vessels (bottles, etc.) 
as containers for substances other than milk, skimmed milk, 
cream, buttermilk, or water or other cleansing agent. 

Will you not comply with this regulation and law by clean- 
ing all milk vessels as soon as emptied, and return them promptly 
to the milkman or shopkeeper, and thus aid the movement for 
better milk, and assist the Board of Health in its effort to 
further improve the supply of this city?

It is hoped that this effort will result in material 
benefit, and lessen attending evils from unclean, misused 
and nonreturned cans and bottles. 
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REGULATION CONCERNING THE SALE OF SHOP MILK 
IN TIGHTLY CLOSED RECEPTACLES. 


The above regulation has involved a vast amount of 
work for the Bureau since the first of last April, in which 
the element of controversy was an important factor. 
This requirement finally became operative on June 15, 
and most of the milkmen were prepared to carry on 
their business under the new plan, which involved the 
abandonment of the sale of milk from tanks or coolers 
in stores where other merchandise was sold, and the sub- 
stitution of bottles or other tightly closed receptacles 
for dealing in this commodity. A few milkmen who had 
opposed the regulation, and also delayed their purchases 
of the necessary equipment for complying with its pro- 
visions, despite the: warnings which they had received, 
were consequently not able to supply their store trade 
in accordance with the new arrangement. A still 
smaller number of milkmen (which later became nar- 
rowed down to one dealer) desired to test the legality 
of the requirement, and determined to oppose it in every 
way. 

As all shopkeepers had received notice in April that 
the regulation was to go into operation, it was deemed 
best not to delay its enforcement after the date upon 
which it went into effect, and the policy was adopted 
of revoking the milk licenses of those who were not observ- 
ing its requirements, this action being taken under the 
provisions of chapter 448 of the Acts and Resolves of 
1909, sections 3 and 4. This plan, although involving 
much detail, was productive of good results. Some of 
those whose licenses were revoked stopped selling milk 
until they could supply their trade with this fluid in 
bottles, and also procure new permits; others continued 
to deal in ‘‘loose milk,’’ and complaints were promptly 
entered against this class for dealing in milk without a 
license. ‘The courts sustained this method of procedure 
and in practically every case a conviction was secured. . 

Some shopkeepers, who received their supplies from 
milkmen who had vigorously contested the regulation, 
took advantage, at the instigation of said milkmen, of 
the provision in section 4 of the above law of 1909, 
which permits an appeal to the State Board of Health 
where a license is refused or revoked, the decision of the 
latter in such actions being according to law “final 
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and conclusive.”’ There were fifty-seven such appeals, 
and in these instances no court complaints were 
entered while the matter was being considered by 
the State Board of Health. This latter body granted 
the appellants two hearings in July, at which: they were 
represented by counsel, the Inspector of Milk appearing 
in support of the action of this Bureau. The legality 
of the regulation, 2. e., the right of the Board to adopt 
such a requirement, and the comparative qualities of 
‘“‘loose’’ and bottled milk were the principal issues 
involved. Later, and by agreement, two written argu- 
ments were submitted by each side to this controversy. 
After due consideration of the facts and issues involved, 
the State Board of Health early in October decided to 
sustain the revocations. 

Some of the store dealers who were parties to this 
dispute immediately began the sale of bottled milk and 
applied for new licenses. Others continued the sale of 
“loose milk”’ until complaints were entered in court for 
the sale of milk without a license; they then began deal- 
ing in bottled milk and applied for licenses. A smaller 
number, acting under instructions from the milkman 
who supplied them, neither applied for licenses nor 
abandoned the traffic in milk under the old method. 
The combined sales of milk by these dealers were com- 
paratively small, and amounted to only 0.62 per cent 
of the daily supply. Thus in four months, with the 
above exceptions, the system of selling in shops under- 
went complete change. Complaints for selling milk as 
unlicensed dealers were entered in court against these 
individuals, where they were convicted; from these 
findings appeals were entered. 

At the present time there are thirty-one of these 
appealed actions pending in the Superior Court. Mean- 
while, counsel representing the milk dealer who has been 
most active in opposing both the regulation and its 
operation has brought a complaint against one of these 
shopkeepers who persists in the sale of ‘‘loose milk,’’ 
whereby it is charged that this store dealer, the defend- 
ant to the action, did ‘‘offer, expose and keep for sale 
milk, and that said milk so offered, exposed and kept 
for sale . . . . was not then and there offered, exposed 
and kept for sale in a tightly closed or capped bottle or 
receptacle which had been approved by the Board of 
Health.’’ This defendant is supplied with milk by the 
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milkman who is financing the action, and the case was 
instigated for the purpose of testing the legality of the 
regulation. This subject will probably have an early 
adjudication. : 

The majority of shopkeepers were in favor of dealing 
in milk by this method, and some who were at first 
opposed to the plan are now its warmest advocates. 
Many assert that they would not again sell ‘‘loose milk”’ 
under any circumstances. 

It was urged as one of the reasons why the regulation 
should not be adopted that it would prevent the sale of 
milk in two and three cents’ worth to people who were 
either unable to procure or to keep in good condition 
large amounts of this food. In order to gain some 
insight into the extent of these small sales, a canvass was 
made of stores located in various parts of the city. This 
investigation indicated that the amount of milk sold 
in the above manner was greatly exaggerated, thus 
warranting the opinion that this contention was unsound. 

To ascertain just how the ‘‘poor consumer’’ fared 
in the matter of buying milk in small quantities, attempts 
were made to purchase milk at the shops of some of the 
dealers who persisted in handling ‘“‘loose milk,’’ and 
who had appealed to the State Board of Health upon 
the question of the revocation of their milk licenses by 
this Bureau. These dealers were pronounced in their 
protests, alleging as one reason the injury inflicted 
upon the consumer who obtained milk in small amounts. 
At eight of the places visited not less than a pint of milk 
could be purchased, and at only five shops was enough 
milk given the agent (on either a two or three cent pur- 
chase) so that the transaction could be deemed equitable 
from the consumer’s standpoint. At other shops the 
results were as follows: 


A North street dealer sold 445 cubic centimeters of milk at 
4 cents. Based on this quantity and price, a quart of milk 
would cost 8.4 cents. 

A Cliff street dealer sold 200 cubic centimeters of milk for 3 
cents. Based on this quantity and price, a quart of milk would 
cost 14.18 cents. 

A Tremont street dealer sold 288 cubic centimeters of milk 
for 3 cents. Based on this quantity and price, a quart of milk 
would cost 11.92 cents. 

A Saratoga street dealer sold 175 cubic centimeters of milk 
for 2 cents. Based on this quantity and price, a quart of milk 
would cost 10.8 cents. 
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A Hulbert street dealer sold 310 cubic centimeters of milk 
for 3 cents. Based on this quantity and price, a quart of milk 
would cost 9.14 cents. 

A West Lenox street dealer sold 165 cubic centimeters of 
milk for 2 cents. Based on this quantity and price, a quart of 
milk would cost 11.4 cents. 

A Blue Hill avenue dealer sold 185 cubic centimeters of milk 
for 2 cents. Based on this quantity and price, a quart of milk 
would cost 10.2 cents. 

Not one of the dealers visited would sell a cent’s worth of 
milk. 


These results were summarized as follows: 


First. This investigation indicates that the claims put forth 
by dealers as to the sales of milk in small quantities are a sub- 
terfuge employed to deceive consumers, as many shopkeepers 
loudest in their assertions of hardship to the poor refuse to 
make such sales. (In fact many storekeepers were indignant 
when inquiry was made for one or two cents’ worth of milk.) 

Second. In many of the shops where less than a pint of milk 
was sold the price charged for the quantity given the purchaser 
was such that the corresponding price for milk by the quart 
would vary from 8.4 cents to 14.18 cents. Thus the individual 
who purchases milk by the two and three cents’ worth may be 
defrauded through excessive prices by those who claim to be 
befriending him. 

Third. Not a single store out of twenty-one would sell a 
cent’s worth of milk. 


There can be no doubt that the regulation has had a 
marked influence upon the quality of milk sold to con- 
sumers, 2. e., the product has been of higher standard 
in percentage of total solids and fat and of lower bac- 
terial content than was possible of attainment under 
the former arrangement. The improvement in this 
latter respect is shown elsewhere in this report. An 
idea of the betterment from the chemical standpoint 
can be gained from the number of court cases for the 
sale of shop milk below standard for similar periods 
in the years 1909-10 and 1910-11, as follows:

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Of the cases in this latter period only thirty-five were 
against dealers who kept milk in bottles, the other prose- 
cutions being for the sale of ‘‘loose milk’”’ (not to be 
carried from the premises) in restaurants and hotels. 
Thus there were 27.8 per cent less cases based on low 
standard shop milk from June 15, 1910, to February 1, 
1911, than for the corresponding period in 1909-10. 

Previous mention has been made of the plan adopted 
to compel the enforcement of this regulation by the 
revocation of licenses. This entailed a vast amount 
of labor, which was fully warranted by the outcome. It 
is believed that the result attained amply demonstrates 
that this method of dealing with these milk problems, 
wherever utilized, will prove to be of great efficiency. 

The results from this work have been partially noted 
above, but the details have been arranged in tabular _ 
form, and the statement which follows also records the 
number of licenses revoked for violation of other Board 
of Health regulations, the number of instances where 
licenses were refused, and the outcome from such revo- 
cations and refusals.

INVESTIGATING COMPLAINTS. 


More complaints were brought to the attention of 
the Bureau than in any previous year. This does not 
indicate that conditions are becoming worse, but points 
rather to greater interest of citizens in the milk subject. 

Information of this character comes to the office 
either by telephone, letter, or by personal calls. The 
telephone and the mails are often employed for anony- 
mous complaints. Investigation proves many of them 
unfounded, while others are of great help in correcting 
undesirable and illegal conditions. 

It is gratifying to have this aid from the public, and 
the Bureau stands ready to give all of the assistance 
within its power in the correction of faults. It is planned 
to investigate all of the data thus presented, even though 
this often requires a considerable expenditure of time. 
Many citizens fear that facts thus obtained will be used 
to their detriment or that they will be haled to court. 
Such need have no anxiety relative to the consequences, 
as their wishes regarding sources of information or con- 
cerning court proceedings are always observed. 

While the number of complaints was larger than last 
year, the variety was also greater. Probably the 
question of dirty milk cans and bottles received more 
attention from citizens than any other single subject. 
Some of the remaining features to be classified under 
this heading are the following: 

Sale of milk of low grade; sale of diluted condensed 
milk as milk; sale of ‘‘loose milk” and of milk that 
was sour; milk kept uncovered in stores where there 
were no ice chests for proper cooling; sale of milk at 
the stock yards; unlicensed dealers; dirty cans being 
shipped to the country; misuse of cans and bottles; 
dirty stores; dirty milk handling methods; cows feed- 
ing on and nosing over material on a dump; sale of 
warm milk; and foreign substances in bottled milk. 

There is no doubt that in many of the latter instances 
this bottled milk was tampered with after it was delivered 
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by the milkman, and probably from various motives. 
Such acts are difficult to detect and probably come more 
properly under police control than within the province 
of this office. 

The cooperation of citizens in directing the attention 
of the Bureau to violations of the laws over which it has 
control is desired and solicited. 


Datry INSPECTION. 


Much progress has been made during the year in 
correcting faulty farm conditions, both upon the reports 
of such unsanitary places brought to the attention of 
the Bureau late in 1909, and those sent in during 1910. 
In this connection the card catalogue system, which 
contains a statement of the improvements made at each 
dairy, and which was devised for this work, has been 
especially valuable, and saved much clerical labor. 
This matter has entailed much correspondence in order 
to ascertain whether or not the necessary changes had 
been inaugurated. 

Practically all of the dairies dealt with were called to 
the notice of your Board by reports based upon inspec- 
tions of the State Board of Health, and this information 
was subsequently forwarded to this Bureau. A majority 
of the farms which were the subject of these reports 
were located in Massachusetts, New Hampshire, Con- 
necticut and Vermont. Some of these Bay State dairies 
were near Boston and were among the worst noted. 

The policy of holding the licensee, who was selling 
the milk from these dairies in this city, responsible for 
the elimination of the unsanitary features has been con- 
tinued, and with marked success. Where the faults at 
these farms were not of such a nature as to place them 
in the impossible category from the milk production 
basis, they were allowed an opportunity to make the 
essential changes. The majority took advantage of this 
privilege. A few either refused or neglected to correct 
the faults, and after it became evident that nothing 
could be accomplished in the way of improvements, the 
milk was excluded from this city. There were instances 
where much opposition was shown to the desired 
changes, and only recently a belligerent dairyman wrote 
a contractor that if he insisted on the inauguration of 
the proposed alterations, he would not only refuse to 
install them but would sell his milk elsewhere. 

In a minority of dairies the faults were so pronounced 
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that the milk was immediately excluded from this city. 
At one of these places the cows and the tie-up were 
dirty; cobwebs were on the ceiling; there was a privy 
seat at the entrance of the tie-up, and an accumulation 
of human excrement on the floor at the end of the tie- 
up. Unsanitary and disgusting conditions abounded. 
In another instance, and where the farm was near to 
Boston, the milk was handled on the barn floor, and 
cooled and stored in tubs of dirty water in a shed. 
A large number of pigs were kept in the barn cellar, 
swill was spread around generously, and there were 
many swill wagons near by. Millions of flies were in 
the vicinity, and the odor was so offensive that it could 
be perceived at a great distance. Two other foul-smell- 
ing places were noted, one by reason of accumulated 
swill, and the other from the presence of a large quantity 
of barnyard water and mud. 

It must not be assumed that the above is descriptive 
of the average New England dairy. They merely 
illustrate types of places fortunately only occasionally 
to be found in dairy inspection work. In a majority 
of the remaining instances the improvements neces- 
sitated cleaning and whitewashing tie-up; the cleaning 
of the barn and surroundings; cleaning of cows and 
their udders; and the providing of a milk room. In 
some cases where this latter demand was made, the 
milk was handled in the tie-up back of the cows. Other 
faults included the draining of the barn cellar and 
yard; providing additional barn windows; changing the 
bedding of cows from horse manure and loam to some 
more acceptable material; separation of cows from 
horses; removal of pigs and swill away from barn; 
repairing of well cover so as to protect the water from 
surface drainage; enlarging tie-up; ceasing to use the 
milk room as a place for general storage; and discon- 
tinuance of cooling milk in the trough from which horses 
and cows drink. 

Undoubtedly the efforts of the Bureau in the last 
three years to better dairy conditions have been pro- 
ductive of much immediate good, and will be helpful 
in foundation work for the necessary further elimination 
of unsanitary dairies of the future. A summary of the 
work appears below:

In order to broaden the scope of that portion of 
the regulations of your Board dealing with the subject 
of dairy inspection, section 3 of the Regulations, origi- 
nally adopted December 22, 1898, was revised and 
extended so that it now reads as follows: 


The conditions under which every cow is kept whose milk is 
produced within or brought into the City of Boston for sale, 
delivery or distribution, and the method of handling such 
milk at the place of production, or during the time of its 
transit, or while it is being mixed, placed in containers, held, 
stored, heated or otherwise processed prior to such sale, 
delivery or distribution in said city, shall be made known by 
the licensee, or dealer, to the Board of Health and in such 
detail as said Board may require; and no milk except that, the 
conditions of producing and the methods of handling which 
have been made known as aforesaid, and no milk which is not 
produced or handled in a manner satisfactory to the Board of 
Health, shall be brought into, kept, delivered, distributed, 
sold or offered for sale in said city. 


BACTERIOLOGIC EXAMINATION OF MILK. 


The examination of milk for its bacterial content 
has been continued, and it has shown that as a whole 
there has been an improvement. The value of carry- 
ing on this work upon the basis of raising the 
standard of the supply, and as an incentive to dealers 
and producers to use efforts to bring about a better- 
ment in the quality of the milk sold here, has been 
clearly demonstrated. Where faults exist, 27. e., as 
disclosed by an excessive number of bacteria in milk, 
the reason for the trouble must be found and the remedy 
applied. In this endeavor the bacteriologic examina- 
tion of milk has been of much assistance, and the utility 
of the standard of your Board of 500,000 bacteria per 
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cubic centimeter emphasized. For the most part this 
work has been prosecuted upon an educational basis. 
There can be no doubt that the first prompting for 
improvement upon the part of dealers came from the 
standards for bacteria and temperature of milk estab- 
lished by the Board of Health; in this respect they 
will also serve a useful purpose in the future. 

During 1910, 6,657 specimens were examined, and 
this is a larger number than has been tested in any 
previous year. Not as many samples were taken from 
contractors as during 1909; these latter are collected 
at the cars as the milk arrives from the country. In 
all, 3,824 were procured from this source, which is 
462 less than were obtained in the previous year. Warn- 
ings were sent to milkmen and shopkeepers where 
specimens were found to contain large numbers of 
bacteria, and 604 were so issued, 349 of these being 
sent to contractors and by them distributed to the 
producers from whom the milk was procured. 

The quality of the milk obtained from contractors 
is indicated in Table I.

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The milk from this source is not as good as that 
procured in 1909, and much but not all of the difference 
is due to the milk strike of last May, to which allusion 
has been previously made. Much of this milk was old 
when it arrived here, and by reason of the quality of 
some of this product, court proceedings were insti- 
tuted against five of the dealers for violation of the 
regulation establishing the standard for bacteria. While 
the total percentage of specimens complying with the 
standard is less than last year, there is an increase in 
the percentage of specimens with less than 50,000 
bacteria per cubic centimeter, and also a slight gain 
with respect to the samples below 200,000 bacteria per 
cubic centimeter. Of these latter there were 83.86 
per cent, as against 83.31 per cent in 1909. Table I. 
shows that 86.51 per cent of the specimens complied 
with the standard, while 13.49 per cent were found with 
an excessive number of bacteria. 

The percentage of samples with very large numbers 
of bacteria is materially increased over that shown by 
the examinations of 1909. Many of these specimens 
were procured in May and June, when milk from 
unusual sources was being brought here, and while 
some of it was undoubtedly manufactured into butter 
and buttermilk, not all of it was so utilized. Too 
much milk of high bacterial content was obtained 
during other portions of the year, and the firms which 
brought it to this city must exercise greater care in 
reducing the amount of this milk. While it is not 
possible under ordinary methods for any contractor to 
know the exact number of bacteria in milk, it is feasible 
by constant oversight to reduce the number of dairies 
sending in low grade milk, either by instituting and 
insisting upon improved production methods, or where 
betterment is impossible, elimination of the supply. 
This feature of the proposition must be vigorously 
attacked, if there is to be a permanent gain in the 
quality of milk classified under the above heading. 

In Table II. the character of the milk procured from 
the individual contracting firms is ‘indicated, and, as 
stated in the comments upon the specimens of this 
type under Table I., the findings are less favorable 
than in 1909. Only two concerns, ‘‘B” and ‘“‘F,” 
showed a betterment over the previous year. The 
decrease from the percentages of 1909 varies from 4.45 
per cent in the case of ‘‘E”’ to 0.50 per cent with con- 
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tractor ‘‘D.’’. With every firm, however, an improve- 
ment was shown in the percentage of specimens of very 
low bacterial content, namely, less than 50,000 to the 
cubic centimeter. This increase was 6.17 per cent 
with ‘‘D’s”’ milk, the maximum, and 0.10 per cent, the 
minimum, with the specimens procured from ‘‘E.”’ 
The concern which made the largest gain in this latter 
respect recently began active field inspection of dairies, 
and has also provided a laboratory for the bacteriologic 
and chemical examination of its supplies. This gain 
was anticipated from the departure made by this firm, 
and for its installation and continuance the efforts of 
this Bureau are largely responsible. With another 
concern the improvement is not as pronounced as the 
figures indicate, as a part of the milk which was examined 
had been heated in the country before being brought to 
this city. Undoubtedly, however, the raw milk from 
this firm is of better quality than that examined in 1909. 
The comparative bacteriologic standing of the various 
firms is shown by Chart I. for the years 1905, 1906, 1907, 
1908, 1909 and 1910, as well as the percentage of infected 
milk procured from these firms for the same years. The 
differences from the bacteriologic view point from the 
findings for the last year are clearly shown. With 
the percentage of infected milk there has been a pro- 
nounced gain, and this is most marked in the case of 
“KE,” from whom in 1909 a large number of these 
objectionable specimens was procured. The work to 
bring about this change was undertaken by the firm in 
question as a result of the examination of the samples 
secured by this Bureau last year. The difference in the 
character of the milk for the two years points to the 
betterment which follows from efficient oversight. 
_. The examination of samples taken from wagons showed 
that there was a marked gain in quality; to a slight 
extent, however, this may be attributed to a somewhat 
larger amount of heated milk being sold than in any 
previous period, but it cannot be wholly due to this 
factor. Other issues leading to this improvement are 
those of greater discrimination in selecting milk from 
dairies of the higher class for distribution at retail, and 
the exercise of more care in handling methods, including 
increased efforts for cleanliness of utensils employed for 
the mixing and delivery of this product. In this respect 
it must not be forgotten that a more favorable showing

Percentages of specimens under 500,000 bacteria 
to the c. c., and of infected milk 
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could be readily obtained upon the basis of figures, if 
the milk which comes here by railroad reached consumers 
on the day of its arrival in Boston, rather than as now 
on the following morning. The percentage issue is, and 
should be, an insignificant factor in this proposition, the 
important problem being what is best for the consumer. 
Under the present plan milk does not reach the latter 
in as fresh a state as if delivered on the previous day, 
but from the standpoint of storage (and the householder 
would under any system other than that now employed 
have to keep some of the milk for the following day) the 
milkman’s facilities are superior to those of the majority 
of consumers. Thus milk under the prevailing system 
is undoubtedly in better condition when delivered than 
if it had been held in the ice chest of the consumer. 
Table III. indicates the condition of milk as procured 
from wagons.

Of the specimens so classified, 83.42 per cent contained 
less than 500,000 bacteria per cubic centimeter, and 
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16.58 per cent exceeded that limit. There was a gain of 
8.03 per cent in the samples complying with the standard. 
With the samples yielding 50,000 bacteria to the cubic 
centimeter there was an improvement over 1909 of 12.27 
per cent, and the percentage of milk with less than 
200,000 bacteria per cubic centimeter, by comparison 
with the 1909 results, was raised from 64.54 per cent to 
77.24 per cent. Thus the increase in the amount of very 
good milk is pronounced. 

The subject of the influence of containers upon milk 
is one of magnitude, and while the future may witness 
the use of types wholly different from those now em- 
ployed, the issue at present is that of cans and bottles. 
The kind of milk sampled in these investigations has. 
been to a large extent the heated variety, but with either 
that or the raw form the action of unsterile containers 
is detrimental. With cans the wooden stopper is un- 
doubtedly a harmful factor, and no doubt the increase 
of recent years in the percentage of heated milk comply- 
ing with the standard, which is taken from cans, is partly 
due to the fact that one of the firms selling heated milk 
is using, to a considerable extent, cans which are closed 
with a cap like those employed for bottles. Greater 
care is being exercised in the cleaning of both cans and 
bottles, and the work of 1910 denotes an improvement 
in the milk taken from the two forms of containers. The 
data for the years 1908, 1909 and 1910 denotes that the 
milk obtained from bottles is of & lower bacterial content 
than that contained in cans. In 1909, 91.43 per cent of 
the samples from bottles and 76.31 per cent of those 
from cans complied with the standard. The results for 
1910 are shown in Table IV.

Thus 92.35 per cent of the bottled milk had less than 
500,000 bacteria per cubic centimeter, by comparison 
with 81.78 per cent of that procured from cans. There 
is also a marked improvement in the samples with less 
than 200,000 bacteria to the cubic centimeter, the per 
cent of bottled milk being 87.80 and of that from cans 
69.88. The number of samples very high in bacteria is 
consequently not as satisfactory with the milk from cans 
as that contained in bottles, making it evident that the 
latter is the best form of holder for heated milk. 

The quality of shop milk appears in Table V.; it 
denotes a decided betterment over any previous year, 
and by comparison with the results since the commence- 
ment of the examination of shop milk the gain is especi- 
ally emphasized. No doubt this improvement is attribu- 
table to the elimination of ‘“‘loose milk’’ from shops 
where milk is purchased, not to be consumed on the 
premises. This change was brought about by the 
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regulation of the Board of Health, which became opera- 
tive June 15 last, and in stores like those above mentioned 
milk bottled by milkmen has since been sold. The poor 
quality of the shop milk in former years was largely due 
to the influence of dip tanks and the evils resultant 
from the handling of milk in this manner.

The figures show that 77.80 per cent of the shop milk 
complied with the standard, and that 22.20 per cent 
exceeded this limit. By comparison with 1909, a gain 
is indicated. In that year 54.74 per cent of the store 
samples had a bacterial content of 500,000 bacteria per 
cubic centimeter; thus the percentage difference in 
favor of the 1910 specimens is 23.06 per cent. The 
influence of the bottle upon this shop milk issue is 
shown by these figures, but not all of the milk so classi- 
fied was of the bottled variety, as ‘‘loose milk”’ is sold 
in restaurants and hotels, and all specimens procured 
from such sources are included in this table. It must 
not be inferred from these figures that shop milk is safe 
for all purposes. It should not, as before suggested, be 
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used except where other milk is unobtainable, and it 
should never be employed for infant feeding. Milkmen 
take more interest in supplying consumers with good 
milk than do storekeepers, and the milk sold to stores 
is not as carefully selected as that delivered to house- 
holders. Furthermore, despite any method of handling 
which can be devised for store milk, some shopkeepers 
fail to exercise the proper care for this product in pro- 
tecting it at all times from detrimental changes. Under 
any known plan of sale-shop milk must be viewed as an 
inferior article. Consumers would do well to provide a 
supply of milk for their normal wants from other sources. 

Each year adds weight to the opinion that many 
shopkeepers are selling milk who have no right to be 
dealing in this commodity. In no essential are they 
fitted to realize the importance of its proper oversight. 
To these latter the handling of milk is placed on a par 
with the sale of soap or similar merchandise. The deal- 
ing in milk ought to be restricted to those who realize. 
the necessity for constant attention to its handling and 
keeping. In this. manner only can the desired results 
be attained. 4 | 

The examination of heated milk from shops (Table 
V. includes both raw and heated milk samples) also 
shows that better results are obtainable in selling this 
form of milk in bottles rather than by the dip tank plan. 
Of the specimens of heated milk tested in 1910, 78.13 
per cent conformed to the. bacterial standard, and of 
this number 70.44 per cent contained less than 200,000 
bacteria to the cubic centimeter. In 1909, when heated 
milk was sold ‘‘loose,” only 49.31 per-cent was within 
the bacterial limit. Thus the difference in favor of 1910, 
when this form of milk was sold in bottles for the greater 
part of the year, was 28.82 per cent. This lends addi- 
tional support to the contention concerning the handling 
of shop milk in individual containers supplied and filled 
by milk dealers. ; 

A larger number of samples was placed in the unclassi- 
fied list than usual, and many of the specimens so reported 
were collected at the cars from small dealers who were 
contracting for their own supplies. The balance of this 
milk was brought to the office by citizens, and most 
of it arrived without any precautions being taken as to 
contamination by containers or increase of bacteria by 
high temperature. Regardless of this lack of oversight, 
the milk arranged under this heading complied with the 
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standard to the extent of 87.41 per cent; the number of 
specimens so Included was 857. 

The following diagram indicates the comparative 
percentage of specimens from contractors, wagons and 
shops for 1905, 1906, 1907, 1908, 1909 and 1910, which 
complied with the bacterial standard of the Board.

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The contractors’ column shows the condition of the 
milk as it arrives from the country; the wagon and 
store samples for the most part represent milk as it was 
being delivered or sold to consumers on the day follow- 
ing its receipt in this city. 

The examinations of milk for bacterial content and 
for pus organisms were made in the bacteriological 
laboratory, first under the direction of Dr. Francis H. 
Slack and later of Dr. Burdett L. Arms. 
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MitK CONTAMINATED WITH PUS AND STREPTOCOCCI. 


While the record for 1909 of samples containing the 
above organisms was the lowest ever recorded since 
the inauguration of this work in 1905, that for 1910 
discloses a still more favorable state of affairs. It 
would appear that the percentage of infected samples 
for 1910 is much less than can be expected under ordi- 
nary conditions; at the same time if the precautionary 
measures which have brought the number of samples 
of this type to the present low level are continued, there 
is no apparent reason why it should not be possible to 
procure a supply of milk for this city which at all times 
is practically free from these abnormal specimens. 
Excepting for one year, 1908, there has been a constant 
gradual reduction in the percentage of this infected 
milk. 

In 1910, 6,657 samples were examined for these 
organisms and 34, or 0.53 per cent, were found to be 
infected. These results by months are shown in 
Table VI.

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The comparative percentages of milk so infected for 
the years 1905, 1906, 1907, 1908, 1909 and 1910 are 
shown in the following diagram. During 1905, 5,559 
samples were examined, and 583, or 10.48 per cent, were 
reported for their pus, pus and streptococci, or strepto- 
cocci content. In 1906, of 5,007 samples, 246, or 4.9 per 
cent, were infected; in 1907, 4,609 specimens were 
examined and 52, or 1.1 per cent, showed infection; 
in 1908, when 5,843 were tested, 107, or 1.83 per cent, 
were thus contaminated; and in 1909, of 6,344 examina- 
tions, 58, or 0.91 per cent, were found to be infected. 
The figures for 1910 appear above. (See Diagram.)

The percentages of this contaminated milk for 1905, 
1906, 1907, 1908, 1909 and 1910 are shown compara- 
tively by months in Chart 2. 

During June and August none of this objectionable 
milk was found; the samples of August, 1909, also 
contained no infected milk. Excepting August, the 
following months indicated improvement over the

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corresponding months in 1909: February, March, April, 
May, June and October. 

Thus a decided gain in the quality of the supply since 
1905, when this work was commenced, is indicated, and 
the betterment is due to the policy of excluding the 
product of objectionable dairies, which was then 
adopted and has since been maintained. While this 
plan has been followed by gratifying results, much 
remains to be accomplished in the way of further 
enlisting the aid of producers. Many of the latter 
give little heed to the condition of their cows, and con- 
sequently milk finds its way to market, which anyone 
who has regard for the rights of others and who recog- 
nizes his responsibility to the milk consuming public 
would withhold. Much progress in this direction has 
already been made and many producers are exercising . 
constant care with the milk which they sell. Thus the 
users of this fluid are receiving more attention and 
protection in this respect than at any previous period. 
To this they are entitled, as it is their money which 
supports this industry. Not infrequently, however, 
it is found that. producers are sending to the city the 
product from cows suffering from complications or 
injuries to the udder or teats, and when the abnormal 
condition of the animal is so apparent as to preclude any 
possibility of doubt as to the unwholesomeness of the 
milk. At such times greed is the predominating factor, 
the acquirement of the price of the fluid being deemed 
of more importance than the public weal. 

Previous attempts have been made to direct the atten- 
tion of producers to this pernicious practice and to appeal 
to their sense of justice, to bring about its abandonment 
in every instance where the condition of animals was 
such as to leave no doubt as to the probable abnormality 
of the milk. The endeavor has not been wholly success- 
ful, and each year there have been recorded as reasons 
for the finding of abnormal milk, instances like the fol- 
lowing: 

“Cow with one-quarter of the udder badly inflamed; 
cow’s teat injured by having been stepped upon; ‘cow 
injured by having been hooked in the udder.”’ 

Producers cannot expect consumers to have confidence 
in milk supplies so long as such a condition exists. 
Farmers interested in this branch of their business would 
do well to take an active part in its suppression, and 
endeavor to imbue into faulty producers sufficient 
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pride or shame, or both, to bring about the eradication 
of this evil. Not infrequently where cows have been 
injured in one teat, or where there is some affection of 
one or more quarters of the udder, the product of the 
other quarters is sent to market. Such milk is usually 
found faulty; thus the only safe rule to follow in cases 
where there is any abnormality of any part of the udder 
or of any of the teats is to refrain from selling the milk 
until there is complete recovery. Possibly a special 
law prohibiting the sale of milk from animals in the above 
condition would be useful in lessening the amount of 
this milk sent to market. It is evident that some pro- 
ducers do not at present include such animals as coming 
within the statute definition of ‘‘sick or diseased cows,”’ 
from which the sale of milk is at present made illegal. 
However, laws are not so much a necessity as recogni- 
tion of the rights of and protection of consumers by 
those producers who have in the past been remiss in this 
direction. 

Upon the finding of infected milk an attempt is made 
in each instance to trace the trouble to its source. This 
information is obtained for the most part through the 
aid of the local dealers, and in many cases it has not been 
possible to secure the essential facts. Where the desired 
data has been forthcoming, however, it has furnished 
ample proof of criminality or gross carelessness on the 
part of a minority of producers relative to noticeable 
diseased condition of these cows. This assertion is 
amply supported by the investigations of former years 
in conjunction with the following information gained 
from the inquiries during 1910: 


1. Cow’s teat injured by having been stepped upon. 

2. Cow had one teat stepped upon and complications 
resulted by which this teat was lost. Milk from other quarters 
was being used. 

3. Cow with one-quarter of udder swollen, having been 
injured by being hooked in the udder. 

4. Cow with hard udder, having calved two months 
previously. 

Several cows with garget. 

Cow with one injured teat. 

Cow about to calve. 

Cow with inflamed udder. 

Cow with garget. 

Cow affected with garget. 

One cow affected with garget at times. Another cow 
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had a teat trodden on by the other cows, which caused an 
inflammation and a slight amount of garget. 

12. Cow with garget. 

13. Sick cow; the condition of this animal was known to 
the owner, who, notwithstanding, sent the milk to market. 


EFFORTS OF DEALERS TO IMPROVE SUPPLIES. 


All of the large contracting firms are equipped with 
laboratories for the examination of their supplies for 
bacteriologic content. In 1910 these companjes tested 
73,376 samples bacteriologically, which is an excess of 
11,643 examinations over 1909. Of these specimens 
497, or 0.67 per cent, showed the presence of pus or 
pus and streptococci. The percentage of this type of 
milk is less than in 1909, the figure for that year being 
1.24 per cent. The number of bacteriologic tests made 
by these firms has been increasing yearly, and this 
work has been of material assistance in improving 
the quality of this product. 

Many of these concerns have taken an active interest 
in lessening the amount of milk containing pus or pus 
and streptococci. One firm excluded twelve dairies 
on their own initiative, and on reports from this Bureau, 
where milk was found to be infected with the above 
organisms. Samples from individual cows were later 
procured, and only the milk from the normal animals 
was allowed to come here when the product of the farm 
in question was again purchased. Another concern, 
on finding infected milk, procures specimens from each 
animal at the offending dairy, and the faulty cows are 
located by subsequent examinations of these specimens. 
The milk from these latter is not again purchased until 
they are in a healthy condition. Several of the other 
companies adopt a similar course to that last named. 
One concern excluded twenty dairies temporarily during 
the year, until such time as the source of the infected 
milk could be ascertained, and the product of the abnor- 
mal animals kept from the supply. All of the companies 
examining milk bacteriologically are of the opinion that 
this work has brought material betterment. 

Six dairies, mostly located outside the state, were 
excluded by one firm for unsanitary conditions and for 
adulteration of milk. Another company stopped buying 
the milk from five farms by reason of high bacterial 
content and bad stable conditions, and. three dairymen 
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sold out rather than comply with the requirements of 
this concern; the milk from three dairies was also 
excluded because it was of low grade, and the product 
of two more was stopped temporarily by reason of 
contagious diseases at the farms. ‘Two dairies were 
excluded by one firm by reason of unsanitary farm 
conditions. One firm ceased buying from fifteen dairies 
found to be watering or skimming their milk, and another 
company stopped purchasing the milk from several 
dairies for the same reason. Another concern excluded 
milk from dairies where there were unsanitary condi- 
tions and in instances where farmers were sending 
watered and skimmed milk. 

All of the companies are making an effort to bring | 
about improved farm surroundings at the dairies sup- 
plying them with milk. They employ men who go 
about inspecting barns, and the reports of these observers 
are followed up by letters and circulars in an effort to 
have faulty conditions righted. One firm employs a 
veterinarian for inspecting farms, and recommends the 
tuberculin test to dairymen. There are also frequent 
bacteriologic examinations, and a premium is offered 
farmers for low counts and sanitary stables; there is 
further financial inducement for milk containing over 
4 per cent of butter fat. This concern also maintains 
a model farm, upon which the heifers are being raised 
under ideal conditions and are also vaccinated for 
immunity from bovine tuberculosis, and are under 
observation by an eminent specialist. Another firm is 
endeavoring to educate farmers by means of farm 
inspectors and score cards. One company is employing 
glass-lined tanks for the transportation of milk, deeming 
this plan superior to the old method. One concern 
has found lectures to producers, illustrated by stere- 
opticon, a useful adjunct in creating better conditions. 
The question of securing clean milk through the eco- 
nomics of the milk problem has also been discussed with 
producers, with a view of lessening the cost of production 
by large crops and increased yield from individual 
cows. It is argued that these factors have an important 
bearing upon the sanitary problem, inasmuch as the 
larger the return from production of milk the larger 
are the resources for sanitary improvement. Farm 
inspectors, letters and circulars were also utilized by 
this company. Another firm has increased the amount 
of farm inspection, and has done more laboratory work 
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than in previous years. One company attempts to 
test the milk of all producers at least once a month. 
There are also frequent examinations of milk con- 
tainers to determine their sterility, and medical inspec- 
tion of employees has also been instituted. 

A new element has been introduced into the con- 
tracting business; namely, the small dealer who pur- 
chases his milk supply in the country and has it shipped 
here on the same trains which bring in milk to the large 
companies. Some of this milk is sold to other milkmen, 
but the most of it is retailed by the dealers who buy it 
in the country. Only one of these milkmen has had 
bacteriologic examinations of milk made, and by reason 
of high counts several of the farmers supplying this 
milk are on probation, the intent being to have cleaner 
dairy methods utilized. This dealer has excluded 
several dairies by reason of the milk being contaminated 
with pus or pus and streptococci. Another dealer, 
because of the finding of infected milk by.this Bureau, 
excluded the product of one dairy temporarily. The 
farm inspection work by these dealers has taken the 
form of advice to producers wherever faulty conditions 
were discovered, and these were later corrected. 

While the work of all of these firms and dealers has 
had a pronounced influence in improving the supply of 
this city, it is felt that the future will demand greater 
efforts in this direction. These measures mean large 
expense to the dealers, and thousands of dollars have 
been spent in carrying out these betterment policies. 
Most of the dealers are earnestly striving to supply 
both good products and service. 


Dirt In MILK. 


The work commenced last year in reducing the 
number of samples of filthy milk has laid the foundation 
for a cleaner supply for this city. It was successful in 
pointing out the urgency of greater care in the handling 
of this product from its production to the time of delivery 
to the consumer. This involved an effort to reduce the 
amount of filth for which the farmer is responsible, and 
which is the most important source of contamination 
and also the one most productive of harm to the supply 
as a whole. ‘To produce milk free from dirt means con- 
stant attention to the elements of cleanliness, not only 
of animals but of surroundings, utensils and attendants. 
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Too little thought is given to these details at the majority 
of farms, at some of which the accumulation of manure, 
both in the barn and upon the cows, the dust from hay, 
feed stuffs and cobwebs, unclean milk pails and cans, 
and the dirty hands and clothing of attendants are a 
constant prohibition against the raising of milk free 
from filth. Such places are being slowly eliminated as 
sources of milk supplies, where the impossibility of 
inaugurating clean methods has been demonstrated. 
To gain the end desired this weeding out will have to 
continue until all those producers unwilling to do their 
share in the matter of working to free the milk supply 
from filth on the personal basis find that there is no 
market for their product. At many farms where the 
fluid has been found to contain dirt, the owners are 
willing to institute methods which bring about an 
improvement, and this will probably be the attitude of 
the majority of farmers, when the situation is properly 
presented to them. 

The principal point to be borne in mind in providing 
clean milk for consumers is to keep it free from dirt at 
all stages. Milk is instantly contaminated, regardless 
of the source of the filth or the length of contact, as some 
portion is always soluble in that liquid; and as this 
invisible filth can. never be removed, milk once dirty is 
always dirty. The wszble filth can be for the most part 
separated by the mechanical methods of straining, fil- 
tering or centrifugal separation. By this last named 
means the dirt forms a considerable portion of what is 
known as separator slime. These plans are all utilized 
by dealers for freeing milk from this insoluble foreign 
matter. While this latter is unsightly and unpalatable 
from the basis of association, and its presence in notice- 
able amounts would render milk unsalable, it is, as 
before intimated, clean dirt, and its removal does not 
undo the harm which its presence originally produced. 
Thus freedom from sediment as milk is delivered to the 
consumer is no insurance of cleanliness. The impor- 
tant point for the householder, in inquiring as to his 
source of supply, is as to whether or not it was necessary 
to separate from it appreciable quantities of insoluble 
sediment. When this is a necessity, the resultant 
product is always dirty by reason of the presence of 
portions of the soluble sediment; such milk is liquid 
fertilizing material of varying degrees of richness, and 
unfit for human consumption. 
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This visible filth is of importance from the standpoint 
of what it represented. 

The court cases mentioned in the last report as having 
been brought against dealers who persisted, after warn- 
ings, in retailing milk plus marked amounts of sediment 
are still pending. One of these actions was tried before 
a jury and a verdict of guilty was promptly returned, 
despite the introduction of evidence by the defence that 
the substances found by the Government were constitu- 
ents of normal milk. In this case the fine of fifty dollars 
imposed by the lower court was increased by the justice 
of the Superior Court to one hundred dollars, after the 
jury reported its finding. Exceptions were filed to 
the rulings of the court in this action and the subject 
is to be submitted to the Supreme Judicial Court for 
decision. At the trial before the Superior Court rulings 
were requested as follows: 


That on the evidence produced by the Government it has 
not proved a case against the defendant within the meaning 
of chapter 56, section 55, of the Revised Laws. 

There is not a substance “‘added,”’ within the meaning of 
the statute, unless there were such an intimate union of the 
foreign substance with the milk and its elements that the 
individual parts of the foreign substance lose their individuality 
in the milk. 

That chapter 56, section 55, of the Revised Laws does not 
include the prosecution of corporations within its terms 
directly or constructively. 

That the words ‘‘milk to which a foreign substance had been 
added,”’ as used in the statute, means milk to which a foreign 
substance had been added or caused to be added by the pre- 
vious voluntary act of some person or persons. 


The court declined to give the above instructions. 

An early decision in this case is expected. 

In the report of last year it was stated that the method 
pursued in separation of the wsible dirt from milk 
involved its collection upon plugs of cotton. To illus- 
trate the varying amounts of such dirt likely to be 
found in milk, a photograph of several of these plugs 
is reproduced in Figure V. The dirt on the cotton 
plugs was collected from a pint or less of milk, the 
latter being procured either at the cars as the milk 
~ arrived from the country, or as it was being distributed 
from carts throughout the city. Each plug represents 
the deposit from a single sample of milk. Milk from 
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very dirty to clean is represented by this exhibit, and 
the former type is readily distinguished by the amount 
of dark deposit shown on the plugs from the latter 
where the pieces of cotton are nearly colorless. 


Low TEMPERATURE ESSENTIAL TO Goop MILK 
SUPPLIES. 


Cold and cleanliness properly applied ensure the 
production and handling of milk under commendable 
conditions. Neither feature can be safely neglected 
and are factors which must be constantly maintained to 
achieve the end desired. A low temperature is not 
difficult of maintenance in the handling of milk, from 
its production until its delivery to the householder, in 
all parts of the country where ice can be harvested in 
the winter months. This applies particularly to New 
England, and no farm in this section can be deemed 
properly equipped for dairying, either for milk to be 
sold as such or to be marketed as cream, unless this ice 
problem is given due consideration, both in the liberal 
providing and abundant use of this commodity. The 
time is not far distant when, with proper attention to 
farm inspection, dairies not giving heed to this phase of 
the subject will be excluded from markets where the 
authorities are properly safeguarding the interests of 
consumers. This is being recognized each year to a 
greater extent by progressive farmers, consequently a 
constant improvement in the quality of milk, by reason 
of the steady increase in the use of ice, can be expected. 

Chiefly responsible for this situation, in so far as the 
supply. of this city is concerned, is the regulation of the 
Boston Board of Health relating to the subjects of 
temperature and bacteria. ‘These provisions compelled 
city dealers to induce producers to inaugurate the 
temperature feature, since which time there has been a 
constant advance. However, this part of the problem 
has not yet progressed sufficiently, and this is partially 
due to lack of cooperation on the part of some milk- 
men, and with others, fear of losing a dairyman’s sup- 
ply, 2. e., that the farmer would attempt to dispose of 
his product through other channels. Regardless of 
such reasons, this subject in its bearing upon milk 
production must be attacked with increased energy by 
all milkmen bringing milk to this market. 
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There is one phase of this situation which is especially 
reprehensible, namely, the practice of some farmers 
who are not employing ice of attempting to cool milk 
by placing the filled cans in the trough from which 
cattle and horses drink. Such cooling is not efficient, 
but the most condemnable feature is the possibility of 
the milk being contaminated by the animals. Atten- 
tion has previously been directed to this danger, but 
nevertheless farms are occasionally reported where this 
method is being employed. At all such places this 
dangerous procedure should be promptly checked by 
the firms purchasmg the milk. 

The small dealer who owns a few cows, and who 
combines the production and retail sale of milk, has 
also to be considered. The milk sold by most of this 
class, while it possesses the element of freshness, is too 
often distributed without due regard to temperature. 
Practically all of these milkmen have to purchase what 
ice they use, and this involves an expense which is 
considerable, though necessary. On account of this 
cost, attempts are made to omit or curtail the use of 
ice. This cannot be permitted, as it is essential that 
milk be quickly cooled, even though the time prior to 
delivery is not to be greatly prolonged. Such dealers 
fail to consider that many householders do not realize 
the need for cooling milk, and consequently this vital 
side of the question is one for which the seller is alone 
responsible. 

The majority of the cases instituted during the year 
for violation of this regulation were against small 
dealers, who, after warning, failed to comply with its 
provisions. 

The advance in the care of milk pradicad:: in the coun- 
try and transported in cars has been especially pro- 
nounced from the standpoint of icing, not only while 
upon the cars, but during its handling and sale. While 
in transit the milk is liberally iced and the bulk of it 
arrives here at a temperature well below 50 degrees 
Fahrenheit. 

The care exercised by the large firms in this direction 
has in five years revolutionized the kind of cars used for 
the transportation of milk. The old form of car was 
thin walled and did not maintain the milk at a low 
temperature in summer, or protect it from freezing in 
winter. In consequence of the enforcement of this 
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temperature regulation these cars have been gradually 
supplanted by those of the refrigerator type, until now 
out of ninety-four cars only seventeen of the old style 
remain; of the above total number of cars two are so- 
called tank cars. ‘These are ordinary covered freight 
cars with two large iron tanks in either end. These 
are filled with milk at a creamery in another state. 
About the tanks ice is placed for the purpose of keep- 
ing the milk cold. 

During the interval of holding the milk it is also 
kept cold, and the bottles or cans containing it are well 
iced while being transported about the city or kept for 
sale in shops. Practically all of this milk produced at 
a distance, when subsequently found upon wagons and 
in stores, complied with the temperature regulation. 

While the total number of samples of high temperature 
was somewhat larger than during 1909, the cases of 
violation of the provisions of this regulation with 
wagon and shop milk were less. Warnings to the num- 
ber of 187 were issued, as against 117 in 1909. Of 
these, forty-one were for wagon and shop milk (the 
corresponding figure in 1909 being seventy-one) and 
ninety-six represented milk upon its arrival from the 
country, and were sent to the contracting firms who 
subsequently mailed them to the farmer who produced 
the milk. A large number of tests were made, and this 
included ascertaining the temperature of all of the milk 
collected during the warm weather, as well as that of 
all of the specimens taken for bacteriological examina- 
tion throughout the year. In addition to this, special 
Sunday trips were made to the contracting establish- 
ments for the purpose of learning the temperature of 
the milk upon the cars. In all, a total of 12,358 tem- 
perature tests were made during the year. 

The fines imposed for violation of this regulation 
during the year ranged from ten to fifty dollars. 


CONDENSED MILK. 


As an outcome of the examinations made by the Bureau 
of this product and the accompanying recommendations, 
an attempt was made to enact a law which would re- 
quire labels upon condensed milk to bear a formula 
for extending the same with water so that the result- 
ing diluted mixture should comply with the Massa- 
chusetts standard for milk solids and fat for whole 
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milk. This proposition was acceptable to the com- 
mittee which heard the petitioners and was reported 
to the Legislature, where it received adverse disposition. 
In this instance the interests of consumers were made 
secondary to the commercial and selfish desire of those 
who were either manufacturing or dealing in this 
commodity. 

The necessity for this protection continues, and this 
or a similar bill should be enacted. 


BUTTERMILK. 


The traffic in this commodity is constantly growing, 
and where formerly practically all of the business was 
confined to the summer months, the demand at this 
time is fairly general throughout the year. Even 
now, however, the call for this product is largest during 
the warm periods and that will probably continue to be 
the prevailing condition. The number of people using 
this liquid is increasing rapidly, and those who have 
become accustomed to drink it are employing it in larger 
quantities. It is sold to a very large extent in hotels, 
restaurants, and at soda fountains, and occasionally 
during the summer milk dealers experience difficulty 
in supplying the demand. 

The bulk of the buttermilk sold here is the true 
product; namely, that obtained in the manufacture 
of butter. When so made the quality is variable, both 
as to flavor and acidity, and this is often a source of 
trouble to the dealers, as these differences are noted 
and commented upon by consumers. Much of the 
difficulty with this product is due to lack of care on the 
part of consumers, many of whom do not keep it cold 
(at a temperature under forty-five degrees Fahrenheit), 
which is essential in order to retard the development 
of acidity. Artificial buttermilk, made from skimmed 
milk, skimmed milk and milk, or skimmed milk and 
cream or milk, by the addition of a so-called ‘‘starter,’’ 
is being prepared to an increasing extent each year, 
and dealers are less fearful of acknowledging that they 
are engaged in its manufacture. From the standpoint 
of uniformity this artificial product is more satisfactory 
than the true buttermilk, and the former has all of the 
food and medicinal advantages of the latter. 

There is no legal standard for buttermilk, consequently 
it is extremely variable in composition, as will be noted

Number six was an artificial product made from 
milk. Several of these specimens had undoubtedly been 
diluted with water, some dealers asserting that unless 
this is done the substance has too much body; others 
deny this contention. Undoubtedly the composition of 
buttermilk will be extremely variable so long as there 
are no legal standards establishing the percentages of 
some of its important constituents. 

The amount of buttermilk sold here during the year 
was about 1,995,040 quarts; the average daily quantity 
approximating 5,700 quarts. This is an increase of 700 
quarts daily over the probable daily consumption in 
1909. 


CREAM. 


There has been no new legislation affecting cream, but 
the regulation quoted under ‘‘Inspection of Dairies,” 
adopted by the Board of Health, relative to production

and handling methods, should have an important bearing 
upon the quality of this commodity. The question of 
mixing condensed milk with cream in order to give the 
latter an appearance of greater richness, and thereby 
deceive purchasers, is a problem to be solved at this time, 
as such compounding is already being done in this state 
for the purpose of illegal gain. <A bill was introduced 
into the Legislature in 1909, which was intended to put 
a check upon this business, but interested parties secured 
its defeat. Such commercial mixtures usually contain 
more than the legal amount of fat (15 per cent), as they 
are an imitation of, and are principally sold for, heavy 
cream, for which there is no fat standard. The recom- 
mendation made in the last report, that heavy cream be 
sold upon a guaranteed fat basis, is worthy of considera- 
tion, for in addition to the consumer being protected by 
such a plan it would have an important bearing upon 
trade conditions, as the conscientious dealer would be 
placed upon a more satisfactory trade basis in compet- 
ing with those who are unscrupulous. 

There has been less difficulty in the matter. of viola- 
tions of the cream law than was experienced in 1909, 
when it was found that a large number of restaurants 
were selling a low grade product. The prosecutions 
instituted at that time have apparently been influential 
in bringing the bulk of the cream sold at such places 
above the legal limit. Most of the ight cream obtained 
from milkmen and from shopkeepers complies with the 
law in amount of fat. 

Under the present system, farms where the milk is 
used for cream do not have nearly the amount of super- 
vision from dealers that is accorded those places where 
the milk produced is to be sold as such. This holds true 
with all dealers, but the large contracting milk firms 
appear to be exercising more care in this respect than is 
shown by most of the small dealers, the principal busi- 
ness of a majority of the latter being the sale of cream. 
Some of these concerns take no action whatever relative 
to the dairy question, and rely upon the creameries from 
which they purchase to look after this matter. The 
repeated calling attention in these reports to this lack 
of oversight has apparently had a beneficial influence, 
so that this branch of the business is receiving more 
oversight than formerly. Several of the contracting 
companies use score cards in recording dairy conditions, 
and make frequent bacteriologic and chemical examina- 
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tions of the product as it arrives here. One milkman is 
about to institute a physical examination of stock and 
an inspection of surroundings of farms supplying milk 
to a creamery recently purchased. <A portion of the 
dealers who handle cream almost exclusively either visit 
or send inspectors to their dairies for the purpose of 
suggesting sanitary improvements. One firm insists on 
the proper cooling of milk away from the barns and on 
the use of ice. A sprayer is also furnished producers for 
whitewashing barns, an idea which induces cooperation 
on the part of farmers. With the product supplied 
another dealer from two creameries there is some evi- 
dence of betterment. This cream was entered in dairy 
shows in 1909 and 1910; the output from one creamery 
in 1909 being scored 90.5 points, as against 92.5 points 
in 1910; the product of the other receiving 86.0 points 
in 1909 and 94.75 points in 1910. Two dealers are 
making frequent bacteriological and chemical examina- 
tions, and similar supervision is given by some other 
firms, but to a limited extent. As a result of examina- 
tions made upon samples collected from one dealer, the 
method of shipping the product from one creamery was 
changed, so that it arrived by express rather than as 
freight. The most of the cream handled by the small 
concerns is transported here by express companies. 
Although much cream is consumed in households the 
amount compared to the total use is slight, as the bulk 
of the business is with ice cream dealers, hotels, restau- 
rants and bakers. In these establishments much cream 
is employed for manufacturing purposes. All of the 
contracting companies but one supply both retail and 
wholesale trade. In the case of this exception the 
principal business is with the retail trade. With those 
who deal in cream only the bulk of this product is dis- 
posed of at wholesale, much of it being manufactured 
into ice cream. Sold in this way, cans are necessarily 
employed as containers for the larger portion of the 
cream, bottles being utilized for retail deliveries only. 
All of the cans used to ship cream here are washed 
before being returned to the creameries, and dealers 
assert that this factor has been productive of good 
results. Most of the cream cans employed for the 
delivery of this product in the city are washed by those 
who empty them, and these receptacles find their way 
back to the cream dealers in good condition. Outside 
of Boston, however, less attention is given to this detail. 
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Consequently many cans are returned to this city in a 
disgusting and putrid state. Thus subsequent cleaning 
is at times a difficult proposition. To induce the wash- 
ing of such cans one dealer has mailed copies of the 
regulation of the Boston Board of Health relative to 
this subject to his out-of-city customers. This has 
brought some improvement, but to obtain satisfactory 
results it 1s suggested that there must. be a state law 
compelling the washing of all milk utensils as soon as 
emptied. 

The demand for cream has materially increased, and 
while a few concerns report no change in volume of 
sales over 1909, with a majority the sales have advanced 
from 10 per cent to 50 per cent. A large proportion of 
the cream sold here is for consumption outside the city, 
and as the shipments upon some of the orders received 
in this city are made directly from creameries, to lessen 
express charges, more of this product is really sold in 
Boston than is shown by the actual amount handled. 
The receipts of cream for the year approximated, accord- 
ing to figures supplied by dealers, 1,780,100 gallons of 
a product of the equivalent of 40 per cent of fat, and 
637,000 gallons of the equivalent of 17 per cent fat 
content. From the same sources the following data was 
secured as to the approximate amount of this cream 
consumed during the year in Boston: 

Eight hundred sixty-two thousand seven hundred 
fifty gallons of the equivalent of 40 per cent of fat, and 
1,078,000 gallons of the equivalent of 17 per cent of fat. 
Undoubtedly some of this cream included in the last 
named figures is used outside of the city, but the quan- 
tity dealt in annually indicates that this business has 
become one of much importance. Some of the cream 
brought here during the year came from Canada, but 
the idea prevails that it is preferable for the base of 
supplies to be as near the market as possible. Wherever 
procured, the product is heated at creameries, with the 
exception of that small portion removed from milk in 
this city before shipment. The latter is heated here. 


BUTTER. 


The sale of renovated butter at retail in this city has 
largely decreased. In fact, in no year since this product 
was placed upon the market has so little of it been found 
in the shops of Boston. The traffic in this commodity 
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in the pound print form has practically stopped, the 
bulk of renovated butter now sold here being cut from 
tubs. Coupled with lessened sales there has been an 
almost universal compliance with the statute regarding 
marking; consequently violations of the Jaw have been 
very few. It must not be assumed, however, that the 
use of this type of butter has been lessened to the extent 
indicated above, because it is still being served upon the 
tables of many restaurants and boarding houses. The 
proprietors of these places purchase this butter in tubs, 
and by reason of being able to dispose of it more rapidly 
than could a householder, the deterioration to which 
this substance is subject when packages of it are opened 
is not as noticeable as under the circumstances which 
govern its employment by the small consumer. ‘This 
spoilage, which occurs when renovated butter is exposed 
to the air under such conditions that fresh surfaces can- 
not be almost constantly presented, is undoubtedly 
one of the reasons for its decreased retail sale; another 
is the increased use of oleomargarine, and a third factor 
is the stringent enforcement of the marking provision 
of the law relating to this subject. During the year 
there were two infractions of this law, one being for a 
sale at retail and the other concerned an unmarked tub 
which was found upon a butter wagon on one of the city 
streets. 


OLEOMARGARINE. 


There has been an enormous increase in the use of 
oleomargarine and more of this substance was consumed 
in 1910 than in any previous year. The sales of concerns 
who have been in the business for a long period have 
also been larger, despite the fact that there are many 
more dealers than in any recent year. This demon- 
strates the appreciation of this product by the public 
and the desire for an acceptable substitute for high priced 
butter. It is predicted that the sales of this substance 
will increase in the future and that the era of high prices 
for butter (unless there should be years of shortage, 
which would necessarily compel a readjustment of 
values) has been reached. Butter dealers are aware of 
this fact and realize from past experience that the public 
will purchase oleomargarine when butter prices are 
excessive; consequently this condition cannot have other 
than a restraining action upon the placing of abnormal 
values upon the latter commodity. 
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This use of oleomargarine is the result of a legitimate 
and healthy growth which was inaugurated several 
years ago, 2. e., this compound was not sold as butter 
but as oleomargarine. In this manner a lasting and 
permanent demand has been developed. Progressive 
dealers now recognize the fact that the former method 
of its disposal, when it was largely sold as butter, was a 
mistake from the standpoint of sound business policy. 
To right this state of affairs has required persistent and 
patient effort, but the results prove the wisdom of this 
course. In 1909 the number of licensed dealers was 
sixty-one and in 1910, 111 permits were issued to those 
who desired to sell this product. This number of legiti- 
mate dealers is the second largest in the history of the 
office; in 1889, two years before the legislation was 
enacted prohibiting the manufacture and sale of oleo- 
margarine in imitation of yellow butter, 113 dealers 
were registered. 

Beginning with 1905 a marked constant yearly increase 
in the number of oleomargarine licenses was noted. 
That this has kept pace with the sales of this article, 
which have been made in larger quantities each year, is 
shown by the following table:*

Most of the 1910 licenses were issued to wholesale and 
retail shopkeepers, but a few permits were given to wagon 
peddlers. Some of the latter have not observed the 
law as carefully as could be desired. Practically all 
of the licensed shopkeepers have complied with the legal 
requirements, only occasional carelessness in the dis- 
play of signs or marking of packages being noted. It is 
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not unusual for nonlicensed dealers to violate all of the 
provisions of the law which apply to their particular 
sales. The bulk of the cases of the past year were against 
restaurant and boarding house keepers who were fur- 
nishing this substance to guests without proper noti- 
fication. 


VINEGAR. 


The situation concerning this product remains 
unchanged, and no new legislation was attempted during 
the year. Much fabricated vinegar is sold here, but it 
is the result of such clever manipulation that analytical 
skill usually fails to prove the fraud with such certainty 
as to maintain criminal proceedings. However, the 
problem in so far as this city is concerned is fully as 
satisfactory as that in other sections of the country. 
Regarding this extensive adulteration, consumers need 
have no fear on the ground that these products are 
harmful by their influence upon the health, as they are 
as innocuous from this standpoint as the forms of 
vinegar which they represent. Whatever injury follows 
falls upon the pocketbook of the small consumer, who 
in purchasing these mixtures, while not compelled to 
pay any more for them than he would for the genuine 
article, is overcharged in one manner, as he is made to 
give a higher price for the spurious product than would 
be the case if the latter was being sold without decep- 
tion. This difference in price is a small item to one 
householder, but with the great army of consumers 
this margin rolls up a vast sum annually, which eventu- 
ally reaches the pocket of the vinegar blender. It is 
the toll which he exacts for his skill. The product in 
which he deals is not an honest one, inasmuch as it is 
not sold at its true value but commands the higher 
price of the article for which it is substituted. This 
business In impure vinegar has reached such proportions 
in this country that it has recently been the subject of 
inquiry by the United States Department of Agriculture, 
methods of manufacture and labeling being considered. 
Eventually a decision is expected as to whether or not 
spurious vinegars may be permitted to retain designa- 
tions which time and usage have made commercially 
valuable. 

A plan which would mean a saving to the purchaser 
and also administer a rebuke to the vinegar compounder 
would follow from the adoption of the suggestion made 
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in last year’s report, namely, that of purchasing white 
Wine or spirit vinegar for household use, to the exclusion 
of those possessing color, which are the only types 
adulterated. Not all colored vinegars are spurious, 
but many could be included in this category. To avoid 
these latter should be the aim of the consumer and the 
effective method is that of buying the uncolored article. 
This will take the place of the colored forms in every 
particular, and the scheme also has the above named 
advantage of economy. 

A majority of the cases during the year were for the 
sale of products made from sugar, molasses or syrup as 
and for cider vinegar. This form of substitution is the 
fault of the retail dealer, as it is found in nearly every 
instance where this fraud is practiced that the shop- 
keeper purchased his supply under its true name and 
was aware of its nature. For an infinitesimal gain 
some storekeepers will substitute these products for 
cider vinegar and run the risk of subsequent court 
action. 

A large consignment of so-called cider vinegar, to 
which cider jelly had been added, was found distributed 
throughout the city. In this instance the cider jelly 
had been adulterated with glucose and was purchased 
by the vinegar maker (who was unaware of this admix- 
ture) for the purpose of sophisticating his own wares. 
The manufacturer acknowledged his guilt and paid a 
fine of $100. In another instance a vinegar colored 
with caramel was being sold for molasses or syrup 
vinegar. The concern which was distributing this 
substance throughout the city was fined $100 for this 
infraction of the law. 

The other court actions were for vinegar deficient in 
acidity. In all twenty-five cases were brought to the 
attention of the courts. 


MISCELLANEOUS EXAMINATIONS. 


In addition to the routine work special examinations 
were made, as follows: 

One sample of fish; three samples of meat; one 
sample of canned lobster; one sample of apples; nine- 
teen samples of ice cream cones; ten samples of ice 
cream; one sample of sausage; one sample of grape 
fruit, and two samples of water—making a total of 
thirty-nine tests.

of having glanders. Of these, 103 horses on examina- 
tion were found to be affected with some noncontagious 
disease and the remaining with glanders. ‘Ten of these 
cases, upon inquiry, were found to have been owned 
and stabled outside of Boston, or had been stabled in 
Boston for so short a time that no doubt existed but 
that the animals were infected with glanders before 
coming to Boston. The State Cattle Bureau was 
notified of such cases that an investigation might be 
made by them.

Under the directions of the Board of Health the 
disinfection of stables, following the removal of cases 
of infectious diseases in animals, was discontinued and 
this work is now performed by the owners of the animals. 


RABIES. 


During the past year twenty-six dogs, suspected of 
having rabies or which had bitten persons, came under 
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the observation of this department. Upon investiga- 
tion four of these proved to be positive cases of rabies, 
two of which four did not belong in Boston but had 
been sent to one of the veterinary hospitals for isolation 
and observation or had wandered into the city while 
at large during the course of the disease.

INSPECTION OF DAIRIES. 


On August 1 the Board of Health voted to inspect all 
dairies producing milk for Boston, and placed this work 
in this division. ‘This order called for the examination 
and report of every farm producing milk for Boston, 
whether within or outside of Massachusetts. 

Although this order was passed August 1, it was not 
until November that three inspectors were appointed. 
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In the meantime considerable detail had to be attended 
to in the way of blank forms, and the registration of all 
dairies by card index. 

All milk dealers licensed to sell milk in Boston were 
required to give the-name and address of all dairies 
from which they received milk. Considerable confusion 
was caused, owing to the fact that the town address of 
these dairies could not be obtained, as the railroad 
station at which the milk was loaded was the common 
address with the dealers; thisis gradually being corrected 
as the inspectors make their reports. 

The United States dairy score card, with additional 
questions, was adopted by the Board of Health, of which 
the following is a copy:

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The dealers were requested in accordance with 
article 1, section 3, of the regulations in regard to milk, 
to report the condition of all their dairies upon these score 
ecards. As these reports are received from the dealers 
they are classified according to whether they are above 
or below thirty-five on the side of methods of the score 
ecard. This is purely an arbitrary standard, and has 
been adopted because it seems to more clearly show 
the probable condition of the milk as it is produced 
under a good or poor equipment than what a standard 
of the total score could show. 

The Board of Health inspector visits all dairies and is 
instructed to meet the dairyman, explain to him thor- 
oughly the reason for the examination, inviting him to be 
present during the examination, explaining the method 
of scoring, suggesting practical and generally inexpensive 
improvements, showing where the score card rating can 
be increased, and in many cases both inspector and 
dairyman agreeing as to scoring. 

In all cases the necessity of keeping clean cows, 
milked by clean persons, into clean utensils, in clean 
barns, and immediately removing the milk from the 
odors of the tie-up to proper milk rooms, to be rapidly 
cooled and stored at low temperature, is advised. One 
of the chief objections made by the producer seems to 
be the providing of a milk room, and this is probably 
because of the impression that expensive rooms are 
required. Milk rooms need not be of the modern, high 
priced type, but simply an inexpensive, clean, well 
lighted, well ventilated room, so located as to be free 
from offensive odors and other sources of contamination. 
This may be in a separate building, or satisfactorily 
located in one of the already erected farm buildings. 

All dairymen are informed of the long distance their 
milk is hauled, the resulting increase in age of the milk 
due to this distance, and other necessary methods of 
handling before it reaches the consumer in Boston; and 
to aid in the receiving of such milk, sweet and wholesome, 
he is encouraged to provide ice and properly cool his 
milk. 

The method of using the score card, as above described 
(that is, in the presence and with the cooperation of the 
dairyman), seems to serve as considerable education 
upon the subject of producing milk for a far-away 
market.

The most common defects are unclean cows, unclean 
barns, straining milk in the tie-up, no milk rooms, cool- 
ing milk in unsatisfactory exposed tubs, animal watering 
troughs, etc., and not sufficiently cooling the milk, all 
of which can be eliminated without much expense. 

When this work was first begun the dairyman was 
notified direct by mail of the defects in production 
found at his dairy, and a copy of the same sent to the 
dealer receiving his milk. This has since been changed, 
and the dealer alone will receive the notice and is 
expected to cause the necessary improvements.

TENEMENT House INSPECTION. 


There are about 7,000 tenement houses in the city 
of Boston, about 5,000 of these being located in the 
congested part of the city, covered by nine sanitary 
inspectors, which make an average of about 550 tene- 
ment houses for each inspector in those districts. Under 
the statute law these houses must be examined semi- 
annually. If a nuisance is found on the premises it 
has to be followed up, which very often calls for a 
number of visits; so that in these nine districts the mere 
fact of making a compulsory examination of the tene- 
ment houses and following up the nuisance reports on 
the same makes enough work for a man on the district 
without taking into account the other work which 
he is obliged to do, viz., the inspection of milk stores, 
bakeries, barber shops, ice cream places, stables, black- 
smith shops, complaints, etc. 

A new and thorough examination and record of all 
tenement houses in Boston is being made. The city 
has been divided into new districts, and each inspector 
is to report the condition of every tenement house on 
his district. ; 

The inspector makes a detailed and complete record 
of every tenement house on his district. In houses 
where nuisances are found to exist, a ‘‘nuisance card”’ 
report is made. The tenement house card report is kept 
as a permanent record. The inspector makes a visit 
every five days to the house, and the result of said 
examination is placed on the reverse side of the ‘‘nui- 
sance card.’? When the work is completed the card is 
destroyed. The reverse side of the tenement house 
card report also contains the date of the completion of 
the work, and also the dates of the semiannual visits. 

The information obtained by the inspector and written 
on the tenement house card reports serves also for 
census purposes of tenement house conditions in Boston 
by wards. Such a census will give in detail an actual 
enumeration of the tenements and the conditions found 
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in them such as has never been had before. By this 
census can be readily ascertained present conditions 
of tenement houses in any ward in Boston. Some of 
the information required from inspectors is as follows: 
Location of doors and windows, and size of same; 
air shafts, if any, and openings to same; the location 
of water-closets and means of light and ventilation 
for same; the location of sinks and bath tubs, if any, 
and the condition of the traps supplied for same; con- 
dition of drains. A correct measurement of each room 
is made, and the number of occupants ascertained; 
if overcrowded, the rooms are stenciled with the number 
of persons allowed. Number of dark rooms and interior 
rooms; condition of the floors, stairs, hallways; con- 
dition and use of basement rooms, yards, areas and 
alleyways, whether clean, paved and drained; kind 
and condition of ash and garbage receptacles, whether | 
or not whitewashing is needed. 


LopGiInGc Hovusss. 


There has been no increase in the number of public 
lodging houses during the year. All lodging houses 
have been visited semiweekly, once during the night 
and once during the day. A great improvement is 
noticeable in the condition of the air of these houses 
during the night since the regulation of the Board of 
Health has been put in force. This regulation calls 
for ventilation, by window being open at least twelve 
inches from the top continually. 

A bill has been introduced into the Legislature amend- 
ing the public lodging house law, so as to include lodg- 
ing houses where no fee is charged. 

A recent examination of one of these houses where 
no fee is charged was made about midnight, and twenty- 
nine persons were found sleeping in the room. Eight 
of them were on the floor on newspapers, six sitting in 
chairs around the stove, and the others on settees 
which are used for religious services. All of these 
persons had on their day clothing, some being provided 
with a blanket. 


OVERCROWDING. 


More attention has been paid and more visits have 
been made to tenement houses where overcrowding 
existed.

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A visit is made by the inspector in the daytime where 
cases of apparent overcrowding exist, rooms measured, 
and means of light and ventilation noted. A visit is 
then made at midnight, as that is the only time when 
positive certainty can be determined as to the number 
of people occupying the room or rooms, and this is 
almost invariably in excess of the number given the 
inspector on his day visit. Portable beds, which can 
be hidden easily during the day, are pressed into serv- 
ice at night, and cases frequently are found where 
mattresses are placed on chairs, tables and even the 
kitchen stove in order to provide sleeping accommoda- 
tions. 

Conditions are noted and the report submitted to the 
Board of Health which votes on the number of persons 
allowed in each room. The owner or occupant is noti- 
fied as to the limitation, the wall stenciled as to the 
number of occupants allowed. A visit is again made at 
midnight, and if the number of occupants exceeds the 
number allowed, the room or rooms are ordered vacated 
by the Board of Health. 

It is invariably found that the people who vacate 
these rooms move into another location, and the same 
process must be repeated. 

To remedy this difficulty a bill has been introduced 
into the Legislature by his Honor the Mayor, extending 
the power of the Board of Health, so as to make this 
overcrowding a criminal offence and subject to a fine. 
This bill if enacted will, no doubt, have the effect of 
remedying this overcrowding to a very great extent, 
as the offender can be followed up and be compelled to 
pay a fine for the offence as often as it happens. 

In visiting these overcrowded rooms it is always found 
that the windows are tightly closed and most always 
covered; doors closed, and frequently the keyhole 
stuffed, a fire in the kitchen stove and a kerosene lamp 
burning in every room. During the year more than 
300 rooms have been visited, measured, and the number 
of persons reduced or the rooms ordered vacated. 


YARDS AND AREAS. 


The inspection of yards and vacant lots is a con- 
tinual demand upon the time of the sanitary inspector. 
The chief cause of this is the tenants in houses, who 
throw garbage, ashes and filth from windows to their 
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yards or adjoining yards, and the owners of said yards 
are obliged to clean them up, notwithstanding the fact 
that they are entirely innocent of the cause of the same. 
This also applies to open areas and vacant lots, where 
the public is accustomed to dump their rubbish and 
peddlers dispose of what remains of their stock of fruit, 
fish and vegetables that has become bad. ‘The owner 
may live miles away from his vacant lot, yet he is obliged 
to remove the nuisance. This custom is not confined 
to the poorer section of the city, but is more prevalent 
in the better class of tenement houses in the district 
bounded by Huntington avenue, Massachusetts avenue, 
Dartmouth and Boylston streets. 

Good work is done in connection with this by the five 
police officers detailed by the Police Commissioner to 
the Board of Health for sanitary work. Much more 
of this work could be accomplished if there were more 
officers, and a bill has been introduced into the Legis- 
lature by his Honor the Mayor, which will increase the 
number of officers to ten. 


BAKERIES. 


There are about 500 bakeries in the city, and these 
are inspected once.a month. Proprietors are obliged to 
whitewash once every three months. Every bakery 
in Boston is obliged to have a continual supply of run- 
ning hot water. 


EXAMINATION OF GAS FIXTURES. 


During the year about 650 houses have been examined 
as to the condition of gas fixtures, and almost invariably 
defective fixtures were found. This is a very important 
work, inasmuch as defective fixtures may exist in a 
house and no notice taken on account of the fact that 
there is very little odor to the water gas in comparison 
to the coal gas, notwithstanding the fact that the former 
is much more injurious to human life. 


MILK STORES. 


There are about 4,000 stores in Boston where milk is 
sold. ‘These stores are visited by the sanitary inspectors 
about oncea month. There has been a decided improve- 
ment since the regulation of the Board of Health was 
adopted, compelling the sale of milk in closed or capped 
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bottles or receptacles, which have been approved by the 
Board of Health. ‘The inspection of milk stores includes 
shelves, floors, counters, utensils, ice chests, drainage of 
chests, coolers, etc. 


COMPLAINTS. 


Most of the 400 complaints made to the Board of 
Health, and examined by the sanitary inspectors every 
month, in regard to unsanitary conditions are well 
founded; and every complaint, whether anonymous or 
otherwise, is investigated and a report made of the 
existing conditions. 

Much good work is done in this connection by the 
workers of the Woman’s Municipal League, Associated 
Charities and other settlement workers. 

The following is a comparison of the number of reports, 
nuisances and legal notices for the past ten years:

Dumps. 


The nuisances which are created by the disposal of 
the city waste in filling in lowlands, buildings, streets, 
etc., otherwise called ‘‘dumps,” have grown in number 
and magnitude in late years, and have given rise to 
numerous and well grounded complaints from resi- 
dents in the vicinity of said dumps. The immediate 
trouble, which is caused by the dumps, comes from the 
offensive odors, and from the soiled materials, which 
are blown by the winds from the dumps upon the 
premises of surrounding neighbors. 
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A great deal of this trouble is caused by allowing rag 
pickers, junk collectors, and persons collecting coal, to 
overturn the surface of the dump, bringing the light 
material to the surface, where it may be blown about 
by the winds. The burning, or attempting to burn, this 
kind of material on the dumps is not only futile in 
effect, but is the cause of an unbearable nuisance to the 
neighborhood, by reason of the smoke and sickening 
odors caused thereby.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF PEDDLERS. 


City Buiupine, NortH Grove STREET, 
February 1, 1911. 


To the Board of Health: 


GENTLEMEN,— I have the honor to submit the fol- 
lowing report for the year ending January 31, 1911: 

During the year 92 licenses were granted to remove 
bones, grease, etc., from the city; 99 licenses were 
oranted to persons to remove manure, all of which 
expire April 30, 1911. 

In accordance with the city ordinances, 984 numbers 
were assigned to peddlers who had received licenses 
from the Street Department to occupy the streets. The 
vehicles and other means used for peddling wares were 
examined at this office monthly. The vehicles and 
receptacles used by persons licensed by the Board of 
Health are clean and in good condition. 

The monthly inspection of vehicles and receptacles 
has been a hardship to many peddlers, particularly those 
living in the outlying wards of the city, and, with the 
present supervision and the condition of the vehicles 
used, four inspections— January, April, July and 
October — would be sufficient in my opinion.

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PREFACE. 


The general arrangement of the tables is the same as 
in the 1909 report. 

The old table ‘‘Deaths from Ten of the Principal 
Causes’’ has been omitted, as such information is readily 
found in Chart No. I. and the large table X XIII. 

The old table ‘‘Deaths of Children by Sex and Par- 
entage Under One, Two and Five Years for Each 
Month’”’ has been omitted and a more detailed study 
of infant mortality begun in the new tables XV. to 
XXII., inclusive. 

Several hundred soldiers are located at the forts in 
Boston and are included in Boston’s census population. 
The War Department refuses to furnish complete mor- 
tality statistics of these soldiers. Slight errors, there- 
fore, unavoidably exist in Boston’s mortality rates. 

The rates in tables XX XVII. to XLIII., inclusive, are 
so-called ‘‘crude’’ rates. No corrections have been made | 
either for differences in the percentages of population in 
the various age periods in the various cities, or for color, 
or for nativities, or for deaths of nonresidents. 

How important such corrections may be was recently 
shown by a comparison of Boston and Chicago death 
rates, on the basis of the 1900 census, where the various 
factors above mentioned made it necessary to add 3.99 
to Chicago’s rate whenever comparing the two cities. 

Great care has been taken to have all figures correct, 
but if any error is found, notification of same will be 
appreciated.

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES. 


Boston, February 1, 1911. 
Hon. Joun F. FITZGERALD, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Srr,— In compliance with the ordinances, the Trustees 
of the Boston City Hospital present the following report 
of its condition for the year ending January 31, 1911. 
This is the forty-seventh annual report of the Hospital 
Department, which consists of the main hospital, the 
South Department for infectious diseases, the Hay- 
market Square Relief Station, the East Boston Relief 
Station and the Convalescent Home in Dorchester. 

The Board of Trustees was organized on May 2, 1910, 
by the election of Mr. A. Shuman as president and Mr. 
Conrad J. Rueter as secretary. 

In May, 1910, Mr. A. Shuman was reappointed a 
trustee for the term ending April 30, 1915. 


EXPENDITURES. 


The entire expenditures for all departments of the 
hospital during the fiscal year were $535,873.30. Of the 
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amount spent for maintenance, $341,914.63 was expended 
upon the hospital proper; $21,770.04 on account of the . 
nine out-patient departments; $111,296.50 on account 
of the South Department; $30,488.21 on account of 
the Haymarket Square Relief Station; $16,335.32 on 
account of the East Boston Relief Station; $12,046.50 
for the Convalescent Home; and in addition there was 
expended at the main hospital $2,022.10 for improve- 
ment of heating system. Of the total amount spent on 
the Pathological Laboratory, $12,535.32, $7,897.25 is 
included in the hospital proper expenditures, $125.35 in 
the Out-Patient Department, $4,387.37 in the South 
Department and $125.35 in the Haymarket ‘Square 
Relief Station expenditures. Of the total amount spent 
on the X-Ray Laboratory and Photographic Depart- 
ment, $6,848.56, $4,109.14 is charged to the hospital 
proper and $2,739.42 to the Out-Patient Department. 
The total amount spent in determining the settlement 
of nonpaying patients, $1,039.11, is divided evenly 
between the hospital proper and the South Department. 

From the amount expended for the main hospital, 
including the South Department, $453,211.13, there 
should be deducted the difference in the amount of 
stock on hand February 1, 1911, which was $2,399 more 
than on January 31, 1910, making the total amount 
properly chargeable as the expenditures for maintenance 
of the main hospital for the year $450,812.13. (See Table 
No. 2 in: the superintendent’s report.) This sum was 
expended for 36,369 weeks’ board of patients, at a cost 
per capita of $12.39, but if we deduct the money col- 
lected for paying patients, interest on trust funds and 
other income, the net cost to the city per capita per 
week was $8.86. The cost of subsistence supplies 
was $127,625.74; the total weeks’ board for an average 
of 1,233 persons was 64,309. This gives a cost per 
person for uncooked food supplies of $1.98 per week or 
$0.282 per day. 

On August 3, 1910, the City Council, after an inspec- 
tion of the premises, voted an appropriation of $60,000 
for fireproofing the older buildings. The work was 
commenced in October, and has progressed as rapidly 
as meteorological conditions and the number of patients 
in the hospital would permit. Remodeling buildings in 
which patients are being constantly received and treated 
is neither easy nor expeditious. The work is now about 
half completed. When completed, it will greatly conduce 
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to the safety of the hospital, and is especially important 
as another and further step in modernizing and per- 
fecting, as far as possible, the older buildings of the 
hospital, to adapt them to the present needs. 

On August 8, 1910, $14,500 was given for new electric 
wiring. ‘The wires were old and were constantly giving 
out, to the great annoyance not only of people in the 
hospital but of persons outside. This work is progress- 
ing rapidly, and is very nearly completed. 

Special appropriations amounting to $110,000 have 
been received during the year, of which $25,869.92 has 
been expended up to the present time. These appro- 
priations were as follows:

SoutH DEPARTMENT. 


The expenditure upon this department has been 
$111,296.50. If from this is deducted the difference in 
the amount of stock on hand at the beginning and close 
of the year, which was $42 more at the end of the year, 
it would give $111,254.50 as the amount properly 
chargeable to maintenance. This sum was expended 
upon 3,025 patients, and, divided by 18,775 weeks’ 
board, gives $8.08 as the per capita cost per week; but 
if we deduct the money collected for paying patients and 
other income, the net cost to the city per capita per 
week was $3.94. The cost of subsistence supplies was 
$28,805.49. The total weeks’ board for an average 
of 392 persons was $20,423. This gives a cost per 
person for uncooked food supplies of $1.41 per week, 
or 20 cents per day. This very small average cost 
is explained by the fact that 86 per cent of the patients 
are children. There will be found on pages 47 to 49 
a detailed account of the expenditures of this depart- 
ment in the various subdivisions, which are kept on the 
same general plan as the hospital proper. 

During the sixteen years that the department has 
been in operation, 39,063 patients have been received, 
nearly all ill with an infectious disease. 

The Advisory Board of the South Department has 
made a thorough examination of the conditions and 
finds the usual good professional care of the patients. 
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The mortality of all diseases during the year was 
6.04 per cent compared with 6.91 per cent for 1909 and 
8.46 per cent for 1908. The death rate for all diseases, 
deducting deaths within twenty-four hours, was 4.36 per 
cent compared with 5.60 per cent for 1909. 

During the spring a severe epidemic of scarlet fever 
again caused a marked degree of crowding of the scarlet 
fever wards as well as compelling the securing of other 
accommodations for scarlet fever cases at other hospitals. 

The measles ward has proved of great assistance and 
has for the most part been entirely adequate for the 
demands of this disease. This is not true, however, 
of the diphtheria wards and especially of the scarlet 
fever wards. It is of great importance to increase the 
- aecommodations for scarlet fever and diphtheria and 
provide better facilities for isolation. It must be 
remembered that the South Department was opened 
about fifteen years ago, and in that time many advances 
have been made in hospital construction. There has 
been no change in the construction of the diphtheria 
and scarlet fever wards. It is important, however, 
that certain of the rooms should be turned into open-air 
wards for the treatment of pneumonia occurring in the 
course of scarlet fever and diphtheria. It is well to 
bear in mind that pneumonia occurring in either of 
these diseases is one of the most serious complications 
that a patient can have, and that open-air treatment is 
of great benefit. 


PayinGa PATIENTS. 


During the year there was collected for the care and 
treatment of patients of all classes the sum of $126,303.72, 
itemized as follows: There was received from the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts for the board of patients, 
$26,410.84; from various cities and towns, for hospital 
proper, $18,013.75; collected at the superintendent’s 
office, on account of private room and ward-paying 
patients, $27,761.29; for board of paying patients at 
the South Department, $4,428.29; for the board of 
patients at the Haymarket Square Relief Station, 
$477.31; for the board of patients at the East Boston . 
Relief Station, $178.60. There has also been collected 
for the hospital, by the Board of Health, for the care 
of infectious cases at the South Department, and paid to 
the City Collector, the additional sum of $49,034.14, 
making the total amount credited to the Hospital 
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Department on account of paying patients, interest on 
trust funds, sale of old material and other revenue, 
$129,138.25. This sum is $19,138.25 more than was 
estimated as our income for this year. 


HAYMARKET SQUARE RELIEF STATION. 


This Relief Station has been in commission nine 
years. In these nine years 293,746 patients have been 
treated. The number of patients treated during its 
first year was 20,150, and during the present year, 
38,695, an increase of 92 per cent. 

An immense amount of suffering has been relieved, and 
the station, contrary to the prognostications of carping 
critics, has accomplished a great deal of good. 


East Boston REuIEF STATION. 


In the two years that the East Boston Relief Station 
has been in operation 24,583 patients have been treated. 
For the year ending January 31, 1911, 14,483 ward and 
out-patients were treated. 

When it is taken into account that East Boston is a 
large industrial center, that accidents are frequently 
occurring, not only on the docks but in the various 
mechanical industries, the station, so far as the relief 
of human suffering is concerned, has accomplished a 
great deal. 

In view of the number of cases treated at the East 
Boston Relief Station the expense for patients is quite 
large, and the trustees do not feel themselves justified 
in adding to this expense by the engaging of further 
employees, which the running of the ambulance lately 
purchased for this department at the instance of the City 
Council would occasion the hospital. The ambulance, 
therefore, has been used in connection with the East 
Boston Relief Station as far as it could be done without 
putting further expense upon the station, and the rest 
of the time has been operated in the service of the main 
hospital, the trustees desiring to transfer the ambulance 
to East Boston as soon as the exigencies of the service 
there will justify the expense. 


CONVALESCENT HoMn. 
The number of patients treated during the year was 
376, who received 7,389 days’ treatment at an average 
weekly cost of $11.55. 
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PATHOLOGICAL LABORATORY. 


The work in the Pathological Laboratory varies little 
from year to year. When the department, as at present 
organized, started seventeen years ago in its present 
building, great things were expected of bacteriology. 
These have been only in part realized. The field of 
pathological histology has steadily widened, and has 
problems which can be solved by it alone. 

During the last few years serology has come promi- 
nently to the front and gives promise of proving useful 
along certain lines. It is the field of work into which 
the younger men are at present most attracted. Prob- 
ably a number of years will be necessary before its 
exact value can be estimated, as in the past each new 
line of investigation seems the most hopeful, but in the 
end finds its own broad or narrow sphere of usefulness. 

Post-mortem Hxaminations.— During the past year 
there were, in the main hospital, 1,300 deaths (the 
largest number on record) with 145 autopsies; in the 
South Department, 183 deaths with 35 autopsies. This 
makes for the whole hospital, 1,483 deaths with 180 
autopsies; that is, post-mortem examinations were 
obtained in a little over 12 per cent of the cases. 

One unusual case which came to autopsy here was an 
adamantinoma, a tumor of the jaw arising from the 
remains of the enamel organ which nermally produces 
the enamel covering the teeth. ‘This kind of tumor is 
relatively rare. 

Surgical Pathology.— The number of surgical speci- 
mens examined during the year was 1,268. In many 
cases, especially of tumors, the material was obtained in 
perfectly fresh condition at the operation, and placed at 
once in proper fixatives so that the best of the special 
stains could be used on them. On this account surgical 
operations furnish, to a large extent, the most interest- 
ing material for study which comes to the laboratory. 

Many of the surgeons appreciate thoroughly the aid 
which the Pathological Department is frequently able to 
give them; on this account many of them request the 
attendance of a member of the pathological staff at 
most of their operations. 

The Wassermann Reaction.— The recent discovery of 
the treponema pallidum as the cause of syphilis, and of . 
the Giemsa and Levaditi stains for demonstrating the 
organism, the general acceptance of the Wassermann 
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serum reaction as a diagnostic test of syphilis, and the 
interest aroused by Ehrlich’s new remedy, 606, as a 
cure for the disease, have greatly stimulated interest in 
this line of work. 

To the general clinician the serum reaction is of the 
ereatest Importance, because it enables him to obtain a 
positive diagnosis even when the symptoms are very 
obscure. On this account the laboratory has devoted 
much time and attention to the perfection of the tech- 
nique of this test, which is very difficult to make 
perfectly. satisfactory, owing to deterioration of the 
different ingredients employed. On this account a great 
deal of time is constantly consumed in testing the 
ingredients and controlling the results. 

For a year and a half the first assistant, Dr. O. S. 
Hillman, has employed the Noguchi modification of the 
Wassermann reaction owing to the greater simplicity of 
the method. At the sametime Dr. W. P. Boardman has 
carried on in the laboratory the original Wassermann 
reaction, and the results obtained by the two methods 
have been constantly compared. Inasmuch, however, 
as these reactions are strictly laboratory methods, it has 
recently seemed advisable to have the Wassermann 
reaction carried on by the Pathological Department 
also, so that the assistants could be properly trained and 
able to perform the test in case Dr. Boardman should 
happen to leave. 

The preparation of the sera has required three months 
of painstaking work on the part of the second assistant, 
Dr. A. M. Burgess. The reaction is now in successful 
running order. 

Vaccines.— Treatment with vaccines is much like 
that with X-rays and radium. It is a therapeutic 
measure which demands skill and experience in the 
application. Vaccines cannot be manufactured in the 
laboratory and turned over to the general practitioner 
indiscriminately to use. They should be prepared and 
used by a trained clinician. 

Students.— The number of fourth year students elect- 
ing pathology at the City Hospital Laboratory was 
sixteen in 1909-10; for this year, 1910-11, the course 
has been chosen by thirty-seven. This means that 
during certain months every available desk in the 
laboratory has been occupied. In addition, two men in 
the course in gynecology spend every other day in the 
laboratory studying the pathology of the female genitalia. 
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It has been necessary to arrange a table and stools in 
the storeroom in order to accommodate these men. 

Besides the undergraduate students twenty-two grad- 
uates from various schools and hospitals have worked 
in the laboratory during the year, some for a few weeks 
only, others for months or throughout the entire time. 

Equipment.— A first-class centrifuge, such as the 
laboratory has needed for some time, owing to the great 
increase in the kind of work which requires sedimenta- 
tion, has been ordered and will shortly be installed. 

Research and Publications.— A pathological histology, 
written from the biological point of view, and based on 
an analysis of the material collected in the hospital 
during the past fourteen years, is slowly but steadily 
approaching completion. ‘Two papers based on this 
work were read in May before the American Association 
of Pathologists and Bacteriologists and will appear in 
the “Journal of Medical Research.’’ Two others were 
read by request before different sections of the American 
Medical Association in June at St. Louis, and have 
been published in the journal of the society. A fifth, 
perhaps the most important, was read in November 
before the Johns Hopkins Hospital Medical Society, 
and the Boston Society of Medical Sciences and will 
shortly appear in the ‘‘Johns Hopkins Bulletin.” It is 
an analysis of all the cases of cirrhosis of the liver and 
shows that, aside from cancer, five different types of 
lesions, due to as many varieties of causes, may lead to 
this condition. While alcohol is the most common cause, 
bacterial infection among the bile ducts, especially in 
children, may bring about a very typical form of cirrho- 
sis which in its later stages causes ascites and death. 
It was also found that the alcoholic type of cirrhosis is 
characterized by a peculiar form of hyaline degenera- 
tion of the liver cells preceding necrosis. 

Other points brought out in this group of papers are as 
follows: 

The disappearance of the liver cells in the centers of 
the lobules around the hepatic veins is not due to pres- 
sure as ordinarily taught but to a central necrosis of 
toxic origin. Under ordinary conditions these necrotic 
cells are fully restored by regeneration, but chronic 
passive congestion prevents such regeneration from tak- 
ing place. 

The peculiar type of cancer nares known as rodent 
ulcer arises from a hair matrix and is characterized by 
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the production of epithelial fibrils, which in the hair 
ie together, become hyaline and form the hair 
shaft. 

The giant cells in the so-called giant cell sarcomata 
are not tumor cells at all, but foreign body giant cells 
due to the fusion of endothelial leucocytes attracted 
into tumors and other lesions involving bone by dead 
bone which needs to be dissolved and removed. They 
are identical with the osteoclasts of normal bone, which 
arise in the same way. This fact is of importance 
because the common tumor of the jaw known as epulis, 
or giant cell sarcoma, often is not a true tumor but only 
a tumor-like mass of inflammatory tissue containing giant 
cells around disintegrating particles of bone or lime salts 
(tartar). In that case it requires only a thorough curet- 
ing instead of radical surgical treatment, involving 
extraction of several teeth and removal of a portion of 
the jaw. 

Blood Cultures.— Increasing use of blood cultures 
directly from a vein is made by the clinical men. The 
results for the year are as follows: Total, 79; negative, 
61; positive, 18. The organisms found in the positive 
cases were the following: Bacillus typhosus, 9 times; 
staphylococcus pyogenes aureus, 3 times; streptococ- 
cus pyogenes, 4 times; bacillus coli, once; bacillus 
mallei, once. 

Milk.— Seventy-five bacteriological examinations . of 
the milk received by the hospital were made during 
the past year. From two to eight samples were tested 
each time. It is only by frequent bacteriological 
examinations of milk that its freedom from pathologi- 
cal germs can be demonstrated. There has been no 
instance in the past year where scarlet fever and typhoid 
fever could be attributed to the milk supply. 

Syphilis.— The Noguchi reaction for syphilis was 
performed 117 times with the following results: Posi- 
tive,41; weakly positive,8; inconclusive, 6; negative, 62. 

Dr. W. P. Boardman’s results with the original 
Wassermann reaction are as follows:

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About seventy reactions were made for other hospi- 
tals, mostly the Long Island and Carney Hospitals, 
but also a few for the Somerville, Marine, Lynn, Massa- 
chusetts General and Mt. Sinai Hospitals,-and the 
Boston Dispensary. : 

Doctor Boardman deserves the greatest credit for the 
patience, skill and conscientiousness with which he has 
carried out these tests, always controlling his results 
in every way possible. The work has occupied a large 
amount of his time. 

Laboratory of Clinical Pathology— The amount of 
laboratory work has increased and the quality of it 
has improved. 

More work has been done on the stools and the 
following intestinal parasites discovered: Ameceba coli, 
cercomonas hominis, tenia saginata and _ trichina 
spiralis. 

In the examination of the urines three cases of chy- 
luria were found which are deserving of further study. 
One case occurred in a woman who was nursing a six 
months old baby at the time of entrance. Fat appeared 
in the urine in considerable amounts for two or three 
days following the entrance and coincident with the 
weaning of the baby. 

A second case was in a man in whom the clinical 
diagnosis of cirrhosis of the liver was made, and the 
third case in a girl with an admission diagnosis of rup- 
tured kidney. 

A just criticism of the laboratory work of the surgi- 
cal services is that the frequent changing of laboratory 
men (sometimes every two or three days) makes the 
work less efficient and materially increases the expense 
of laboratory equipment. 

The special tests required by the clinical men are 
total nitrogen, lead, arsenic, and more recently the 
estimation of the ammonia. The Cammidge reaction 
in the urine as an aid in the diagnosis of acute or chronic 
pancreatitis has not proved its worth and has been 
abandoned. 

The new chemical hood has been put in and is a 
valuable addition to the laboratory, both as regards 
efficiency and appearance. 

The desk tops have been scraped and painted with 
chemical paint, which adds greatly to their appearance 
and the ease with which they can be kept clean. 
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X-Ray DEPARTMENT. 


The X-Ray Department, under charge of Dr. 
Francis H. Williams, a pioneer in this work, has been 
very successful the past year, and a short account of 
what has been accomplished may be of interest:

It is expected that one of the newer forms of trans- 
former now on the market will soon be installed, and 
with this better radiographs of the more difficult parts 
of the body can be made than with the present coils. 
Intensifying screens, that is an appliance for increasing 
the chemical effects of the rays on the photographic 
plate and thus giving better pictures of the thicker 
parts, were tried at this hospital more than ten years 
ago, but the materials at our disposal were such that 
the negatives were unsatisfactory and therefore these 
sereens were abandoned. Fortunately the obstacles 
that were present in the early days have now been 
largely overcome elsewhere and by means of these later 
advances, that is, with a more powerful apparatus and 
the intensifying screen, we shall expect to take radio- 
graphs in a fraction of a second, not only of the heart 
and lungs but also of the abdominal contents. The 
X-rays can thus render more service in some cases in 
which the diagnosis is difficult, as pictures, for instance, 
of the abdomen can be taken so quickly as to be sharp 
in outline and not blurred by the peristaltic movements 
of the intestines. It should be mentioned that in order 
to obtain radiographs of the stomach and intestines, 
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subecarbonate of bismuth must be administered with 
bread and milk or any fluid that will hold the bismuth 
in suspension. Bismuth is opaque to the X-rays and 
casts a well-marked shadow, so that the size and posi- 
tion of the intestines, or a stricture, may thus be made 
clear. This bismuth mixture may also be injected into 
the rectum and by reversed peristalsis be carried up 
into the intestines and thus be of service to the practi- 
tioner in the recognition of disease in that portion of the 
alimentary canal. In looking back over the history 
of the use of bismuth as an aid in the diagnosis of dis- 
eases of the alimentary canal, it is interesting to note 
that this principle was carried out in the hospital by 
observations made both with the fluoroscope and radio- 
eraphs upon children, which showed the size and posi- 
tion of the stomach in expiration and inspiration, and 
the changes it undergoes in size and position at intervals 
of half an hour for several hours after eating. ‘These 
observations were made more than twelve years ago in 
association with Dr. W. B. Cannon, then a student at 
the Harvard Medical School, and were one of the 
earliest demonstrations of this method of examination. 
The excellent observations which Doctor Cannon then 
made upon cats are well known to all physiologists and 
to other medical men interested in this line of work. | 

The following case is another illustration of the serv- 
ice bismuth renders in X-ray examinations. A woman, 
thirty-one years of age, who for twelve years had regur- 
gitated most of the food she had eaten at one meal 
before taking another, was examined both by means of 
the fluoroscope and radiograph, with the rays going 
through the thorax from side to side (see cut), after the 
administration of subcarbonate of bismuth in a solu- 
tion of gum arabic. The shadow of the bismuth was 
clearly seen on the fluorescent screen in the lower part 
of the esophagus, and the undulation of the anterior 
portion of this organ following the pulsation of the heart 
was observed. The undulation of the posterior por- 
tion of the esophagus was also noted, but was not so 
marked as that of the anterior portion. Three hours 
afterward another fluoroscopic examination was made 
and two radiographs were taken, one with the light - 
going through the body antero-posteriorly and the other 
with the light going through from side to side. In both 
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of these radiographs the lower part of the esophagus, 
just above the diaphragm, in front of the vertebre and 
behind the heart, cast a very dark shadow, showing that 
only a very small amount of the bismuth had passed 
into the stomach, owing to a stricture of the esophagus. 
It was instructive to note that the fluoroscopic examina- 
tion was even more satisfactory than the radiographs. 

The stricture was dilated, and soon after the patient 
was able to retain her food and gained a pound a day 
for some time. 

The radiograph was taken with the plate on the left 
side of the patient. The arrow O indicates the lower 
end of the esophagus which contains bismuth; D, the 
upper border of the diaphragm; H, the heart. To the 
left of the esophagus are the vertebre. 

It is satisfactory to find that the younger medical men 
are becoming more interested in X-ray diagnosis as 
related to the work of the physician. Since the begin- 
ning, emphasis has been laid at the Boston City Hospital 
upon the value of X-ray examinations both to the 
physician and the surgeon, but the service to the latter 
has been more generally recognized than its usefulness to 
the former. It is comparatively recently only that 
physicians, and even yet the number of them is not 
large, have begun to appreciate the value of X-ray 
examinations in medicine as distinguished from surgery. 
The profession as a whole will gradually learn what this 
method can do from the younger practitioners and from 
the instruction given the students at the medical schools. 
As an example of the interest of the younger physicians, 
it is pleasant to report that Dr. W. H. Higgins, a recent 
graduate of Johns Hopkins University, is now a volun- 
tary assistant in the X-Ray Department, with a view to 
familiarizing himself with the work, especially so far as 
it has a bearing on medical diagnosis. As an illustration 
of what is being done for the students here, Dr. 8S. W. 
Ellsworth, Assistant Physician for the X-Ray Service, 
last year received an appointment at the Harvard 
Medical School to conduct instruction in medical X-ray 
diagnosis. He is giving the students an excellent course 
on the subject with opportunities to compare the older 
methods of diagnosis, especially in examinations of the 
chest, with what may be done by means of X-ray 
examinations. There seems to be nothing which can 
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advance this important side of X-ray diagnosis more 
satisfactorily than to have good practitioners devote 
time to its study in large clinics and to have the students 
of our best medical schools given practical instruction 
in this method, nor is it likely that anything will con- 
tribute more quickly to place X-ray work upon a still 
more satisfactory professional basis. 

The vacancy on the staff has lately been filled by the 
appointment of Dr. A. W. George as Assistant to the 
Physician for the X-Ray Service. Doctor George has 
had a large experience in surgical radiographic work ~ 
and his appointment will enable the department to give 
more time to the careful interpretation of the surgical 
radiographs. 


OutT—PATIENT DEPARTMENT. 


The Out-Patient Department statistics may be found 
on pages 20, 22 and 25 in the superintendent’s report. 

The number of patients treated in the Out-Patient 
Department during the past year has been 40,032. The 
number of visits was 127,559. 

In the Throat Department about 1,400 adenoid 
operations have been done. ‘This is in addition to the 
routine work. This department, on account of the 
increased number of patients applying to have adenoids 
removed, has been very much overworked, and the 
necessity of an increased number of surgeons for 
this department becomes more and more manifest each 
year. 

The Eye Department has been overworked, on 
account of the great number of school children applying 
for examination of the eyes. 


PURCHASE OF ROBERT TREAT PAINE ESTATE. 


The trustees for a long time have felt the great neces- 
sity of enlarging the accommodations for the treatment 
of scarlet fever and diphtheria. This matter has been ~ 
carefully discussed frequently at the meetings of the 
Board. If additional accommodations are provided, 
the city will not be obliged to pay out large sums of 
money each year for the care and treatment of diphtheria 
and scarlet fever in hospitals in adjoining cities and 
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towns. The following extract from a letter sent by the 
president of the Board of Trustees to his Honor Mayor 
Fitzgerald, on May 14, 1910, may be of interest, as 
showing that the trustees have fully realized the neces- 
sity of enlarging the South Department. 


At a meeting of the Board of Trustees May 13, a subject 
which is of paramount importance, namely, the enlargement 
of the department for infectious diseases, was considered. 
The wards are overcrowded. Quite a number of patients have 
been sent to Brookline. The accommodations for infectious 
diseases in the City of Boston are not sufficient in an emergency. 
This matter has already been considered by your Honor. 
The trustees, after a careful study of the matter, are of the 
opinion that it will require $165,000 to erect the proper build- 
ings, exclusive of the land. 


The land was purchased on December 7, 1910, for 
$67,520.90. 

Revenue to the amount of $495.81 has been turned 
in to the City Collector, which is to be used to defray 
the interest on the loan. 


IMPROVEMENT IN THE METHOD OF BOOKKEEPING. 


This change was the result of an opinion on behalf 
of the trustees that the great complication of hospital 
accounts, continually multiplying from year to year 
with the growth of the institution, demanded a strict 
study of the situation and needful changes. For this 
purpose an expert accountant was engaged, and upon 
his report new methods were introduced by the trustees. 
The system has now been in operation for nearly a year 
and so far has proved very satisfactory. 


CHANGES OF RULES. 
Changes were made in the rules, as follows: 


Making the Superintendent, when also Medical Director, 
a member of the Senior Staff, with all the powers that the 
members of the Senior Staff enjoy. 

To include the X-ray service in the medical section of the 
staff. 

To the effect that applications for positions on the staff shall 
be presented to the trustees and shall by them be referred to 
the staff for a report.

Resolved, That the ability of Doctor Cheever as a teacher, 
‘ his careful and painstaking method of instruction, his patience 
with students, his remarkable clearness of diction, have placed 
him in the foremost ranks of clinical teachers and have been 
the most important factor in elevating the standard of teaching 
at the Boston City Hospital. 

Resolved, That Doctor Cheever’s devotion to the hospital, 
his ever readiness and willingness to help the advancement of 
the institution by assisting the trustees on all occasions, are 
gratefully acknowledged by them, while his humane and sympa- 
thetic treatment of patients will remain always a lasting monu- 
ment to him in the hearts of the citizens of Boston. 


John N. Coolidge, M. D., First Assistant Visiting 
Physician, resigned. He had served as Physician to 
Out-Patients and Assistant Visiting Physician since 
May 31, 1899; and the superintendent was authorized 
to express to Doctor Coolidge the regrets of the trustees 
at his severing his connection with the hospital. 

William T. Councilman, M. D., resigned as Visiting 
Pathologist. - The position of Consulting Pathologist 
was created, under suspension of the rules, and Doctor 
Councilman was appointed to this position. 

Daniel F. Mahoney, M. D., resigned as Anesthetist, 
also as Third Assistant Visiting Surgeon. Abraham 
Myerson, M. D., resigned from his position as six 
months’ Assistant to the Physicians for Diseases of the 
Nervous System. 

The following appointments have been made: John 
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J. Hurley, M. D., Assistant to the Aural Surgeons; 
Daniel F. Mahoney, M. D., Third Assistant Visiting 
Surgeon; John. W. Lane, M. D., Third Assistant Visit- 
ing Surgeon; David W. Cheever, M. D., Surgeon 
Emeritus; Frank L. Richardson, M. D., Anesthetist;

Resolved, That the trustees feel that this loss is well nigh irreparable, and 
that they wish to offer this testimonial to the ability of Doctor Burrell 
as a surgeon, to his intelligent and persistent work in reorganizing the 
Surgical Department, to his rare tact in dealing with patients, to his 
uniformly courteous demeanor to every one with whom he came in contact. 

Too much cannot be said regarding the excellence of Doctor Burrell’s 
work, and his devoted attention to his duties at the hospital. His 
untimely death has deprived the hospital of the services of an eminent 
surgeon.

If a comparison is made between the South Depart- 
ment and the hospital proper as to the number of days’ 
board given patients, it will be found that at the former 
it is 96,423, while at the latter it is 158,161. 

Chart A shows the percentage of mortality of diph- 
theria at the Boston City Hospital proper and at the 
South Department from 1888 to 1910, inclusive, and 
also the percentage of mortality of intubations for the 
same time. These figures are based on the calendar 
year, and not on the financial year. It will be noticed

The main hospital has four subdivisions, the hospital 
(wards) proper, Out-Patient Departments, the Patho- 
logical Department and the X-Ray Laboratory. The 
expenditures for the South Department for infectious 
diseases, the Haymarket Square Relief Station, the 
East Boston Relief Station and the Convalescent Home 
are kept in separate tables. 

The expenditures upon the hospital proper and the 
South Department, together, were for the care of 
13,859 patients in the wards for 254,584 days, or 36,369 
weeks’ board, which makes an average weekly cost of 
$12.39, or a daily cost of $1.77 for patients of all classes. 
The net cost per patient per week to the city was $8.86. 
The cost of uncooked food supplies for all persons, 
including patients and the entire household at the 
hospital proper and South Department, was $127,625.74. 
The average number of patients was 697, of officers 
and employees, including house and nursing staff, 
536, or a total daily average of 1,233 persons. The 
number of weeks’ board for all persons was 64,309 
and the weekly cost per person for uncooked food sup- 
plies was $1.98, or 28? cents per day. 
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The annual cost of the main hospital and that of the 
South Department are kept separately, in order to know 
the comparative costs and for the proper financing of 
the heaviest expenditures of the Hospital Department. 
But, practically, both divisions are for patients suffering 
with acute illnesses, and separated for purely hygienic 
rather than for financial reasons. Considered from this 
point of view, as a part of one whole, the cost is as follows: 

The average weekly expenditure per_patient in the hos- 
pital proper was $15.03; the South Department was 
$8.08; or an average of $12.39 for each patient in the 
two departments. After deducting the income received 
on account of paying patients, the cost was reduced in 
the main hospital to $11.86, at the South Department to 
$3.94; or an average weekly per capita for each patient 
of $8.86, which accurately represents what each patient 
cost the city. No account is made in this computation 
of either the Out-Patient Departments, Convalescent 
Home or the Relief Stations. 

The total expenditures in the Hospital Department 
have been $535,873.30, but the net cost to the city for 
maintaining the main hospital was only $322,337.09. 

The maximum number of patients in the hospital 
proper on any one day was 5138, as against 552 in the 
previous year. The minimum number was 326, in 
comparison with 285 for the previous year. The daily 
average during the year was 433, and the average length 
of stay was 14, days. 

There have been treated in the various Out-Patient 
Departments 40,082 patients, at a cost of $21,770.04. 
Other statistics may be found elsewhere, including the 
number of out-patients, number of their visits, rate of 
mortality, work of ambulances, census of days’ board 
for all persons, the nativity of patients admitted and 
physical condition of patients when discharged. 

The total number of deaths from February 1, 1910, 
to January 31, 1911, was 1,300. This does not include 
the statistics of the South Department, but only the 
main hospital. 


Of the deaths, there occurred within 48 


hours of admission. . 4658, or dro per cent.

the rate of mortality for the year ending J anuary 31, 1911. 
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This percentage of deaths is for the total number of 
patients treated in the hospital. The deaths occurring 
within forty-eight hours of admission (458) were 35.23 
per cent of the whole number of deaths (1,300). 

During the year 10,834 patients were treated in the 
wards, 40,032 as out-patients, 376 at the Convalescent 
Home, 3,025 at the South Department; at the Hay- 
market Square Relief Station 847 were treated in the 
wards and 37,848 as out-patients, and at the East 
Boston Relief Station 177 were treated in the wards 
and 14,306 as out-patients,— a total of 107,445 who have 
received the benefits of the hospital in all departments. 

During the year 13,041 persons applied for admission. 
Of this number 10,365 were admitted and 2,676 were 
rejected, the latter being 579 less than last year. The 
number rejected was 21 per cent of all persons apply- 
ing, and the causes of rejection appear in the table of 
applicants not admitted, on page 27. Of the number 
applying 747 either changed their minds or were admitted 
later; of these, 72 were received within three days after 
application and 4 admitted still later. There were 98 
applicants rejected for want of vacant beds, but of 
these 15 were admitted later. There were 705 of these 
applicants who could be treated more properly in the 
various out-patient services without the additional cost 
of receiving them in the wards. Admission was denied 
to 442 for lack of information that they were suitable 
cases, but 158 were admitted later; and 334 were 
rejected as apparently incurable or unsuitable for 
treatment here. Various other causes of rejection 
appear in the tabulated form on page 27. 


South Department.— The total expenditure for the 
South Department was $111,296.50, against $109,561 
for the previous year; and allowing for the difference 
in stock at the beginning and close of the year, the sum 
of $111,254.50 represents the cost of maintenance for 
the fiscal year. The per capita weekly cost at the South 
Department was $8.08. 


Out-Patient Services.— The expenditure in the various 
out-patient services was $21,770.04. 


Convalescent Home.— The cost of maintenance for the 
Convalescent Home was $12,046.50. The daily aver- 
age was 20-7; patients, and the average weekly cost $11.55.

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Carpenters and painters have been employed in keep- 
ing the buildings in repair in the different departments. 
The screens and storm steps have been thoroughly 
inspected and are in good condition. There yet remains 
a very considerable amount of work to be done. 

During the year there has been quite an amount of 
renovating in the different departments. The Adminis- 
tration Building has been painted on the outside, and 
the woodwork on the inside. Ward P has been painted 
on the inside. The amphitheater has also been painted. 
The Convalescent Home, a wooden building, has been 
painted outside, and hard wood floors have been laid in 
certain portions of this building. At the South Depart- 
ment four buildings, namely, the Administration Build- 
ing, East Pavilion, West Pavilion and Domestic Building, 
have been painted outside. The walls, ceilings and 
floors of the Vose House, as well as the furniture, have 
been renovated. During the past year the house tele- 
phone system at the Haymarket Square Relief Station 
was very much out of order, and a new system has been 
installed which has worked satisfactorily. 

When it is taken into consideration that there are 
forty-five buildings connected with the hospital, it is 
evident that the amount of repairs must necessarily be 
very great. 


MEDICAL LIBRARY. 


At the close of the last year there were 3,665 volumes in 
the Medical Library. -There have been added during the 
year, by purchase, three, and by donation, twenty, or a 
total of twenty-three, making a total of 3,688 volumes 
in the library. During the year 462 periodicals, 184 
medical monographs and 134 hospital and health reports 
have been received. 

The index card catalogue to the clinical records has 
been increased by 7,442 cards, making a total of 278,002 
references.

The Superintendent of Nurses and her assistants have 
given 241 class recitations at the hospital proper and 
122 at the South Department, making a total of 363 
during the year. The teacher of the preparatory class 
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has held daily demonstrations and drills in the practice 
room and class instruction in the schoolroom. The 
school has received twenty-six lectures on Friday after- 
noons from members of the medical, surgical, neurological 
and pathological staffs. 

The pupils of the third year have received medical and 
surgical clinical teaching from Dr. John N. Coolidge and 
Dr. David D. Scannell. Courses in bacteriology have 
been given the senior nurses of the second year, in 
the Pathological Building, by the First Assistant in 
Pathology. 

Mrs. Boland Pequignot has given forty-three practical 
lessons in cooking and serving of food to sections of ten 
senior nurses. The probation classes have been instructed 
by Mrs. Pequignot in the preparation: of the lighter 
diets and in the making of the various drinks for invalids. 

Mrs. Gulli J. Callowhill has given seventy lessons in 
massage to classes of four pupils each. 

During the year thirty-two of the third year nurses 
completed their obstetrical training and eighteen nurses 
are now taking that course. 

The second public graduating exercises of the Training 
School for Nurses were held in the amphitheater on 
May 27, 1910. An address was made by Dr. Abner 
Post, one of the consulting surgeons. The diplomas 
were presented by the superintendent, Dr. John H. 
McCollom. Following this a reception was held in the 
Vose House. 

It is very much to be regretted that Miss Drown, who 
had been Superintendent of the Training School since 
November 20, 1885, could not be present at this time. 
Miss Drown, whose long connection with the hospital, 
whose admirable service, whose great executive ability, 
were: most important factors in placing the Training 
School for Nurses in its present high rank, was obliged 
to resign on account of ill health. The full appreciation 
by the trustees of Miss Drown’s work is shown by the 
following letter that was sent by the president to Miss 
Drown at the time of her resignation. 


Boston, June 3, 1910. 
Miss Lucy L. Drown, 
Antrim, N. H.: 

Dear Mapam,— At a meeting of the Board of Trustees your resig- 
nation on account of ill health was received and accepted by the Board of 
Trustees with deep regret, and it was voted to send you a letter of appre- 
ciation for your long and able service as Matron and Superintendent of the 
Training School at the Boston City Hospital. 
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On December 6, 1881, when you applied at the Boston City Hospital 
for admission, you little thought how much good you would accomplish 
in the course of your long stay in this institution. On November 20, 18835, 
you were appointed Matron and Superintendent of the Training School. 
Since that time your devotion to duty has been unfailing. Your full appre- 
ciation of the duties of a nurse, your careful instruction and your quiet 
dignity, have placed the Boston City Hospital Training School for Nurses 
in the front rank of similar institutions in this country. The trustees feel 
that words are of little avail in conveying their appreciation of the work 
that you have done. It must, however, be a satisfaction to you that your 
work has been well done, and that you have placed the Training School 
for Nurses of the Boston City Hospital on a firm and substantial basis. 

Regretting that your health demands that you retire from the active 
duties of the position, the trustees feel that they cannot fully express 
their appreciation of the work that you have done. It is their earnest wish 
that a quiet life, relieved from the anxiety of your arduous duties, may 
prolong your life.

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THE BOSTON CITY HOSPITAL TRAINING 
SCHOOL FOR NURSES. 


The Trustees of the Boston City Hospital in 1878 
established a Training School for Nurses, the fourth 
organized in the United States, in order to give to 
women desirous of becoming professional nurses a sys- 
tematic course of training and practice. 

The Training School is controlled by the trustees of 
the hospital, like all other departments of the hospital 


service. The Superintendent of the Hospital has the =~ 


general supervision of all matters relating to the school, 
its course of work and study, lectures and discipline. 
The Superintendent of Nurses has the immediate charge 
of all the nursing in the hospital, of all persons employed 
in the wards, and also the instruction and management 
of the nurses in the Training School. All female nurses 
in the hospital must be connected with the school. 

The hospital in all its departments contains 1 ek 
beds for patients as follows: 


Main Hospital = 600 
South Department for Infectious Diseases . 340 
Haymarket Square Relief Station , 20 
East Boston Relief Station . ; ; 10 
Convalescent Home : : 36

The number and variety of cases in each department 
afford ample material for observation and instruction. 
The course requires three years, and includes general 
medical and surgical nursing, together with ophthalmic, 
aural and gynecological nursing, also the nursing of 
children, and infectious diseases and of emergency 
surgical work. ‘There are no maternity wards connected 
with the hospital, but a course in maternity nursing 
has been provided at maternity .hospitals elsewhere, 
without extra cost to the nurse. 

The most desirable age for candidates is from twenty- 
three to thirty-five years. They must be of sound 
health, and should send with their application a certifi- 
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cate from a physician certifying to the fact. They 
should also send a brief personal history, and give the 
names and addresses of three responsible persons, not 
of their own kin, preferably their last employer, if any, 
or business men of their acquaintance, who know of 
their good character and capabilities. Upon the recom- 
mendation of the Superintendent of the Hospital and 
Superintendent of Nurses, they will be received for 
three months on probation. The fitness of candidates 
for the training and work, and the propriety of retaining 
or dismissing them, will be determined by the authori- 
ties in charge of the school, under the direction of the 
trustees. An entrance examination is given to all 
candidates before or during the term of probation. The 
examination is in simple arithmetic, English composi- 
tion and writing from dictation, etc., and is in no sense 
so severe as to prevent anyone who is capable of under- 
taking the work of a trained nurse from so doing. The 
Superintendent of Nurses will have a personal interview 
with candidates for the school on Tuesdays from ten 
to twelve o’clock. : 

At the end of the second month candidates, if con- 
sidered satisfactory, are permitted to wear the cap and 
enter upon the regular course of training, but such can- 
didates are not permitted to join the school formally 
until the end of the third month, when, if accepted, 
they sign an agreement to complete the prescribed 
course of three years, and to conform to all rules. At 
the end of the first six months the record and work of 
each pupil are carefully scrutinized as to her fitness to 
make a good nurse, and the right is reserved by the 
authorities of the hospital to terminate then, or at any 
time, the connection of any pupil or nurse with the 
school, for inefficiency, misconduct, generally unsatis- 
_ factory record, or for any other reason which may be 
deemed sufficient. 

The nurses in the Training School (including pro- 
bationers) reside at the three nurses’ homes connected 
with the hospital. These houses are attractive and 
homelike, and have the best of conditions necessary to 
good health and personal hygiene, while recreation and 
amusement, necessary to a wholesome life, have been 
considered in the music room, library and reception 
rooms provided. 

The Superintendent of Nurses has the immediate 
charge of the Training School, under the authority of 
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the Superintendent of the Hospital and of the trustees, 
and the nurses are subject to the rules of the hospital, 
like any other service. 

The instruction includes the general care of the sick, 
the making of beds, changing bed and body linen, man- 
aging of helpless patients in bed, etec., giving baths, 
keeping patients warm or cool, prevention or dressing 
of bed sores, and proper management of the patient 
under various conditions, with different diseases or 
injuries; the making and applying. of bandages and 
rollers, preparation of splints, application and manage- 
ment of surgical apparatus, applying of fomentations 
and poultices, the dressing of burns, ulcers and wounds, 
and other minor dressings, cupping, leeching and sub- 
sequent treatment, the administering of enemata, and 
the use of the female catheter. 

Nurses are taught how to act in the various emer- 
gencies occurring in hospital and private nursing, as 
well as in the accidents of ordinary life. They are 
also given lessons in massage by a professional instruc- 
tor. ‘There is a systematic course of training in cookery 
for the sick, the serving of food and delicacies in the 
proper manner, and the feeding of helpless patients, 
or those who resist food. 

Instruction is also given in the best practical methods 
of supplying fresh air, of warming and ventilating sick 
rooms in a proper manner, and the proper care of sick 
rooms for the best good and comfort of the patient; in 
keeping all utensils and appliances perfectly clean and 
disinfected; in making accurate observations of the 
pulse, temperature, respiration, expectorations, the secre- 
tions, state of the skin and eruptions; of mental condi- 
tion as to delirium, stupor, shock, etc.; of the condition 
as to sleep, appetite, effects of diet or of stimulants and 
medicines; the behavior of wounds and the after treat- 
ment in surgical operations; and in the managing of 
convalescents. Nurses are taught the administering of 
medicines and the application of external remedies, 
how to take notes on cases, the making up of the nurses’ 
record, and the reports to the attending doctor. 

The three years’ course of training includes a pre- 
paratory course of three months under a_ special 
instructor, followed by a fixed course of instruction 
from manuals and text books, mainly given by the 
Superintendent of Nurses, the assistant superintendents 
of nurses, and graduate head nurses. Lectures and 
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demonstrations, chiefly upon practical points, are given 
stated times by the medical and surgical staff of the 
hospital. While the instruction by the manuals, text 
books, lectures, demonstrations, quizzes: and models 
is considerable, the main reliance is upon accurate 
daily drill in the wards, operating rooms, and other 
departments of the hospital. Examinations, both oral 
and written, are held from time to time by the authori- , 
ties of the school, and nurses will not be graduated unless 
they attain, on critical marking, at least 70 per cent. 

The pupils are employed as assistant nurses in the 
wards, operating rooms, Out-Patient Departments of 
the hospital, and the two Relief Stations. They are 
given eight months’ training in medical wards, eight 
months in surgical wards, six months in contagious 
wards, four months in gynecological wards, four months 
in a maternity hospital and from three to six months 
elective. No class recitations or lectures are given 
between July 1 and October 1 except to the probation 
class. 

Probationers are not paid during their first two 
months, but for the remaining ten months of the first - 
year they receive $5 a month, for the second year $8.33 a 
month, and for the third year $12.50 a month while on 
duty in the hospital, to pay for the expenses of their 
uniform, personal clothing and other minor require- 
ments. 

While on duty in a maternity hospital they will receive 
the allowance provided by the hospital to which they 
are assigned. This sum is in nowise intended as wages, 
it being considered that their education during this time 
is a full equivalent for their services. When the term 
of three years is completed the nurses receive, if they 
pass all the examinations, and are otherwise satisfactory, 
a diploma certifying to the regular course of training and 
practice, and are then permitted to wear the graduate’s 
badge of the school. 

The majority of graduates engage in private nursing, 
but some are invited to remain in the service of the 
hospital as head nurses, with opportunities of promotion 
here or in other hospitals. Graduate head nurses who 
prefer to remain in hospital work, or return after a term 
of private nursing, are given post-graduate instructions 
in ward management, hospital housekeeping and minor 
administrat®mn, fitting them to fill positions of trust in 
hospitals or other institutions. 
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The school year has no fixed date, but accepted 
candidates are, as a rule, received in classes beginning 
every three months. Those desiring to enter with less 
delay can sometimes anticipate a fixed date by placing 
themselves on the emergency list. When coming to the 
hospital they should bring with them the following 
articles: Three gingham or calico dresses, made plainly; 
eight large white aprons, made of bleached cotton, two 
yards wide, meeting in the back, with bibs, without 
straps, plain at the top and gathered slightly at the bot- 
tom, two pearl studs on the band, two inches wide, 
with hem at bottom five inches in depth, and two inches 
from the bottom of the dress; two bags for soiled clothes; 
one pair of scissors, a pin-ball, and a plain napkin ring 
with nurse’s name; a good supply of plain underclothing 
—every article to be distinctly marked with pen and 
indelible ink, with the owner’s name. ‘Twenty-one 
pieces are allowed for the laundry each week. 

Nurses must bring suitable outer garments for stormy 
weather, and they are required to wear boots that will 
be purchased on prescription of our orthopedic surgeon, 
after coming to the hospital. If the teeth are out of 
order in any way, they must receive attention 
before coming for the probationary month. Nurses © 
are required to wear the training school uniform after 
they join the school. Material for dresses will be sold 
at cost price; caps are furnished at a nominal price. 
Probationers should come prepared, on acceptance, to 
expend about $20 for uniforms, books and other needful 
expenses. 

Hours of duty for day nurses will vary from six to 
twelve hours between the hours of 7 a. m. and 8 p. m.; 
for night nurses, from 8 p. m. to 7 a. m. No nurse 
is required to do both day and night duty on the same 
day, except in rare emergencies. Each nurse on day 
duty is allowed one hour after 1.30 o’clock p. m. for 
rest and recreation, one-half day, after 1.80 p. m. each 
week, and four hours on Sunday. Two weeks’ vacation 
with pay is allowed each year, and one week without pay 
as leave of absence during the third year. If nurses 
are sick they are cared for in the hospital, but pay is 
stopped, except for illness or injury received in the line 
of duty. Pupils-may be expected to have a percentage 
of any considerable time lost by illness or absence added 
to their three years, at the discretion of the management. 
Nurses on night duty are required to be in bed from

9 a.m. until 4. p. m. Nurses may be called upon for 
six months’ regular night duty during the three years’ 
training, besides “‘special cases’’ to a limited number. 


CoURSE OF INSTRUCTION. 


J. PROBATIONERS’ COURSE. 


The first week the probation class meets in the practice 
room daily for practical instruction in the making of 
beds, including the use of bed rests, cradles, etc. 

The care of rooms, sweeping and dusting. 

Care of set bowls, wall stands and utensils. 

Care of linen rooms, the folding of linen. 

The use of hot and cold applications, including the 
making of fomentations and poultices. 

The care of rubber goods. 

The making of surgical supplies, pads, sponges, tam- 
pons, etc. 

The use of slings, binders and supports. 

During this time the class is instructed in the use 
of antiseptics, disinfectants and deodorants, and the 
preparation of solutions. 

Tables of weights and measures. 

The use of abbreviations and symbols. 

The principles of ventilation. 

The temperature of the body. Heat production and 
radiation. 

The use of the clinical thermometer and charts. 

The giving of baths, care of the back, mouth, etc. 

From the seventh (7th) to the tenth (10th) day allowed 
to go to the wards, make beds, sweep, dust and fold linen 
(hours from 7 to 10.30 a.m.). 

The tenth (10th) day assigned to wards for regular 
duty, and during the remaining weeks of the probation 
course three hours each day will be devoted to class and 
practice room work, with one additional hour for 
recreation.

List oF LECTURES AND SUBJECTS. 


A lecture is given to the Training School on Fridays, 
at 4 p. m., in the Operating Amphitheater, by a member 
of the Medical and Surgical Staff, once a week between 
September 15 and June 30. The following are among 
the lectures given at various periods during the training: 


‘Three.— Theory of wounds: Modes of healing, granulations, 
ulcers, cellulitis, suppuration, sloughs, erysipelas, pyzmia, 
gangrene, sepsis, etc. (with stereopticon). 

Six.— Bacteriology, brief history and general theory: Micro- 
organisms; general distribution in air, water, etc. Elementary 
consideration of pathogenic and non-pathogenic micro-organ- 
isms. Exhibition of apparatus and cultures. Practical points 
for nurses. 

Two.— Surgical anatomy and landmarks, hemorrhages, ete. 
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One.— Fractures: Varieties, preparation and care of splints 
and apparatus for treatment, management of cases, etc. 

Three.— Medicines: Avenues of taking; preparation of 
doses; classes of internal and external poisons; cautions; hos- 
pital formule. 

One.— Nursing in fevers: Theory of fever, symptoms and 
course of, different plans of treatment, nurses’ duties as to 
symptoms, bed, clothing, secretions, baths, food and manage- 
ment of cases. 

Four.— Infectious fevers, especially diphtheria and scarlet 
fever: Symptoms and course of disease; complications; infec- 
tion and contagion; special nursing in croup, laryngitis, trache- 
otomy, intubation, etc.; management of patient, and surround- 
ings; personal hygiene of nurse in attendance, etc. 

Two.— Symptomatology in disease: What and how to 
observe accurately; vital organs and special symptoms. The 
model sick room; temperature, light, ventilation, care of bed, 
bedding and clothing, furniture, utensils, disinfectants, cleans- 
ing, dusting, etc.

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HOUSE RULES. 


WITH RULES FOR ADMISSION, GOVERNMENT AND DIS-. 
CHARGE OF PATIENTS, ALSO RULES FOR VISITORS. 


~Housk RUEES. 


The doors and gates of the hospital will be closed at 
ten o’clock in the evening, at which time all inmates 
shall be quiet and all not on duty shall be in their 
rooms, unless otherwise specifically permitted. 

All officers, nurses and employees of the hospital, 
when going and coming to and from the hospital, shall 
enter and go out by the entrance office, and by no other 
entrance. Such officers and employees as are required 
shall use the time register and method of booking that 
the hospital rules require. 

A record shall be kept of all persons entering the 
hospital between the hours of 10 o’clock in the evening 
and 7.30 o’clock in the morning. 

No employee shall be absent from the hospital except 
when permitted by special rules or by the Superintendent. 

No officer, nurse, orderly or other employee shall, 
directly or indirectly, receive money or other gifts from 
or in behalf of patients, except with the approval of 
the Superintendent. 

The use of tobacco, wine and intoxicating liquors is 
prohibited within the hospital, unless prescribed by the 
physicians or surgeons. 

All profane and improper language, loud talking and 
incivility are prohibited. 

All employees shall observe such further rules and 
directions for their conduct as may from time to time 
be established. 


ADMISSION OF PATIENTS. 


Applications for admission of patients may be made 
at the hospital on each day of the week, Sunday excepted, 
between nine o’clock a. m. and six o’clock p. m. 

Whenever able a patient shall apply in person for 
admission; when not able to apply in person a patient 
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may be admitted on application made in his behalf, or 
upon visit at his residence by the admitting physician. 

Persons accidentally wounded, or otherwise disabled 
or injured, shall be received at all hours. 

Patients may be admitted to the privileges of the 
hospital at such rates of board as the trustees may from 
time to time by vote determine, payment for such board 
being secured by the friends of the patients or by the 
authorities of the cities or towns to which the patients 
belong. 

Whenever, in the opinion of the trustees, the circum- 
stances of the patient will warrant it, the whole or a 
part of the board shall be paid. If separate apartments, 
or articles not usually furnished at the hospital, are 
provided, such payment shall be made therefor as the 
trustees shall deem reasonable. 

No person having acute venereal disease or alcoholism 
shall be admitted, except as a paying patient. 

No person shall be admitted to the hospital whose 
case is judged to be incurable, unless there be urgent 
symptoms which are deemed capable of being relieved. 


GOVERNMENT OF PATIENTS. 


Patients shall implicitly observe all the rules of the 
hospital. 

Patients shall be in their proper places in the wards 
during the visits of the physicians and surgeons, and 
always before 7.30 o’clock in the evening, unless specially 
excused by the Superintendent. 

Such free patients as are able shall assist in nursing 
and perform such other services as may be reasonably 
required of them. 

No patient shall leave the hospital grounds without a 
pass from the Superintendent, nor leave his ward with- 
out the consent of the nurse in charge. 

No patient shall purchase, or cause to be purchased 
for him, any article of food whatsoever, or any other 
article, without the consent of the Superintendent. 

Profane and obscene language, loud talking’ and 
incivility are prohibited. 

Patients may be visited by clergymen of their own 
selection, and any wish for the performance of a par- 
ticular religious rite shall be granted when practicable. 

Complaints, for whatever cause, may be made to the 
Superintendent, and whenever requested shall be by him 
reported to the trustees. 
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DISCHARGE OF PATIENTS. 


Patients shall be discharged by the Superintendent. 

Patients discharged on the recommendation of the 
visiting physicians or surgeons shall be provided with a 
certificate stating their condition at the time of discharge, 
whether cured, relieved or not relieved, which certificate 
shall be signed by the ‘Superintendent. 

Whenever a patient is removed from the hospital 
without the approval of the Superintendent .a written 
statement to that effect shall be required from any per- 
son assuming the responsibility of the removal. 


VISITORS. 


No person shall visit any part of the premises except 
on business, or at such times as may be fixed for the 
reception of visitors, without the permission of the 
Superintendent or of some one of the trustees. 

Daily, from 2 to 3 o’clock in the afternoon, friends 
may be permitted to visit patients, though no patient 
shall receive more than two visitors at that hour; and 
from 6 to 6.30 o’clock on each week day friends may be 
permitted to visit patients, though no patient shall 
recelve more than one visitor at that hour. In all cases, 
however, the trustees and Superintendent may exercise 
discretionary powers as to excluding or admitting 
visitors. 

When visitors are admitted outside of the regular 
visiting hours they shall not be permitted to remain 
more than half an hour, except a special permission to 
remain for further time is granted. 

All visitors shall leave the hospital when the bell 
rings at the expiration of the visiting hour. 

No visitor shall take any meal in the hospital, or pass 
the night therein, without permission of the Superin- 
tendent or one of the trustees. 

No visitor shall be allowed to give any article of food 
or drink to a patient, unless by permission of the nurse; 
and any article sent to a patient shall be left at the 
entrance office. 
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SPECIAL RULES FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF 
THE SOUTH DEPARTMENT. 


The Department of the Boston City Hospital located 
on the westerly side of Massachusetts avenue shall be 
designated as the South Department of the Boston City 
Hospital. It shall receive patients who require treat- 
ment for diphtheria and scarlet fever, and for other 
infectious diseases as may be determined from time to 
time by the trustees. 

The Superintendent of the Hospital shall, under the 
direction of the trustees, have the general control and 
management of this department in the same manner as 
of other departments of the hospital. 

The rules of the hospital shall, so far as applicable, and 
except as hereinafter provided, apply to the various 
officers and employees and to the conduct and manage- 
ment of this department. 


SPECIAL RULES FOR THE GOVERNMENT 
OF THE HAYMARKET SQUARE RELIEF 
STATION. 


The Boston City Hospital Relief Station is established 
not as a hospital but as a department of the Boston City 
Hospital for temporary relief, and the rules and methods 
prevailing now in the hospital shall, so far as applicable 
and not inconsistent with special rules, apply to the 
Relief Station. : 

The station shall afford temporary relief in all classes 
of accident and disease. It shall be open at all hours for 
patients requiring treatment or attention. Patients 
requiring ward treatment, whether received at the 
station or taken up in ambulances, shall, so far as con- 
sistent with their welfare, be forthwith transferred or 
carried to the hospital for extended treatment, but ward 
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accommodations shall be afforded patients whose con- 
dition is such that they cannot properly be transferred. 
Patients may, however, if it is deemed desirable, be 
transferred by the ambulances to other hospitals or to 
their homes. First treatment may be afforded at the 
station, although the applicants are not such as require 
ward treatment. 

The Superintendent of the Hospital shall have the 
general administration, management and control of the 
station the same as of other departments of the hospital. 

The Superintendent shall, from time to time, as may be 
necessary, nominate for confirmation by the trustees a 
Resident Surgeon and one or more Assistant Resident 
Surgeons, and shall appoint and employ or detail for 
service in this department, subject to the approval of the 
trustees or of the proper committees, a Matron, a Super- 
visor, nurses, orderlies and such other minor employees 
as may be required for the proper conduct of the station, 
who shall be subject to his supervision. 

The various officers and employees of the station shall 
perform such duties, other than those specified, as may be 
required by the trustees or the Superintendent, according 
to the nature of their respective duties. The Resident 
Surgeons, the Matron, Supervisor and such other officers 
as may be so required shall reside at the station. 


AMBULANCE SERVICE. 


The ambulance service of the station shall be under 
the direct control of the Resident Surgeon, and shall 
cooperate with that of the hospital, with which it shall 
form one general system. Ambulances shall, in response 
to calls, be dispatched from the station or the hospital as 
the exigency may require. The utmost dispatch shall 
be exercised in the ambulance service, so far as is con- 
sistent with a regard for the welfare of the patient and 
the interest of the public. 

Ambulances shall in general be sent from the station or 
the hospital at least upon a general alarm to all fires 
occurring in the city proper and in such further districts 
as may be determined upon. 

An ambulance shall be held during the hours of the day 
in complete readiness to make immediate response to 
calls, and shall be kept in condition to make prompt 
response to calls at any time of the night. 
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A house officer shall accompany the ambulance, shall 
direct its course and shall have direction of the care and 
treatment of the patient until received at his destination. 

The foreman of the ambulance service at the Hospital 
Station shall visit and inspect the Ambulance Depart- 
ment of the station from time to time, but the immediate 
carrying out of directions shall be under the assistant 
foreman at the station. 


PATIENTS. 


Alcoholic and insane patients shall not be received, 
unless there is surgical or medical complication making 
hospital treatment absolutely necessary. 

No patient, after being admitted to the wards, shall 
leave the station until his discharge without a pass from 
the proper officer, nor shall he visit other parts of the 
station without permission. 

Ward patients shall be discharged by the Superin- 
tendent or Resident Surgeon. 


SPECIAL RULES FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF 
THE EAST BOSTON RELIEF STATION. 


The rules for the management of the East Boston 
Relief Station are similar to those of the Haymarket 
Square Relief Station. 
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SPECIAL RULES FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF 
THE CONVALESCENT HOME. 


The department of the Boston City Hospital located 
on Dorchester avenue, in Dorchester, shall be known as 
the Convalescent Home, and shall receive such patients 
recovering from acute diseases as shall be transferred to 
it from the main hospital for treatment during con- 
valescence. 

The Superintendent of the Hospital shall, under the 
direction of the trustees, have the control and manage- 
ment of the Convalescent Home in the same manner as 
of other departments of the hospital. 

The Superintendent shall appoint, subject to the 
approval of the trustees, a Matron, and shall employ, 
under their direction, such further assistants as may be 
necessary for the proper conduct and service of the home. 

The Matron, under the direction of the Superintendent, 
shall have the immediate charge of the home and the 
control of all nurses and other employees and patients. 
She shall reside at the home. 


VISITORS. 


Friends may be permitted to visit patients daily 
between three and four o’clock in the afternoon. In 
all cases the trustees, Superintendent and Matron 
may exercise discretionary powers as to excluding or 
admitting visitors. 

Visitors shall leave the home and grounds at the 
expiration of the visiting hour, and shall visit no part of 
the home or grounds other than the reception room, 
except by permission from the proper authority. 

No person shall give any article of food or drink to a 
patient unless by permission of the Matron.

To His Honor the Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Sir,— The Boston Infirmary Trustees would respect- 
fully submit herewith their report for the year ending 
January 31, 1911, in accordance with the provisions of 
chapter 3, section 24, of the Revised Ordinances. 


ORGANIZATION. 


The Board of Trustees remains constituted the same 
as on the date of the previous report with the exception 
that the term of Mrs. James Alexander expired on 
May 1, 1910. There has been no change in the superin- 
tendency at either of the institutions, the Boston Alms- 
house and Hospital at Long Island being in charge of 
Dr. Charles E. Donlan, and the Charlestown Almshouse 
in charge of Miss Mary A. Morris. 


VISITING MEDICAL STAFF. 


Dr. James B. Ayer, Jr., and Dr. Theodore J. Eastman 
have been appointed assistant visiting physicians on 
the visiting medical staff and Dr. Hans Barkan has 
been made pathologist of the Long Island Hospital, to 
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succeed Dr. Samuel R. Haythorn, resigned. Dr. Percy 
Brown, radiologist, has resigned and this important 
work will be continued by Dr. George W. Holmes, 
formerly resident physician. 


DEPARTMENT APPROPRIATION. 


The expenditures of the department have been kept 
within the appropriation of $184,130, the original appro- 
priation of $183,500 having been increased by payments 
“made by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts for con- 
demned cattle — $590 at Long Island and $40 at the 
Charlestown Almshouse. A balance of $169.95 has 
been returned to the city treasury. 

The enforcement of the weekly payment law at the 
Boston Almshouse and Hospital made necessary the 
payment of salaries for thirteen months from the appro- 
priation intended to cover but twelve months. The 
expenditures at the institution overran the appropriation 
by the amount of the January pay roll, approximately 
$3,300. . 

On account of the eight-hour law, it has been necessary 
to increase the assistant engineers at Long Island by one. 


POPULATION. 


The average population at Long Island has been 881 
and at the Charlestown Almshouse 102, an increase of 
15 at the former and 3 at the latter institution over the 
previous year. The per capita expenditure at Long 
Island has been $3:24 per week for the entire institution, 
$5.34 for the hospital department and $2.17 for the alms- 
house department. The per capita expenditure at 
Charlestown has been $3.01 per week. The net cost 
per week for each inmate at these institutions, after 
deducting the income, has been $3.12 at Long Island 
and $2.98 at Charlestown. 


ALMSHOUSE AND HospiTat, Lona ISLAND. 


The year has been a very satisfactory one at Long 
Island. A number of repairs have been made and about 
50,000 pine seedlings have been set out under the 
direction of the state forester. This is but a beginning 
in the work of reforesting the island. 

Dr. James 8. Tomkies has been appointed resident 
physician to succeed Dr. George W. Holmes, resigned. 
The latter served the institution as house officer in 
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1906 and on July 1, 1907, took charge of the hospital 
department as resident physician, and his work there is 
to be highly commended. 

For several years the need of additional accommoda- 
tions both for the almshouse and hospital at Long 
Island has been apparent. The average population at 
the island has increased from 689 in 1897-98 to 886 in 
1910-11. While the average population for the hospital 
for the past year has been 297, this latter figure does not 
adequately express the situation, for at the present time 
there are perhaps one hundred men and nearly as many 
women in the dormitories who might well be cared for 
in the hospital department were the accommodations 
therein sufficient. The pressure of the applications for 
admission to the hospital is continually increasing. In 
order to meet the ever-growing demand, it is the opinion 
of the Board that steps should be taken to provide addi- 
tional buildings for the suitable accommodation of the 
inmates of the almshouse as well as those of the hospital. 

The trustees would, therefore, reeommend an imme- 
diate addition to the hospital which could accommodate 
about two hundred patients. It is the intention of the 


- Board that this addition should be so built that further 


additions might be made from time to time as necessity 
demanded. ‘The trustees also believe that, in connec- 
tion with this contemplated improvement, a central 
kitchen should be provided to repla¢e the three large 
kitchens now in use. They feel that this would be a 
saving to the city in labor and would prove of material 
benefit in the handling of supplies. One suitably 
equipped kitchen could then easily handle the cooking 
for the entire population. The building of this kitchen 
would necessitate subways connecting it with the different 
buildings. As soon as estimates of the cost of these 
additions and improvements can be prepared, a request 
for a special appropriation will be made. This is work 
that should not be delayed and prompt action is not 
only desirable but necessary. 

Three band concerts were provided last summer 
through the courtesy of the Music Commissioners, two 
at Long Island and one at the Charlestown Almshouse. 


TRAINING SCHOOL FOR NURSES. 


For many years the need of further facilities for 
accommodating and properly housing the young women 
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who attend the nurses’ training school has been felt. 
The present facilities are entirely inadequate. The 
demand for nurses has greatly increased during the last 
four or five years and has now grown far beyond the. 
present supply. The Board would, therefore, recom- 
mend that either a new building for the nurses be erected 
or that substantial alterations and additions be made 
at once to enable them to properly administer this 
most important branch of the institution’s service. 

On June 8 diplomas were awarded to twenty-one 
graduates of the training school by his Honor John F. 
Fitzgerald, Mayor of Boston. Addresses were also 
made by Hon. Joseph H. O’Neil, Dr. Francis W. 
Palfrey, a member of the visiting medical staff, and Mr. 
Edward M. Gallagher, chairman of the Board of Trustees. 


ALMSHOUSE, CHARLESTOWN. 


Since the annexation of Charlestown to the City of 
Boston in 1873, the Almshouse on Alford street, Charles- 
town, has been maintained for the poor of the city. 

The Boston Elevated Railway Company has been 
granted a location by the Board of Railroad Com- 
missioners which will necessitate the taking of the 
almshouse by the railway company. [It will, therefore, 
be impossible to continue this branch of the department 
in Charlestown. 

Plans are now being prepared and it is hoped that 
suitable quarters will be provided for all who have 
hitherto been cared for in Charlestown. It may be of 
interest to note here that at the present time there are 
only four of the hundred odd inmates who were ever 
residents of this district. 


DEPARTMENT STEAMER. 


During the past year a much needed improvement 
has been made in the building of the steamer ‘‘ George 
A. Hibbard” to replace the ‘‘ John Howard,’’ which for 
some years has been unsafe and unfit for service. The 
new boat is of about the same dimensions as the 
“Howard,” 77 feet long, 17 feet beam, and will carry 
seventy-five passengers. On the recommendation of 
his Honor the Mayor the boat has been equipped as 
a fireboat in order that additional protection might be 
given to the harbor islands. 
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The new boat has been named in honor of Boston’s 
late mayor, the Hon. George A. Hibbard. She was 
launched on October 7, made her trial trip on November 
28 and went into commission on December 9, 1910.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE 
BOSTON ALMSHOUSE AND HOSPITAL, 
LONG ISLAND. 


Lone Isuanp, January 31, 1911. 
To the Boston Infirmary Trustees: 


I have the honor to submit the annual report on the 
institutions at Long Island for the year ending January 
thirty-first, nineteen hundred eleven. The usual dry 
statistical details may be found in the appended tables, 
but for our present purposes they may be summarized 
in a statement that the average population has been 
four hundred nine women and four hundred forty-nine 
men, and of the total about thirty-five per cent were in 
the hospitals. The nursery population averaged twenty- 
seven children. The weekly per capita expenditure was 
five dollars and thirty-four cents in the hospitals and 
two dollars and seventeen cents in the almshouses. 

The average annual population for the last five years 
of the past decade is no indication of actual conditions in 
the institutions, and invites misconstruction, especially 
- along the line that the necessity for increased quarters 
is not pressing. This impression would be distinctly 
erroneous. 

One reason for the apparently slight variation is that 
it has long been impossible to increase, owing to lack of 
accommodation; another is that the old rule of holding 
inmates six weeks has not been enforced, except for 
disciplinary purposes, so that the strain has been relieved 
numberless times by the discharging of cases able to go 
to the city temporarily in order to admit those in more 
abject condition, but who were no longer welcome at 
Tewksbury. 

The present unavoidable transfer of the inmates of 
the Charlestown Almshouse merely increases and accen- 
tuates the exigency of increased quarters here. ‘The 
only rational disposition of the institutions under our 
charge, if a desire exists to have an institution on the 
mainland, would be to make the latter a purely chronic 
hospital and devote the entire island institutions to alms- 
house purposes, and even this would bring about a

hardship greater than any benefit derived, by reason of 
the frequent transfers between the hospital and alms- 
house, since of those who are not constantly in need of 
hospital treatment, the majority require it intermittently. 

Pending legislation, some phase of which will in all 
probability be enacted into law tending to make the 
acquirement of settlements easier, presents a new prob- 
lem to us of an abnormal increase in population. 

These imminent conditions, together with the present 
congested state of the institutions, which alone is 
vitally necessitous, make imperative a rearrangement of 
the present and the construction of new buildings. 

I therefore urge again, and insistently, after careful 
thought, the following recommendations in sequence: 


First. Move and locate the present main brick institution 
building (with the exception of the old power house, which 
will be razed) to a point about four hundred feet south of its 
present location, fronting as it now does on the harbor to the 
west, there to be occupied solely as a home for all the male 
indigents. 

Second. Construct on the site of this building a new general 
hospital for men, a portion of which will be devoted to individ- 
ual strong rooms for cases mentally deranged from any cause; 
this structural unit to be so plotted as to permit extensions to 
meet the increased demands for space in the future without 
marring the symmetry of the scheme. 

Third. 'The male hospital for tuberculosis to remain undis- 
turbed for the present. 

Fourth. The present Nurses’ Home, both on account of its 
construction, size and contiguity to the above hospital, be con- 
verted in hospital quarters for women suffering from pulmonary 
tuberculosis, thereby relieving the strain on the east wing of 
the present general hospital, where an entire ward now has to 
be given over to this purpose. 

Fifth. Construct a new Nurses’ Home to contain approxi- 
mately 100 rooms, including lecture and recreation rooms, at 
a point not less than two hundred feet south of the nearest 
hospital. 

Sixth. The whole of the present general hospital to be used 
for women patients and the nursery. 

Seventh. The present dormitory for women should remain 
unchanged either in construction or uses. 

Eighth. Convert the cottage, south of the morgue, into a 
contagious hospital. 

Ninth. Move the comparatively new frame building now 
located near the reservoir to a point about one hundred feet 
west of the chapel, there to be used as a general store for the 
receiving and distributing of all supplies. 
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Tenth. Construct a central kitchen on the oval adjoining 
the west side of the power house, with an ice plant and refriger- 
ator of sufficient size. 

Eleventh. Arrange a system of subways connecting all in- 
habited buildings. 


The foregoing recommendations are suggested because 
they are not only essentially valuable to the city now 
but because they anticipate and meet remote but inevi- 
table conditions which economically can best be met at 
present. 

My reason for asking you to attack this problem on 
so broad a scale is that we may not unconsciously fall 
into the grave errors of those who in previous times had 
in charge the matter of extensions and who with no 
idea of future development temporized with the then 
present. . | 

At the time the new department steamer went into 
-~ commission I brought to your attention the certainty 
of damage which will occur to the superstructure of the 
boat if compelled to lie broadside to a northeast storm, 
and there is now no place where she can lie with 
protection at such a time. The remedy is to build a 
bulkhead at a right angle with the southern face of the 
pier which will cost approximately seventeen hundred 
dollars. 

During the spring about fifty thousand pine seedlings 
were planted in a band sixty feet wide and three miles 
long surrounding the southern half of the island, and I 
believe that eighty per cent survived the summer, and 
were showing a healthy growth at the time snow covered 
the ground. If they survive this winter, we may hope 
to see a change in the bleakness of that portion of 
the island within a few years. In addition to this six 
hundred shrubs were planted in the populated section. 

As soon as the frost is out of the ground we will 
commence laying the miniature railway which will 
relieve the strain on the teams now hauling coal and 
other freight up the steep incline from the east wharf. 

The west wing lavatories and the east and west wing 
diet kitchens have been completely made over, with new 
appurtenances, terazzo floors and ceramic tile walls. 
On account of our very limited appropriation this is one 
of the works on which we can do only a limited amount 
annually, and for the coming year the center wing diet 
kitchen and the center and west wing lavatories have 
been apportioned. 
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Any institution in existence for a quarter century will 
feel two difficulties from which we are not free,— the 
insufficient ventilation due to overcrowding, and appli- 
ances to relieve it either incompetent or obsolete. This 
has been relieved to an appreciable degree, however, in 
three instances by installing large electric exhausts, 
although the initial expense as well as the expense of the 
additional load on the dynamos is material. 

The telephone service with the city is inconceivably 
bad, -and for this condition it would appear the telephone 
company is more culpable than any adverse conditions 
of the elements under which the service may be ealled 
upon to work. The local service here between depart- 
ments is antiquated, and the remedy for this is the 
installation of a switch board, which would involve 
additional employment. In any event an additional 
trunk line is necessary in order that the business of the 
hospital be conducted expeditiously. 

A serious hardship under which we labor is a law 
placed on the statute books last year (chapter four 
hundred fourteen of the Acts of nineteen hundred ten), 
presumably at the instance of the Prison Commission, 
which virtually compels us to buy from the correctional 
institutions anything which they may turn out in the 
way of manufactures. While I appreciate that they 
must have an outlet for their products, it is wholly 
unfair to an institution of the character of a hospital — 
which necessarily produces nothing — to buy an inferior 
article at a price at which superior goods can be bought 
in open market. | 

One subject that has come up spasmodically has been 
that of voluntary visitors, and if I understand their 
duties correctly, I am free to say that their activities 
are superfluous and apt to be dangerous. 

Where public institutions are carefully supervised, 
by governing boards and paid inspectors from foreign 
supervisory boards, it is patent that any condition that 
might need improvement is early known and the remedy 
easily compelled. 

Without wishing to point out to others where they 
might do good to the greatest advantage, I am unable 
to lose sight of the thought that these willing helpers 
who give generously of their time and energy might 
better keep in touch with broader opportunity for good, 
with organizations of the character of health boards and 
district nursing institutions who have intimate knowl- 
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edge of unhappy conditions prevailing in homes, espe- 
cially in such districts as are commonly known as slums. 

In this connection there is one class of young girls 
who need moral aid and assistance and very recently 
I have seen a start made in this direction. The ultimate 
solution of this serious question will be reached only 
with an institution for the purpose ‘of restraining indefi- 
nitely one subclass of this set. 

With reference to the radiological and fluoroscopic 
work, which has been taken up on a scale very much 
larger this year than heretofore, I feel that it is sufficient 
to say that the benefits accruing are in excess of any 
outlay we may make in that direction. 

Frankly, the pathological work done at Long Island 
for the three years prior to nineteen hundred ten war- 
ranted the nominal amount expended. Since then it 
has keenly impressed itself on my mind that this work 
has been conducted rather with a* view to benefit the 
medical school and its laboratory, than our hospital and 
its resident staff, who have the first claim upon the 
results to be obtained by this expenditure. 

We owe much to our resident medical staff; in order 
to keep its supply excellent and complete there should 
be no hesitancy in the granting of any reasonable 
request where expense is balanced by result. 

It has been especially gratifying to me in the year just 
passed to note the interest taken by the younger members 
of the visiting medical staff in the hospital and its 
internes, often at a very considerable sacrifice to them- 
selves. 

I rarely favor increases in compensation for wages 
and in no case recommend them without the most 
careful consideration. I did this year, however, send 
to you a list of increases that I felt was justified in every 
instance and, although approval of it was withheld 
after it left my hand, I still feel as strongly as I did at 
that time and submit it to you again unchanged. 

While the pay roll should in no ease be the incentive 
to thorough service in an employee, conscientious and 
willing work should be rewarded. 

This institution for the year just closed has shown 
marked and material progress. With the proper sup- 
port of the city, which at all times and under the most 
favorable conditions must necessarily be restricted, it 
will maintain that standard which should always be 
approached. 
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What we ask for are not in any sense luxuries, but 
vitally necessary to the work we are carrying out. 
Measured by definitely accomplished good and the 
possibilities of infinitely greater good which may be 
achieved by a sane and firm furtherance of the policy 
now existing, the hospitals and institutions are on an 
enviable basis. The solution lies in striking the medium 
between excessive economy and extravagance.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE 
ALMSHOUSE, CHARLESTOWN. 


CHARLESTOWN DIsTRICT, 
Boston, Mass., January 31, 1911. 


To the Boston Infirmary Trustees: 


The report of the Charlestown Almshouse for the 
year ending January 31, 1911, is herewith respectfully 
submitted. 

During the year there were 87 admissions, the daily 
average population being 102. The general health of 
the inmates has been very good, and of course for this 
we are thankful. There were four deaths during the 
year, and in each case the person was over sixty years 
of age. 

Kind friends connected with churches in the vicinity 
have on many occasions furnished entertainment, and 
to these people we wish to extend our sincere thanks. 

The officers of the. institution have shown untiring 
energy and devotion in their work, and are deserving of 
the highest praise. 

During the year very little has been accomplished ; in 
the way of repairs, primarily because of the meager 
appropriation, and also because of the tentative plans 
to transfer the property to the Boston Elevated Railway 
for use in connection with the extension of the elevated 
structure from Sullivan square to Everett. At present 
the indications are that before the end of the year 
this institution will be merged with the Long Island 
institution. 

As this report will probably be the last sent out from 
here, a brief résumé of the history of the Charlestown 
Almshouse might be of interest. 

The first almshouse in Charlestown was established 
about 1795 on a site now known as Wallace court, the 
first superintendent being Cornelius Felton, his suc- 
cessor being Captain Foster. Some years later the 
almshouse was moved to a point on Bunker Hill street, 
just above the old cemetery, and here Mr. Alexander 
Eaton served as superintendent. In 1849 the con- 
struction of the present almshouse was begun and here 
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Capt. George Cairns was superintendent for a number 
of years. Mr. James R. Gerrish, who up to a few years 
ago was master of the Suffolk County House of Correc- 
tion, succeeded Captain Cairns. Mr. Chandler East- 
man followed Mr. Gerrish as superintendent, and my 
immediate predecessor, Miss Sarah G. Weeden, occupied 
the position from 1898 to 1907. 

I wish to thank the Board of Trustees for their 
co-operation in everything pertaining to the adminis- 
tration of this institution.

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REPORT OF THE VISITING MEDICAL STAFF 
OF THE LONG ISLAND HOSPITAL. 


Boston, January 31, 1911. 


To the Boston Infirmary Trustees: 


The past year has been uneventful so far as the medical 
work of the hospital is concerned. In spite of the dis- 
tance of the institution and the consequent difficulty of 
making visits, the services of the hospital have been 
maintained in a satisfactory way and the needs of the 
patients met as heretofore. With the general develop- 
ment of the hospital, its reputation has naturally spread, 
with the result that the house officer positions are 
sought with increasing eagerness and with corresponding 
improvement in the medical and surgical care of the 
patients. It is desirable that the attractiveness of this 
service should be still further enhanced for the benefit 
primarily of the institution which must profit by the 
better medical attainments of the men who constitute 
its house staff. The service, as at present organized, is 
attractive from the facts that its length is one year and 
that it includes experience both in surgery and medicine, 
and in their various subdivisions, in a way not obtainable 
in any other hospital in or about Boston. The disad- 
vantage of the service is its remoteness, through its 
separation by water, from other institutions. Partially 
to compensate for this manifest disadvantage, it has 
long seemed to the staff that certain forms of amusement 
and possibilities of exercise should be provided for the 
house staff. For example, squash courts could easily 
be built at small expense, which would afford a needed 
and healthful recreation for the house officers. We 
would, therefore, recommend to your Board that one 
or more such courts be provided. It would be well 
also to provide some definite form of outdoor amuse- 
ment for the nurses. 

The growth of the hospital has demanded more 
adequate accommodations for the increased number of 
nurses. We have in previous reports urged that this 
matter be given serious consideration and we are 
accordingly gratified to learn that provision is soon to be 
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made for the enlargement of the Nurses’ Home. We 
have repeatedly alluded to the peculiar difficulties of 
nursing at Long Island, which renders it stiill more 
desirable that the nurses, when off duty, should have 
every legitimate comfort. | 

The hospital is at present provided with an adequate 
and attractive ward or nursery for infants. This de- 
partment of the hospital work has developed in a most 
satisfactory way during the past ten years. The babies 
are well cared for and many lives are undoubtedly 
saved through the attention which has been given to 
their peculiar needs. There are, however, also in the 
hospital a considerable number of children ranging 
from the ages of six to fourteen years. For these 
children no adequate provision has hitherto been made; 
they have of necessity been cared for in the wards with 
adults. This, we believe, to be unfortunate and unde- 
sirable. We would, therefore, suggest that a separate 
ward be provided for such children to the end not only 
of securing a better classification of patients, but also 
that such children may not be exposed to the possible 
demoralizing influence of certain of the adult patients. 

Certain changes have been made in the resident and 
visiting staffs during the past year, the most notable of 
which was the resignation of Dr. George W. Holmes as 
resident physician. Doctor Holmes’s connection with 
the hospital has extended through four years, beginning 
as a house officer and demonstrating at that early time 
his capacity for thorough medical work and adminis- 
tration, he later, on July 1, 1907, became resident 
physician. In this latter capacity he served the insti- 
tution with exceptional judgment and loyalty. It is 
largely due to his enthusiasm and untiring efforts 
toward improvement of the medical service, supported 
and encouraged by the superintendent, that the hospital 
has reached its present state of high efficiency. Doctor 
Holmes gave up his work:at Long Island to accept a 
position in the X-ray department of the Massachusetts 
General Hospital and to undertake private work of like 
character. He has since received the appointment of 
radiologist at the Long Island Hospital which will give 
him an opportunity to continue investigations already 
begun and to develop further this important branch of 
the hospital work. 

Dr. James 8. Tomkies, a former house officer, has 
been appointed resident physician in Doctor Holmes’s 
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place. Dr. Hans Barkan has been appointed patholo- 
gist in the place of Dr. Samuel R. Haythorne, resigned, 
and Dr. James B. Ayer, Jr., and Dr. Theodore J. 
Eastman have been appointed assistant visiting physi- 
cians. 

We. have again to acknowledge the continued co- 
operation of your Board, of the superintendent, and of 
the other officers of the institution in their encourage- 
ment of the hospital idea which we have always believed 
should dominate at Long Island.

My report for the year ending January 31, 1911, is 
hereby respectfully submitted. 

We have had about the usual busy year, both in the 
hospital and the dispensary. Every case has been 
carefully attended to. 

We have transferred thirteen patients to Long Island 
Hospital, two patients were committed for mental 
disease. Four women died during the year, two as the 
result of heart disease, ages, sixty-seven and eighty; 
one from cerebral hemorrhage, age seventy-five, and 
the fourth from cerebral thrombosis, age eighty-four. 

I have enjoyed the same faithful assistance as in 
several years past.

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LONG ISLAND HOSPITAL TRAINING SCHOOL 
FOR NURSES. 


This training school is established to give a systematic, 
two years’ course of training and practice to women 
desirous of becoming professional nurses. 

The school is connected with the Boston Almshouse 
and Hospital on Long Island, in Boston Harbor. The 
hospital buildings are modern in all their appointments 
and contain three hundred beds. 

The superintendent of the almshouse and hospital has 
the general supervision of all matters relating to the 
school, and application for admission should be made to 
him. ‘The superintendent of nurses has the immediate 
charge of all the nursing in the hospital, of all persons 
employed in the wards, and also is responsible for the 
instruction and management of the pupils in the training 
school. 

The course of training requires two years and includes 
general medical, surgical, maternity and infant nursing. 

A fixed course of instruction is given, including lectures 
and demonstrations on practical points by the medical 
and surgical staff, recitations on these and from text- 
books, but chiefly the daily instruction from the superin- 
tendent of nurses and the graduate head nurses and the 
accurate daily drill in the wards and operating room. 
The instruction includes the general care of the sick and 
the usual detailed instruction common to all hospital 
training schools. Maternity nursing is taught by prac- 
tice in the confinement rooms, which includes digital 
examination of patients. 

Candidates will be received between the ages of 
twenty-one and thirty years. They must be of sound 
health. They should send a brief personal history, and 
give the names and addresses of responsible persons, 
not of their own kin, who know their good character and 
capabilities. Upon the approved recommendation of 
the superintendent they will be received for two months 
on probation. 

At the end of the two months candidates, if con- 
sidered satisfactory to the authorities in charge of the 
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hospital, are permitted to join the school upon signing 
an agreement to complete the prescribed course of two 
years and to conform to all rules. 

The right is reserved by the authorities of the hospital 
to terminate at any time the connection of any pupil 
for inefficiency, misconduct, generally unsatisfactory 
record, or for any other reason which may be deemed 
sufficient. 

While the education and training which are afforded 
are intended to be a full equivalent for their services, 
there is given the pupils, toward defraying their neces- 
sary personal expenses, $10 per month during the first 
year and $12 per month for the second year. 

If pupils successfully fulfill the requirements for the 
full term of two years, and pass the necessary examina- 
tion they will, upon the termination of their service, 
receive the diploma of the hospital. 

There are no fixed dates for the beginning of service, 
but accepted candidates may enter whenever vacancies 
occur. Pupils are required after they join the school to 
wear the training school uniform and regulation shoes.

Chapter 395 of the Acts of 1897, as Amended by Chapter 451 
of the Acts of 1897. 


An AcT TO ESTABLISH SEPARATE DEPARTMENTS OF THE 
CITY OF BOSTON FOR THE CARE OF CHILDREN, PAUPERS, 
INSANE PERSONS AND CRIMINALS, 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


Section 1. The Children’s Institutions Department, the 
Pauper Institutions Department, the Insane Hospital Depart- 
ment and the Institutions Registration Department, of the City 
of Boston, are hereby created as departments of said city, and 
shall be under the charge of the officers herein designated there- 
for. Said officers shall be citizens or taxpayers of said city, and 
shall be appointed by the mayor of said city without confirma- 
tion by the board of aldermen. ‘The provisions of chapter two 
hundred and sixty-six of the Acts of the year eighteen hundred 
and eighty-five, and of all other acts relating to the depart- 
ments of the City of Boston, or the officers or employees thereof, 
except as otherwise herein provided, shall be applicable to said 
departments and the officers and employees thereof. 

Sect. 2. Each of said departments, except the Institutions 
Registration Department, shall be under the charge of a board 
of seven trustees, at least two of whom shall always be women; 
during the current year one of said trustees for each of said 
departments shall be appointed for the term of five years, two 
for the term of four years, one for the term of three years, two 
for the term of two years and one for the term of one year, 
beginning with the first day of May in the year eighteen hun- 
dred and ninety-seven; and hereafter in the year in which any 
term or terms shall expire a trustee or trustees shall be appointed 
for the term of five years, beginning with the first day of May 
in the year of appointment; any vacancy occurring among said 
trustees shall be filled by appointment of a trustee as aforesaid 
for the remainder of the term. Said trustees shall serve with- 
out compensation, but all expenses reasonably incurred by 
them in the performance of their duty shall be paid by said 
city if approved by a recorded vote of the board of which the 
trustee incurring such- expense is a member. They shall 
organize on the first Monday of May in each year, or as soon 
thereafter as may be, by the choice of a chairman who shall be 
one of their number and of a secretary who may or may not, 
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at their discretion, be one of their number. No such trustee, 
nor any person in the employ of any of said trustees or depart- 
ments, shall be interested in a private capacity, directly or 
indirectly, in any contract or agreement for labor or for articles 
furnished for any of said departments. 

Sect. 3. The board of trustees for the Children’s Institu- 
tions Department shall be known as the trustees for children, 
and shall have, exercise and perform all the powers and duties 
relating to children, or to any institution or place in which 
they are confined or detained or cared for, including the House 
of Reformation, now conferred by the statutes of this Com- 
monwealth upon the institutions commissioner of the City of 
Boston, except as to children lawfully committed to or detained 
in institutions established for the care and custody of the adult 
insane paupers and criminals. 

Sect. 4. The board of trustees for the Pauper Institutions 
Department shall be known as the pauper institutions trustees, 
and, except as otherwise provided by section three of this act, 
shall have, exercise and perform all the powers and duties relat- 
ing to poor and indigent persons, or to any institution or place 
in which they are confined or detained or cared for, now con- 
ferred by the statutes of this Commonwealth upon the 
institutions commissioner of the City of Boston. 

Sect. 5. The board of trustees for the Insane Hospital 
Department shall be known as the insane hospital trustees, 
and shall have the general care and control of the Boston lunatic 
hospital established by the City of Boston under the provisions 
of chapter one hundred and thirty-one of the Acts of the year 
eighteen hundred and thirty-nine, and all other hospitals that 
said city has established, or may hereafter establish, for the 
care or treatment of the insane, and the same shall hereafter 
be known as the Boston Insane Hospital; and said trustees 
shall have all the powers relating to the insane and to the insti- 
tutions in which they are confined, conferred by the statutes 
of the Commonwealth upon the institutions commissioner of 
the City of Boston. 

Sect. 6. The Institutions Department of the City of Boston 
shall hereafter be styled the Penal Institutions Department, and 
the institutions commissioner shall hereafter be styled the penal 
institutions commissioner, and he shall continue to have, 
exercise and perform all the powers and duties now conferred by 
the statutes of this Commonwealth upon the _ institutions 
commissioner of the City of Boston not conferred by this act 
upon any other officer or board of trustees. The penal institu- 
tions commissioner may, with the approval of said mayor, 
appoint one assistant. 

Sect. 7. The Institutions Registration Department shall be 
under the charge of the institutions registrar, who shall investi- 
gate all questions relating to the settlement of paupers, to the 
commitment of the insane, or to the agency for discharged 
prisoners, or to any rights, duties or liabilities connected there- 
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with, and report thereon to the department interested therein; 
and shall perform such services relating to the accounts and to 
the collection, registration and tabulation of statistics relating 
to said departments, or any of them, as may be required of him 
by said mayor or by the officer or trustees in charge of any of 
said departments, with the approval of said mayor. Said 
registrar shall receive an annual salary of three thousand 
dollars, or such other salary as may be fixed by ordinance. 

Sect. 8. Said mayor shall quarterly, in the months of June, 
September, December and March, and at such other times and 
at such places as he shall appoint, hold conferences, at which 
may be present said penal institutions commissioner, said insti- 
tutions registrar, two members of each of the aforesaid boards of 
trustees, to be selected by such boards severally, and two mem- 
bers of the board of overseers of the poor, to be selected by such 
board, to consider any subjects relating to the work of said 
departments, or of any two or more of them, or to the co-ordi- 
nation of such work, and at said conferences said mayor shall 
preside. 

Sect. 9. The City of Boston may take and hold any real or 
personal property which may be given, granted, bequeathed or 
devised to and accepted by it for the benefit of any one or more 
of said departments or of the persons under the care thereof. 
Such property or the income thereof shall be used, applied and 
disposed of according to the lawful directions of the donor 
thereof, by the officers in charge of such department or 
departments. 

Sect. 10. Any officers or employees of the Institutions 
Department of the City of Boston, whose tenure of office or 
position may be affected by this act or the carrying out thereof, 
may be appointed to similar positions in said city at any time 
within six months of the passage of this act, without civil service 
examination or enrolment. 

SecT. 11. No veteran holding an office in the Institutions 
Department of the City of Boston shall be removed or sus- 
pended, or shall without his consent be transferred from such 
office or employment, except after a full hearing before the 
mayor, and at such hearing the veteran shall have the right to 
be present and to be represented by counsel. Such removal, 
suspension or transfer shall be made only upon the written order 
of the mayor.

An AcT TO CHANGE THE NAME OF THE PAUPER INSTITUTIONS 
DEPARTMENT IN THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 


SEcTION 1. The pauper institutions trustees, as established 
by chapter three hundred and ninety-five of the Acts of the year 
eighteen hundred and ninety-seven, shall hereafter be known as 
the Boston infirmary trustees, and the Pauper Institutions — 
Department shall be known asthe Boston Infirmary Department. 


Sect. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage. 


[Approved April 15, 1908. 
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
